Development of Market Xews by Radio. 

This is the seventh yearly list of the schedules ot crop 
and market news broadcasting. In 1921 there were three 
radio stations experimenting with market news reports. 
Todav two of those stations are still broadcasting regular 
mai-ket news schedules. 

Tlie most rapid growth of the list of stations broadcast¬ 
ing market nows occurred in 1922. January, 1922, saw 
nine stations: June, thirty-tive stations and December 
sixty-tive stations. About twenty stations were added to 
the list in 1923, seven more in 1924. Between 1924 and 1927 
the total number increased ten new stations to a total of 106. 

The first broadcasting of market news was by radio 
telegraph (wireless) in December, 1920. The results of 
this test were verv gratifvine:. Of course, onlv radio ama- 
teurs could get the reports which they copied and gave to 
interested farmers. Many of the reports were posted in 
banks and ])ost offices where they could be read. 

Radio tele])hone broadcasting became a generally known 
reality in 1921 and the bureau furnished its reports to three 
of the very few stations then experimenting with the new 
art of communication. 

The amateur's radio set was found to be able to pick up 
the voice transmission of the early broadcasts. Amateurs 
made sets for friends and a few sets appeared in the stores. 
Thus the market reports by radio were assured of an audi¬ 
ence, small it is true, but interested partly because of the 
character of the information and partly because of the nov- 
eltv of hearing the ‘‘voices of the air.’’ 

The rapid develo])ment of radio in 1922 and 1923 precipi¬ 
tated upon the Market Xews service of the bureau a veri¬ 
table avalanche of requests for the privilege of broadcasting- 
all kinds of reports that might be of interest to farmers. 
Requests came from all manner of stations—schools, col- 
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leges, radio dealers, dcpurtment stores, iiewspapjers, as well 
as from the stations of the larger electrical conlipanies like 
General Electric, Westinghonse, and the American Tele¬ 
phone and Telegratih Company. No opportunity was 
turned down where any section of the countity could be 
served. |

offices. The number grew and the quality of 
expanded until today well-established schedules 
crop and market re])orts ai‘e available to practically all 
parts of the country. (See map opposite!page 2.) 
1297 Increased power and improved broadcasting, 
together with better receiving sets, have Idone much 
to aid in establishing the permanency of the use of radio 
for the benefit of agriculture. Xo elaborate argjuments are 
necessary to prove its case. One station alone in a period 
of six months' broadcasting of market and weatjier reports 
received more than 5000 letters of ('ommendgtion from 
farmers, country banks, shi])])ers of livestock, 
merchants in the towns in twelve agricultural 
rounding the station. 

Farmers b}’ reason of their isolation have usually bought 
the best sets available. They have bought sets as a rule, 
more selective, more capable of getting distaiit stations 
than has been necessary in the cities to getj the local 
broadcasting. In 1920 the average cost of radio sets on 
more than 1000 farms widelv scattered over the countrv 
was $175. Today, better and more easily operated equip¬ 
ment can be bought for half this amount or less.! 

As a means of (piickly collecting and distributing its 
market reports the bureau maintains a complete telegraphic 
service. 7800 miles of leased telegraph wires! are used. 
There are 38 field offices in twentv-two states arid the gen- 
eral supervising and relay office in Washington, D. C. 
A force of 54 telegraphers and superintendent handle the 
ser\uce. An average of more than 60,000 words |of reports 
are handled daily on the seven circuits. i 

The map on the opposite page shows the location and 
power of all stations broadcasting crop and market 
reports. The shaded areas indicate the approximate day- 
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range of the stations (h'pon/ing on the power used. 
Higli power stations of oOOO w’atts and over are given a 
dayliglij radius of 250 miles. Stations of 1000 watts and 
below* 5000 watts are show*n witli a radius of 150 miles: 
500-watt and 750-w’att stations are shown w*ith a radius of 
100 miles. Stations w’ith less than 500 w*atts are show’n 
with a radius ot .)0 miles. Stations do not cover exact cii*- 
cular ar(*as, so the map is therefore only an approximation 
of the actual cov(‘rage.

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West, Kansas City, and stations in Fort Worth, Texas, 
and certain features that perhaps do not pertain to farm 
features on a great many stations in Chicago. There are 
too manv of them; to take the Commission's time now. I 
could mention things that had been done before Sears, Roe¬ 
buck & Company owned the station which would be a 
duplicate of things that were done which would lead one 
to believe that that was the type of program they were pro¬ 
ducing today; and things that had been done by other sta¬ 
tions long before they owned the station.

William H. Settle, Inunng been duly sworn, testified on 
belialf of Radio Station WLS', as follows: 


My name is William H. Settle. 1 reside in Wells C’ounty, 
Indiana, and have been on a farm all niv life. For six vears 
I worked for the Standard Oil, but 1 operated my farm at 
the same time. I am over liftv vears of aa'e, and for the 
past six years have been President of the Indiana Farm 
Bureau Federation: and 1 am General ^lanager of the 
Central States Soft Wheat Growers Association. This 
Association includes residents of Indiana, parts of Illinois, 
Michigan and Ohio. 

I am also connected with the American Farm l>ureau, as 
a member of the Finance Committee. These organizations 


are for the purpose of promoting the interests of agricul¬ 
ture. The Indiana P"arm Bureau has a membershi]> of 
42,000, and our State Cooperative Associations transacted 
a little more than $50,000,000 worth of business last year. 
This includes the Wheat Association, the Livestock Asso¬ 
ciation, the Insurance Department, and the Purchasing 
Departments. We also have a Social Education Depart¬ 
ment, and a Legislative Department. The ollicers of the 
Association are located at Indianapolis, I am the President 
of the Cooperative Subsidiary Corporations. 

The Soft Wlieat Growers Association handles about live 
million bushels of .wheat each year, except this year, when 
we did not handle very much. The Wheat Growers Asso¬ 
ciation has a membership of approximately 19,600, spread 
over the wheat growing States.

The activities of the Farm Bureau! are largely 

1320 directed to agricultural problems, and economic prob¬ 
lems relating to agriculture. Our Le^slative and 

Social Education Departments do a very large jwork, involv¬ 
ing expenditures of some $300,000 to $500,000 4 year. That 
amount is spent by the Indiana Farm Bureaui alone. 

The American Farm Bureau is correlated, and is made 
up of the 34 farm State organizations. Its principal office 
is in Chicago. I am a member of the Executive Committee 
of the American Farm Bureau. I 

I have been a radio listener and consider that radio 
serves as an essential aid to farmers and agriculture, not 
only the social entertainment, but the educatioijial features. 
One-third of our population is engaged in agriculture. It 
is an important industry. The farmer is usually further 
removed from places of instruction and entertainment than 
any other class of people, and in view of their isolation I 
think they are the most important group in i the United 
States to be served by radio. There are many radio service 
programs, such as marketing, production reports, partic¬ 
ularly the cost of production, the manner of distribution 
and any other correlated subjects which are very important 
to the farmer, and unless he gets this service He might as 
well quit business. | 

As one illustration of how the radio helps us,ilet me cite 
that last year we used radio station AVES each night for 
one week in our membership campaign. Whilq that cam¬ 
paign was going on the farmers in the various 'local units 
met and listened in to the program. We asked Other radio 
stations to handle our programs, but were unable to 

1321 get the service over the other stations. WO have also 
tried to get the other radio stations to handle our 

lectures and talks on farm legislation, but radio station

WLS is about the only station which has afforded us this 
opportunity. | 

We used Station WLS to great advantage during the 
tornado in southern Indiana in collecting funds and imple¬ 
ments to assist the stricken section of the country. We 
plowed about seven thousand acres of land and put in the 
crops of those farmers, and all of this was madb possible 
by the use of radio. We obtained seeds and febds of all 
kinds, and even cows and horses. This was a real agricul-

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tural service, and it only illustrates one of the many parts of 

radio activity which are beneficial to the farmers. The 

•> 

other valuable services are marketing, livestock, grain, 
poultry, eggs, and dairy reports. Our organization was 
about the first to start that service, and it affords a won¬ 
derful advantage all over the country. 

The Indiana farmers are limited in their radio service 
to about two stations, AVLS and one in Cincinnati, but we 
in Indiana are pretty nearly dependent upon Wl.S, which 
is the most popularly mentioned and used station in the 
State of Indiana. I don't know of any other station that 
has such an e.xtensive agricultuT’al program, or is doing the 
agricultural work that AVLS is doing. We are now using 
the (incinnati station to broadcast markets every day from 
our Producers' Commission Association. 

The farmers usually listen in at noon and in the evening. 
About one out of every ten farmers has a radio, but many 
of them gather in the little community stores or in 
neighl)ors’ homes and listen to the radio in the even 
ing. Probably more farmers listen to the radio in the 
evening than aiiv other time of tlie dav. I think between 
7 and 11 oxlock. 

The farmer ought to know about the marketing and of 
his products. This is essential information which should 
be obtained over the radio. The farmer enjoys entertain¬ 
ment, but it is quite as important that he get his own 
instructions and messages out over the radio. This is 
important, because the farmer needs the practical farmers' 
viewpoint rather than some other fellow’s viewpoint. If 
the farmer could get the practical experience of his asso¬ 
ciates, it might avoid many years of experimental work. 
The farmer's use of radio is not confined to the hours of 
entertainment. 

In view of the number of farmers there are in the country 
dependent on radio service, I would like to see one cleared 
radio channel used exclusively for farm service. Unless 
there is such a specialized radio service, we cannot get 
much of the message on our educational work to the farm¬ 
ers over the radio. 

I had not heard of radio station WEXR before I heard 
of this trial, and T have heard a few of our folks talk about 
it since I heard of this trial; but from my investigation 
in connection with the positions I occupy in these various 
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organizations, I know it Is common knowledge among the 
farm group that IVT^S is tlie ]n‘oference of jthe farmer. 
That is the one station tliat we talk about.

1323 Mr. Settle continued, hi substance, asi follows:

I am talking ]nirticularly about Indiana, but I know 
about Illinois: and von have* a witness here from Illinois, 
so I will coniine my answin* to the farmers lof Indiana. 
There is perhaps more than one reason for this opinion. 
WLS has been operating for a long time. The farmers 
have always had access to that station, and theipeople who 
have been conducting the station are farm minded and 
know a whole lot about the farming businessj; and now, 
since the Prairie Farmer lias become associated with WLS 
it will be even better qualilied to render a better service 
to agriculture, because I don't think there is | any group 
running a paper better cjualilied relative to Agricultural 
problems than the folks connected with the Praii’ie Farmer. 
This paper has a very extensive circulation. 11 tliink in 
Indiana they have something like 3o,U(.)(). 'rinj Farmer's 
Guide has a larger circulation in Indiana, but (he Prairie 
Farmer is second. The Prairie Farmer's facilities, as an 
addition to WLS radio station, are important, ibecause of 
their larger knowledge of farm problems, and tlieir facil¬ 
ities for collecting information that the farmerjs want. 

This paper has a large group of folks workingiin Indiana 
gathering such information all the time, who arei well qual¬ 
ified. I 


Cross-examination bv Mr. Provine: i 

• I 

My farm is in Wells County, Indiana, but I haVe lived at 
a hotel in Indianapolis most of the time for the Hast eight 
years, in connection with my work for the Farnji Bureau; 

but I have never moved off of mv farm, i 1 go out 
1324 there whenever I get a chance, on Saturdays or Sun- 
davs, now everv three or four weeks. Mv familv has 
remained on the farm all the time. My children are all 
grown up and married. My wife stays with i|ie at the 
Indianapolis Hotel part of the time, the balance of the 
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time she is out home on the farm. The greater part of my 
activities during the last eight years have been organizing 
farmers and building up cooperative marketing associa¬ 
tions. These are organized in county associations, with 
township units, county units, and those are consolidated 
into State units. Mv activities have been all over the State 
of Indiana, and I have been called to many other States to 
assist in the organizing work. I am employed by the 
Indiana Farm Bureau Federation, and the Fentral States 
Soft Wheat Growers Association on a salarv. For the 

last six vears on an annual salarv for the Indiana Farm 

* » 

Bureau Federation, and four years for the Fentral States 
Soft Wheat Growers Association. I divide mv time 
between those two organizations in accordance with the 
need. Our offices are in the Lemky Building, at Indianap¬ 
olis, with a floor space of ten thousand square feet. 1 am 
President of the eight subsidiary corporations, the Indiana 
Farm Bureau, the Insurance Department, the Ihirchasing 
Department, the Livestock Department, the Wool Pool and 
the Poultry Department. These are separate corporations 
and have separate boards of directors, but the members of 
one board are sometimes members of other boards. The 
Indiana Farm Bureau is the parent cort)oration. 

I am also president of the Legislative Department. 1 
visit the Indiana Legislature during its session and 
1325 come to Washington. However, 1 am not a lobbyist. 

All the farmers do not agree on all farm legisla- 
tion, but we generally know whether the farm members of 
our organizations are agreed on any problems, and when 
our organization and board of directors are agreed, then 
we submit it to the public. As an illustration, we still have 
in Indiana an old property tax law, which permits the con¬ 
fiscation of property. We are now going to the Legisla¬ 
ture to get a new tax law and that will require an amend¬ 
ment to the Constitution and we would like to put our 
message out over the radio before the next session of the 
Legislature, in order to get the people informed. I do not 
think that is propaganda. I would say it was facts in which 
all the farmers are interested. 

The farmers are also interested in talks on cooperative 
marketing, and social educational work. All except four 
of the counties in Indiana are organized into Farm 
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Bureaus. If there are aiiv farmers who do not aa’ree with 
our views, I think they should bo given equal lopportunity 
to express their views over the radio at any tinie. 1 believe 
equal opportunities should be afforded to eveyy one. 

IVe discuss legislation at our annual conventions and 
submit a program for the ensuing year. The jconventions 
are made up of delegates from all the countiijs, one dele¬ 
gate for every 500 members. If a unit has 7.?0 members, 
thev have two deleuates, and if tliev have T2o0 members 
they have three delegates. We talk over ouij policies at 
the convention. During the six years that Jj have been 
President, we have never adopted a resolution on a 
1326 legislative policy that has not been by| unanimous 
vote. The convenlions would have from 95 to 120 dele¬ 
gates. Of course, there have been differences! of opinion, 
but we have been able to get together and adopt some¬ 
thing that was agreeable to evervbodv. Ouij legislative 
work is not confined to legislation. It might relate to tax¬ 
ation, or cooperative marketing, or other legislative work. 

The cooperative marketing law was wondcd-fully con¬ 
tested, and in this we were materiallv assistckl bv WLS 
and the Prairie Farmer. The Livestock Exchanges and 
the Board of Trade peo])le opposed the cooperative mar¬ 
keting law. There was a contest about it, biij we broad¬ 
cast this matter, both before and after we (decided our 
policy, and we invited into our organizatioit men who 
were in opposition to our views, such as the Board of Trade 
of Indianapolis. I 

I don’t remember of ever listening to radio station 
WEXR, and I have never asked WEXR to broadcast any 
of our talks. I don’t know anything about tlie facilities 
of WEXR, but I know that radio station WLB has given 
the best service in Indiana. I don’t know about; their facil¬ 
ities either, but they are surely better qualifie(|l to render 
an agricultural program than any other station I know 
about, because of the people who are connected! with radio 
station WLS. 

I have talked over stations other than WLS. I know 
there are several other stations interested in this hearing, 
and I know there are a number of other stations in the 
city of Chicago. I wondered why it was that you were 
asking for part of the time of WLS, rather than asking 
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for part of,the time of soni • of those otlier (''liieage 
1.327 stations, instead of dirt'cting yonr ap})lieation 
toward thoj one station that is givina’ the greatest 
agricultural service at this time. I don't know exactly 
what statif>ns are interested in this case, l)ut 1 ho])e nothing 
will he done which will curtail the service now being given 
bv WLS. 

I madt* several s])eeches in Illinois last August. 1 don't 
remember the names of the places. 'I'liose ]»lac(‘s were 
billed on tlie ])ill])oards. 3'hos(* speeches in Illinois were 
not ovei* the radio. 

1 think on any controversial matt(‘i- involving the farmer 
that the views of both tin* city ]H‘ople and thi* counti-y 
})eople should have an o])]K)rtnnity to bt* (*x])i*ess(*d over the 
radio. If our ideas an* not good enongli to win the conti- 
dence and decision of tin* ])(‘ople. they ought to fail. 

I don't think WKXK (‘Ver i’e(juested nn* to talk ovc*r their 
station, but I have talked ovc*]* sevei-al other stations. 1 
have never heard AVEXR, becausi* 1 don't hav(* much of an 
op])ortunity to listen ov('r the radio liki* other folks. In 
travelling over the countrv, as I do. 1 nnuh* tin* deduction 
that about one out of every ten farmers have radios, but 
the farmers do listen to radio bi-oadcasting a lot, even 
though thev do not, own a receiving set themselv(‘s. 


Stillman J. Stanard, called as a witness on behalf of Sta¬ 
tion WLS, being duly sworn, testitied, in substance, as fol¬ 
lows : 


I live at Springtield, Illinois. 1 have been Director 
1.328 of Agriculture for the State of Illinois since .Tune, 
1925. Prior to that I was in tin* employ of the De¬ 
partment of Agriculture, since Xoveml)er, 1918, and ])rior 
to that I was a farmer. The De])artment of Agriculture for 


the State of Illinois has 


a number of divisions, such as the 


Division of Food and Dairies, conducting food ins])ections 
in the State; the Division of Animal Industry, including 
veterinary science, which conducts the eradication of dis¬ 
ease ])rograms, such as tuberculosis, and many other dis¬ 
eases, and which administer the (|uarantine laws and em¬ 
bargoes on livestock, and has supervision of the Stock 
Yards in several parts of the State; the Division of Dairy 
Husbandry, which answers inquiries relative to dairy 
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profits, holds departmciil meetings to assist dkiry farmers; 
the Division of Poultry Husbandry has three poultry ex¬ 
perimental farms, inclnding* hatchery work, testing poultry 
flocks, and establishing improved and standard qualifica¬ 
tions: the Division of Plant Industry, which conducts 
nursery stock inspection, the enforcement of quarantines 
and embargoes, and the laws relating to phint pests and 
leaf control including the corn borer eradication, and so 
forth: the Division of Apiai*y, which conductj;^ work on the 
eradication of pests known as fowl brood: thb Division of 
(h'op and Livestock Estimates: and the Coo]^erative Divi¬ 
sion doing work with the Ignited States Deparitment of Ag¬ 
riculture: the Division of Markets, which haijdles market¬ 
ing problems, including inspection of fruits an^ vegetables. 

Tlie Directoi* of Agi-iculture of the State ofj Illinois also 
has charge of the administration of a number j)f laws, such 
as the su})ervision of race tracks, poultry license 
1329 law, and others that do not now come tojmy mind. I 
should say there are about 550 employees in my de- 
t^artment, and 1 should think about 250 field employees. 

In my work I hav(‘ occasion to go about thb State, and 
both converse with the farmers and inspect farming condi¬ 
tions. I travel al)Out one thousand miles a week bv auto- 
mobile. During the i)ast ten years I have made about 700 
agricultural talks in the State of Illinois. T have had occa¬ 
sion to o])s(*i*\'(‘ th(‘ iui])ortance of radio sei’vicej to tin* agri¬ 
cult ui’al classes. I have desii'cd to know the be$t means for 
the dissemination of knowledge, emergency knowledge par¬ 
ticularly, such information as was of immediate moment to 
the farmers of the State. 1 have also desired tq know what 
radio station or stations could best broadcast i the Illinois 
State Fair progi'am in order to reach the greatest number 
of fai-mers. Dti(‘ Illinois State Fair is an agric'jultural edu¬ 
cational institution. During the t>ast three years I have 
undertaken, on various fre(juent occasions, tb ascertain 
from the farmers with whom I came into contact, as to the

value of bi-oadcasting and the extent to which radio was be¬ 
ing used: and also what stations they liked the lj)est or used 
the n>ost. I also i.nsti*ucted all my em})loyees tojinake simi¬ 
lar inquiries and report to me. There are about 114,000 

radio receiving sets on farms in the State of Iljlinois.

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Mr. Stanarcl In siilxtanco, as follows: 

I get this particular number from a public document pre¬ 
pared by the United States De})artment of Agricul- 
1330 ture. 

(Objection by Mr. Provine. Objection overruled and ex¬ 
ception taken.) 


Mr. Stanard continued, in substance, as follows 


According to this document, leased on a l\‘deral census 
in 1024, .")!).0 per cent of the farmers in Illinois have radios. 
The State of Illinois was dividi'd into nine seetions, and the 
number of radios in each s(‘ction was d(‘trrmlned. 1 don't 
know that this i'e|)ort shows that, but the report of the 
hVderal Statistician in Illinois does show it. 

^ly work with the ITiited States De])artment of Agricul¬ 
ture and with the l)e])artnu‘nt of Agriculture for the State 
of Illinois, and iny observations, have convinced me that 
there is a ])eculiair iu‘ed for radio service to the farmers, 
and that such s(*rvice should l)e d(‘voted primarily to agricul¬ 
ture, and that there is not only such a need, but such a desire 
on the part of the farmers. ^ly inijuiries have convinced 
me that more than two-thirds of the radios on farms in the 
State of Illinois use station WLS to a much greater degree 
than they do of all the other stations combined. I discussed 
this feature with the Assistant Director and some of the Di¬ 
vision heads ])ri()r to arranging to have radio station WLS 
broadcast tin* Illinois State Fair. This is im})ortant, l>(‘- 
cause it often is lu'cessary to commiinicati* the result of t‘X- 
periments to the farmers immediately. An instance of this 
o<*curred a few months ago, when we discovered by experi¬ 
ment that a weed known as snake root had become suffi¬ 
ciently i)oisonous to kill livestock and even endanger human 
life if they used tlie milk from the animals that had 
1331 been eating this weed. As soon as we made this dis¬ 
covery, we followed our custom of calling radio sta¬ 
tion WLS and this information was given out over radio 
station WLS within a few minutes thereafter. 

Likewise on a number of occasions when shipments of 
objectionable bulbs, nursery stock, and so forth, became 
known to us, in order to head off the distribution of anv 
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such shipments, we immediately called radio j station WLS 
asking that the infoiTnation be broadcast, i 
WLS had offered us their facilities for this purpose. I 
have from time to time delivered talks over "VMLS accepting 
their invitation in preference to the invitation; of other sta¬ 
tions, because I considered the service over WLS preferable 
in that it reached the people whom I wished to reach. I 
don’t think a week passes that we do not have occasion to 
get out information of both importance and interest to the 
farmers through this broadcast station WLS. This sta¬ 
tion has extended us their fullest cooperation and we are 
reasonably sure that when we telegraph or itelephone an 
agricultural message to WLS that such message will be 
broadcast by men who are well acquainted with agricul¬ 
tural ])roblems and understand the importance of the mes¬ 
sage to be transmitted. I 

Radio station AVLS rendered a service to iis in connec¬ 
tion with the corn borers. The newspapers of the State I 
considered, had prematurely announced an ou|:break of the 
corn borer in Illinois, and in order to get the true facts and 
true situation before the farmers, I sought to obtain the use 
of station WLS, which privilege was granted, and I was able 
to counteract the bad effect occasioned iby the news- 
1332 paper stories, and to allay the alarm not only among 
the farmers, but to relieve the farm credit situation. 
.Many of the farmers were at the point of wishing to sell 
their farms, believing that ruin confronted them. Bv the 
use of radio station WLS I was able to give them all the 
information on the corn borer, and to allav alarm. I heard 
many farmers afterwards speak about the talks which I had 
made over radio station WLS, and I believe that those 
talks had a beneficial effect on the clean-iip program. 
Through the cooperation of the United States! Department 
of Agriculture we were able to eradicate the infection. 

During the last two years we have had the worst epi¬ 
demic of rabies in Illinois of any State in the Middle West. 
The last session of the General Assembly passed a law pro¬ 
viding that certain restrictions be imposed on certain in¬ 
fected areas, and it became necessary to impose these regu¬ 
lations on more than 20 different areas in the fetate of Illi¬ 
nois. We used radio station WLS to notify t^e people in 
these rural districts of the regulations and the need for 
such regulations. I 
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Radio station WLS has cooperated with the Department 
of Agriculture of the State of Illinois. Our Department 
maintains a 31 acre ex})eriniental farm, aside from three 
poultry experimental farms, and this experimental farm 
is conducted to determine livestock diseases, their cure, and 
method of handling, 'fliis experimental farm was started 
over ten years ago. There are also some experimental 

farms conducted hv tin* Universitv of Illinois, I think about 

• • 

40, conducting various experiments on various farm 
'1333 })roblems. , The Univm-sity also o|U‘rates quite an 
area of land. Private c-itizens and companies also 
have (‘Xp(‘rinu*ntal farms. I liav(‘ visited some of th(‘m. 
Based on my (‘Xp(‘riene<‘ as a faiamu’ and my lat(‘r (‘X])(*ri* 
enc(* in the work which 1 iiavt* (‘nimuu'ated, L have found 
that these experiniental faians ])roduce informative results 
at various times., Some information can be secured in a 
short period, but the work should cover at least one cro]) 
season. If it were livestock work, it would take some time 
to get any beiietit from it. On the rotation of crops it would 
be a matter of sevc'ral vears. 

I think that station AVLS is the leading agricultural radio 
station in the .Middle AVest. 1 think that more than two- 
thirds of the radio sets on the farms are set to receive WLS 
more than thev are on all other stations combined 

I have never heard any farm program over AVEXR, and 
1 ]ievei* heard of ,any farm program, or farmer speaking 
over W'KXK until 1 arrived here in Washington. 

I have heard of the Prairie Farmer Pul)lishing Company, 
and have had occasion to use their magazine. This maga¬ 
zine has rendered a service relative to the work of the Illi¬ 
nois Department of Agriculture similar to the service ren¬ 
dered bv radio station WLS. We send our information 
* 

to the Prairie Farmer, because this newspaper has the 
largest circulation of any farm publication in the State of 
Illinois, and it was our most effective means of reaching 
the farmers tiiroiigh a ])ublication. The Prairie Farmer 
Publishing Comi)gny being associated with Station WLS 
will increase th(‘ valin‘ of the farm service rendered 
1334 l>v this station, as I doiFt think aiiv organization 
in the country is better (tualilied to handle a farm 


service. 

I have heard the testimony about the experimental farm 
run by a railroad company, whose owners are also the o\\ti- 
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ers of WENR. Several railroads own experimental farms. 
In view of the fact that radio station IVLS iis now to be 
augmented with the additional service ofi the Prairie 
Farmer; and in view of the fact that all classes of farm¬ 
ers look to station WLS for their market reports, and for 
their information on agricultural matters; ai^d in view of 
the fact that radio station AVLS has become established in 
the minds of the farming element as the statiob that broad¬ 
casts farm ])rograms, fi-oni their studios, and from many 
other places where me(‘tings and incidents of importance 
to the farmers are expected to occur, it is my| opinion that 
the farmers of the Middle West should be ehtilled to re¬ 
ceive radio station WLS on a cleared chaiimi?! during the 
full i)eriod of the day. If the operating timeiof radio sta¬ 
tion WLS is curtailed, I can readilv understand how it 
might interfere with the service that our Depairtment could 
render to the farmers through radio, because iWLS is now 
the recognized farm station in our section ofithe country, 
and 1 do not know any other station that is j endeavoring 
to render the same character of farm service Iwhich meets 
the needs and desires of the farmers. The |service ren¬ 
dered bv WLS is not onlv of great value to Ithe farmers, 
but it is of value to the public because it gi\^es the town 
people a better understanding of the farmeris' ])roblems. 
There are also many people living in the cities who have 
heretofore lived on a farm, or are intere|sted in farm 
topics and farm in’oblems.

1!)2S l)y three agencies, the Fiiited States Department of 

Agriculture, the Illinois Department of Agriculture, and the 

College of Agriculture all cooperating. 1 did Isay that in 

my opinion more than two-thirds of the farmeifs in Illinois 

use WLS more than all the otiier radio stations combined, 

and 1 arrived at that conclusion from inquiries of a great 

many farmers in many different parts of the! State, and 

by reports from the field men of the Departmcjnt who had 
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been instructed to obtain statoi;icnts from the farmers. 
These inquiries ran over a ]>eriod of more than three years. 
I don't know who aia* llu* actual owners of radio station 
AVLS, but 1 understand tin* Prairie Farmer is now con¬ 
nected with it, and up to a short time airo it was known as 
the Sears, Roebuck station. I don't know aiiytliinii' as to 
the ownership of tiu* station, have never iiKpiired and did 
not know at the time tliis investiii'ation w;is iioin,u‘ on in 
connection with tlie number of radio receiviiiJi' >ets on the 
farms. 

AVlien we had the snake I’oot epidemic I (iid not ask any 
other station to handh* the service, but I have been invited 
and have broadcast over a few other stations. It is ])Os 
sible that some of tlu* otlier radio stations may have broad¬ 
cast information reuardin^' this epidemic. We may 
1336 have ]>ut it on the Sprinii-tield station, but I believe 
that WLS would reach all of the farming- districts 
of the State, and wo sup{)lemeiited this sei’vice by the news- 
j)a])ers. We did not ask any other ('hicaii’O station to 
broadcast this news, and I haxa* not been asked bv anv 
other Chicago station to send them information of this 
character, or information which the farmers should have; 
and 1 have never asked anv of the other (’hicau'o stations 
to broadcast this information. 

I think 1 have talked over radio station WLS about six 
or eight times during the pa>t ihreo and a half years. 
These talks wcna* oi'dinarilv about lb minutes in length. 
I think tliere were a couple of occasions when F consumed 
more time than that, ddic'se talks wen^ at noon and in 
the evening, but the discus>i<»n of vital topic- rectuiring 
considerable time were ])r(‘f(‘rabh* in the evening. Talks 
over WLS to which I havt* r(‘f(‘rred wm^* from their studio 
in Cdiicago, but i have talked ovcu' radio station WLS a 
good many times from the State Fair (1 rounds, possibly 
lb or ‘Jb tim(‘s. ’rh(‘se were upon the occasion of the State 
Fair. These talks from the State Fair (Iroinuis ranged 
from 7 minutes to lib minutes. 

bVhen we had the (‘pidemics which I (Miumerated, such 
as the snake root, corn borm-, and rabins, 1 ti-ansmitted such 
information to radio station WLS by tt‘legraph and tele¬ 
phone. Such messages wcmt to th(‘ studio of radio station 
WLS at noon or in the evening and I presume the informa- 
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tion has been transniitlod. Possibly diirins: Ithe dav there 
arc many matters of warning and ad'yice come up. 
1337 We would transmit the information td radio station 
WLS and they would put it on the airl, making such 
comments as they thought desirable. 

1 think the farmers and their families enjjoy entertain¬ 
ment and music during the evening. The evening program 
of WLS consists largely of music. I have liistened to sta¬ 
tion WLS's programs and have heard them Commented on 
a great deal by the farmers. They would speak of some 
of our features, because it was intended for pi farm audi¬ 
ence. 1 have heard music over WLS durini^ the daytime, 
l)ut I have not listened to WLS a great deal dtiring the day¬ 
time, aside from the noon hour, because 1 spend my days 
in the otlice.

That is,|I am Presi¬ 
dent of tlie organization. I am also Chairman! of the Exec¬ 
utive Committee of the Xational Grange. i 
I have talked over the radio station WLS imanv times, 
and am acquainted with the station. During the past three 
years I liave had different people from our jorganization 
broadcast over this station, sometimes everv two weeks. 
AVe have probably ])roadcast 50 times, or more. The first 
time T spoke over AVLS 1 was invited, but later on when¬ 
ever we had anything that we want to pht out I have 

1380 asked permission and it was grantedl AVe were 
never refused. AVe broadcast different things, musi- 

cal numbei’s, entertainments of different kinjds, and the 
most of the time we had some particular projeict which we 
wished to put out. I 

Our y:)eo])le are acquainted with and like rhdio station 
AA"LS, and look upon it as a rural broadcasiing station. 

The service which tliev have rendered to us! has alwavs 

• ; ^ 

been splendid. The standing of station AVLS among the 
farmers is good. It has been looked upon as! a farmer’s 
station, and 1 know of no other station in the country that 
has such a standing as a farm station and | among the 
farmers. This station has always cooperated with the 
Grange in broadcasting anything that we wantecjl to. AVhen 
we have asked for an hour or two they have gi^en it to us. 

I think there is an importance attached to haying a radio 
station devoted to farmers and agriculture, because it is 
the new method of disseminating information, j The aver¬ 
age person will not take the time to read, but jeveryone is 
getting a radio: it is becoming universal among the farm 
people, at least among our members. The woilk which an 
agricultural station could and should do is jvarious. I 
could hardly enumerate it. It would take half! an hour to 

enumerate evervthing of an educational charajeter, infor- 

» '■ . i 

mation on crops, markets, economic questions, and so forth. 

Alost radio stations require an advance sheet of tjhe material 

to be broadcast in order that thev might look it over, but 

radio station AA^LS never made such a requirement. 

I understand that this hearing is on the jap])lication 

1381 of AA^EXR for permission to use a part of the time 
now used by radio station AA^LS. I don’t think such a 

request should be granted, because it would be unjust to 
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agriculture. This service is necessary in farm work and the 
service should not be curtailed. Agriculture should not be 
required to stand aside for other industrial pursuits. 

The programs broad‘'*ast by the (irange relate to agri¬ 
cultural problems, iiiters])ersed with a little musical enter¬ 
tainment at times. It does make a differem'e to the farmers 
whether the radio station is operated by farm experts in 
the credence given to the information put out by such sta¬ 
tion. One naturallv relies more on his friends than anvono 

• * 

else. It is not onlv valuable to the farmers to discuss and 

% 

hear the farm ])roblems, but it is valual)le that the city 
people get the farmers' viewpoint, and that the farmers like¬ 
wise know the city man's viewpoint. We can get the city 
viewpoint over many stations, but the city people have not 
a chance to get the farmer's viewpoint over many stations. 

T listen to stations other than WLS. I sometimes listen 
to WEXli. When I list(‘n to WEXR I get the commercial 
side from that station, and entertainment, and different 
things. 


Cross-examination: 

I live in St. Cl'air County, on a farm, about 25 miles from 
East St. Louis, i 1 am out on Orange work but I am still 
farming. I am President of the Illinois State Grange and 
(’hairman of the Executive Committee of the Xa- 
1382 tional Grange. I draw a ])er diem salary. During the 
winter practically all of my time is spent in Grange 

work, and in the summer al^out one-fourth of mv time is 

« 

spent in the work. 

We, the State Grange in Illinois, has been putting out 
programs over Station WLS for the ])ast three years. 
Last summer we ])ut these programs on for a couple of 
vreeks. The musical numbers consisted of quartettes, solos, 
and so forth, but the musical numbers were in conjunction 
with information which we considered valuable to the 
farmer. The information would consist of a paper read by 
someone of the Grange of Indiana. Michigan or Wisconsin 
on some agricultural subject. We had musical numbers be¬ 
tween the talks but we had to cut down on the musical num¬ 
bers, because of the Chicago union, particularly our bands. 
I don't think we have had any musical numbers for over a 
vear. AVe have had some songs. 

•> 'w 
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I have not spoken over radio station WLS for four or 
five months. I have talked over this station! four or five 
times in the last two or throe years. Some df those talks 
were in the daytime. The program consisted; of vocal, in¬ 
strumental numbers, papers, and talks. The program 
would occupy 40 minutes to an hour. The^e programs 
would go on during the daytime and in the evening, but it 
was generally done during the daytime. I thiifik during the 
past two years we have put on around 50 programs over 
radio station AVLS. T assisted in arranging the programs. 

I have listened to radio station WLS and have 
1383 heard market reports, agricultural jiapers, some 
musical programs, and a great deal tliatiwas of value 
to llie farmers in an ec’onomic way, crops, and discussions 
on vai'ious subjects. The ])rofessors from dolleges read 


papers, and gave talks. I 

I slii]) stock mo-itly to the East St. Louis iparket. This 
m.arket o]»ens at 0 in the morning, and I think it closes 
about 4 o'clock, l)ut tlie best market is in the iporning; but 
many times T have sold my livestock in the jifternoon. I 
have had it graded as late as four o'clock. i 

I have listened to radio station WENR. I c^on't remem¬ 
ber when. We listen to different stations in Sjt. Louis and 
Chicago. 1 understood Sears, Roebuck & Company oper¬ 
ated station WLS. 1 did most of my business with Mr. 
Bill. I undei’staud the Prairie Farmer now ojsvns the sta¬ 
tion but I have no positive proof. I got my :information 
from Mr. (Jregorv. who told me that the PrairieiFarmer had

taken over radio station WLS, Tie told me thdt in a letter. 
I have not the letter with me. i 


(Objection made to the testimony. No ruling.) 


^Ir. Eckert continued his testimony, in substance, as fol¬ 
lows : I 

This was the first information I had that jthe Prairie 
Farmers had taken charge of the radio statiop. I think it 
was sometime in October. I take the PrairieiFarmer. I 
didn't see anv account of the transfer, but 1 saw a notice 
that they were operating the station. I 

AVe have discussed matters of legislation Qver station 
AVLS, which was of interest to the agridultural peo- 
1384 pie, but have not advocated the passage or defeat of 
any proposed legislation. AVe discussed the farm-

I 
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ers’ problems, and offered what we thought was the solu¬ 
tion, and discussed measures which we considered helpful 
to the farmers. I don't recall the t^articular solutions to 
the farmers' problems which we offered. I did not come 
prepared to answer such a categorical question. I just 
happened to be in Washington, and as a friend of the sta¬ 
tion and a friend of the Prairie t'armer, I came here to 
offer such aid as I could, but had I know- when I left home 
that I was to testify I could have prepared for a good many 
things vou are now asking me. 

I think the Prairie Farmer should derive a benefit from 
operating this station, if they put tlieir money into it. I 
don’t know how much monev thev have in the station, and 
I don’t care. 


Redirect examination: 

I think the farmers have special re(iuiremonts, and enjoy 
a special variety of music and educational matters. 

Mrs. Dora H. Stockman was sworn and testified on behalf 
of Station WLS. in substance, as follows: 

My name is Dora H. Stockman. I live near Lansing, in 
the State of Michigan. I belong to the Michigan State 
Grange, the Graders Organization, a farmers' club, and the 
P^arm Bureau. My experience has been largely in the State 
of Michigan. 

T know something of the service and standing of 
1885 radio station WLS. My first experience in radio 
work was as a feature speaker over radio station 
AVLS. I put on a noon hour, afternoon, and evening pro¬ 
gram for one week. This work was on behalf of the chil¬ 
dren, the homes and organization work. 1 was invited to 
put on these programs. I am the State Lecturer of the 
Michigan State Grange, and I have been the lecturer for 
fourteen vears. I am also connected with the Michigan 
State Agricultural College, as a member of the State Board 
of Agriculture. I am a trustee of the College. 

I have assisted in the preparation of programs for the 
State Grange for about eight years, have edited the State 
Grange paper, contributed some material to the Xational 
Grange Monthlv., T have been active in an educational wav 
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for 20 years. I have wrilten for the State Teachers’ paper, 
and have also written three books. ! 

I am fairly well acquainted with the attitude! of farmers 
interested in agTicuIture over radio station so far as 

the State of Michigan goes. The farmers of Michigan think 
that radio station WLS has very good progranis, and they 
are interested in the service the station is rendering. They 
like our own State College station, AVJAR, biit they also 
like AVLS. Our local station puts out agricultural matter. 
The farmers are interested in tliese matters. 1 think it is 
important to have a radio station primarily devoted to the 
farmers, where they would be able to hear speakers that 
they would be unable to get over any otlier station. 
1386 Our local college station reaches out widelv in our 

“■ I • 

State, but we are not able to reach Upper Michigan. 
Radio Station AVLS covers that territory. I hjive been in 
Upper Michigan, in Pere Marquette and Menoihinee Coun¬ 
ties, and have heard Radio Station WLS up jthere very 
clearlv. 

The Xational Grange lias a membership of approximately 
800,000; and the Michigan Grange has around 30,000 paid 
up membership. I talked over WLS during thg Livestock 
Show. I 

The farmers like about the same character of ihusical and 
entertainment that other people do. I am particularly in¬ 
terested in Boys' and Girls’ Clubs not only the country boy 
and girl, but the citv bov and girl, and I find thgv are both 
equally interested in educational matters, such ^s animals, 
flowers, trees, and so foi'th. \Ve enjoy hearing fjirm people 
sing. We are quite as clannish as other folks, i 

I 

Cross-examination by !Mr. Provine: I 

T live on a farm outside of Lansing, IMichigan, in the sum¬ 
mer time, and at Last Lansing during the winter time. I 
have been on a salary as lecturer of the State jGrange of 
Michigan for about fourteen years. I composed some of the 
song books, but do not derive any profit from that. I do 
not know the ])ower or capacity of the radio station at East 
Lansing, Michigan. That station puts out prdgrams for 
the benefit of college peo])le and town people pretty gen¬ 
erally. I understand the East Lansing station is now op¬ 
erating only on daylight hours. I think the station has been 
operating about four years. I think it is populaf in Michi- 
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gan. 1 think some of the people who spoke over the Lan¬ 
sing station also spoke over WLS. I don't believe there 
has been a great deal of du{)lication, however. I have 
1387 spoken over AVI.S six or eight times during the past 
three years. I liave talked over this station at noon, 
afternoon and evening. These talks were from fifteen to 
thirty minutes in leimlh. Either following or preceding my 
number th<*y had a grand opera number, which was very 
interesting. 

r also recall I that some of the members of the Depart¬ 
ment of Agriculture were there, and some National Farm 
Burea.u folks, and some of our own State Farm Bureau 
women. ^Frs. AVagar, one of the directors of our Farm Bu¬ 
reau was there. My son also sang over radio station AVLS 
when ho was stationed at F\. Sheridan. He also sang over 
the station at East Lansing. ^^Ir. Bill has been Manager of 
the WLS station since I have known about the station. I 
don't know anything about the ownership. 


Kedirect examination: 

I don't i-ecall Itaving heard any farm ])rograni broadcast 
over WENI\, and 1 don't think radio station AVLS should 
be dopi-iv(*d of any of its time and such time turned over to a 
comnnu-cial station. Our State Grange just met at ('adillac, 
w(‘(‘k b(‘f()r(‘ last, and we ado]>ted resolutions protesting 
against farm programs being cut off. 1 am interested in 
farm ])rogranis, and \VLS and our own station have been 
the outstanding ones that 1 have known about. I did not 
ins]ure the resolutioiis at the (’adillac meeting, and 1 didn't 
know anytliing about this hearing here in Washington until 
tonight. 


1388 Jesse Newsom was sworn and testified in behalf of 
Station WLS, as follows: 


“ I livi‘ on a farm five miles from Golumbus, Indiana, and 
operate a farm of 570 acres. Am Master of the Indiana 
State Grange. That is the only farm organization in which 
I hold a position. I have been Master of the Indiana State 
Grange eight years and have been connected with the or¬ 
ganization for many years. I have given attention to the 
farm work over the radio and am a listener. I know about 
Station WLS and listen to it quite frequently. The general 
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conception in Indiana ai-iong- the farmers and persons in¬ 
terested in agriculture is that Radio Station is a farm 
station, and one that we can accept as giving fin^ farm pro¬ 
grams or programs that are more likely to be in sympathy 
with the environment and attitude of the farm people. 
IVLS is the only station in our section—the country that I 
know about that is regarded as an agricultural I station. 

I have had some experience in broadcasting over WLS. I 
think I talked over tlie station three times on algricultural 
subjects. I think it serves a public interest to have a radio 
station primarily for agriculture and farming. | 

In view of the fact that one-third of the population of 
the United States are living on the farm, in my judgment 
it is of vital interest and importance that they have a station 
that they can regard as a ])urely agricultural st^ttion. We 
think of it in that way: most all stations seemito neglect 
agricultural subjects, and some do not seem to be in sym¬ 
pathy with agricultural as])irations at the presenit time, but 
we feel and regard WLS as being in sympathy with 
1389 the agricultural ])eople. 

I do not think that the operating timg of WLS 
should be diminished. I think that the agricultural sta¬ 
tions that are giviiig agricultural programs should be given 
all the time that can be given as tlie agricultural! people do 
not have the voice that they should have on thp air. By 
that T mean an opportunity to present educational talks 
and papers of l)enefit to agriculture. I think both the city 
people and the country ])eo])le would be helped in| obtaining 
a full understanding of (‘ach other’s condition. j 

I have listened to radio station WENR and doinot recall 
ever hearing any farm ])rograms over that station.” 


Cross-examination bv Mr. Provine 


'‘I live on a farm five miles out of Columbus!, Indiana, 
and am Master of the Indiana State Grange. I jam a vot¬ 
ing delegate to the National Grange which is nbw in ses¬ 
sion here in Washington. 1 am representing the State of 
Indiana and receive mileage and per diem pay for such 
services. I 

I do not know how many broadcasting stations! there are 
in the country that lu-oadcast farm subjects. I dd not know 
how many broadcasting stations there are in Indiana, Illi-

i 
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nois, Iowa, Michigan or Kentuckv. I have made no studv 
of that. 

I tliink the last time I broadcast over Station WLS was 
a year ago tliis winter. It was at the time when the Na¬ 
tional (irange iwas putting on this program over WLS. 

1 think I spoke at the noon hour and I think I spoke 
1.390 one evening, and the other talks were at noon hours. 

I think one of niy subjects was the new farm prob¬ 
lem, anoTh(‘r was the evolution of the soil and the third, 
‘Shall the S])irit of America Prevail'—that is an agricul¬ 
tural subject. These subjects dealt more particularly with 
efonomics and the importance of maintaining a high stand¬ 
ard of citizenship. 1 may have mentioned legislation in a 
verv general wav. 1 do not recall that I mentioned anv 
])articular bill. 1 do not ever recall hearing a discussion 
of the McNaryTlaugen bill or any other ])articular piece 
of legislation over Radio Station WLS nor do I recall hear¬ 
ing over WLS any discussion opposing any particular 
legislation. 

1 am unable to say how many times I have listened to 
Radio Station WENR and I do not know how many sta¬ 
tions in Indiana or Illinois are broadcasting farm pro¬ 
grams, but I do not think the farmer is being adequately 
served in broadcasting. 

.Mv talks over Radio Station WLS were about 20 or 25 
minutes in length.” 

Redirect Examination bv Mr. Kellv.

“Bv }^rr. Kellv:

“Q. Do you think that WLS does all it can for agricul¬ 
ture ! 

“Mr. Provine: That is objected to. 

‘‘Commisioner Svkes: Well, let him state his views. 

“Mr. Newsome: I do not know that thev do all that thev

can, I think thev do verv good. I do not know how much 
they can do, but do think that one-third of the popu- 
1391 lation of the Enited States is entitled to have more 
time devoted to subjects in which they are interested. 
At present we are very much neglected.-’ 
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0. M. Kile was sworn and testified on behalf cif Station 
WLS as follows: I 


“Mv lea-al residence is in ^ font corner v Countv, ^larvland. 
I am an ag-ricultural economist and writer on agKicultural 
subjects. I write for a number of farm publications and 
operate a syndicate for daily newspapers that us(^ my ma¬ 
terial on agricultural subjects. 

I have naturally paid considerable attention to a.irricul- 
tural matters and have been familiar with Radio Station 
WLS since the day it opened, I believe. I have known the 
men who are operating: that station, and have been very 
much impressed by the enormous amount of ^york that 
they have put in on it in the development of a,i>’i|icultural 
programs. It was the first and only station for a long time 
that gave any consecutive and extensive attentioni to agri¬ 
culture. My observations have been that the efforts of the 
other radio stations touching agricultural matt^icrs was 
sporadic, and occasional. But WLS, from my observation, 
has liad only one object in view from its beginning, and 
that was to give the vorv best in the wav of aniagricul- 
tural program not only from the standpoint of inteirest and 
entertainment but from the standpoint of real educational 
work. I have been somewhat surprised at the aniiount of 
energy and effort that they were willing to put ibto that 
sort of a thing. I feel that WLS has been the leading 
1392 station for that type of program. | 

At one time I was employed by WLS and fifrnished 
them with a weeklv review on legislative affairs at Wash- 
ington by telegrai)h for cpiick use in their Saturday night 
})rogram. I mention this to illustrate the extent to which 
they were willing to go and the expense involved to put 
their program on the air. I know of no other station that 
has gone to the same length, although Schenectadyjdid use 
similar material for a short time. i 


think the radio has been quite instrumental in giving the 
city people and country people a comprehensive view of 
each otherproblems. | 

I think the association of the Prairie Farmer wit^ Radio 
Station WLS will increase the facilities of the st4tion in 
helping the farm population. The Prairie Farmeit is one 
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of the best known and widely road farm papers of the 
Middle West.’’ 

(Objection by Mr. Provine.) 

^Ir. Kile continued, in su])stance, as follows: 


“The Prairie Farmer has a considerable staff whose time 
is devoted to followine: airricultural affairs. Tliev have been 
doina: this work for manv vears. It would be natural, there- 
fore, to suppose tliat the material wliich they had collected, 
and the staff wliich they have maintained would improve 
and augment the programs and the type of programs that 
liave been u-oins: out over WLS for a number of vears. 

I do not see how the public interest would be served by 
cutting dovm the operating time of Radio Station WLS. I 
make that answer because of the fact that there are 


1393 so many stations which make a specialty in fields 
other than mrriculture. And the scarcitv of real 
e:ood hio-h o-rade stations that iz’ive iirourams that mean 
somethinii’ to airriculture and that are not merelv entertain- 
ins: and frairmentarv. 1 sav the limited uumlier of radio 


stations specializing in agriculture makes it necessary to 


preserve what we have.” 


Cross-examination by Mi-. Provine: 


“I am a resident of Maryland, but I have an office here 
in the city of Washington, D. C. 

I have broadcast over Station WLS several times each 
year during the past—a half dozen or ])ossi])ly a dozen 
times. I think the last time 1 s])oke was last fMay. Dur¬ 
ing that month I broadcast over WLS several times. Prior 
to May I think: 1 spoke over WLS in January and De¬ 
cember. I broadcast several times over WLS in Decem¬ 
ber. I was out in Chicago on another mission but my 
business requires me to keep in touch with agricultural 
affairs. I was keeping in touch with agricultural develop¬ 
ment, meetings,; the American Farm Bureau Federation, 
and the Livestock Show and various other matters of that 


character. I write for agricultural ]iapers and sell my 
services to them. The Prairie Farmer is not one of mv 


subscribers. 1 think 1 furnished them some material four or 


five vears ago. I think it was about three vears ago that 
I was employed by WLS to furnish them the legislative 
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news of "Washinfirton bv wire. I think it was the second 
winter after they inaugurated their services. I| was em¬ 
ployed by the Sears, Roebuck Foundation. I have not been 
employed since by either the Prairie Farmer dr anyone 
connected with the radio station WLS. I think prior 

1394 to two years ago I was employed by to make 

some special report or something of that sort from 

time to time. This material was sent by telegtaph and 
sometimes by mail. My understanding was that jit was to 
be broadcast, but I did not broadcast it. 

I do not know how many radio station in the United 
States are broadcasting programs devoted to the fairmer and 
agriculture. I do not know exactlv how manv broadcasting 
stations in Illinois or anv of the surrounding states that are 
broadcasting programs devoted to the farmer oil agricul¬ 
ture, but I have a clear idea I think. | 

i\Iv service with the Schenectadv station lastdd about 

• ‘ I 

two months. I cannot see that it would be any pnprove- 
ment to have a radio station broadcast for both thg farmer 
and citv man, besides we now have a verv large amount of 
broadcasting from the city viewpoint, and if tliat jquestion 
relates to an added agricultural service, and not detracting 
from a service alreadv given, I would sav anv additional 
service especially adapted to the rural needs would be 
useful. I 

I do not recall hearing over AVLS any specific dilscnssion 
as to the cooperation between the city man and tliej farmer, 
but the nature of their programs has been such to in¬ 
evitably being about that result. The last time 1 1 listened 
to AVLS was several weeks ago. 1 do not get WL$ as well 
as I do other stations. The programs I hear usually are 
those in the evening. The last program that 1 lean re¬ 
call hearing was a barn dance on Saturday night, j It was 
largely music, presumably for appeal to special local 

1395 rural interests. The musical numbers which il heard 
on this particular occasion was barn dance music 

with the fiddlers from various places. They played iTurkey 
in the Straw’ and ‘Old Dan Tucker’. I listened to the pro¬ 
gram for perhaps twenty minutes. I 

I do not know when Sears, Roebuck ceased operating 
Station WLS, and I do not know who is operating fhe sta¬ 
tion now although I have heard. ; 
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I have cited ithe expense wliich WLS assumed in order 
to get information for their agricultural programs as an 
illustration of the extent to which tliev were willing to 
go and to which extent no other station, to my knowledge, 
was willing to undertake. Such an (‘X])ense as eni])loying 
me to make surveys and i-eviews of the legislative situa¬ 
tion and send iti to them ])y telegraph so that they could use 
it quickly. 

I do not know how mucli this cost tlunn, hut I think thev 

• 

paid me $25 a week and also the cost of the m(‘ssages was 
borne by the station. I think I was employed from De¬ 
cember to about June. This work of mine was onlv one of 


the features of the WLS jn-ograms. My tihegrams consisted 
of a thousand words, and I made the sanu* charge to them 
that I did to others. 1 have not furnished them tliis service 
for two or three years. 

I never heard Kadio Station WKXK. I never tried to 
get the station on Saturday night after midnight, and I do 
not know anything about the character of program that 
they put out.'’ 


1396 Robert A. Cowles was swo]*n and testitied on be¬ 
half of Station WLS, in substance, as follows: 

‘‘My legal residence is in Hloomington, McLean County, 
Illinois, but I live in an apartment in Chicago. I am Treas¬ 
urer of the Illinois Agricultural Association and several 
affiliated associations, siicli as the Illinois Agricultural 
Service Company, a subsidiai'y of the Illinois Agricultural 
Association; the Farmers Mutual Reinsurance Company, 
the Illinois Agricultural Mutual Insurance Company, the 
Illinois Farm Supply Com))any, and the Illinois Agricul¬ 
tural Cooperative Association. I have been Treasurer of 
the Illinois Agricultural Association since April 1st, 1922, 
and also assisted the former secretary with his duties. But 
for something like a vear we had been without a secretarv 
and the President and Treasurer of our Association have 
been jointly doing the work. During that time 1 have with¬ 
out exception acted as secretary of all meetings of the 
Executive Committee, whi.-h meets regularlv everv month. 
The Illinois Agricultural Association is a membership or¬ 
ganization, general farm organization of Illinois. It was 
originally organized in 1916 but came into active being in 
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1919 under a reorganization program. Its members are 
farmers, and those having farm interests. It has a rela¬ 
tionship to the Farm Bureau in Illinois and has; a member¬ 
ship in the County Farm Bureau. The Farm Bureau also 
acts as fiduciary agent for the State Association in the col¬ 
lection of dues for the account of the association. 

In 1919 we had a small room or two in|the Edison 
1397 Building in Chicago. Since then our njiembership 
has developed and our programs have developed so 
that today the Association is departmentized |and offers 
varied services. The Association has broad puirposes and 
objects. Its duty is to serve its membership. We have a 
number of departments and each is doing a different char¬ 
acter of work. AVe have an Information Department which 
publishes two small magazines, ‘The Illinois Agricultural 
Association Record’: and the other ‘The Bureau Farmer’. 
They are semi-monthly, alternating. I 

AVe also broadcast a short radio program af noon six 
davs a week over Station AVJJD. This has ibeen aug- 
mented from time to time bv the use of other stations. 

• I 

I think from my experience the farmer recjirires and 
should be furnished a peculiar service. He is jn need of 

it for his own problems.^' I 


(Objection by Air. Provine.) I

Air. Cowles continued his testimony, in substance, as fol¬ 
lows : I 

“From my experience and observation in this! work and 
from the experience of our organization, I knoV we need 
the fullest opportunity to present and discuss ouii problems 
not only with our own people but with the people in the 
cities and villages. i 

In a general way I am familiar with Radio Station AA"LS. 
I have no receiving set and am not a regular Ifetener. 

Our Association has a Board of Directors wljich meets 
regularly every month. At the November meeting of the 
Board of Directors a resolution was adopted respect- 
1398 ing the radio situation in the nature of dn expres¬ 
sion and reciuest, a copy of which I have wjith me. I 
was present at this meeting of the Board of Dircictors and 
acted as Secretary to the meeting. I 
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The written resolution wliicli i* now beincr examined bv 
oonnsel for Wp]XR is a true and correct copy of tlie reso¬ 
lution ado])ted at this ineetinu'. It was a full rneetini^ of the 
Board, sixteen were })resent, i]i.*Iudini:i' the President, Vice 
President and myself. 

I am here at the direction of the Kxecutive Committee 
of the Association to respectfully present to the Radio 
Commission this resolution. I am here at the expense of 
our Association.’’ 

“Mr. Adsit: You may read the resolution. 

“Mr. Wing; 1 object to the reading of the resolution on 
this ground. It is similar in all respects to the resolution 
which was presented here previously by us, consisting of a 
certified copy of a resolution passed at a meeting of 638 
l)eople held in Chicago recently, at which a chairman was 
duly appointed and secretary appointed, and this resolution 
was certified. 

“Commissioner Sykes: Is this a resolution endorsing the 
Station WLS? 

“Mr. Cowles: 

“A. Xot exactly that character, but 1 should say no. We 
have taken a broader position than that. 

“Commissioner Sykes: Objection sustained. 

“Mr. Adsit: Xow if the Court please, 1 would like 
1399 to sav something on that. 

“Mr. Kelly: I would like to be heard on that too. 

“Mr. Adsit: As 1 recall it the resolution to which coun¬ 
sel refers was kept out of the record due to the fact that 
there was no affidavit attached to that resolution. It was 
not in the proper form in accordance to the rule of this 
Commission, i take it that if a witness may supply the 
purpose of an affidavit there i>^ no necessity for attaching 
such an affidavit. 1 believe that this is really of more evi¬ 
dential value than a group of mere affidavits drawn up by 
counsel, not in the words of the affiant, and we respectfully 
submit that this should be a ])ai‘t of this record, and should 
be considered bv this Commission. 

“Mr. Kelly:'Xow if your Honor please, it seems to me 
that you have here now a live witness in the chair swear¬ 
ing that this thing was passed. That is the purpose. Xow 
in the other case they had just a certificate, and the man 
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■^’as not here at all, and lie didn’t even sweair to it. Here 
is a man swearing tliat this was passed by tljis vote, what¬ 
ever it was, unanimous or otherwise, by thesejpeople, and it 
is an altogether different case. Your Honor’s ruling 
was- !

“Mr. Wing: If your Honor please- I 

“Mr. Kelly: Just a minute. i 

“Mr. Wing: I object to your statement of fact, that is 

all I wanted to sav. I

“^Ir. Kelly: Well, object after 1 get through. Am 
1400 I not right about that ? 

“Mr. Wing: Xo, you are wrong abput that. 

“Mr. Kelly: Well, was that an affidavit-1 

“Mr. Wing: That was a certified copy of a resolution. 
“Mr. Kelly: Yes. j 

“Mr. Wing: The provisions of the resolution set out, and 
it was acknowledged before a notary public aiid certified, a 
certified copy. | 

“Mr. Kelly: Well, that is a different thing altogether. 
It was not sworn to. | 

“Mr. Wing: I beg your pardon, it was sworn to. 

“Mr. Kellv: You so acknowledged. i 

“Mr. Wing: It was sworn to by the person who acted 
as secretary of the meeting. j 

“Mr. Kelly: Well, do you mean it was subscribed and 
sworn to, or acknowledged that it was passedj? This man 
is swearing that this resolution was passed. I He is here 
in his proper person on oath in this witness chair, and he 
was at this meeting and heard this resolution! passed and 
he saw it and voted on it. I submit that comes under the 
ruling of the Commission. i 

“Mr. Wing: Furthermore, that is just a plgin sheet of

“Mr. Kellv: He swears to the resolution hei^e. 

^ I 

“Mr. Wing: It is not attested by anybody, i 
“Mr. Adsit: It is being attested to by the Secretary 
himself. 


“Mr. Kelly: The secretary is here. That is a dif- 
1401 ferent case. How would you prove it if not by the 
secretary? The secretary is the keeperjof the rec¬ 
ords. He can testify as to it. I 

“Commissioner Sykes: The objection will bo sustained. 
Proceed with the examination. 1

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‘‘Mr. Adsit: Is there any objection to reading this into 
the record? 

“!Mr. Wing: There certainly is. Most assuredly. 

“Mr. Adsit: One moment. I take it that the Commis¬ 
sion will permit us to make a record. 

“Commissioner Sykes: For the benefit of the record you 
mav read it into the record. 

‘‘Mr. Adsit: Let the record sliow that the attorneys for 
Station WLS offer to ]n*ove by tliis witness who is now in 
the witness chair that at a regular meeting, at tlie Xovem- 
l)er regular meeting of the board of directors of Illinois 
Agricultural Association a resolution was adopted unani¬ 
mously by such I board of directors reading as follows: 


‘Resolved, that Radio Station WLS has for years been 
the most popular radio station with the farm peo])le of 
our state. We believe tliat mid-west agriculture is entitled 
to at least one exclusive wave hnigtli. WLS lias recently 
been acquired by Prairie Farmer, one of the leading farm 
])a])ers of the United States, and has been dedicated by 
them to tile service of agriculture. 

‘Be it furtln*ri resolved, that being so deviicated to offi¬ 
cers and executive committee of the Illinois Agri- 
1402 cultural Association respectfully re<juest and urge 
the Federal Radio Commission in their final allot¬ 


ment of air rights to set apart one exclusive wave length 
for radio station WLSb 


We further offer to ])rove by this witness that acting in 
his official capacity as the secretary of this corporation he 
took this resolution down, and that this is a true and cor¬ 
rect and })erfect record of that resolution. We make this 
offer. 


“^Ir. Kelly: And that he was there and heard the vote 
taken. 

“Mr. Adsit: And that this witness who is now on the 
stand was present and noted the votes ()f the board of di¬ 
rectors of this Association on this resolution. 


“Commissioner Sykes: It has ali’eady been ruled on, and 
the objection has been made and the objection sustained 
and the exception noted. 
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Mr. Adsit: !

“Q. Mr. Cowles, do you know whether at tl^is board of 
directors' meeting any presentation of the ca$e on behalf 
of IVEXR was made to your board of directors? A. I do. 

‘KJ. And this resolution to which you have referred was 
adopted after a general discussion by the Bpard of Di¬ 
rectors, was it ? —. That is quite true.” I

By Mr. Cowles, continuing: ^‘So far as I am informed 
Radio Station AVLS is popular and welljliked by the 

1403 farmers of the State of Illinois. The ifacilities of 
Radio Station WLS has been offered to pur Associa¬ 
tion for broadcasting purposes. Several Chicago stations 
have invited us to use their service. I do not recall that we 
ever asked any of the stations for their service!but I do re¬ 
call that we were invited to use the services ojf one of the 
stations in Chicago and were then put off* the! air. 1 will 
mention the call letters of the stations if it is ipsisted upon. 
IVe were just notified that the service was (fliscontinued 
without assigning any reason although we attempted in 
every proper way to ascertain what the objections were. 

On another occasion the director of our Taxation De- 

1 

partmenl and myself were denied the right to broadcast 
certain |)re})ared articles over the old KYW station. This 
was a number of years ago. This program, a^ 1 recall it, 
was arranged hv the American Pkirm Bureau I Federation. 

I believe that Radio Station WLS is the best station in 
the ?^liddle West for agricultural purposes foi,[ the reason 
set forth in the resolution of the Executive Committee, and 
it is my judgment and the judgment of our Executive 
('ommittee that Radio Station WLS should hake a cleared 

channel. ’ ^ |

“Mr. WTng: 1 object to that. | 

“(Commissioner Sykes: He can state his judgment. 
“]\Ir. Wing: Yes, i have no objection to that | 
“Commissioner Sykes: Tlie judgment of his Committee— 
that part of it is excluded.” i

By Mr. Cowles, further continuing: f‘So far as 

1404 the agricultural population is concernefl, I believe 
tlie public interest, convenience and necessity would 

not be served by decreasing the operating tifne of YkLS 
or in any way limiting its joresent service.”

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1405 Cross-examination bv Mr. Provine: 

I am not familiar witli tiie facilities of any of the broad¬ 
casting: stations. But as far as Agriculture is concerned 
I did sav that 1 thought AVLS was entitled to a full chan- 
nel—I think Agriculture is entitled to that use of the air. 
We have no assurance that WEXK will give Agriculture 
a fair pro|)ortion of the time or whatever time is reasonably 
necessary but we do liave such an assurance from our past 
experience with WLS and the ownership of the station 
now ])y the Prairie Farmer. The reason that I feel that 
WEXK would not offer the amount of time reasonably nec¬ 
essary for agricultural pur])oses is l)ased on the fact that 
the WEXK people are unknown to us and uninterested in 
us so far as we know. This opinion is in consequence of 
our other experiences when the station was not in the 
hands of people who were genuinely interested in agricul¬ 
ture and had {)roven their genuine interest in agriculture. 
I am unable to cite any instance where the owners of Sta¬ 
tion WEXK have deprived agriculture from any right they 
might have over the air, but it is a matter of selection, and 
our executive committee have made the selection, and I con¬ 
cur in their judgment. 

That judgment on the part of the executive committee 

was vt'i-v deliberate. Thev had heard both sides of the 

• • 

case, and our Ibiblic Kelations Fommittec heard it. There 
was a full discussion of it. The committee was influenced 
])>* their exjjeriences with radio stations and by their ac- 
(iuaintanc(‘ over a period of years with the Prairie Farmer, 
and by assurances on the ])art of the Prairie Farmer that 
it controlled the station. We vrere assured by both 

1406 ^Ir. Gregory and Mr. Butler that they were operating 
the station and controlled its ownership and opera¬ 
tion. That statement was made in a conference about a 
day or two prior to Xovember the 8th or 9th, 1 think. The 
statement was made in our executive offices. 

Our }>resident:. the ])resident of the American Farm Bu¬ 
reau, and the secretary of the American Farm Bureau were 
at this conference. .Mr. Sam Thompson is president of the 
American Farm Bureau. Mr. S. Winter is secretary. 
!Mr. Earl Smith is ])resident of the Illinois Agricultural As¬ 
sociation. Mr. George Theme is our director of informa¬ 
tion. Mr. G. E. Metzger is director of organization, and

I am treasurer. We ^vere all at this confei*ence. Mr. 
Gregory, Mr. Butler, Mr. D. 0. Thompson and ^I|r. Bill were 
also there. The conference was arranged by mutual agree¬ 
ment to confer about the whole matter of radiojin addition 
to this particular matter. The conference was arranged by 
the ])resident of tlie American Farm Bureau IFederation 
and our |)resident. 1 do not know that they invited any 
other stations into the conference. There were three groups 
re])resented, to-wit, the American Farm Bureau,! the Illinois 
Agricultural Association and the Prairie Farmer people 
that I have named. There was no other radio .Station rep¬ 
resented at that meeting. The nature of the; discussion 
did not suggest that other radio stations should! be invited. 


Cross-examination bv Mr. Wing: 

! 

I was present at this entire meeting and conference. I 
do not recall whether Mr. Gregorv told the executive 
HOT committee that WFXR wanted to get all fhe time of 
WLS. As I recall it, you explained, Gil¬ 

christ— L think that was the representation madje, that you 
liad made api)lication for all of the time. I havie some im¬ 
pression but do not know whether it was disejussed that 
WKXK had ofl'ered to divide time with WLS pqually. I 
have the impression that a division of time wa^^ discussed. 
I don't recall Mr. Gregorv telling us in substanjee that the 
Insull people would get us hooked uj) with theip and then 
drop us, ])ut our Association has had that experience al¬ 
ready. But of course it has no assurance that ijt would be 
repeated. i 

Redirect examination bv Mr. Adsit: 

ft 

Our Committee had other meetings and conferences be¬ 
sides this one that I have testified about at which Mr. Gil¬ 
christ and Mr. Wing and other representatives iof WEXR 
were present. Our executive committee met bn Xovem- 
ber the 9tli and heard both these groups. Our Public Re¬ 
lations Committee—a standing committee—had heard a 
presentation 1 think of !Mr. Rusk. !Mr. Gilchrist and Mr. 
Wing and Mr. ^Matthews appeared before ourj Executive 
Committee on X'ovember the 9th. The Mr. Wing who 
appeared before our Executive Committee on! Xovember 
the 9th is the same gentleman who is here representing 
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'WEXR at this liearino: as its attoriiev. And Mr. Gilchrist 
is the same Mr. Gilchrist who testified that he was manager 
of this station M’EXK. It is the same Mr. Gilchrist that 
I saw liere on the stand vesterdav. 

I heard the testimony to the effect that the Common¬ 
wealth Edison Company owned some of the stock in 
1408 the Radio! Station WEXK. I do not know whether 
this same utility company ever operated Station 
KYW. 1 recall my i)revions testimony regarding the ex¬ 
perience of oiir association with KVW, and onr committee 
had this experience in mind when we took the action. Onr 
execntiv(‘ committee did consider the past service of the 
group owning WEXK and the group owning- 

Mr. Provine: That is objected to. 

Q. And the gron]) owning WI.S in arriving at its deci¬ 
sion ? 


Commissioner Sykes: ()l)Jection overruled. Answer the 
(jnest ion if yon can. 

The Witness: The committee took it into consideration 
nminestionahly, hecanse onr ]>ast experience with these 
other stations which 1 have related was discussed at the 
meeting and considertnl. and also the ])ast relations that it 
had enjoved with the Prairie Farmer. 


Recross-examination hv 2^Ir. Wing: 

I did refer to an incident in which one of onr staff was 
excluded from radio station KVW, a Watson, onr Tax 
man, and I was also excluded—at least was were not per¬ 
mitted to broadcast the prepared articles. I might have 
known at the time but I do not recall now who had charge 
and control over Station KYW at that time. That was 
several years ago. The management of the station or who¬ 
ever might have dictated it were responsible for our ex¬ 
clusion. but 1 don't know who was responsible for the 
termination. Imt this action on the part of KYW did not 
cause us to infer anvthing derogatorv of Station WEX'R. 
I doubt if some of the present members of the Board knew 
of the experience. It happened several years ago, 
140.9 and 1 haven h any reason to connect station WEXR 
with that episode and donh intend to give any such 
inference. 
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Redirect examination bv Mr. Adsit: 

*> 


This incident occurred prior to 1928. It wasj more than 
two years ago. 1 consider it of vital importance to agri¬ 
culture to have a station in Chicago which knows and ap¬ 
preciates farm problems. This is the center of ngriculture.

(Answer objected to l)y Mr. Provine. Objection over¬ 
ruled. ) 

The ^Witness: We have every assurance ouijselves that 
WL8 fills that need. 


D. D. Richards was sworn and testified iij behalf of 
Station WLS: I 

I 

I am connected with the Advertising Department of 
Sears, Roebuck & Company, and have been in that depart¬ 
ment about a year and a lialf. I was first eihployed by 
WLS on November the first, 1925. I was assistant direc¬ 
tor, wliich included announcing, tlie building of programs 
and various otlier duties i-equired of an assistant director 
in a station. 

I 

I have prepared a brief written statement covering the 

earlv historv of Radio Station WLS. It dates from the 

» • 

time when WLS first went on the air. I 

Sears, Roebuck and Com])any in 1924 established sta¬ 
tion WLS to serve the farmers of the country of that part 
of the countrv which could be served bv a station of 500 
watts. Radio was relatively new in those day^ and 500- 
watt stations were about the usual installation. This 
1410 farm service was enthusiastically received by the 
farmers. The listening public—to judge hy the re¬ 
sponse to the station programs—increased by ileaps and 
bounds. The best that could be secured in the way of farm 
service was put on the air from WLS. I 

As the interest in the station increased, Sear4, Roebuck 
& Company improved its programs, a station of i5,000-watt 
power was purchased aiid a site for the station was selected 
at Crete, Illinois, about 25 miles south of Chicago. This 
selection of a site for the transmitting station of jWLS Avas 
made carefully, with the idea in mind that the lealst amount 
of interference would be caused radio fans by locating the 
transmitter away from thickly populated centeirs. WLS

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vas amoiii:: the first of radio stations to locate in sueli a 
way as to cause the least amount of interference possible. 
With the new station, the most powerful which could be 
secured at that time, in the summer of 1925, Sears, Roe¬ 
buck cS: (’()m|)any expanded the farm and market services 
to include ]>ractical!y every market to be had which would 
be of interest to those who live in the Chicauo market ter¬ 
ritory. Tlie noonday ))r(),erams for farmers were insti¬ 
tuted at the re({uest of the farmers who said, thousands of 
them, that they would api)reciate instructive talks on farm¬ 
in''* duriii.i:* the noon hour, when they were in the house 
at lunch. It was ])ointed out by thousands of farmers that 
they put the speaker on the dining room table and listen to 
the talks and music on these programs. 

For evening ])rograms Sears, Roebuck Company de¬ 
veloped th(‘ kind of entertainment which pleased those in 
>mall towns and rural communities and because those 
1411 who live in cities, in the main, came from small towns 
and farms, these pi*ograms were a success in the 
metropolitan centers. WLS and Sears, Roebuck (k C'om- 
panv, howcvt'r, have never lost sight of the fact that the 
])urpose of the station is to serve the farmers and small 
communities of tlie country. In doing this. Sears, Roe¬ 
buck C(>m])any has ex]Kmded a total of $959,()5!>.29 in 
radio. 

Radio progressed. Many factors became involved in the 
operating of a radio station. Sears, Roebuck & Company, 
a merchandising* linn, felt increased service would be given 
agriculture by a link-up with some farm service institution. 
The search then began for the proper organization to carry 
on this farm service. The Prairie Farmer was interested. 
This ne/*s])ai)er, the oldest farm journal in the country, had 
done much in the way of public service for the farmers. 
Sears, Roebuck Company hoped the Prairie Farmer 
would l)e able to take over WLS and operate the station in 
the interest of agriculture of the country. A farm news¬ 
paper, it is believed, is in a position to give more adequate 
service to the farmers of the country than is a merchandis¬ 
ing* organization. 

Sears, Roebuck Company explained in selling* the sta¬ 
tion to the Prairie Farmer that the company desired that 
the newspaper continue the service up to the standard it 
has reached or better that standard. 
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Sears, Roebuck & Con':;)aiiy is still interested! in the sta¬ 
tion to a large extent and will continue affiliations with the 
station, using time on tlie air and continuing thcjse features 
of the program wliich were established for the qompany on 
AVLS as special, outstanding features. | 

The Prairie Farmer, being a public service organi- 
1412 zation, is in an excellent ])Osition to calrry on the 
work of farm service, and will do it—tliis promise 
having been made to Sears, l\oebuck & Company,! and is now 
being fultilled. Sears, Roebuck Company ha|s great in¬ 
terest in AVLS, its well-being and its future land urges 
every ])ossibIe considei'ation for WLS’ from the Radio Com¬ 
mission. The increased service bv the Prairie'Farmer it 
is believed will recjuire increased time on the ajir. 

The Witness (resuming): I am still employee^ by Sears, 
Roebuck & Company in the advertising department in 
charge of the advertising in what is known aif the ‘‘A” 
stores. Those are the i-etail de])artinent stores ill the larger 
cities in the country. 1 was connected with Ra(|lio Station 
WLS during the years 192() and 1927. 1 remember in 

August that the law broke down and that the radio stations 
were jumping tjieir waves and taking channels that had 
been previously assigned to other stations. The; law broke 
down after the ojunion which was rendered b>[ Attorney 
General Sargent, which oiunion, I l)elieve, was requested by 
Mr. Hoover, then Secretary of Commerce. Afteij this opin¬ 
ion had been rendered the stations began doiiig as thev 
pleased. Xew stations came on the air without t|heretofore 
having applied for any license, power was increased, and a 
large number of stations took any wave-length they desired. 
At least stations were found on different wave-lengths from 
those on which they had l)een operating previous to the 
break-down of the law. 

During that entire period while the law was broken down 
Radio Station WLS in order to cause the least amount of 


intei-ferenco })Ossil)le always operated at tjie regular 
1413 power that had been granted under the direction of 
the Department of Commerce, and stayed pn its own 
wave-length, and, as always, did everything possible to be 
of the least amount of inteid’erence to those radid fans who 

t 

might want to listen to stations other than WLS. I 
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Mr. Provine AVe ask that that part of the statement be 
stricken from tlie record because it is not the purpose of 
AVIOXK to in anv wav challeiisfe a statement that "WLS had 
not refused to abide by the rules of this Commission, and 

I do not tliink the record shows this in anv wav or intimates 

• » 

it. So I do not know why this testimony is put in. 

Commissioner Sykes: The objection is overruled. That 
testimony is put in for the purpose of showing that this 
station has alre'adv abided l)v the laws of the a’overning 
authorities in radio. Such testimony is very frequent in 
these hearings. 

Mr. Provine: Well, if that is the purpose. 

Cross-examination hy Mr. Wing: 

T don't know what proportion of the radio stations 
jumped their waves. I was employed by WLS from Novem¬ 
ber first. until July first, 1927, at which time I was 

taken fi’om the radio station and ])laced in the advertising 
department of the com]^any. I know that the object of 
Sears, iox'bnck Company in operating this broadcasting 
station, WLS, was to give service to the farmers. As far 
as I know the ohjeet was altruistic. WLS has never re¬ 
ceived any income, but there probably was a hope on the 
part of Sears, Roebuck & Company that good-will towards 
the company would be created among the farmers. 
1414 In th(‘ wi-itt(‘n statement which I read I did say 
tliat the station had ])eeu sold to the Prairie Farmer. 
It was not sold to any one before it was sold to the Prairie 
PLarmer. I have not seen the copy of the charter of the 
Agricultural Broadcasting (’ompany, and therefore have 
no wav of either affirming nor denving the authenticitv of 
what a])pears therein. 

It is my understanding that the Prairie P^armer took 
charge of the station October the first, 1928. By taking 
charge 1 mean they took over the programs and general 
charge of the station, and the WLS people became affiliated 
with the Prairie:Phirmer, in the operation of the program. 
I know tliat tho control of the station has passed from 
Sears, Roebuck (’ompany. 

I do not think T saw the article in the Prairie P''armer 
of October the 13th as follows: 
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Great to Have Friends. Prairie Farmeir's friends 
from far and near have deluged us with letterj? and tele¬ 
grams in response to the announcement that wd have pur¬ 
chased Radio Station AVLS’’— I 


but the one I saw was of the same purport, jl have no 
ttri^?nol I in cin^ way the stateipent which 

I made that the station was transferred or sold to the 
Prairie Farmer. I am not familiar with the aqtual dates 
of tlie transfer or those details. I know the Prairjie Farmer 
took charge of the station on October the first, i I did not 
prepare the figures in the statement which I redd indicat¬ 
ing that Sears, Roebuck &: Company liad expendjed a total 
of $959,659.29 on radio. Those figures were giden to me 
by the auditing division of the advertising dd])artment 
whicli keeps a definite running total of thd expenses 
1415 in radio. The radio station was operated junder the 
supervision of Mr. E. H. Powell, who is Gelneral Ad¬ 
vertising Manager of Sears, Roebuck Com])any. Tlie 
amount stated is the amount spent by Sears, RjOebuck & 
Company in operating the radio station. I said tbe station 
was })robably operated with a hope on the part of the people 
who were juitting up the money that some good will would 
be created in the minds of the farmers towards I the com¬ 
pany, but there never was any insistence on it. | 


Homer B. Courchene was sworn and testified in behalf of 
Station WLS, as follows: j 

I live in Chicago and have been in charge of tjhe radio 
transmitter of Radio Station AVLS for about three years. 
My previous experience consisted of an amateur e.yperience 
previous to 1917, and I was in the radio service of the United 
States Xavy, which included training at Dunwoo([ly Insti¬ 
tute, and the Radio course offered by the Xavy at Harvard 
University in 1917 and a part of 1918. The trajining at 
Harvard and in the Xavy Department was under the direc¬ 
tion of the United States Government while I was an en¬ 
listed man. I served one year with the Xavy during tlie 
late war. I left the Government service in ^lay, 1!|)19, and 
for about a year thereafter I was not engaged in radio, but 
resumed my radio work in 1919 as radio operator! aboard 
ship. I also acted as instructor in radio at the Chicago

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Telegraph School in 1921. I wa? also a radio operator on 
the Great Lakes. 

In January, 1924 T iHK'amc associated witli Radio Station 
"WLS, and have been so associated evei' since. T am famil¬ 
iar with the eqni])ment of WLS. It is a 104-A AVest- 
1416 ern Klectric 5,000-watt tele])]ione broadcasting e(]uip- 
ment. Tlie ec|nipment is in excH‘llcnt condition at the 
present time. Since I have* ])e<‘n in cliai’go of the technical 
operation of the station I think tin* character of transmis¬ 
sion from Station WLS lias been (‘(pial to that of any of tlie 
5,000-watt transmitters that the Western Electric has pro¬ 
duced. We have now on hand at the radio station a crvstal 
oscillator unit and we are onlv awaitiim* tln^ installation 
engineer of the Western Electric (hmipany to install this 
improvement. 

(No cross e.xamination.) 

(WLS Exhibits B, C and D were oft\‘red in evidence.) 


Claude Wickard was sworn and testiti(*d in behalf of 
Station WLS, as follows: 

I live near the town of C’anuhMi, in the county of Carroll, 
Indiana, and my occupation is a farmer. I have a .‘>80-acre 
farm which I operate myself. I am chairman of the Car- 
roll County Farm Bureau, which has a membership of 
about 691. 1 atn also president of the (’arroll (’onnty Pur¬ 

due Agricultural Alumni Association, a Director of the Na¬ 
tional Purdue Agricultural Alumni Associatioti, and repre¬ 
sent that Asso(!‘iation with the General Purdue Alumni As¬ 
sociation as Director. 1 am a graduate of Purdue Univer- 

sitv. I took th'Q course in au'riculture at Purdue Universitv. 

» * 

I did receive honors from Purdue University since I gradu¬ 
ated; known as the Distinguished Purdue Agriculturist 
Graduate. I was awarded this certiticate for the work 
which I had done in production and also general service in 

the communitv. 

* 

I think Purdue University has the best equii)ped en¬ 
gineering school in the United States, and also one 
1417 of the best agricultural and science courses. The 
Purdue Agricultural Alumni Association is made up 
of 6,000 graduates of the various courses in agriculture. 
The aim of the organization is to promote the activities of 
the University and the extension department, and to keep 
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i 

I

the alumni closer in touch with the university, hnd spread 
the gospel of the university into the various counties and 
communities of the State. ! 

The University of Purdue puts on radio ]n'ogTams over 
its own station once a week, but its own station is very 
small—in fact it is worse then none. Thev are u’ettinsr 
most of their material now from Station WLS atj Chicago— 
the emergency material which that station puts out, and 
other material of a 2 :eneral nature. I think thOv have at 
least one Professor talking once a week, or sending a talk 
to the station to be read once a week, and at tiines, when¬ 
ever emergencies arise or whenever anvbodv of the Univer- 
sity happens to be in Chicago they usually go around and 
talk over Radio Station IVLS. I 

The Agricultural Alumni Association also has what is 
known as Purdue Radio Week over WLS occupying an en¬ 
tire week. During that Vy’cok various members qf the staff 
are in Chicago, also graduates and others whom Ithev think 
have a message for the farmers. There is quitje a lot of 
entertainment—they try to put out a program qf interest 
not only to the graduates but to everyone interested in ag¬ 
riculture, as well as people who live in the cities. There 
has been a very close.co-operation between Radio Station 
WLS, the Agricultural Alumni Association anld Purdue 
L^niversity. We think that a station which has Ithe popu¬ 
larity which WLS enjoys offers a medium; by which 
1418 we can reach more farmers interested; in farm 
agricultural problems than by any other njeans. 

On October the first at our Board of Directors meeting 
we passed a resolution regarding Radio Station WLS—

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The Witness (continuinu-): Tin* action taken was a mo¬ 
tion iinanimouslv carried tliat a tcle^rram be sent to Station 
WLS to conaratnlate them upon acqnirinjr a radio station 
which had given singular service to American agriculture, 

and telling them that thev believed that thev should have 

^ • • 

full time channel free of interference to increase that serv¬ 
ice to American agriculture. This message was authorized 
to be sent to Radio Station WLS. 

The object of the meeting of the Board of Directors was 
to formulate plans for this Purdue Radio Week that I men¬ 
tioned a few moments ago. 

In regard to the popularity of this Purdue Radio AVeek, 
we had such a large response last yoar that we felt in honor 
bound toygo ahead and carry out the ])rogram again 
1419 this year. AVe had responses fi-om nearly coast to 
coast, and it was surprising how many res])onses we 
received from people who lived in citit‘s and smaller towns. 
AA’e never realized that so many peo])le were interested in 
things pertaining to agriculture or things that Purdue Uni¬ 
versity had to offer through its Agricultural ne])artment. 
This program was all over the i-adio. and the reason we 
didn’t choose an Indiana station for tliis work was because 

we have no station in Indiana that has anv degree of the 

* « 

popularity of AVLS, and when you are trying to sell any¬ 
thing you like to sell as many people as you can. By using 
some other station than AVLS we might reach a small com¬ 
munity, but I don't think we could reach the audience which 
we wish to reach. 

The idea of putting out this Purdue Radio AA'eek program 
over Radio Station AVLS originated in the minds of our 
Board of Directors, but AVLS hel])i*d ns d(*velop it. AA’e did 
not have any idea that it was going to take on the aspect it 
did when we first conceived the idea. But the two working 
together develo^'>ed this idea until it was much greater than 
we had anticipated. 

I came here to AA^asliiiigton to voice the sentiments of the 
Agricultural Alumni Association at the request of the Presi¬ 
dent of that Association. He said he had conferre«l with 


the Director of the experiment station and the head of the 
Agricultural College, and it was agreed that I should come. 

I have had a radio set for six years and listened perhaps 
a little before that. I have my second set now. I should 
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say that the expense of r.:y radio set has been ^‘ustified by 
the information T luwe ])een able to get ovpr it. I got 
1420 my radio primarily to obtain information regarding 
the weather i-rports and market re])ort.i;, and also 
agricultural information. I recall a number of instances 
where T have been saved several hundred dollalrs perhaps 
by using the radio—tlie markets, weather and aigricultural 
information. 1 sell some grain but mostly livestock, prin¬ 
cipally hogs. I 

1 have (luite little eonlad with the farmers Of Indiana, 
as a representative in the Purdue Agricultural Alumni 
Association, representing ihe Carroll County! with the 
State Farm Bureau Federation, but on the whple my ac- 
♦ juaintaiice would be more universal in my o\tn county. 
My home county is al>out 160 miles from Chicago. Based 
on the contai-ts that I have had with the farmers in my 
county I have the opinion that Radio Station WLS is lis¬ 
tened to more than all other stations combined, llvat is, in 
the rural districts. It is listened to as much as any other 
station in the city districts. This is probably clue to the 
fact that WLS furnishes the rural districts the! informa¬ 
tion and ty])e of entertainment that they wish. | 

The surprising thing to me is why the city people listen 
to this station. Possibly it is because evervbofjv in the 
towns of Indiana either came from the farm, havp a farm, 
or want to go back to the farm, or have some inclination 
towards the farm, or have a farm interest. ; 

I think the farmers and people in the small to\tns enjoy 
musical entertainments. I don’t believe I ever heard any 
farmers’ radios being tuned to grand opera. I'hey like 
the well-known American compositions. They are inter¬ 
ested in music that is more or less familiar. j 

I believe the popularity of WLS is infereasing. 
1421 The information that they give and the entertain¬ 
ment is becoming better. They are becoming better 
accpiainted with the job and better acquainted with what 
the people want. Recently the people have understood that 
the Prairie Farmer Publishing Compaii}’ were irlanaging 
the suit ion, and of course they are specialists in their line 
in disseminating agricultural information. The ihembers 
of the staff have been in the farming communities, at the 

63-^900a 
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farm meetings, and they are acquainted with them. I think 
the Prairie Farmer staff has been represented at every 
important agricultural meeting vro have had, whether it 
was the University or Farm Federation meetings, in order 
to cover the meeting and write it up for their paper. 

I am unable to give an accurate figure as to the eircU' 
lation of the Prairie Farmer in Indiana, but practically 
every farmer’s home that I have been in I think they take 
that paper. I have had several farmers tell me that it is 
the best farm paper that is put out. I enjoy reading it 
myself more than any other paper. 1 get more from it 
because I think that thev are absolutelv unselfish and are 

ft ft 

catering to the farmers’ welfare and wishes. 

Before this hearing I had never heard about the Illinois 
Midland Railroad Company or their experimental farm. 
We haven’t any privately owned experimental farms in 
Indiana that I know of. I think we hav(‘ about eight owned 
by the State. Purdue University operates them, but 1 tliink 
that they are the property of the State or perhaps the 
Department of Agriculture of the State. The great pro¬ 
portion of the information put out over the radio is 
1422 gathered from the experimental farms. 

I have heard Radio Station WEXR. I have never 
heard any farm programs on that station. I have never 
heard of WEXR having any ])opularity as an agricnltui-al 
station in mv localitv. 

ft> 

The markets and weather reports and information of that 
character is helpful to any one interested in agriculture. 
I don’t know hardlv what amount of time should be de- 
voted to it. It depends upon the situation or perhaps upon 
emergency or upon the information to be given out. Any¬ 
thing of importance should have the length of time that it 
required. The requirements are so variable that I would 
not undertake to place a limit. As a majority of the people 

in the Middle West are directlv or indirectlv interested in 

* • 

agriculture I think that group should have at least one free 
channel so that thev can receive what thev desire.

Cross-examination bv Mr. Provine:

Camden is about 70 miles from Indianapolis, and about 
40 miles from Purdue, which is located at Lafayette. I 
have resided on a farm all my life, except when I was in 
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college. 'Sly whole income is derived from tl'jo farm. I 
have IK) otlier salaries of any kind. These oth^r positions 
that I s]:)oke of take some of my time, more than! is econom¬ 
ically sound for mo, hut I do not re<.‘eive a dollar for such 
time, and have never received a dollar from ady farm or- 
U’anizations. I was told that if there was anv monev left 
in the treasury at the end of this year I might jhave up to 
$200 for beimr Cliairman of the Carroll Cduntv Farm 
142.‘> Bureau, ])ul that is a foi-Iorn hope as fdr as I am 
concerned. I

I have onlv broadcast over Station WLS oncie. I think

that was in February, 1928. I was asked to coine up and 
broadcast by Mr. Floyd Keepers, a member of tjhe Prairie 
Farmer staff. I don't know anything about the'Ownership 
of the station. The announcement was made that it was 
Sears-Roebuck. I understand that the Prairie Flarmer has 
the management of it. Tlie first T knew of it w|as the day 
after the transfer was made. A couple of the ^advertising 
K'.en of the Prairie Farmer, Mr. (Ii’egory and Md Keepers, 
told me about it the middle of September. They told me 
that Sears, Roebuck had transferred the management of 
the station to the Prairie F^armer. 1 

1 have no remembrance of hearing anvthing ibroadcast 
over WLS with reference to insurance of any kind, asking 
them to take out certain insurance, or advertising the in- 
suranee company or s])eaking about the benefitsj of insur¬ 
ance. AVlien 1 talked over Radio Station WLSjl think I 
coiisiinied about eight minutes. The program \ias in the 
form of a dialogue between ^Ir. Floyd Keepers of the 
Ib’airu' Faianer and myself. Mr. Keepers arranged the 
program. 1 went up there at the request of Mr.l Keepers. 
I think it was about 12:45. There was music jiist before 
and just after our program. I 

If I was limited to one thing over the radio I wbuld want 
the weather reports, because every day and every hour of 
my farm operations is governed by the weather, i 1 would 
wish such information first thing in the morning! as quick 
as it is released l)y the L^. S. Department of Agiriculture. 

If I didn't happen to be in the house I wbuld wish 
1424 some member of mv familv to get it. Arid if that 
didn’t happen I would want to get it myself at noon. 
Then T would like to have it about 9 o’clock in; the eve- 
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ning—a forecast for two days. That is not given by any 
Western stations. It is given bv KDKA. T have tried 
to get Station WLS to give this two-day forecast at nine 
o’clock in the evening, but thev sav thev are not on onlv 
certain evenings in the week after nine o'clock. I think 

thev told me that when I was in Chicago and broadcasted

over the radio. But they did not tell me what their oper¬ 
ating time was. 

I would not know where to start in attem])ting to tell 

vou what I have heard over WLS. I have heard talks bv

members of the Prairie Farmer, members of various ag¬ 
ricultural colleges and farm organizations, talks given dur¬ 
ing the meetings of the American Farm Bureau Fed^'ra- 


tion, talks at the Indiana and Illinois State Fail’s, varioin 


market reports and in the form of talks explaining and 
telling the trend of the markets. 


Fiitil I heard something about it at this bearing I did not 
know anvthing about Station WEXK breadcasting the 
Indiana State Fair this last vear. I was at the Indiana 

w 


State Fair one dav but did not go around to the l»roadca<t- 
ing station. 

I don’t know that I ever tried to get WEXR, but T did 
get them one evening. I usually listen from eight t(^ ten 
or 10:30. The program which I heard over WEXR on 
that occasion was a musical program. I would say tlie 
program which I heard was a good average ])rogram of a 
metropolitan station—not above the average, lint a good 
average program of the metropolitan stations. I 
1425 have heard WEXR at various other times, lint 1 never 

listened to it from 12 o'clock midnight on anv Sat- 

% 


urdav night. I did not know that thev were on then. I am 
not up that late very often. I have never heard any agri¬ 
cultural topics or programs over WEX’R, and I never heard 
anvbodv else sav anvthing about one of them. 

I don’t know how many broadcasting stations there are 
in the United States. I think there are three farm pa])ers 
published in Indiana. The Farmers Guide, published at 
Huntington, the Hoosier Farmer, the official organ of the 
Indiana Farm Bureau, at Indianapolis, and the Farm Life, 
at Spencer, Indiana. I have never heard any one of these 
three broadcast their programs. 

The Prairie Farmer’s publication is the only one I am 
acquainted with in Illinois. I am acquainted with some of 
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the farm papers in other states. I am a subscriber to Wal¬ 
lace’s Farmer from Iowa, published at Des Moines. I have 
never heard them broadcast. Senator Capper |has a farm 
paper and 1 take that. I think it has a very good circula¬ 
tion. 1 don't know whether his paper broadcasts or not. 

If the Prairie Farmer was given the right to use a sta- 
lioii all itself I think it would be a factor in advertising the 
paper and a benefit to it. And to that extent it would excel 
the other farm papers that did not have such facilities. 

If I was limited in the things I could get over the radio 
I would lirst wish to have the weather reports, land second 
the market reports. My entire income comes from the 
things ihat I sell on the ]mhlc markets. I sell hogs mainly. 
I raise all of my hogs and truck them to market. I don’t 
hnv. I am in the market about twentv times a vear. 
14*2h I sell about 500 hogs a year. I truck a large per 
<*ent to Indianapolis, hut I truck them to market 
where 1 can get the best price. I don’t go to East St. Louis. 
Besides the Indianapolis market I go to Loganisport, and 
wo have an order buyer about eight miles from! my place; 
we have another order buyer about 15 miles frond my place. 
And the Union Stock Yards at Lafayette. I usg the mar¬ 
keting ])laces within a radius of seventy miles. ! 

The weather reports, as far as Indiana is concerned, 
would take j)robably two or three minutes, th^t is, if it 
was onlv for one State, but thev broadcast several states. 
The order varies, ])nt thev usuallv first tell aboitt the gen-

e]*al weatliei* (‘onditions prevailing over the country, the 
amount of precipitation and temperature. ThenI they give 
the general weather forecast. This is followed bv|a weather 
report for Chicago and vicinity, Indiana, Illinois, Ohio, 
lower ^lichigan, upper Michigan, Wisconsin, ^linnesota, 
Iowa and the Dakotas. After that I think thev usually 
broadcast the aviation weather. I am not interested in 
aviation e.xcept for wind directions sometimes. ; 

I did not know about any citizens from my sta^e sending 
in a communication to Station WEXR telling what they 
think of the station and its popularity. Martinsville is 
about 100 miles from where I live. I don’t know’ any one in 
^lichigan City or Long Beach. I know several people in 
Lafayette, but I don’t know’ of any connection fhey have 
w’ith WENR. I don’t know’ a man named Clyde F. Morgan 
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at Lafayette. I don't know any r.ne in Tell City or New 
Albany. I know some people who live in South Bend, but 

don’t know Hattie M. Mover. I don't know anv one in

Pllkhart, North Manchester or Hammond. 

1427 I have never lieard Station WHNR discussed gen¬ 
erally by tlie p(*ople in hidiana, therefore what T 
have said about Station WflNR was mostly confined to 
what T think. Mv observations come from the fact that I 
am in farm liomes. and iieople wlio live on farms are in my 
home, and T know wliat tliev want wh(*n tlievc come in mv 
home, and 1 know wliat stations they have tuned in wlion 
I liave been in tiuMr liomes, and wlien we are at farm meet- 
imrs 1 have heaird mimtion about certain stations. I would 
probably hear from eight to ten comments a week at meet¬ 
ings of various kinds. Faian Ibii’ean meetings. Parent- 
'I'eachers' nu‘etings. M'hey would b(* rcmiarking about wliat 
tlie weather was going to lie, about the hog marked or grain 
market.

Redirect examination bv Mr. Kellv:

During our Purdue Week ov(‘r Radio Station WLS I'resi- 
dent Elliot of the ITiiversity was there, also one or two of 
the trustees and the liead of the School of Agriculture, Dean 
Skinner. Also Director Christie, members of the Extension 
Department, the head football coach, and the head of tin' 
athletic detiartment. They all partici])ated in these ex(‘i*- 
cises over the radio. 

As to how these weather reports are helpful, we jilan 
our work according to the weather report. If some stock is 
not verv well sheltered and we hear that it is to be cold and 
rainy weather, we drop everything else and protect the stock 
from the weather that is prophesied. If we are planning 
to cut alfalfa hav and we are advised that it is going to be 

a rainv season we don't cut it until afterwards. W(‘ regn-

late our threshing, and the whole day's work is 
1428 planned according to the weather forecast. 

Radio iStation WLS do(‘s not contine its market 
forecasts to the Phicago livestock market, but it broadcasts 
the markets all over the central-west—important markets, 
wherever thev mav be in this area, are governed bv the It^-

dianapolis markets, and this fall there' was a time wl.n'u the.

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Indianapolis market wa:- overrun with hogs. They had be- 
iween 5,000 and 6,000 too many hogs. That yeport came 
out over Kadio Station AVLS and I did not go on the market 
for a few days following, until there was a better clearance 
in the market and buyers would come in more rapidly.

The Witness (continuing): The purpose of the Ameri¬ 
can Institute of .Cooperation is to educate farmers and

also engaged in farm journal correspondence and some na- 
lioiial magazine 'writing.

Outlook of 


As to tlie extent to which these organizations that 
I have mentioned are dependent upon and use thb radio for 
dissemination of their information, mav I sav 'that radio 
is a new development in connection with farid organiza¬ 
tions and cooperative work. From the limited experience 
1 have liad with it 1 am conlident that it will be| used very 
much imu’e in the future* than it has been in tliel past. As 
to strictly organization work tlie radio can ije utilized 
largely for the develo|)ment of what we call miembership 
morale. i 


The problems of the boards of directors of thq co-opera¬ 
tives have to do not only with the selling of products so 
far as e-onq^etitors are concerned, but also the big (piestioii 
of keening the organizations together. In other "ivords, the 
executives of the coojierative organizations hav^ twice as 
much w()i*k to do as the average executive, because he has 
the work on the outside* and also the great question of 
meml)ershij) morale on the inside. In some of oiiir organi¬ 
zations a single l)Oard of dii’ectors have as highjas 75,000 
le) SO.OOO farmers who are on a directed basis. 

It is important to develop in each individual fgrmer the 
realization of his personal responsibility to tliej business 
organization to which he belongs. Unless that is done, and 
unless he attends his local meetings (luite regularly and 
))articipates intelligently in the question of selecting direc- 
toj's from his district and in ironing out the many problems 
that arise and the misundei'stamlings, the movement has 
to struggle along with many unnecessary handicaps. The 
‘vathering and interchange of ideas is most Essential. 
14:ol In the year 1927 we held a four weeks Institute at 
ilie Xorthwestern University in Chicago. 'Prior to 
the holding of that Institute Mr. Fred Petty, then Imanager 


of Radio Station AVLS, suggested that much good knight be 
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accomplisliecl if wo could arrani:>’ an Institute on the air 
at the time of lioklinir this Institute at Northwestern. I

think that was the first time in the history of the country 
that a continuous proo*ram on the air twice a day for the 
advancement of The co-operative movement had ever been 
put on. We were not limited as to time but were requested 
to make our talks snappy, 'fhe si)(‘eches averag-ed from 15 
to 40 minutes, and during that four weeks we put on the 
air over WLS an average of two men a dav for 1 think five 
days a week. 'Diese men were the leaders in the co-opera¬ 
tive movement from the Ikicitic to the Atlantic. 

I am appearing here in my individual capacity rather 
than a representativ(‘ of these organizations which I have 

enumerated. I liste(l them onlv to indicate mv connection

and my knowledge of general agricultural conditions. 

Although my knowledge of radio is limited, as far as 1 
know tliere is oidv on(‘ other station in the countrv that 
specializes to anytliing like the degree that WLS does in 
carrying to the faianers of th(‘ couiili-y a large service in 
addition to the market and cro]) rc‘poiTs, making it possible 
for open forum and discussion of farmers' economic ques¬ 
tions to be given on the air. Tin* other radio station I 
mentioned is at San dose, (’alifornia. Last summer we 
carried on a similar i-adio Institute on the air from that 
station. In view of this condition 1 feel that the 
143d Kadio ('ommission should giv(* the greatest possible 
consideration to tin* claims of WLS for time on 
the air.

Redirect examination by Mr. Adsit: I 

I 

In cmisecjuence of my connections with these yarious or- 
gaiiizations J think 1 can safelv sav that Radio Station 
WLS has a very high standing among the agricultural lead¬ 
ers of the middle west and ranging out as far as Minne¬ 
sota in the near northwest. That represents tlje opinion 
of tile men with whom I have discussed the standijng of this 
station. | 

.\t the time of the Institute at the Northwesitern Uni- 
\'ersity no other Chicago broadcasting station i asked to 
broadcast our programs. i 
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1435 Burridge D. Butler was * oni aiul testified in be¬ 
half of Station WLS. as follows: 

I live at Hinsdale. Illinois. I am a publisher, and my 
business headquarters are in Chiea.a’o. The name of the 
Publishinir Company with whieli 1 am connected is the 
Prairie P^n'mer Publishing' (’ompany, a corporation orstan- 
ized under the laws of tlie Siatt* of Illinois. 1 am ipresident 
of the com})any. and W(‘ ])ublish the Pi'airie Farmer. 

My experience in publication work, stated brielly, started 
4:2 years aii'o, wlnm I was a re])orter workimc for a week. 
I spent ten years in the newspa])er and advertisiips: work. 
In 1899 T became editor and viee-president of the Omaha 
Daily Xews. In 191)0 1 beeaiin^ vie(‘-president of the St. 
Paul Daily Xews. And president and t)ublisher of the 
Minneapolis Daily Xews. Later becann* a director and 
vice-president of tin* Kansas (1ty Woi'ld and the St. doe 
Star. Then I becann* a director of the I >es Moines Daily 
X^ews. Later I was viee-i»residi‘nl of the Sioux Oily Daily 
X^ews, and then I became vic(‘-])resident of the Duluth Daily 
Star. And so forth. 

In 1909, at the aii:e of forty, I bouirht the I^rairie Farmer 
and came back to Chicai:'o to live. 1 have s])ent twenty years 
in buildimr u]) the Prairie P'armer. 1 think that lu'iinjs my 
activities u]') to tin* pr<‘S(*iit time. 

1 am at the head of the Prairie Pdirmer ore'anization, and 
iMr. Greirorv is our editor in chief. I know of Sears, Koe- 
buck Company and 1 know about the Kadio Station WLS, 
and hav(‘ known about this station for a number of years. 
In a general way I also know about the character of 

1436 work the station has beeii doing in the past. Radio 
Station WLS has bomi d(‘Voted to agricultural serv¬ 
ice. Althoue'h I am not a radio fan, in anv of the agricul- 
tural activities w(‘ have always had the co-o])eration of 
Radio Station WLS and alwavs counted on it. The services 
of the station were free. 

In regard to the negotiations between the Prairie Farmer 
Publishing Company and Sears, Roebuck ck Company con¬ 
cerning this station, I have the written contract.

(The contract was offered, marked WLS Witness Butler, 
Exhibit A, and received in evidence.) 
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The Witness (proceed; iii>-): T had examined the contract 
and to the l)est of my knowledge it is an exact copy. Under 
the terms of this contract we, the Prairie Farme'r Publish¬ 
ing Company, took over the entire management and direc¬ 
tion of pliysical pro]'»erties and the staff and the ^adio Sta¬ 
tion WLS. Wliile Sears, Roebuck &: Company were operat¬ 
ing the station Mi’. Bill was its director. ^Ir. Bill is here 
today. 1 do not know whether Mr. Bill has been iconnected 
with the station since its iiice]^tion or not, but ho has been 
there for four or five years, and Mr. Bill is now joperating 
the station under our direction. | 

Our pui’pose in taking oviu’ Radio Station WL§ was one 
absolutelv of service to agriculture. I had no idlea of anv 

• * ' • i * 

prl\'ale profit or ptu’sonal power, l)ut simply of service. I 
see in radio a new force to rea<*h the peojile. ThO man and 
his family way back. It is a light to agriculture^. I have 
talked to these people with printed pages for tweiity years, 
and radio offers a new op))ortunity. 1 have no ipterest in 
acquiring ])Ower. 'riie work has a most re^sponsible 
1437 outlook, and my services and those of my associates 
are dedicated to the service of Agriculture. At the 
age of sixtv J am able to see that 1 can do more with radio, 
and that is my reason foi* undei’taking this responsibility. 
It mav sound like idealism, but 1 am an idealist. | 

I have built up what 1 consider to be the strongest paper 
in its class in the United States, and although in Ithe radio 
game there is little of ])recedent, 1 can see that itiis a pub¬ 
lisher proposition, because the story of the radio is the 
story of the printed page and its editorials, and lit should 
emanate from the same source as the printed p4ge. Mr. 
Ford with all his altruism could not succeed in p^iblishing 
a pa])er. That must be done by men trained in jhandling 
public opinion as a profession. | 

When this radio proposition was put up to me I told them 
that I would undertake it under certain conditions which 
are incori)orated in this contract. Before i entered into the 
contract to operate Radio Station WLS T made aii investi¬ 
gation to ascertain to what extent WLS was reaching and 
infiueiicing the farmers and those interested in agriculture. 
I ascertained that out of 4,000 farmers in a given territory 
2,330 selected WLS as their choice. i 

(Objection to last statement. Objection overruled.) 
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The 'Witness (resuming): Befr."' entering into this ar¬ 
rangement I made a survey employing 60 men for i‘ight 
weeks to call on tlie farmers. Tliey called on Ki.OOO farm¬ 
ers and got the facts as to the standing of WLS which I 
have indicated. '1 made all of this investigation before en¬ 
tering into this arrangement to operate Radio Sta- 
14.38 tion WLS. And it did have something to do with my 
final determination to enter into this agreement. 

As to full time and cleared channels, that is a technical 
matter which I am unable to answer until we have had a 
conference with my program people, engineers, and so forth. 

C. M. Jansky, Jr., was sworn and testified on behalf of 
Station WLS, in substance, as follows: 

“1 n*sid(* at .Minneapolis, Minnesota, and am a consult¬ 
ing engineer. Lain a graduate of the University of Wis¬ 
consin, and hold a Master's degree in physics from that in¬ 
stitution. Since Januarv, 1930, I have had charge of the 
radio work at tlie Univei'sity of Minnesota as Associate 
Professor of Radio Engineering. 1 have also had engi¬ 
neering charge of the Universitv of Minnesota radio broad-

casting activities. 1 am now on leave of absence from that 
institution. 

During the past eight years, 1 have i)racticed e.xtensively 
as a consulting radio engineer in Minneapolis, St. Paul, 
Uhicago and Washington. I have been a member of all of 

the National Radio Uonfereiices called bv the Secretarv 

• • 

of Uommerce. 1 am a Fellow in the Institute of Radio En¬ 
gineers, and a member of the American Institute of Elec¬ 
trical Engineers, the Society for the Promotion of En¬ 
gineering Education, and other organizations. 

I was employed by radio station WLS in the spring of 
1925, at the time the Sears, Roebuck Company were con¬ 
sidering increasing the power of the station from .aOO 
1439 watts to 5,000 watts. I was asked to advise whether 
an increase in power at that time was desirable, and 
how much of an increase in power could be made. I under¬ 
took an analysis of the company's business and the radio 
situation as it existed at that time, and recommended that 
a 5,000 watt transmitter be installed, which, at that time, 
was the most powerful transmitter available on a commer¬ 
cial basis. I also made a survey of the Chicago area, rec- 
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ommonding certain locations for the new transmitter. One 
of those locations which I recommended was selected. 

1 hav(‘ made a study of conditions affecting* Ithe broad- 
castinii' service, particularly to the rural public, i My inter¬ 
est in this particular field dates back to the spriha- of 1921, 
at which time T liad chari>-e of the broadcastibs: station 
owned and operated by the Ihiiversity of Minnesota. The 
held of radio eip!i*ineerinu- ]u*ohlems might be divided into 
three juirts: First, those involving the operation and de¬ 
sign of radio broadcasting transmitting apparatus; second, 
the problems which are connected with the construction 
and operation of radio receiving apparatus; ithird, the 
problems involved in the transmission or passage of radio 
waves from the transmitter to the receiving set. There 
has been a general feeling that although engineers had con¬ 
siderable knowledge concerning the design, construction, 
and operation of transmitters and receiv<u*s, the knowledge 
concerning the transmission medium which existjs between 
the transmitter and the re(*eiver was rather ibcomplete. 

Therefore, most of the studies and investigations 
1440 were primarily concerned with the accumiulation of 
information i-elative to what was actually taking 
place, rather than a prediction of what would occur under 
a given set of conditions. For instanc(‘, it is possible to 
calculat(‘ the electric held intensity of a particuljar station 
possessing known characteristics, in an ideal casejat a given 
distance, but the actual measurement of this elecfric inten- 
sitv shows that the calculated and the actual measured

values do not agree, except in rare instances. There are a 
large number of factors involved which are veitv difficult 
to take into account; particularly, the night time conditions 
present conditions immeasui-ably more complex and difficult 
to analvze.

In 1922 and 192M, while acting as consulting radio engi¬ 
neer for the United States Bureau of Standards, I con¬ 
ducted an investigation of conditions affecting thk delivery 

of reliable broadcast service bv certain stations. iThis was 

. .i 

largely a statistical investigation and was published in a 
scientihe i)aper of the Bureau of Standards, conclu¬ 
sions from this investigation and studies was that there 
were a large numljcr of factors involved in the d^ivery of 
radio broadcast service about which we had ver\t little in¬ 
formation. 
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Since my work at the Bureau of "Standards, T have made 
several rather extensive studies of broadcast coverasre 
throughout theiMiddle West. Wy conclusion from these 
studies is that tlie onlv wav to arrive at a reliable estimate 
regarding the service area of any particular l)roadcasting 
station operating on a given channel, with a given 
1441 amount of power, is to actually survey conditions as 
they exist in the lield. It is possible by the aid of 
suitable m(‘asuring apparatus to study the electric signal 
intensitv produced bv a radio broadcast station at various 
places throughout its possible service area. 

During the years 1925, 1926 and 1927, in connection with 
niv w(‘rk at thei Universitv of Minnesota, and for certain 
stations. 1 conducted a numl)er of field intensity surveys 
throughout the Middle West. I'lie object of this work was, 
in some instances, to determine, as nearly as possi])le, 
just what relationship existed between lield intensity and 
actual service; and in other instances to analyze ])articular 
intorferojicc situations which ha])])ened to exist. I traveled 
7.01)0 miles thromrli tlie Stal(‘'-- ol‘ Minnesota, Xorth Dakota, 
South Dakota, and Wisconsin, largelv bv automobile, and 
partly by rail, making measui’emcnts of (*lectric fi(*ld int*‘n- 
sities ])roduced liy various broadcast stations, coupled with 
a studv of receiving conditions as thev actuallv existed in 
the homes of radio listeners. 

A knowledge of the electric field intensity produced by 
a radio broadcast station at a given location is of consid¬ 
erable value iti determining wh.ether or not that radio 
broadcast station can deliver satisfactorv service at that 
tn^rticular location. Yet the ])roblem is by no means as 
simple as this statement might indicate. We cannot >ay that 
a detfU'mined signal intensity at a given tim«‘ will give satis¬ 
factorv service at all times. That service is determined bv 


the ratio of the field intensity produced by the sta- 
1442 tion to the intensity produced by .static, and other 
noises, plus the presence or absence of other types of 
interferenc(\ which determines whetlier or not reception 
will be satisfactory. Furthermore, signal intensity, static 
intensitv, and all other intensities are continuallv varving. 

The result of field intensity studies may be shovm in 
several ways. One way is to draw lines on a map through 
those points which have equal intensities. Such a map

might be called, for the purpose of explanation, an inten¬ 
sity contour map. For a theoretical case thesel lines would 
be circles. However, they almost never are circles. I 
have here a few illustrations which might be! interest 
showing by contour lines the points of equal sejwice. Here 
is one map that is the result of over three months’ con¬ 
tinuous study of the held intensities produced a station 
located in the Twin Cities.’’ ;

I also have here a ratliei* interesting picture wdiicli shows 
the idiosyncracies of radio transmission to an even greater 
extent. This picture and diagram is the resulf; of certain 
studies made by the American Telephone and! Telegraph 
Company, and is contained in a paper hy Llbyd Espen- 
scheld, presented at the Xew York regional meeting 
1443 of the Institute of Electrical Engineers,j Xovember 
11-12, 1926. The diagram speaks for!itself and 
shows some very interesting facts.” j

The witness continued, in substance, as follows: 

“I also have another contour map which is Ithe result 
of an intensive investigation made under my direction in 
connection with electric field intensities produced by a sta¬ 
tion located in the citv of Chicago. This also shows some 
peculiarities of radio transmission in the city districts and 
is of interest also in the fact that in order to obtain as de¬ 
tailed a picture of wliat was lieing produced, it was neces¬ 
sary to make over one thousand observations in connection 
with this particular study.” I

“The various members of the United States Government 
radio statT have b'een making studies of tlie distribution of 
field intensities produced by radio broadcast stations, and 
T would like to call attention to some live diagrams a])]')ear- 
ing on pages 1174, 11 To, llTf), 1177 and 117S, of the Sep¬ 
tember number of the ]')roce(‘(lings of the Institute of 
1444 Radio Engineers." 

(The five diagrams were offered in evidence, and received 
in evidence, marked “Exhibit Jansky D.") 

The witness continued, in substance, as follows: 

“These diagrams further illustrate, by the contour 
method, some of the idiosyncraries of i-adio transmission as 
they exist. 

“The peculiarities of i-adio transmission may be deter¬ 
mined by startimr at a ])oint clos(‘ to tln^ radio station and 
proceeding in a pai'ticnlai’ directicm away from the sta¬ 
tion, taking observations as you go. From the data ob¬ 
tained curves may ])e ])lotted showing the tiidd intensity as 
a function of distance. Sucli curves sliow that not only does 

the field intensitv not fall off uniformdv. luit that it mav 

• • « 

first fall otf and tlu*n rise again. The intensity may be 
greater at *J0 miles tlian it is at 10 miles from the station. 

I have here the results of a study of tins nature made 
of the ti(*ld intensities ]U‘oduced by a station located in the

“I also liave here a map covering studies of the same sort 
showing the field intensity produced by several stations 
along a line running approximately northeast from the 
cities of Minneapolis and St. Paul. Here, again, when 
1445 certain stations, one in particular, there appears to be 
no relation between the exact location of the observa- 
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tion point and the intensity produced.” |

The witness continued, in substance, as folloivs: 

“I also have a similar map illustrating coudjitions pro¬ 
duced by several stations, taken due south fronji the cities 
of Minneapolis and St. Paul.” I

“Jansky Exhibit G.”) 

The witness continued, in sul)stanee, as follows: 

“Studies such as this are (piite useful in sho\ting condi¬ 
tions as thev exist in the davtime. Thev do not, however, 
tell so much about conditions as they exist at night. This is 
because the electric intensity at night at a particular loca¬ 
tion does not remain constant, but varies greatly. This 
phenomena is called fading. It is a very important factor 
in determining receiving conditions which will exist at loca- 
tions more than a few miles, say *25 miles, from |the trans¬ 
mitter.

“Illustrative of the variations of receiving conditions at 
a particular location with time, I have certain curtes show¬ 
ing the variation of intensity from minute to miiiute with 
time. These were taken in the northern part of Ithe State 
of ^liimesota on two stations, one station locdted near 
Minneapolis and St. Paul and the other near tlije city of 
Chicago.”

(This map was offered and received in evidence, marked 
‘ ‘Exhibit Jansky H. ”) | 
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The witness continued, in snbslance, as follows: 

“The amount of fadine: and the rapidity of fading which 
will be experienced in receipt ion from a ])articnlar station 
depend upon a great many factors, sncli as distance from 
transmitter, frequency in use, transmission conditions at 
the time, type of apparatus at the transmitter, and so forth, 
and so forth. Altliough fading is undoubtedly of gi’eat 
im})oriance in determining tin* uiglit time service range 
of a station, we do not attempt to analyze all of its effects. 
The question as to tin* field inteMisity necessary to produce 
a satisfactory reception in a large eity is an interesting 
one, but, in my o])inion, not one capable of an exact an¬ 
swer. The statement has iieen made that ten millivolts 
])ei* meter in an ur]»an district will produce* ])erfect service. 
I have a diagram here showing the signal intensities which 
woulel be ])roduced by a *25,000 watt station thirty miles 
from the e*enter of the city of (^hicago. I say woulel be 
produced, because the actual measuivmemts were 
1447 made at various powers, pi'incipally at 15.000 watts, 
and the re'sults were c()m])uteel on the basis of 25,000 
watts power. This shows the sigtial intensities in the city 
of (diicago, and refers to Station W(iX."

The witness continued, in substaiict*, as follows: 


“It can be seen from this diagram that the average in- 
tensities pi'oduced by a station in a city on 25,0lt0 watts 
]>ower will range from live to ten millivolts per meter. The 
question, liowever, as to whether or not these intensities 
will be satisfactory depends upon a number of other fac¬ 
tors. For instance, if there are four stations ]>utting down 
in the citv of (’hicago an average intensitv of 20 millivolts 
per meter and a fifth statioti is ])roducing in that same city 
an average intensity of only ten millivolts per meter, then 
it is doubtful if'this fifth station will consider that it is 
producing a perfect signal intensity. I subscribe in gen¬ 
eral to the principle that a station occupying a cleared 
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quality anu of freedom from interference, indicate the 
following:'^ 

L Field strengths of the order of 50,000 or 100,000 
H v/m. appear to be about as strong as one should 
ordinarily desire. Fields much stronger • than this 
impose a handicap upon those wishing to receive some 
other station. 

j2. Fields between 50,000 and 10,000 p v'm. repre¬ 
sent a very desirable operating level, one which is ordi¬ 
narily free from interference and which maybe expected 
to give reliable year-round reception, except for oc¬ 
casional interference from nearby thunderstorms. 

8. From 10,000 to 1000 p v m, the results may be 
said to run from good to fair and even poor at times. 

4. Below 1000 p v/m. reception becomes distinctly 
unreliable and is generally poor in summer 

5. Fields as low as 100 /' '\'m. appear to be practi¬ 
cally out of the picture as far as reliable, high quality 
entertainment is concerned. Such fields, however, may 
be of some value for the dissemination of useful infor¬ 
mation such as market reports, where the value

of the material is not dependent upon high quality 
reproduction. 

It is seen from the preceding three figures that a 
6-kw. station may be expected to deliver a field of 
10,000 microvolts some 10 to 20 mi. away and a 1000- 
microvolt field not more than 50 mi. From this it will 
be evident that the reliable high quality program range 
of a 6-kw. station is measured in tens of miles rather 
than hundreds. 

Higher Power Transmitting Stations Required 
Rough though this interpretation of field strengths 
is, it indicates clearly the need which exists for the 
employment of higher transmitting powers. The 
range goes up with the increase of power disappointingly 
slowly. Even were no absorption present in the trans¬ 
mitting medium, the range in respect to overcoming 
interference would increase only as the square root 
of the incre ase in power. This is shown in the curve A

field at about 40 mi.^ a 20-kvv. station the .same field at 
distance 80 mi. Actually w’ith absorption ju'esent the 
distances are loss. This is shown by the curve B 
which gives the corresponding relations for the absorp¬ 
tion observed for suburban and country terrain. To 
extend the 10,000-microvolt field from some 15 mi. 
out to 30 mi. would necessitate an increase in the radi¬ 
ated power from about five to 100 kw.' 

It is apparent from the.se relations that radio broad¬ 
casting is today underpowered; that the common 
0.5-kw\ station is entirely too small to adequately serve 
large areas, and that (be more general use of powers of 
the order .of five kw. and even 50 kw. is decidedly in 
order. Such increases in power will be required if the 
broadcasting art is to be advanced to meet the higher 
standards of the future. The fact should be recognized 
that no greater interference between stations will be 
caused by the higher power levels, providing the in¬ 
crease in power is general among all stations. The 
interference difiiculty arises in particular cases where 
one station suddenly makes a large increa.se and the 
others remain at their previous low power levels. 

Mention .should perhaps be made that the effect of 
raising the transmitter power in increasing the level of 
the detected signal is greater than would be inferred from 
the discussion above. This is because of the square- 
law action of the detector. In other words, the detector 
output reflects the increase in power of the carrier as 
well as the side band. In overcoming interference it is 
only the increase in side-band power which counts. 

The ideal broadcast system from the transmi^sion 
standpoint would be one in which the carrier is not 
transhiitted from the sending station but is automati¬ 
cally supplied in the receiving sets themselves. This 
would save power, would reduce interference between 
stations and would reduce fading. It will be recalled 
that this system is being used to great advantage in 
the transatlantic radio telephone development. The 
practicability of employing it in broadcasting will 
depend upon receiving set development,—upon the 
economy with which carrier-generating receiving sets 
can be made and the ea.se with which the carrier 
frequency can be set and maintained with the necessary 
accuracy. 

Transmitting Station on Tall HinLDixci 

The location which naturally suggests itself for a 
broadcast station intended to serve a city is that of its 
center. Such a location might be expected to deliver 
the greatest strength of field to the greatest numbers 
because of the coincidence between high fieki strengths 

and-high density of population^ The other j)ossiI) 

of course, is that of placing the station outside of the 
city, with the obiect of obtaining a better “get-away" 
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condition, of covering a larger area and of laying down 
a more uniform, if less strong, field over (he city itself. 
Instances of both of these types of locations readily 
come to mind. Station WEAP^ is a good example of a 
station located near the center of a large city. The 
results of a study which has been made ujion the effect 
of moving the station to other possible locations are 
given below. 

Before coming to this, however, there is another im-

antennas wore (Tccfed and radiation from tlunn 
measured at Cliffwood, N. .J., using a transmitting 
oscillator of 100 watts. The results of (he.se measure¬ 
ments are given in Fig. 6. The radiation was found 
to be a minimum in the vicinity of lUiO meters, which 
was very nearly the wavelength which at that time 
was to have been a.ssigned to this station, 'fhe 
establishment of the station at this location obviously 
could not be recommended until at a subseciuent time 
when a longer wavelength was made available. The 
station is now operating on 520 m.eters, which is seen 
to be fairly well uj) on the radiation curve. 

In both of the.'“’e ca.ses experiments were made with a 
number of different antenna arrangements and with 
different methods for driving the antenna and effecting 
the ground connection. None of the modifications, 
however, materially shifted the freouencv of minimum 
radiation. This minimum comes at a wavelength for 
which the building height is about one quarter (he 
wavelength. Measurements made ui)on buildings of 
lower heights have sliown that for the usual broadcast 
wavelengths heights of the f)rder of 200 ft. are entirely 
.satisfactory. M'he antenna of station WEAK, (which 
has been located for the jtast several years on tiie 
building of the Bell Telephone Laboratories, We.st 
Street, New York), and that of station WCAP, in 
Washington, are on buildings which put them at about 
this height above the street. They both have normal 
rad iation characlerist ics. 


pcrtant factor to present and that is the effect of placing 
the transmitting station upon a tall building. In locat¬ 
ing a station near the center of a large city it is natural 
to select a tall building for the station site. This has 
been done for a number of stations in various cities. 
The operation of station WEAF, when known as 
WBAY, was first attempted from the top of the 24- 
story long-distance telephone building located at 24 
Walker Street, New York City. It was found that 
with the limited wavelength range then open to broad¬ 
casting, radiation from the station was relatively poor. 
Measurements of the field strength delivereci to a 
field laboratory located at Cliffwood, N. J. ton lower 
New York Bay), were made which gave the results 
shown in Fig. 6. The radiation was found to be sharid v 
selective with respect to frequency, and to drop to a vcr\' 
low value at 400 meters. This happened to liavc tM'cn 
the wavelength assigned to the station at the time. 
When it became possible to shift the statioji to a 
longer wavelength, radiation was greatly improved, 
as indicated by the curve. MMic study made on this 
station was the first to disclose the fact that it is possible 
to have the building too high for the ediciont l adiation 
of certain frequencies. 

As a result of this work it was possible to predict 
the probable occurrence of a similar clfeel in 1 he caso of

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(K'lixt'red from each of the locations chosen were made 
over practically the entire Metropolitan area. The results 
of these tests are’given in Fig. «, in comparison with 
those of transmission from the normal location of 
WV.W at West Street and from the earlier location 
at 24 ^^^alker Street. The measured field strengths 
have been adjusted to correspond to the 5-kw. trans¬ 
mitter of the West Street station. 

The smaller irregularities in the West Street curve as 
compared with the others are due to the greater detail 
with which these measurements were made. The 
curves should be compared merely with respect to their 
major contour characteristics. The inner contour line 
is for 50,000 n v/m. and the outer line for 10,000 p r m. 
Actually, the measurements were made in sulPicient 
detail to enable other contour lines to be drawn but 
these have been omitted for the sake of simplicity. 

The radiation from Secaucus will be seen to deliver a 
strong field to Manhattan Island, the most densely 
populated section and, in general, to encompass the 
rest of the city quite well within th^ 10,000-/xv. line. 
The irregularity in Queens County evidently represents 
the shadow cast by the tall building area on Manhattan 
Island. . ’ 

The distribution effected from the College Point 
location appears to be generally good. It does not 
cover the New Jersey suburbs as strongly as might be 
desired. The shadow cast by the Manhattan Island 
high buildings lies through Jersey City and lower 
Newark.* 

The distribution from the West Orange site appears 
to. be somewhat less favorable. It is .Yiot sufficiently 
close in to deliver with moderate power a very* strong 
field to the center of the population, nor is it sufficiently 
far out to avoid subjecting a considerable population in 
the immediate vicinity of the station to an excessive 
field were high power employed. The indent in. the 
10,000-/xv. line in northern Queens is the shadow of the 
Manhattan buildings. 

The distribution shown for the Walker Street 
location is seen to be generally similar to that of West 
Street. The curve presents a smoother appearance 
than the others because* less detail data were taken in 
this one of the earlier surveys. The shadows cast to the 
north and to the south by the two areas of high buildings 

are prominent!. Actually) a close examination of the 
contour lines reveals a noticeable angular displacement 
in the Westchester shadow as between Walker Street 
and West Street, Walker Street transmitting better up 
the Sound and West Street better up the Hudsom 
West Street turns out to be somewhat the better of the 
tvtt>* 

The last diagram of the series brings , together the 
shadows as determined from the several transmitting 
sites and «hows that they project back to a common 
general center which locates at approximately 38th 
Street and Broadway, which corresponds quite well 

- with-the centtt* of the up-town taH building center.- 


Relation Between Wave Distribution and the 
Distribution of Listeners 

The merit of a given distribution pattern obviously 
depends upon the relation which exists between it and 
the distribution of the receiving sets themselves. In 
order to study this relation more closely, the relative 
distriVnition of receiving sets was approximated by 
taking the distribution of residence and apartment 
house telephones in each of the central office districts 
of the Metropolitan area, excluding the commercial 
telephones. It was assumed that the- receiving set 
distribution is proportional to that of the telephones. 
For a given survey the field strength representative of 
each central office district is known. By assembling 
the figures for central office areas receiving like field 
strengths, and by doing this for the whole range of 
field strengths measured, an accumulative percentage' 
curve may be derived which shows the percentage of 
the total number of receiving sets included within the 
contour lines of successively weaker fields. 

Curves of this kind for each of the several surveys

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made are shown in Fig. 9. It will be seen that tor field 
strengths of 10,000 /z v/m, and better, the Secaucus 
and College Point transmitting sites include about 
80 per cent of the receivers, that the West Street and 
West Orange- sites include around 70 per cent and 
Walker Street about 60 per cent. These curves are 
further analyzed in the chart to the right of the figure to

Ra 
possible to include a station on Manhattan 
ind looted farther north than is either West St^t 
Walker Street and included within the area of high 

eT bundmgs; it is T>robabIe that the tio^ 
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curves for such a location would show the poorest 
distribution of the series. 

The survey work de.scribed above did not so far as 
to include a .study of the di.stribution effected from a 
location well outside of the suburbs. The philo.sophy 
of .such a location is, of cour.se, that of attempting to 
encompa.ss within the range of the station a wide¬ 
spread area and of so including the city within the area 
as to effect a more uniform distribution over it than is 
possible when transmitting from a location within the 
city. A theo 'etical study was made of the di.stribution 
to be effected from one such location in the general 
vicinity of Boonton, New Jersey, u.sing attenuations 
obtained in the other surveys. Such a location would 
be somewhat similar to that of WJZ at Bound Brook, 
although the distance from Boonton to New York is 
less. The figures derived upon the basis of a 50-kw. 
broadcasting station are as follows:

Rkceivinc in Apartment Mouses 

The surveys de.scribed above disclo.se the field 
strength di.stribution as measured generally in the 
streets and open place.s. It does not disclose? the details 
of field distribution in the immediate vicinity of a 
receiver. Perhaps the most difficult situation is that 
of the large apartment hou.se, particularly where it is 
de.sired to receive by means of* an indoor antenna

Two effects are encountered: First, the reduction in 
signal strength by virtue of the shielding effect of the 
building; and second, the existence of a relatively 
high noise level caused mainly by radio-frccjuency 
interference from electrical .systems within the building. 

The results of a few observations upon signal strength 
reduction within two buildings are presented in Figs. 10 
and 11. Fig. 10, for a non-steel building, shows the 
field to be roughly halved. In the ca.se of the steel 
structure building depicted in big. 11, the inteiior field 
is’ found to be reduced to as low as a few per cent 
of that outside the building. For outside rooms, the 
field strength near the window was found to be about 
eight times that further in the room. Such severe 

shielding offeets obviously call for picking up the wave- 

energy outside the building and conducting it to the 
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receiving sets by wire circuits, preferably by metallic 
circuits, in order to j)rotect against local interference. 

M ui/ri-STATioN Opkhation 
'riie discussion given above has been directed chiefly 
to the relations which might be called internal to a 
single-channel radio broadcast system. Actually, ot 
course, broadcasting involves the use of the common 
transmitting mediuin for a number of channels. Thi.s 
brings with it the problem of frequency selectivity and 
raises the question of the capabilities of the various types 

of radio receiving circuits. 

In order to throw some light upon this importan 
factor, mea.surements have been made upon a sample oi 
two of each of a number of different types of ia( io 
receiving circuits. The measurements were made in the 
laboratory’, simulating as closely as po.ssible the con 
ditions under which the receiving sets would be used. 
The curves of Fig. 12 show the reduction which is to be 
expected in the detected audio-frequency current,

were the receiving set tuned to a transmitting station on 
900 kc., and the transmitting station then shifted in 
frequency by the amounts given along the abscissa. 
In this curve the reduction in current is indicated in 
terms not only of current ratio, but also of TU, which is 
a convenient way of indicating power. ratios. The 
relation between TU’s and current ratio into a given, 
impedance is indicated in the figure. Thus, for a 
transmission 40 kc. off from the one to which the set is 
tuned, the single-circuit, non-regenerative type of 
receiver showed a cutoff of only 20 T.U, corresponding

The curve for the double-detection type of circuit 
.shows a come-back” which repre.sents the familiar 
douole-tuning etlect. (Ihcidentally, this admittance of 
the particular set, which was not a commercial set, needs 
to be reduced by the use of more selectivity at radio 
frequency.) 

b or comparison purposes there has been added to the 
ligure the curve marked “ideal .selectivity characteris¬ 
tic, in accordance with which the receiving set would 
pass without attenuation all frequencies up to 5000 or 
10,000 cycles and would cut o(T abruptly all frequencies 
without this band. Attention is first called to the fact 
that the various circuits attenuate within the desired 
transmission band of five or ten kilocycles. This 
means the higher frequency components of the side 
band will be reduced by the amounts indicated (after 
detection) with corresponding distortions of the repro¬ 
duction. The distortion will be seen to be greater for 
the more highly selective sets. This follows from the 
nature of sharply tuned circuits. Selective circuits, 
capable of approximating the filter type of characteris¬ 
tic, are to be desired. 

In comparing these selectivity characteristics, it 
is necessary to have in mind the amount of differentia¬ 
tion between the desired and the undesired signal which 
is necessary for the avoidance of interference. Each of 
the signals may be considered as fluctuating during the 
rendition of the program over a considerable range of 
volume which centers about some average value. 
The amount of differentiation required between the 
average values obviously depends upon the range of the 
fluctuations involved and upon the standard which is 
assumed with respect to freedom from interference. 
Experience with loud speaker reproduction indicates 
that ordinarily a level of the average of the undesired 
signaL40 TIT lower than that of the desired signal,

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quency separation at which the different selective 
circuits give this attenuation of the undesired signal. 
This is upon the basis that the field strengths of the two 
signals are equal. Inequalities in field strength require 
that the 60-TU value be increased or decreased by the 
amount of the inequality as measured in TU. 

The frequency interval which has been recommended 
by the National Radio Conferences for stations in the 
same zone is 50 kc. It is evident from the curves that 
sets equipped with the simpler types of tuned circuits 
will be subject to some interference between stations 
thus separated even if the receiver is so favorably 
situated as to receive equal field strengths from the 
desire<l and undesired stations. The selectivity of the 
other types of receiving circuits is seen to be sufficient 
to avoid interference under these conditions and allow 
some margin for overcoming inequalities between the 
fields. Such inequality becomes great where the 
attempt is made to receive distant stations through 
the effect of local stations. Assume, for example, 
that the listener receives i}0,000 microvolts from a local 
station and 500 microvolts from a distant station to 
which he desires to listen. There exists a 100 to 1 or 
40 TU disadvantage to be overcome. When added to 
the 60 TU needed for crosstalk clearance, the total 
selectivity req^uirement, as measured in terms of 
detected current, becomes 100 TU, or a current 
reduction of the order of 100,000 to 1. The need 
for a high degree of selectivity is therefore apparent. 
The impracticability of receiving distant stations re¬ 
moved in frequency from local stations by any such 
narrow margin as 10 kc. is also obvious. 

The effect of receiving set selectivity in increasing 
the area over which a station may be received without 
interference from a second station is illustrated in 
Fig. 13. The two stations are assumed to be of equal 
powers so that they deliver equal field strengths to 
receiving stations along a line midway between them. 
Receiving sets so located are required to have an amount 
of selectivity called for by the crosstalk margin itself 
say 60 TU; On the desired station side of this line the 
selectivity may be less: this, is the region where poorly 
selective receivers can be employed. On* the undesired- 
station side of the center line the selectivity require¬ 
ments are. greater. The non-interference area is 
pushed up closer and closer to the undesired station as 
the receiving set selectivity is improved, as is indicated 
by the shaded lines of the figure. For example, assume 
that the selectivity of the receiving set is such as to give 
a lOO-TU cutoff of an undesired station, offset by 50 
kilocycles. Sixty TU of this would be required werq 
the two signals of equal strength, so that 40 TU 
measures the difference by which the undesired signal 
may be greater than the desired one. The increased 
area of reception made possible by this additional 
_ 40_ T UL is indicated by that portion of the lowe^ figure 
which is to the right of the center line and outside of the 
area A. Within the area A interference would be 


sulfeml. I his interference area may be diminished 
by the of still greater selectivity. The addition of 
another 20 TU of selectivity (again as measured in 
terms of detected audio-frequency current) would re¬ 
duce the interference area to that within the small 
area at B. The extent to which the .selectivity require- 
inent of the receiving set is determined by its location, 
therefore, is apparent. The.conditions which obtain 
in multi-station areas, such as New York City and 

Chicago; obviously call for a general use'of high selec- 
tivity sets. 

In locating a new transmitting station it should be 
possible from a knowledge of the relative field strengths 
of other stations in the vicinity to predict approxi¬ 
mately what the interference area will be for the differ¬ 
ent types of receiving sets. In this connection there

should be recognized the advantage from the interfer¬ 
ence, standpoint which exists in grouping together the 
broadcast transmitting stations as far as possible in 
one location, and in equalizing their powers. Such 
-grouping and equalizing would enable the receivers to 
obtain substantially equal fields from all of the stations 
and would minimize the selectivity which they are 
required to possess. \Vhile it is impracticable to 
accomplish this result completely, it is hoped that a 
better understanding of the interference problem as 
here ouUtned and of the mutual advantage to be gained^ 
in reducing interference will lead naturally to a better 
coordination of radio broadcast stations. 14 56

2. The attenuation and fading which attend the spreading out 
of broadcast waves are considered. The attenuation of overland 
transmission is shown to be, on the whole, very high and to vary 
over a wide range depending upon the terrain ivhichiT'trtnwrsed. 
The distance at which the fading of signals occurs is found to be 
that at which the normal directly-transmitted waves have become 
greatly attenuated and to depend upon the terrain traversed. 

S. A field strength contour map is given of the measured dhs- 
tribution of waves broadcast by station WEAF over the New York 
Metropolitan area. A rough correlation is given between measured 
field strengths and the serviceability of the reception in yielding 
high-grade reproduction. The range of a station as estimated in 
terms of year-round reliability is found to be relatively small. It 
becomes clear that the present radio broadcasting art is upon too 


low a power level and that higher powered siution.s are reguired if 
reliable year-round reception is to be had at distances <is short even as 
tens of miles from the transmitting station. 

The question of the preferred location of a transmitting 
station with respect to a city area is considered. It is shown that an 
antenna located upon a tall building may radiate poorly at certain', 
broadcast wavelengths and well at others. Surveys are presented 
of the distribution effected by an experimental transmitting station 
located in cfich of several suburban points. The locations art 
compared upon the basis of the "coverage" of receiving sets which 
they effect. 

6. Finally, there is considered the relation which exists in 
respect to interference between a plurality of broadcast transmitting 
stations operating in the .same service area. The importance of 
high selectivity in receiving sets is emphasized and there is given 
the measured selectivity characteristics for samples of a number of 
receiving sets. 

* * * * * 


I T is well recognized that the elements which com¬ 
prise an electrical transmission system are required to 
function not simply as individual pieces of apparatus, 
but as component parts of an integral whole. In the 
case of radio broadcasting, the absence of a common 
control of the two ends makes this over-all '^systems'' 
aspect less apparent than it is for wire systems.^ 
Nevertheless a definite systems correlation is required 
between the broadcast transmitting station and each of 
the receivers served, as will be evident from the 
following:: 

1. The transmitter should put into the transmitting 
medium without distortion and with the power called 
for by that medium, all of the wave-band components 
required and no others. 

2. The transmitting medium should be capable of 
delivering to the receiver an undistorted wave band, 
reliably and stably, and with sufficient strength to 
enable the received waves to stand well above the level 
of the ever present interfering waves. 

3. Finally, the receiving set should pass with the 
necessary volume all of the wave components required 
to reproduce the program signal and should sharply 
'exclude all others. 

The rapid apparatus development borne in by the 
vacuum tube has brought the art to the point where it 
is now physically possible to meet quite fully the 
-terminal requirements. The apparatus development, 
in fact, has outstripped our knowledge of the trans¬ 
it Dept, of Dev. and Research, Am.

mitting medium itself, and we are now in the position of 
possessing apparatus possibilities without knowing very 
definitely the limitations and requirements placed upon 
their use by the intermediate link! Only within 
the last few years have methods become available for 
measuring radio transmission and thereby placing it 
upon a quantitative basis. 

Such measuring means have been applied to the 
^udy of-radio broadcast. transmission from certain 
stations in New York City and in Washington,^!). C. 
The earlier results of this measurement work have 
already been published. It is the purpose of the 
present paper to present results of a systematic study 
which. has been made of the coverage wh ch can be 
effected of the radio broadcast listeners of the New 
York metropolitan area and in so doing to portray 
something of the general systems requirements of 
radio broadcasting. 

The Character op Radio Broadcast Transmission 

The ideal law for broadcast distribution would be one 
whereby the transmitted waves are propagated at 
constant strength over the zone to be served and then 
fall abruptly to zero at the outer boundary. All 
receivers within the area would be treated to signals 
of equal strength and no interference would be caused 
in territories beyond. 

The kind of law which nature has actually given us 
involves a rapid decadence in the strength of the waves 
as they are propagated over the service area, and then, 
instead of a sharp cut-off, a persistance to great dis¬ 
tances at field strength which although often too low to 
be generally useful is sufficient to cause interference in 
other service areas. 

This situation is illustrated in Fig. 1. The upper 
curve shows the relation between intensity and dis- 
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tance; the lower portion, the interpretation of this 
curve in terms of areas of reception. The attenuation 
traced by the heavy line of the curve is that of the 
component of the radiation which is propagated 
directly along the earth's surface. It is this radiation 
which is ordinarily utilized for reliable broadcast 
reception. The shaded portions near the outer ends of 
this curve are intended to indicate the appearance of 
variations in the signal intensity which occur at the 
greater distances, particularly at night, and which are 
known as ^‘fading." 

The evidence of recent researches, particularly those

made at short wavelengths, indicates that the^ 
fading variations are due to radiant energy which has 
left the earth's surface at the radio transmitter arid has 
been reflected or refracted bade to the earth's surface 
from a conducting stratum in the upper atmosphere. 
At broadcast frequencies the reflected wave component 
is observed at night but has not been noticed during the 
day.^^ At locations close to the transmitting station 
the effect of the reflected component is negligible as 
compared with the strength of the directly transmitted 
waves. At increasing distances the directly transmitted 
waves die away to very low values and the indirectly 
transmitted waves begin to show up and appear to 
become controlling at the longer distances. iThe 
fluctuations themselves appear to be due in part, if not 
entirely, to variations in the reflected waves themselves, 
resulting perhaps from fluctuations in the conditions of 
the upper atmosphere. 

Thus, it seems clear that radio transmission involves 
wave components of two types: one which delivers 
directly to the receiving area immediately surrounding 
a broadcast station, a field capable of giving a reliable 
high grade reception; and another transmitted through 
the higher altitudes which permits dis^nt reception 
but not with the reliability and freedom from inter- 
_ terencejreAuired of high grade reproduction- - 


The eftects which are actually realized in practise 
are indicated in a more quantitative manner by the 
curves of Fig. 2 which are plotted from some measure¬ 
ments made upon Station WRAF in New York and 
Station WCAP in Washington, D. C. They were 
made at locations in the New York and the Washington 
areas and_at the intermediate points indicated on the 
curves. The measurements at each of these points are 
for one day only. They consisted in obtaining con¬ 
tinuous graphic records of signal intensity during two- 
minute intervals out of each hour, one interval for each 
of the two stations. The period of time covered for 
each set of measurements was that of from one hour 
before sundown to about three hours after sundown. 
The time of year was the latter part of May, 1926. 
The curves are plotted from an analysis of the records 
in terms of mean field strength. The range of varia- • 
tion due to fading is indicated by the shaded portions 
of the curves. The day and night fields were found 
to be roughly the same except for WEAF where there is 
a material drop in the daytime signal between Balti¬ 
more and Washington, shown in the WEAF curve. 

Fading was observed to commence somewhere be¬ 
tween 50 and 100 mi. from the stations and the range of 
the fluctuations was found to increase up to the maxi¬ 
mum distance observed. That the fleld of Station 
WEAF was found to be practically as strong at Balti¬ 
more as at Philadelphia is surprising. The data,

however, are too meager to enable any very definite 
conclusions to be drawn. The curves are useful 
principally in enabling the transition to be followed, 
in a more quantitative way than is done in Fig. 1, 
from field strengths capable of giving reliable reception, 
such, for example, as 10,000 fxv/m., to those which 
characterize the unreliable “distance" reception and 

are of the order of 100 u v/m. 

A fact which is of importance to our understanding 

of these wave phenomena is that • fading, which 
ordinarily is noticed at distances of the order of 100 

Tni may under some conditions f^ecome prominent at 
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distances as short as 20 n^i. from the transmitting 
station. Such short-distance fading has been experi¬ 
enced in receiving Station WEAF’in certain parts of 
Westchester Count>, New York.*’ It appears to he a 
case where unusually high attenuation, caused by the 
tall building area of Manhattan Island, luus so greatly 
weakened the directly transmitted wave as to enable 
the effect of the indirect wave component to become 
■ pronounced at night. 

In general, the attenuation suffered by the normal 
surface-transmitted waves varies over wide limits 
depending upon the terrain which is traversed. This 
is disclosed by the curves of Fig. 3, which show the drop 
in field, strength with distance, for a 5-kw. station, for 
each of the following conditions: 

a. No absorption, the inverse distance curve 

(« = 0), 

b. Sea water, for which the absorption is relatively 

small (« = 0.0015),

'1 he first term represents the decrease in strength due 
merely to the spreading out of the waves; the second 
term, the decrease due to the absorption of the wave 

energy by the imperfect conductivity of the earth's 
surface. 

1 he curves given in Fig. 3 are derived from a con- 
sidei able amount of data iaken in the course of field 
strength surveys of the New York City and Washing¬ 
ton, D. C. areas. The re.sults of some of the earlier of 
these surveys have already been published.* 

Actual Distribution in New York City 

big. 4 presents the results of a detailerJ survey of 
the field distribution effected over the New York 
metropolitan area by Station WEAF located at 463 
West Street. The measurements upon which the plot 
is based were taken in the daytime during the summer 
of 1925. Measurements were taken at approximately 
one-mile intervals along each of a seriifs of circular 
paths concentric with the station, the radii of which 
drcles increased in steps of approximately five mi. 
^he distrioution was studied in even gi’eater detail 
|close to the station and in locations giving evidence 
of rapid change in field strength. Ferries were utilized 
to extend the measurements over bodies of water. 
Manhattan Island was circumscribed on water by mea¬ 
surements made upon a sight-seeing boat. The land 
measurements were made in all cases outside of build¬ 
ings at ground level. In the built-up sections of the 
city they were taken in the middle of streets and street 
intersections, and in so far as .possible in open places. 
The plot is based upon over 1000 measurements. 
WRTT^ these measurements were taken over a consider¬ 
able period of time, check measurements proved con¬ 
ditions to have remained quite stable and .showed, 
in fact, little variation from measurements made the 
previous year. The type of measuring apparatus 
employed, together with certain of the results obtained • 
in earlier surveys, has already been described.^ 

This plot is actually a simplification of a more 
detailed one. The number of contour lines has been 
limited to those of round figures for the sake of clarity. 
The line marked 10,000, for example, traces the loca¬ 
tions at which that field strength was observed and 
beyond which lower values obtained. 

This sun^cy shows strikingly that the terrain over a 
city like New York is anything but uniform electrically; 
that the variations in the attenuation which the waves 
experience in propagating in different directions and 
from one area to another distort the distribution pattern 
from that which we might imagine from the familiar 
stone in the pool analog\L It is apparent that this

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simple analogy will have to be amended by conceiving 
the pool to be beset by various encumbrances causing 
high, attenuations and reflections; and, in fact, also 
by the presence of surface ripples to represent the waves 
• foreign to broadcasting which cause interference. Sight 
should not be lost, however, of the fact that the contour 
lines of F'ig. 4 represent a two-dimensional section of a 
three-dimensional phenomenon. One should picture 
the contours as the intersections of the earth’s surface 
with three-dimensional surfaces. 

The fact previously referred to that the waves trans- 
mitted into Westchester County experience high at¬ 
tenuation is shown by the shape of the contour lines. 


missions to slip in and out of pluise rapidly. The use of 
a master oscillator control for insuring stability of 
frequency greatly improved matters. But evidence 
still remains of what might be called the normal night 
time fading. 

Another interesting effect which stands out in this 
map is the high attenuation of the wave-front trans¬ 
mitted over Ix)ng Island as compared with that which 
pursues the path of Long Island Sound and that of the 
ocean front to the south. The field over the eastern 
half of the island is contributed to by the water-trans¬ 
mitted waves from either side, giving rise to inter¬ 
ference patterns similar to those in We.stchester County. 
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The irregularity of the lines appears to be due to a 
splitting of the directly transmitted wave by the high 
building area and the filling in from the sides of wave 
energy transmitted along the two sides of the peninsula. 
Although the conditions in Westchester are quite 
stable during the daytime, they become unstable at 
night due, apparently, to the addition of the indirectly 
transmitted component reflected from above. An 
experimental study of this interference situation dis¬ 
closed the fact that the bad quality obtaining at night 
in certain parts of Westchester was due largely to a 
rapid frequency-modulation of the broadcast trans¬ 
mitter. The freq^uency fluctuation of t^ 
band apparently caused the direct and indirect trans- 


A question which naturally arises is that of how 
strong a field, as measured in this way, is required for 
satisfactory reception. It is too early in the art to 
answer this question very definitely, for it depends first 
upon the standard of reception which is assumed, with 
respect to quality of reproduction and freedom from 
interference; and second upon the level of the inter¬ 
ference. The interference, both static and man-made, 
varies widely with time and with location. It is 
therefore obviously impossible to give anything more 
than a very general interpretation of the absolute merit 
of field strength values. Observations made by a 
number of engineers wer a period of several ye;^ThThe

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channel should use as much po^ver as possible, xith due re¬ 
gard to all other factors involved; but whether|this power 
in a particular instance should be five kilowattd, fifty kilo¬ 
watts, or one hundred kilowatts is, in my opinibn, a ques¬ 
tion which must be decided after a very considerable study 
of all the factors involved in the operation of a station and 
the activities of the listeners as well as the locality affected. 
Many of these factors are, obviously, not engineering fac¬ 
tors. I 

1482 1 could continue to "ive vou manv illustrations 
of the peculiarities of radio transmission $s we know 

them to exist, hut I do not believe it is necessary. As a 
result of all the studv that has ])een made, I ami absolutely 
convinced of one thing, and that is that you caiinot today 
write any formula, siin|)le or comt)lex, which will enable 
the cah'ulation of the service area of any broadcast sta¬ 
tion with sutfi('ient accuracy to make the resujt of much 
value. The best vou can do is to make as accuratie measure-

ments as ])ossihle of coiulitioiis as they exist thro|ughout the 
area in question and to couple these with actual observa¬ 
tions of receiving conditions as vou find them ini the homes 
of the listeners, and even wlien this lias been dofie it is nec¬ 
essary to view tlie results with considerable skepticism. 

1 am now employed by Kadio Station WLS fpr the pur¬ 
pose of making* a study to determine whether the station 
should continue to use its present equipment, dr whether 
it could best increase the service delivered by linereasing 
its power. 'J'his investigation and study is with a view 
of determining how jiowm’ful a set should be installed, pro¬ 
viding a construction permit could be obtainedj; and also 
where the station should he located so as to produce the 
minimum interference witli listeners; and also What equip¬ 
ment should be purchased, and its cost. There are also 
some other (juestions that should he answered before em¬ 
barking on such a construction project as is contemplated, 
and I am proceeding with the work as rapidly a^ my other 
obligations will permit. ! 

As a member of the faculty of the University of 

1483 Minnesota, a State in which agriculture pis of very 
great importance, I have devoted a great deal of 

thought to the problem of delivering the broadcast service 
to the rui*al communities. In formulating policies to guide 
the operations of the University of Minnesota broadcasting 
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station, the need for reaching the agricultural portions of 
the State has alwavs lieen considered. As a result of my 
contact with tliese problems during the ])ast seven and a 
lialf years, I liave arrived at very detinite conclusions with 
respect to the relative value of the radio broadcasting to 
cities and to rural commuuiti(‘s. Such conclusions are not, 
liowever, eugiueering conclusions, but must rather be con- 
sid(*red as my personal views, ])ased upon my experience 
in connection with the studies I have* described and in tvy- 
ing to reach tlie rural listemu's through the stations with 
which I have been connected. I believe that broadcast 
service is imm(*asurably more valuaide to the rural dweller 

than to the citv dwellei*, ])ecause the rural dweller does not

have availal)le to the same degree the information upon 
whicli ho must do business, tin* news of the day. and the 
educational and entertainimmt features of life. The 
farmer, for in^tanct*. does not ])ick u]) a newspaper from 
his doorstep in tlu* moiming nor does he get market quota¬ 
tions on the eommoditit*s he buys and sells from a ticker. 


1 believe it is not entirely just to consider broadcast serv¬ 
ice to one city dweller as eipial in value to the broadcast 
service to one rural dweller. The city dweller has other 
types of information and entertainment available to him to 
a greater degu-ee. While it is time that people are 
1484 very much alike regardless of where they live, it is 
also true that the things thev need and the things 
which interest them depend very materially upon their sur¬ 
roundings. For instance, the deliverv of a broadcast serv¬ 


ice to rural communities which will be of greatest value, in 
my opinion, involves a knowledge on the part of the broad¬ 
caster of the life, needs and interests of the rural dweller. 


Without that knowledge you cannot adequately serve him. 
These observations, however, must be taken as personal ob¬ 
servations and not matters for engineering consideration, 
although the problems involved in delivering service to 
rural communities are primarily engineering ones."

The witness continued, in substance, as follows:

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to this extent: Assuming that you take into consideration 
all factors, it is desirable from the standpoint of the local 
conditions on those ranges, with which 1 am not familiar. 
Some of tliese stations get cjut well over the country, and 
some of them do not. The effects produced in my territory 
are, fraiiklv, not, in general, such that I would be led to 
sus])ect that the ])()wer in use hy stations was a deter¬ 
mining factor so that you would say they were giving good 
service. 1 would sav that thev give a better field intensity 
tlian they would if they had a low powered station. 

If J may illu^^ti'ate these effects of power, let us assume 
there are five stations located outside of the city of Chi¬ 
cago, designed to serve, among other things, the city of 
Chicago. Let us assume that four of those five stations 
are ot)erating on such power that they produce a field in¬ 
tensity of ten millivolts i)er meter, and that one such sta¬ 
tion is operating on a ])Ower that will produce a field in¬ 
tensity of d() to 40 millivolts })er meter. Xow as to whether 
or not, from tlie standpoint of general service to this area 
it is desirable to permit that one station to operate on 
such power as will produce such field intensity, involves 
a very large number of factors, which, I think, should be 
given verv careful consideration. 

I have not heard all the testimonv given in this case, 
but 1 did hear Mr. Hogan's testimony, and from the testi¬ 
monv I have heard, I do not think the Commission could 
ascertain whether the power of the station should 
1487 be increased from r),()0() watts to some other power. 

1 think it is still an open question as to what amount 
of power ought to be used by WLS or WEXR in order to 
make use of a full time cleared channel.” 

Redirect examination by ^Ir. Adsit: 

The witness continued, in sul)stance, as follows: 

‘‘In regard to the pat)er marked ‘Exhibit A Cross Exami¬ 
nation Jansky,' permit me to say that this paper was writ¬ 
ten as an engineering p»ai)er and was not attempting to 
take cognizance of all the human relationships involved in 
a determination of what one station should do or what an¬ 
other station should not do. I should like to call attention 
to the word ‘stations' in the last part of the statement. It 
says: ‘If these stations are operating on cleared channels, 
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then such increase will not alfect the general ijnterference

am not convinced that permitting one station or a 
group of stations on cleared channels to go up in power in 
excess of the power used on the other cleared cliannels will 
not complicate the intei’ference situation. In other words, 
whether it is not desirable tliat all the stations operating 
on cleared channels should increase their power approxi¬ 
mately simultaneously. i 

With reference to the observations on page 1367 of this 
exhibit, I have set down certain observations on the basis 
of my experience, which I liave considered to b0 obstacles 
to the deliverv of satisfactorv broadcast I service to

ference of oihnion in the conclusion that tpday rural 
communities are inadeciuately served by broadcasting, as 
compared with our ui-ban communities. In thi$ article I 
listed what I considered should be the steps tp be taken 
to improve broadcasting conditions for the rurhl listener. 
These steps were, first, the elimination of heterodyne inter¬ 
ference: second, the general increase in field intensities ex¬ 
isting in rural communities; and, third, the serious exist¬ 
ence of fading.

In cross examination my attention was called to the tes- 

timonv given bv Mr. Hogan on the 23rd dav of Julv, 1928, 
and I agree very generally with the testimony! given by 
Mr. Hogan, but I doubt the efficacy of attempting to deter¬ 
mine the cost of operating a broadcasting statioii of given 
power by drawing a circle around it and estiniating the 
population in the circle and dividing the cost of joperation 
by the number of ])eople. Such a simple method nliight lead 
to the conclusion that these problems are a great ideal sim¬ 
pler than they are.” !

Brief Sketch of .John V. L. Hogan. 


Mr. Hogan is engaged in independent tn'actice as a con¬ 
sulting engineer, with offices at 41 Park Row, Xew York.

He studied electrical engineering at Sheffield Scientilic 
School. He left Yale to join the Xational Pllectric Signal¬ 
ing (Co. in 1910. p^or several vears he remained with that

firm, bt*ginning as t(‘legra])h engineer and serving succes- 
sivi‘Iy as telegra|)h sup(‘riiitendent, chief of installation and 
o])eration, chief research engineer, and finally as manager. 

During that ])eriod, which extended up to 1921, the com- 
])any changed its name to Intel-national Radio Telegraph 
(Cq., but retained its identitv with the P^essenden interests. 

In the fall of 1921 he o])ened up an office as consulting 
engineer, specializing in radio, and he has been engaged in 
that work since that time. 

During the past 20 years Mr. Hogan has familiarized 
himself with the operation, design, and manufacture of a 
wide variety of radio apparatus, both for telegraphy and 
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telephony, and since the advent of broadcasting! in 1920 he 
has been particularly interested in that service and has 
kept in close touch with its growth. ' 

Mr. Hogan has studied much literature conderning the 
radio art and has contributed technical articles quite fre¬ 
quently to magazines since 1908. He has delivered im¬ 
portant technical j'apers before the Institute of jRadio En¬ 
gineers and similar organizations. He is prominent in 
engineering soedeties and at one time was president of 
the Institute of Radio Engineers. He has seryed on its 
standardization committee continuously for a iiumber of 
years. i 

Mr. Hogan has re})resented the American Institute of 
Electrical Engineers in a number of national committees. 
On numerous occasions he has familiarized the listening 
public with the practical ay)i)li<'ation of engineering princi¬ 
ples to radio. To that end he broadcast a numbOr of talks 
over the radio on that subject. | 

He is the author of a book entitled ‘^The Outline of Ra¬ 
dio’' and contributed to a book ‘‘Radio Phone Re- 

1491 ceiving.’’ 

The service area is dependent, of course, upon 
the initial iiower of transmission, upon the character of 
territory that is being served, and upon the extent of inter¬ 
ference, whether fi’om other broadcasting station^ or from 
static or from electrical noise-making apparatusS, such as 
electrical refriaerators, oil Imrners, elevator mqtors, and 
what not. All of those factors affect the service! range of 
anv broadcasting station. | 

1492 It is too much to bidng all of those factors into a 

single simplitied statement, but one can draw on ex¬ 
perience and say that during the months in which radio is 
most used—that is to say, from September or October until 
March or thereabouts—and during the times of! the day 
when radio is most used, namely, in the first thre^ or four 
hours after darkness, the transmission has been Ifound to 
result in a signal streiigtli of approximately onel-half, on 
the average, the best or strongest signal that egn be at¬ 
tained under anv normal conditions. i 


Computation of Areas Served by Broadcasting Stations. 

Therefore, for the purposes of a first approximation one 
is justified in computing the distance from a broadcasting 
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station of a given power at which a signal one-half the in¬ 
tensity of the so-called nnabsorbed signal is received: that 
is to say, one considers only the factors of power and dis¬ 
tance plus the addition of empirical or practical factor of 
a reduction of one-half which represents the average night¬ 
time signal during the winter months. 

Kesults Depend Largely on Local Conditions. 




These factors are, of course, averaged values. There are 
0()-watt stations which will not produce service of the kind 
descril)ed at tlu‘ distances indicated because of either the 
])Oor location, country which is difficult to transmit over or 
])oor station design. 

Similarly, there are bOO-watt stations which will produce 
a good servior undei- average conditions at distances 
gr(*ater than .‘>0 miles, either l)ecause of particularly good 
location for transmission, ])articularly good country over 
which the ti-ansmission passes or particularly good station 
and antenna design. 

Furtlier, these distances are subject to variation by r(‘a- 
son of changes in the type of service accet)table to the ])ar- 
ticular listeners. So that at the best they are approxi¬ 
mated averages giving a better indication than perhaps we 
have had of what would be fair ranges for the several types 
of s(‘i‘vic(‘ for stations of these ])owers under average con¬ 
ditions. 


1494 Of cours(‘ foi* all of this we are assuming a circular 
distribution. It' we attempt to take account of the 
variations in distribution produced by mountain chains and 
what not we tind so com])licated a situation that no general 
conclu>ions can be reached, and it is necessary to measure 
each .station separately. 


149.) Honorable George W. Norris, a United States 
Senator from the State of Nebraska, stated, in sub¬ 
stance, as follows: 


“I realize the difficult questions which are presented to 
this (’ommission and the difficulties in reaching decisions 
in these cases that are satisfactorv, even to vourselves. 
The work which the Commission is doing is not second in 
importance to anything in the Government. It is new and 
technical to quite a degree. In controlling and supervising 
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radio you are dealing with something which rejiches into 
every home, every business, and every activity iof human 
endeavor. Inasmuch as there are probably in the present 
state of the art an insufficient number of wave lengths to 
satisfy the demand, it becomes your duty, I pijesume, to 
act arbitrarily and to decide what in your judgmej^nt is best 
for all the people, and having made such a decision no 
citizen, without very calm consideration, should undertake 
to criticize your action. I am neither a radio ejxpert nor 
technician. I do not know that I can say anytlpng which 
will assist vou in vour difficult task, but wliat I wish to sav 
represents what I consider to be for the best interests of 
the people of the country, and this may assist youj in reach¬ 
ing a decision which will alleviate what I consider to be a 
very serious condition. i 

I understand the application before you is a request from 
several public utility organizations for more power in radio 
transmission. The recent disclosures before tlicf Federal 
Trade Commission in its investigation of the activities of 
public utilities have startled the country and shocked 
1496 the moral sensibilities of all patriotic citizens. It 
has without doubt been disclosed that through secret 
methods of propaganda these public utility orgajuizations 
have undertaken to enter into every activity of human en¬ 
deavor. They have undertaken to influence all I kinds of 
organizations, social, economic, or religious, and fraternal. 
They have secretly undertaken to control the textbooks 
used in public schools, to influence the ministers in the 
jnilpits, legislatures, and the regulating bodies of various 
States. Thev have mixed in elections, from school direc- 
tors on up, spending enormous sums of money! for the 
l)urpose of controlling the press of the United Sthtes; and 
1 look upon this as another attempt on the t)art of the 
utilities to control the verv air we breathe. i 

V I 

As I understand the case now before the Confniission, 
the request of this public utility station, WEXR, if jgranted, 
will be at the expense of agriculture. Certainly, tl:^e funda- 
me]ital industry of all industries should have a Iriglit to 
live. To my mind this effort is a further attempt to con¬ 
trol all avenues of education, of publicity, and the instru¬ 
mentalities that may influence and develop publici opinion 
favorable to their views, and ideas. There can be no ob- 


1 
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jection to any organization wishing to convince the i)eople 
of the righteousness of tlieir cause*, ])rovicling tliey appear 
openly and abovehoard, but in tlie ])ast these efforts have 
been going on secretlv. Tliis is tlie tirst instance to mv 
knowledge that has been out in the o]u*n. 

It seems to me that the power trust already has 
1497 control of a good sliare of the earth. Thev ought to 
let us have tlie air. Personally, T do not see why a 
public utility should engage, or be ])ermitted to engage in 
the broadcasting business. It is not akin to their business, 
and has no connection with it. except for propaganda pur¬ 
poses. It seems to me they are going out of their way when 
they collect money from the users of ]:)ower and light and 
then invest such funds in a radio enter])rise, which is not 
connected with their business even indirectly." 


Honorable Thomas J. Walsh, a Senator fi'om the State 
of Montana, stated, in substance, as follows: 

“I can scarcely do more than express a])proval of the 
views just expressed by my colleague. Senator Xorris. I 
have, perhaps, a greater knowledge than most ]KH)ple re¬ 
garding the revelations i-ecently made before the Federal 
Trade Commission of the propagandizing activities of the 
public utility corporations of the United States. The reso¬ 
lution under which the Federal Trade Commission is act¬ 
ing was introduced bv me, and I assembled a vast fund of 
information on the subject before the resolution was in¬ 
troduced and debated on the floor. I have followed the 
testimony as it has been given in the ]nil)lic ])ress, and in 
addition secured copies of the testimony and summarized 
the testimony adduced u]) to the time the Commission sus¬ 
pended its investigation. The method of adducing one 
character of testimonv todav and unrelated character of 
testimonv tomorrow gave the iniblic a disconnected storv 

» V. l • 

of what was actually being reveah*d before the Fed- 
1498 eral Trade Commission. I im])osed u]>on myself the 
task of reviewing the testimony and telling the story 
in a somewhat connecti*d way. I'o use i\ mild ti‘rm. this con¬ 
nected story is simply a shocking one. I put it in the 
form of an address which was delivered before the Mon¬ 
tana State Bar Association in the month of August. The 
address had some attention from the public press, and was 
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printed in full in three issues of the United Stages Daily. 
Illustrative of the magnitude of tlie vork of propaganda, 
permit me to say that three great organizations; the Na¬ 
tional Electric Light Association, the American i Gas As¬ 
sociation, and the American Street Railway Association, 
each of which has control in its particular field-pthe Na¬ 
tional Electric Light Association, as I recall, representing 
something over 60 per cent of all the electric lliglit and 
power in the L'nited States, and the others in lik([ propor¬ 
tion—associated themselves under the name of theiNational 
Utilities Association. That National Utilities Association, 
although in existence in some form, was rather! inactive 
prior to the month of June a year ago, at which tiime they 
reorganized, admittedly for the purpose of opposing what 
was then called the AValsh Resolution, which askejd for an 
investigation of their activities, and opposition to the 
^luscle Shoals legislation and the legislation in | relation 
to the Boulder Canyon. They raised $400,000 for propa¬ 
ganda purposes, all of which they spent between tjhat time 
and the time of the adjournment of Congress julst about 
a year thereafter. They had a small fund left, lint prac¬ 
tically the $400,000 was spent during that! time in 
1499 propagandizing. I 

As indicated by Senator Norris, they havq utilized 
every agency for the purpose of spreading propaganda 
against public ownership or public development of power 
and light. !Much of their propaganda was nothiiig more 
nor less than advertising their business for the ipurpose 
of inducing further consumption of electrical power and 
electrical energy. As far as this propaganda w^'as con¬ 
cerned, no exception could be taken to that, but serious ob¬ 
jection and serious criticism could be made of the inethods 
of this advertising. The prime object was to impress on 
the public mind the unwisdom and the danger of public 
development of electrical energy, and the vast superiority 
of a private development of these properties, and a pri¬ 
vate sale of energy. The foremost method and the one 
commonly resorted to was to impress the public \i’ith the 
idea that anybody who advocated municipal ownership of 
these utilities, or public ownership of any charactet, "^as a 
Bolshevist, inspired and actuated by someone in ^loscow. 

The public schools, as indicated, were utilized, j In the 
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State of Connecticut tliey out a catechism of public 
utilities in the shape of question and answer. Those were 
spread all over the State of Connecticut. They got out 
similar textbooks and put tliem in the schools in the State 
of Ohio. They got professors in the universities to write 
disquisitions upon the subject and had three published, sub¬ 
sidizing the publication of these books. 

I need not go into detail, but in 28. 1 think, of the 

1500 48 States they have an organization much like the 
National Electric Light Association, with various 

committees. The work of the committees being the prop- 
gandizing of their idea of ])rivate ownership as against 
public ownership. They, as indicated, examined the text¬ 
books in use in schools and in universities to see whether 
anv of them could be construed as rather antagonistic to 
the idea of private ownershi]-), or as indicative of a friendly 
regard of the doctrine of ])ublic ownersliip. And in many 
cases were able, by the pressure they were ai.)le to bring 
to bear, to induce certain textbooks to be excluded from 
the schools and, others more favorable to their favorite idea 
to be substituted in place of them. 

Now the amount of money that was spent by each one 
of these propagandizing agencies in the 28 different States 
just staggers belief. The 8^00,000 that was spent by the 
National Association of Utilities during the one vear is 
scarcely a drop in the bucket as compared with the total 
amount. 

Then each one of these committees, as well as the Na¬ 
tional Association, has a committee whose business it is to 
write up material for the news])a]K‘rs, and tliey send this 
out to all manner of newspaiiers. Some of it is news mat¬ 
ter, and some more of it is editorial matter. And then the 
local agent goes around and lie puts an advertisement with 
the newspapers, and calls its attention to these im])ortant 
matters, editorial news, that liave lieen written out by the 
various associations, and a vast amount of this has gone 
into the daily pa])ers—the metro])olitan papers, for 

1501 that matter—and to a great extent into the countrv

newspapers. 

Now I do no discredit to sav that the central moving 
force in this whole vast propagandizing organization is in 
the office of Mr. Insull in the Commonwealth Edison Com-

pany in the city of Chica'^-o. That has been manifested in 
numberless ways. This matter of the revision of the text¬ 
books orieinated with llie—T do not know whalt thev call 
it—blit the Public Ulilitir's Committee, or soihetliing of 
that kind, of the State of Illinois, the members ot| which are 
a part of Mr. InsnlPs force. Thev made what Ihev call a 
survey of the textbooks in the State of Illinois^ and their 
work became a model for similar efforts in various of the 
States. I 

Xow I do not know wlietli(*r my review of the matter 
would be of any particular materiality here, t^ut if any¬ 
body thinks so, why the Commission is welcome jto it.

(A Review by Senator Thomas J. Walsh of Montana 
headed ‘Tampering* with PIducation' was received in evi¬ 
dence, marked ‘Senator Walsh p]xhibit 1,' and |filed with 
the Commission.) I

“Senator Walsh: Now under those circumstapces, with 
the command tlial they now have of such inconceivably 
powerful influences for the purpose of getting jtheir side 
of this controversy before the }>ublic, I do not think that 
they ought to be granted in the public interest any more. 

Now you will understand perfectly well, 1 hoj3e, that I 
have no definite ()])inioiis at all upon this question as 
1502 to whether public ownership of power |and light 
utilities, the ownershi}; and operation, should be in 
the public or should be in tiie hands of private corporations. 
My mind is perfectly open upon that. 1 have lio definite 
settled opinions either one way or the other. II can con¬ 
ceive under certain circumstances where public ownership 
and public operation would be very desirable, apd I have 
in mind some other circumstances and condition^ where it 
would be practically impossible to do it and inadHsable to 
do it. So when I talk here about the matter I do|not want 
you to understand that I am a propagandist f|or public 
ownership. What 1 mean to say is simply that these people 
are now in the possession of agencies of inconceiyably vast 
power for the purpose of putting their case before the 
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public, and T am seriously api)rci.i*iisive of granting them 
any further power.'' 

“Mr. Wing: I avoald like to ask llie Senator one question. 
1 would like lo ask if you do not think that possibly the 
people of the country in the recent election have expressed 
their o])inion as to the recent attacks on public utilities? 

“Senator Walsh: Oh, 1 do not think so." 

The Senator's statement, continued, in substance, as fol¬ 
lows : 

“1 do not agree that there has been any attack on the 
public utilities. ; Everyone recognizes the necessity for 
these utilities. We could not dispense with them. Tiiey 
are no longer luxuries: they art* the necessities of life. 

There was not a question as to whether they should 
1503 all be in tiie hands of the public or in the hands of 
private owners. 1 do not agree that there has been 
an attack ut)on the public utilities as such, but there has 
been a very virulent attack, and to my mind a perfectly war¬ 
ranted attack in which 1 joined, on the methods that they 
have pursued, as 1 have outlined here." 

Honorable Smith W. Brookhart, a United States Senator 
from the State of Iowa, stateti, in substance, as follows: 

“1 am in heartv accord with all that has been said bv 

• ^ 

Senators Norris and W'alsh. 1 was a supporter of Mr. 
Hoover in this election, perhat)s as ardent a supporter as 
anybody, l)ecause of his attitude upon the farm question, 
which I knew had been grossly misrepresented. And, upon 
this question of attack upon publie utilities, 1 do not think 
that election decided any such question at all. 

As far as I am concerned 1 am a believer in public own¬ 
ership of the public utilities generally, including the rail¬ 
roads. 

I will point out one fact now of general importance, that 
this propaganda has devehq^ed in this country that is to 
some extent the cause of the farm depression, and that is 
this. The whole lAmerican peo])le are producing and have 
produced since 1922 only 51 j per cent a year. That is the 
entire new wealth production of this countrv of everv kind 
and character whatsoever. It is the work of all the people, 
the earnings of all capital, the increase in property values, 
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and even the depreciate :i ol* the dollar. Those are Mr. 

Hoover's own ti<>-iires. 1 used them in two hundred 
1504 si)eeches in support of him. i 

If capital .s^-ot everything that we are producing in 
this country, and it was evenly distributed, it vjould only 
get 5H’ per cent. And yet I do not know of a public utility 
anywhere that is not asking and in most cases getting more 
than that—considerablv more than that. i 

Xow in the whole hislorv of the countrv, clear back to 

• ^ j 

the Declaration of Independence, Senator Howell has fig¬ 
ured out that the wealth increase, including the a(fldition of 
new territory, in all its business and everythingi else, has 
been slightly less than four per cent a year. Andj our pub¬ 
lic utilities by use of this V)Ower of propaganda have been 
able to convince the country that seven, or eighti per cent 
even, is a reasonable return on one of the most stable lines 
of business in this countrv that ought to carrv the least rate 

• » I 

of return. 

Xow just referring to the i-ailroads u[)on the (iiiestion of 
the desirability of Cxovcn-nineiit operation—and |. am not 
going- into anv long diseiission of these matters alt all, but 
the propaganda was put out everywhere, and I think was 
generally believed, that the Government operatidn of the 
railroads was less efticient and Ifss desirable thai]! the pri¬ 
vate o}jeration. Vet the railroads were turned| back to 
private opei*ation on .March 1, 1!)20, and in that year, 1920, 
with ten niDiitlis of private* operation and two mionths of 
Government operation, their operating expenses jwere in- 
ereased fourteen hundred and eighty-tive millions of dol¬ 
lars; nearly a billion and a half of dollars. The 
loO.j railroad companies only claim that about sixihundred 
million dollars of that is due to wages, and the other 
nine hundred million dollars, or about that, is due to causes 
of inefiiciency, and even mayl)e worse when we g(jit to the 
way they handled that thing. i 

Yet in the public press and generally throughout the 
counti-y it is consid(‘r(*d that the Govei-nment operation was 
inefiicieiit in comparison to private operation. Wligreas the 
priviite Operation in the one year that would be a fair com¬ 
parison with the public operation shows very greatly in 
favor of the Government efficiency in the operation of our 
railroads even during the war. And I would not ^y that 
1 approve oi all the methods of Government operation. I 
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certainly would not approve of I'lem in peace time. We 
can overlook some things in war time that we would not in 
peace time. But, everything considered, as a matter of 
fact the Government operation was much more efficient of 
the two in the interest of the people of the country. 

Right now the farmers of the United States are ])aying 
about 50 per cent higher freight rates upon farm })roducts 
than their brother farmers across the line in Canada, where 
all the railroads but one are operated by the Government. 

Now these facts, after twenty years of study into them, 
have convinced me that this propaganda of the utilities 
generally has not been based u])on the actual fact of the 
situation. And it is necessary, in order to maintain their 
position against Government ownershi}), to maintain an un¬ 
fair advantage in the means of propaganda in the eountry. 

In Chicago under the present situation there are, 1 
1506 believe, three others of these clear channels, or what¬ 
ever you call them. Either one of those channels is 
in sympathy with these public utilities, at least enough to 
give them a square deal. The Chicago Tribune, I do not 
hesitate to say, has been the greatest propagandist in favor 
of high rates ofireturn on public utilities of any paper that 
1 have read. And it controls one of these stations. It has 
been most unfair in the presentation of the facts. It never 
presented the facts on the side of the people, it is always on 
the side of the utilities. Therefore, if vou take this awav 
from the farmers, who have a direct interest in lower utility 
rates and a direct interest in the public ownersiiip of utili¬ 
ties if it is a better system than private ownership, you are 
virtually giving a monopoly on the air in Chicago to the 
propagandists against public ownership of utilities. The 
farmers and other people will have little chance compared 
to them. 1 know that, because 1 have had some experience 
that tell- me that quite emphatically. 

For these reasons, and for the further reason that 1 think 
a public utility ought not to be permitted to go into a busi¬ 
ness and charge the costs and expenses of that up to its 
customers, and for the reason that 1 think that agriculture 
is primarily entitled to lirst chance in the allocation of these 
matters in radio, I would be strongly against giving a pub¬ 
lic utility organization a 50,000 watt power there in the air 
tnat would practically give it a monopoly of the entire situa¬ 
tion so far as its propaganda is concerned. And those 
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I 

are the reasons mainly that have impelled ijne to come 

1507 before the Commission.” I

The Prairid Farmer 
Pu]>lishin,ii- Company owns 51 per cent of the stock of the 
Agricultui-al Broadcasting Company, and Sears,! Roebuck 
& Company own 49 pc*r cent of the stock. I aih not the 
owner of tlie Prairie Farmer. I am President of the cor¬ 
poration wliicli publishes the paper known as thp Prairie 
Farmer. The Prairie Farmer Publishing Company is a 
c()r})oration organized under the laws of the State of Illi¬ 
nois with a ca})ital stock of $205,000. There are one thou¬ 
sand shares of preferred stock, and one hundredj and five 
sliares of common stock. I own one thousand shares 
1508 of preferred stock, and about $35,000 worth of the 
common stock. I have not the other details of the 
various lioldings, but they are under contract to my asso¬ 
ciates. The total capital stock of the Prairie Farfiier Pub¬ 
lishing (Company is $205,000, which is divided into pre¬ 
ferred and common stock. One hundred thousand dollars 
is i)referred stock, and one hundred and five thousand dol¬ 
lars is common stock. I own all of the preferred stock, 
and 1 own $35,000 or $40,000 of the common stock. There 
is some common stock in the treasury and some uiider con¬ 
tract to some of my associates who are buying it. ! I think 
about $5,00(1 worth of the common stock has never been 
issued and is still in the treasury. The persons ’^ho own 
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the balance of the common stork are Mr. Gregory, Mr. 
Dickson, Mr. Holt, Mr. Orloinaniu Mr. Page, Mr. David 
O. TlK)in])S()n, Mr. James K. Hdwards—I am giving these 

details from memorv. 1 do not think there are anv more

owners of the common stock. 1 am unable to tell you how 
many of the |M‘rsons nanu^l have ])nrchasod common stock 
outright or how many still owe something on it. 

'idle members of the Board of Directors of the Prairie 
Parmer Puldishing ('om])any are virtually the stockholders. 
There are four officers. I am the President: Mr. Gresjorv 
is Vice President: Mr. Dickson is Secretary; and Mr. Holt 
is d'reasurer. I irave the names of the other names of the 
Board of Directors. 

The Prairie Farmer Publishing Company is a corpora¬ 
tion organized for profit, and it makes money, but I would 
hai'dly say tiiat one of the pur])oses of our going into 
1509 the broadcasting business is for the purpose of 
protit. 1 may hoj)e for prolit, but 1 do not e.xpect 
it. 1 did pay .'r'Jo,0()0 in i*asii at the time of the execution 
of this contract, ddie money was actually paid by the 
Prairie Farmer Publishing ('om])any to the 'freasurer of 
Sears, Koebuck tk Company, ddiere w(‘re no notes given 

for the balance, because the details have not been fixed up

on account ofiour coming down to Washington. But the 

contract is matle. .Some of the foianal details have not 

been completed. The reason that the notes have not been 

made out is bircause the mattt*r was being handled bv our 

attorm‘ys and j havt‘ been away a great deal, having made 

three iidps to W'ashington In refereiict* to radio matters. 

W'e hav(* a printed schedule of the ailvertising fees for 
broadcasting advertising over this station. 1 have not this 
printed schedule with me, but 1 am sure Mr. Gregory or 
Mr. liill, whoiarc Inu-e, can supply that information. I 
did say that the Prairie Farmer had a circulation of around 
250,000 subscribers. The other farm ])apers printed and 
circulated in Illinois and the surrounding States are as 
follows; The Michigan Farmer, in Michigan; The 'Wis¬ 
consin Agriculturist, in Wisconsin: The Minnesota Farmer, 
in Minnesota; 'file W’allace Farmer, in Des Moines, Iowa; 
The Nebraska Farmer, in Nebraska; The Kansas Farmer, 
in Kansas; ddie Missouri Farmer, in ^Missouri; The Pro¬ 
gressive Farmer, in Memphis, Tennessee; one in Texas; 
The Ohio Farmer, in Ohio. These publications are all mem- 
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bers of the Standard Farm Paper Association^ of which I 
am a member. I might also add to this list The Breeders 
Oazette, of Chicago, and Hoard's Dairyiman, at Ft. 
1510 Atkinson, Wisconsin, who are likewise in embers of 
the Standard Farm Paper Association. I have 
named four of Senator Capju^r's publications, The Kansas 
Farmer, The Ohio Farmer, The Michigan Farmier, and The 
Missouri Farmer. i 

The additional farm papers ]mblished and circulated in 
the State of Pilinois—thei-e is a 150 watt regional paper 
called the Illinois Farmer. This paper is not a jcompetitor. 
J consider our paper a lioO.OOO watt paper. 1 have no wish 
to be facetious, hut 1 wisli to give you a fair cojnparison. 

The negotiations for the acquisition or possible acquisi¬ 
tion of this radio station began early in July, i Mr. Greg¬ 
ory and Mr, Bill came out to my farm one Saturday after- 


there were 
was repre- 


iioon and broached the sul)ject to me. And 
other conferences following this one. Mr. Bill 
senting Sears, Itocbuck ('ompany. I told tjiem that I 
would make an investigation, and the first thing I did was 
to employ sixty men for eight weeks to travel tbe territory 
and tind the farmers' preference on radio. Thesie men were 
a part of my organization, and they make surveys on vari¬ 
ous subjects. I have in mv ofTice some four hundred thou- 
sand sui'veys of farms in detail. These men were trained 
to do this work. 1 simply added to the information blank 
tiiree questions: First, do you have a radio, yes or no— 
first preference—second preference—third preference. 
These men did not know for what purpose 1 desired the in¬ 
formation. i did not liave the informationj definitely 
enough. I wanted to get it in a definite detailed way. I 
had other information ou the subject, but notl enough to 
satisfy me in a case of this kind. I wapted to see 
1511 wliat position WLS commanded as a radio station 
among the farmers. This information y^as not so 
much for the purpose of guiding me in a prospective pur¬ 
chase of this plant and what 1 would pay for it, but I 
wanted to know how much the farmers were Ibtening to 
radio, and how far WLS was conveying information to 
them, 'idle answers to these (juestions would be a factor 
in guiding me in mv editorial work. These jmen made 
their reports on slips of paper. 1 have here with me four 
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thousanJ reports signed, and the iiames of the farmers and 
the counties, and eacli one can he* verified. 

“Mr. Provine: I object to the Testimony with reference 
to these reports. 

“Commissioner Sykes: The answer of the witness was 
in response to <‘ounseIV (juestion. If the reports were of¬ 
fered in evidence, thev would he excluded."

The witness continued, in substance, as follows: 

“At the end of the eighth week of the work which was 
being done by these men 1 found that the favor of WLS 
went up eight or ten per cent, and 1 had the feeling that 
tliis might not be entirely fair and unbiased. These men 
called on 1(),()0() farms of whieh 4,100 had radios. The 
farms were not big farms, but just as they came in the 
territorv in which the men W(*r(* working. I can give vou 
the entire tabulation. 'I'liey were in the States of Wis¬ 
consin, Indiana and Illinois. 

Mr. Bill called on me several times after that, and I 
discussed the ])roposition with my associates and friends, 
afti*r which I made the pro])osition to Mr. Bill to 
1512 communicate to the Sears, Koebuck Company. I 
outlined tliat 1 would take over the radio under cer¬ 
tain conditions, and Mr. Bill wrote them down on a piece 
of p:iper. St‘ars, Boebuck iV C’oinpany accepted this and 
made only one change, which made the contract fairer than 
my proposal, d'liey had thougiit farther through on the 
particular radio phase of it than 1 had. But the contract 
embotiies my own proposition, particularly the linancial 
end of it.'’ 

Mr. Provine reading excerpts from the contract: 

“it is expressly agreed that as long as Sears, Koebuck 
& Company shall own any shares of stock in said radio cor¬ 
poration, or in successor iher(H)f, or shall be interested in 
said radio station, that neither said radio cori)oration nor 
said radio station shall allow anv otiier mail order or chain 
store business to broadcast over or use, directly or indi- 
rectlv, anv lime in and or over said radio station, nor to 
advertise in anv wav bv or through said radio station 
or said radio corporation without the prior written con¬ 
sent of tSears, Roebuck C'ompany thereto." 
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^ ‘ BV Mr. Provine: 

" i 

‘'Q. AVliy do you think they would not want Montgomery 
Ward on the station? Don't they sell to the farmers? A. 
Why, naturally competitors. As a matter of fact, we have 
tliat all the time in our business. I would ndt go as far 
as to say that this provision in the contract was to shut olf 
all competition, l>ut 1 would say that they do not want their 
direct com})etitors on tlieir station for the same jreason that 
1 would not want a competitor of mine tjo advertise 
Jbl.'l ill my own newsjiaper. 1 would have no objection to 
the other farm ])apers who are my cordpetitors to 
come in in com])etition with me in WLS. I intehd to invite 
tliem at the Decembei* meeting to liel}) me and cooperate 
with me in the work that I am undertaking in this connec¬ 
tion, and am willing to give tliern the same benetits over 
WLS that 1 expect to get. it is an agency that jwill enable 
better work to be done. .\s far as the increase Ion my cir¬ 
culation is concerned, 1 have been running the Istatioii for 
six weeks and during that lime have had six new sub¬ 
scribers to my paper. Of course, i hope it will assist in 
securing more subscribers. If my competitorijs paid the 
same pro rata cost for the service over WLS, i jwould cer- 
lainly give them the same service over WLS that I get. 
They certainly would not want something for notjliing. The 
ultimate purpose of this undertaking is public service. I 
have not gone into the radio business with the id^a of mak¬ 
ing a dollar of proiit. If it paid one million dollalrs I would 
not take a cent of it. I make my money in the publishing 

business.'’ 1

'rit*' witness stated, in substance, as follows? 

“1 have complete control of the program operations of 
this station. I would not own anvthing that I did not 
1517 control.” ! 
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Edgar L. Billiwas sworn and > ^lifted as a witness on 
behalf of Station WLS, in substance, as follows: 

“I live at Wheaton. Illinois, tweiity-tive miles west of 
Chica<^o. Mv business is in Cliican'o. I am director of 
Radio Station WLS, and have bcHui director of that sta¬ 
tion practically sinc(* llu‘ l)e.ninnini;- of the station, on April 
12, 1924. I wasi not tin* director of tlie station the hrst 
two or three weeks. At that time 1 was employed as Farm 
Director, but at the end of the two or three weeks 1 was 
made director of the station and since then have had com¬ 
plete charge of the o])ei‘ation of the station. 

I was born down in the C’orii I>elt, at IMoomington, Illi¬ 
nois; attended school in Iiigh sehool there and attended 
the College of Agrieulture at the Cniversity of Illinois; 
was later employed as l*'arm Field Fditor of a daily 
paper which occasioned my travelling over a series of 
thirty or forty counties in tin* central part of the State of 
Illinois for a period of two years. I was also Field Editor 
of the Orange Judd Farmer, a farm paper in (."iiicago, for 
a })eriod of about two and a half years. 1 also farmed for 
a period of abt)ut thret* years in southern Wisconsin after 
that. I then became Director of information for the Illi¬ 
nois Agricultural Association and held that position for 
three years. I helped in the organization of the Association. 
I was also Director of Information for the Holstein-Frie- 
sian Association of America. L then became connected 
with WLS. 

1518 The Illinois Agricultural Association is the same 
one that Wr. Cowles test died al^out last night. It 
has a membership in the neighborhood of 60,000, and is 
the outstanding farm organization of the whole countrv, 
doing more things for the farmers. 

I am a director of the Agricultural broadcasting Com- 
])any. When WLS was founded l»y S(*ars, Roebuck c'c Com¬ 
pany four years and a half ago it was founded as a service 
station to agriculture. One of the lirst programs we started 
was the noon-day i>rogram from 12 to 1 o'clock. In fact. 
Sears, Roebuck cV: Comt)aiiy, the Agricultural Foundation, 
started that program on another >tation in Chicago, the 
Chicago Daily Xews, W.MA^. three weeks prior to our go¬ 
ing on to the air. 

Ever since we,started we have been devoted primarily 
to rural America. And when 1 sav that 1 donT mean in 
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market information aloi:- , and farm facts, but I mean edu¬ 
cational wavs, and T mean in tlie art and culiture of the

great ]^Iiddle West. We have eonsistenth’ worked on the 
idea of beine: a faian station, and we have carried that out 
to the ])est of our ability that wo had in the organization. 
We still have that idea. 

Sears, Koebuck Com])any is <iuite proud of what they 
have been able to aceom])Iish along that line. jAnd in the 
sale of this station they were vei-y anxious to, place this 
station in the hands of an oiganization which ^YOuld carry 
out this great ideal which they had started. A^id they be¬ 
lieved that the Prairie Farmer was the best organi- 

1519 zation to carrv out that ideal. i

1 told the advertising manager of Seaiis, Roebuck 
Company that 1 l)elieve that 1 could sell his jstation for 
a big piece of money, but the organization that ciould spend 
that monev was not the organization to do the ibest work. 
1 told Sears, Roebuck Company that the Praitie Farmer 
was the best organization to undertake the contjinuance of 
this big idea which we had started. 1 told thetn my rea¬ 
sons for it, and my reasons for it are that we hav|e a service 
record in the mid-west of—J can remember mvself—of fif- 

- * I 

teen years as leaders in i»romotiiig agriculture. Sears, 
Roebuck & Company told me to carry on negotiations with 
the Prairie Farmer and to see if we could not g^t together 
in some way so they could take this station ov|er and go 
on with this work. ! 

Mr. Powell, who is Advertising Manager, ancjl who has 
had direct charge of the station since the beginning, and 
with whom 1 worked on all matters of policy, said it would 
be the policy of Sears, Roebuck Company to put this 
station in the hands of an organiaztion that could carry 
on this ideal. I 

1 suggested a third way that Sears, Roebuck &iCompany 
might pass this station on. 1 suggested that Soars, Roe¬ 
buck Company might give this station to Agriculture. 
And we considered that plan for several weeks.! I made 
the suggestion that we get all agricultural organizations 
together and make them set up an organization tihat could 
take care and handle this station and cariiy on this 

1520 work. After 1 had thought about that plan for a 


period of several weeks I concluded and 


mended to Sears, Roebuck 6: Company that that plan could

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not be carried out. Tlierefore nw* carried out the plan of 
selling this station to Prairie Farmer. 


I have a very definite opinion as to 


the desirability of a 


clear channel for the character of the work which WLS 


has been and is doing. 

It is mv belief that radio means more to rural America 


than it does to all of the rest of our people, or more to 
rural America than to any other particular group of peo¬ 
ple, for I he reason that they are isolated. They are way 
down in the countrv on a muddv road, and thev do not have 
the opportunity to go around the corner to a movie, to 
have music with their dinner, to visit with people even, 
don't have opportunity of churches and schools to the ex¬ 
tent that city t)eople have. 

Xow that is one side of it. Another side of it is that 


thev can use radio in their

business more than anv other 

V 


group of })eople. 1 can pick up the paper here and find out 
what the stock market is this morning, but the farmer is 
way out there selling his stuff and he gets his paper to¬ 
morrow morning, and sometimes not until tomorrow noon 
or tomorrow night. And rnaiiv of them not until the next 


day. And he doesn't know what the hog market is. But 
the man that buys his stock does know what the hog mar¬ 
ket is, or the poultry market, or the live stock market, or 
the butter,and eggs market, or the fruit and vege- 
Ibiil tabk* market, lie knows what it is immediatelv. 

We get hundreds of letters to our station that tell 


us this kind of a thing: That a buyer came down the road 
and wanted to buy the live stock from a farmer. That 
buyer had been to town and got the markets over the tele¬ 
phone, knew what the market was, and offered a certain 
price. The farmer knew it was not the right price, he had 
listened to radio and could check on it, and the result was 
that lie was on an even basis with the buyer. We get many 
letters telling us of dilferent instances where farmers have 
saved money on markets, i could read, or 1 would like to 
tile with the Commission, a hundred or live hundred letters, 
or a thousand of them, if you like it, for we have them, 
showing that very effect of market service. 

Xow there is music, entertainment, education, markets, 
farm talks, uplifting talks. Why, William Butterworth 


came into town, 1 guess it was just less than a week ago. 
1 only knew it ten minutes ahead of time. Called up Mr. 


I 
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Butler to find out if ho was going to be in town.! Was go¬ 
ing to speak at the Association of Commerce meeting in a 
few minutes, going to speak from 1 to ‘2, but had‘to catch a 
2:30 train. Got hold of .Mr. Butterworth, who siid he had 
a special message he wanted to give to farm ppople. In 
that case we asked Zion City if they would kindly sign off 
a few minutes so we could get on, and they very Hindly did. 
And we put William Butterworth on, and we had k message 
of worth while to farm people. William Butterworth 
doesn’t get down to the little towns to talk to the farmers 
in the countrv schools. The farmer doesn’t have the 

1522 opportunity to hear William Butterworth,! and Wil¬ 
liam Butterworth does not have the opportunity to 

talk to them in their communities, and they will nbt be able 
to hear him unless they hear him over the radio,! and that 
is true of the thousands of William Butterworthi that the 
farmers of America want to hear, and they must hear if 
they are going to rise in their education. i 

From my experience covering a period of four knd a half 
years in the broadcasting of this radio station, devoted to 
agriculture, it is my belief that we cannot do thej best and 
most thorough job without having a complete wape length 
with the exception, possibly, of the time after elevpn o’clock 
at night. That is my best judgment. I 

The new facilities added to Station WLS in the acqui¬ 
sition of the Prairie Fai-mei‘ means everything in tjie world. 
They have a group of men who are vitally interested in 
agriculture, who are sincere and who have a proven record 
over a period of fifteen years, which is the length of time 
1 have known them, and to get that kind of an organization, 
with men like .Mr. Butler, .Mr. Gregory, and their asso¬ 
ciates, it means everything. I 

I am sure there is no otlier radio station which! devotes 
as much time as does WLS in broadcasting agricultural 
subjects. There are a number of stations giving’ agricul¬ 
tural talks and markets, but there are not enough for the 
good of rural .America. It would not be advantageous to 
the listeners to have a duplication of service; that |is, there 
should be as little duplication as possible. I am not 

1523 convinced that there are enough radio chainnels to 
adequately serve every class of people thgt would 

like to be served in their particular field, but I belipve agri¬ 
culture is so important that its needs should not be confined 
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to Olio cliannel, but it should ha\ .' possibly a dozen chan¬ 
nels in which to carrv on its work.” 

(d'lie witness ' examined descriptive chart exhibits, and 
continneel. in substance, as follows:) 

“I would like to point out to the Commissioners the serv¬ 
ice wliich our radio station has been doini>' durini^ the i)ast 
two years. 'Fliis is here depicted in order that the informa¬ 
tion can l)e obtained in as short a time as possible. 

On |)aire 1 it shows that the station is owned by the Agri¬ 
cultural Broadcasting Com])any, and contains the names of 
the officers and directors. 

Page 2 shows!the number of studios operated by Radio 
Station AVLS and shows the operating personnel of Radio 
Station WLS, practically the same personnel as we have 
had over a period of time. Peo})le have been gradually 
added. You willl note that we have a musical director, an 
assistant musical director, a musical librarian; and under 
the musical director we have a staff of 120 artists. These 
staff artists do i not give their full time, but are on the 
station at least everv week, and some of them everv dav. 
We ha\ a Farm and Home Program Director. In tliis 
division there is: a farm annonn<*er, and a home annouiu-er. 

We also have a livestock market man, supple- 
1524 numted l>y the teii editoi-s of the lT*airie Farmer 
who are out in the countrv gathering farm news, 
which is su})plemented by the statf of the Prairie Farmer. 

We have a ('ontinuity Department, with a director, and 
two assistant directors. At the present time there are oidy 
live people who are doing outside writing for us, or writing 
productions. That is not an adequate force. These })eO])le 
write continuities for our programs. 

We have a Chief Announcer, an assistant, and there tcni 
other people who are regular announcers on the staff. 

We also have a Correspondence Division to answer mail. 
In this division there is an assistant and a staff of live 
stenogra])hers. In explanation of this Correspondence 
Division 1 might say that in carrying out our farm pro¬ 
grams we have I inquiries asking for information, and in 
carrying on our service it is quite essential that these in¬ 
quiries be answered and the information furnished. This 
division should particularly grow more and more useful 
under the direction of the Prairie Farmer. 
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TTe also have a Chief Engineer at the statioiji at Crete, 
Illinois, and a Chief Engineer at the station at| the Hotel 
Sherman, and under those two men is a staff of nine en¬ 


gineers. 


IVe also have a Booking Bureau, which hooksi the talent 
for the station. This Bureau has a director aiu^ an assist¬ 
ant director. There are 46 acts and 117 people! who have 
been working directly in the booking bureau. iThis page 
shows there are 35 full time people working at tfie station, 
and 156 part time. This does not include outside 
1525 talent, such as Mr. Sousa and his Band. These part 
time people referred to work with us every week. 
The next page of the chart shows our centijal studios 
located at the Hotel Sherman. It is a little thgatre. We 
have another studio there, and an office. You! will note 
that we have a Farm and Home studio at tlie Prairie 
Farmer Building on the tliird floor. I 

We have what we call our concert studio at 2l8 South 
Wabash Avenue. Such a studio as this is necossarv to take 
care of the choirs of 150 or 200 people, such as tjhe Apollo 
Choir. We have to have a place to take cai'e of jliem, con¬ 
sequently it is necessary to maintain this large pjace prop¬ 
erly equipped for choruses and orchestra work! or bands 
of thirty pieces, or more. i 

The livestock studio is iu the Exchange Buildjng at the 
Union Stock Yards. That is where Jim Poole I gives his 
livestock reports every morning at nine o'clock, i 

The Associated Press, news and sports studio iis located 
at the Chicago Dailv Journal. i 

Sears, Roebuck had their studio on the West Side of 
town at Arthington and Homan Avenue. | 

The Swift & Company studios, located at Switlt & Com¬ 
pany, Union Stock Yards, Chicago. i 

We also have a studio at the University of (Jjicago, on 
the South Side of Chicago. All these studios, eixcept tlie 
Hotel Sherman studio, are remote control studios,| and they 
all come through our main switchboard at the Hqtel Sher¬ 


man. 


1526 The trouble with manv stations is that thev do not

have a definite progi-am policy, but we ha^e a very 
definite program policy at our station. The value of a

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program policy i is to definitely determine your programs 
for many months, and even years in advance. We have 
had a i)rograni policy for foni* and a lialf years, dedicated 
to the rural Mid-West, with oi-iginality, ])ersonality and 
ideal of service. 

On the ne.xt page we take up the sul)ject of advertising. 
As we take in advertising it is necessarv that we liave an 
advertising policy, and that is stated on this chart. Kadio 
advertising j>rograms over WLS must be of tlie service 
type. Xo dry sales talks are permitted. Station WLS 
reserves the right to refuse })rograms and announcements 
which do not conform to the standard of the station both 
in (piality and character. Here is a copy of the agreement 
which is our contract. This |)ermits us to terminate a ])ro- 
gram at anv time thev are not doing the right thing. 
You will note that we do not permit any political advertis¬ 
ing—none is accepted by WLS. Thousands of dollars worth 
of political advertising lias been refused by W'LS because 
cam])aign talks do not lit in with our program. The WLS 
audience lias iieeii built up and is maintained iiecause the 
]U'Ograms of the station are of the highest type and we 
give service to our listeners. 

The ne.xt ])age of the chart relates to letters n*ceived l)y 
the station. In the year L)27 Kadio Station WLS received 
20.),b2r) letters. We make these letters up in a 
1527 weekly re])ort showing from what States the letters 
come. This shows a compilation of our weekly re- 
])orts throughout the year. These letters relate to matters 
which have been ])Ut out over the radio station.

We have also had letters from New Zealand, .Manila, and 
(Tiba. Please note that this tabulation to which 1 am re¬ 
ferring relates only to the year 1927. AVe have kept up 
this tabulation and record for a period of four and a half 
years. From the time the station started to operate on 
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April 12, 1924, to the coiielusioii of that year, \ie received 
54,416 letters. In the year 1925 we received 123,217 let¬ 
ters. In the year 1926 we received 189,316 letters. And 
in the year 1927, as 1 liave already said, we recieived 205,- 

625 letters. And for tlie first nine montlis of this vear

we have already received 184,271 letters. We bj?lieve very 
definitelv that mail means an indication of a listebnimx audi- 
ence. I 

We invite correspondence occasionally by sainns*-, “We 
are glad to hear from you if you have enjoyed the pro¬ 
gram.” This is done by all radio stations, but such 

1528 an announcement is onlv made bv us onde or twice

in an evenini^. But a verv large share df the mail 
we receive is definitely correspondence which has come in 
of its own free will. We are receiving more correspond¬ 
ence now than we did when radio was new. Tl|is may be 
due to the fact that we are imjn-oving. j 

The next page of tliis chart covers the WLS iFarni and 
Home Service broadcast each week dav. It affords an

idea of our service throughout the day. It shows that at 
8:45 we give time signals via Western Union direct from 
the Xaval Observatory, in split seconds. i 

At nine o’clock we give the livestock market receipts, the 
early news flashes, weather report, farm calendar, an¬ 
nouncement of farm events, picnics, fairs, and so forth. 

These news flashes are Associated Press i-epotts coming 
to us from the Chicago Daily Journal. That Iksts for a 
period of fifteen minutes. | 

At 9:15 we have the Home Question Box for fafm women. 
That is a comprehensive service which answers |any ques¬ 
tion sent to that department. | 

At 9:35 we switch to our livestock studios at the Union 
Stock Yards, (Chicago. That is where the Exichange is 
located, and Jim Poole gives out the earliest liveuftock mar¬ 
kets. He goes out to the stock yards an liour gud a half 
in advance of these announcements and m.akes a jsurvev of 
what the situation is and what it is likely to be.i At 9:35 
in the morning is pretty early to ascertain the ifacts, but 
we do ascertain them and give out the informatibn at that 
early hour. About a quarter to ten we havje the live- 

1529 stock bulletin board, which is the latest n^ws of in¬ 
terest to livestock producers. i 
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At ten o'clock we liave the earlv market news flashes. 
That consists of fruit and vegetable market reports, the 
butter and egg market from tlie .Merrantile Exchange, fruit 
and vegetable reports from the United States Department 
of Airriculture, the butter and eirg market, the U. S. D. A.— 
market reports, and the poultry mai’ket. 

At 10:13 wt* liave the Morninu' ^lelodv time, which is a 
musical program. 

At 11 ox'lock we have another market I'eport schedule, 
covering livestock, fruit, vegetables, i)oultry, butter and 
eggs, dressed veal, wool, and so forth. At that time we 
have the market rei)orts fi'om (’hicago, Pitts])urgh, Cleve¬ 
land, Buffalo, and Indianapolis. 

At 11 :.‘10 we have a piano recital for 13 minutes. 

At a quarter to 12 we start the Dinner ikdl program. 
We have a big dinner bell, and we o])en u|) the ])rogram by 
ringing the bell, and our audience recognizes the station 

bv the dinner bell as well as bv the call letters. 

* • 

From a quarter to 12 to 1 :13 we have a ])rogram of music. 
Then we give a short weather report. 

In accordance with the testimonv which has been given 
here, we make our weather reports as short as possil)le, and 
at the same time furnishing information that the farmer 
must have. We feel that we .arc in a position to feel the 
pulse of tlu‘ farmer very perfectly. 'I'o illustrate this, on 

one dav bv accid(‘nt we neglected to announce the weather 

• • 

for the ^tate of Wisconsin. The next dav we had si.x 
1330 telegrams'from Wisconsiii saving. “What is the mat- 
ter with this fellow.^ lie left out Wisconsin.’’ 
Things of this kind indicate whether vou are doing right or 
not. 

From 2 o'clock to 2 :30 p. m. we have a ])rogram on Home 
Economics, which consists of suggestions on buving and 
educational talks for the familv. 

Then at 3 o'clock we have our Home Makers' Hour, 
which continues until 3:30. These talks are all interspersed 
with music. 

Our sup]Hu- progratn lasts from 6 to ():30, and is farm 
announcements and entertainment. 

All our farm talks are short: thirty minutes is too long; 
eight minutes is better than fifteen, ])ut it is liarder to make 
an eight minute talk than a fifteen minute talkc. However, 
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^ve endeavor to keep them as condensed and short as possi¬ 
ble. I 

Tlie next page of the chart shows our livestock markets 
at 9 o’clock in the morning*. I would like to rea^ a line or 
two out of some of these letters.”

The witness continued, in substance, as follows!: 

I 

“Very well. We receive hundreds of letjters. We 
carry on surveys. 1 have a survey here that |I wish to 
show you. This shows our market livestock rej^ort at the 
Union Stock Yards, giving* a report of prices. jWe think 
this is the very best service possible. We receij'e market 
wires from six other organizations outside ofj Chicago. 
I'hese i*e])orts come from East St. Louis, Peorig, Indian¬ 
apolis, Buffalo, Cleveland, and St. Paul. I Different 
organizations at these points send us wirest We get 
ai*ound 1,200 telegrams a year on market,s, and as 
fast as they come on we put them on the air. And if we 
accidentally miss one we are certain to get complaints the 
n(‘xt day from someone who has been waiting for this par¬ 
ticular announcement. I 

i 

We not only receive letters from farmers, but also from 
bankers, buyers and shippers. I have a tile pf letters 
here showing that the banks have bulletin boaitds where 
they put up our market reports. The buyers tell us they 
do not start out on their routes until thev get the inf or- 
rnation In* radio. And the Cooperative LivestockjShipping 
Associations tell us the same thing*. Besides the Other tele- 
gi’ams we get 1,200 spedal telegrams. i 

Now in regard to our Dinner Bell program, DavO Thomp¬ 
son has charge of that. It is a program of entertainment 
and educational information. We cannot give them dry, 
cold facts. It is necessarv to create an interest out! there on 
the farm and, therefore, the program requires dhowman- 
ship. On that program we have had 2,027 farm speakers. 
This list includes three Secretaries of Agriculture, ^Ir. Wal¬ 
lace, Vr. Jardine, and Mr. Meredith. We have also had 4r 
colleges and experiment stations represented on bur noon¬ 
day form program. 

We cooperate with all existing institutions, the Univer¬ 
sity of Illinois, Purdue University, Wisconsin University, 
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the National Farm Electrifieatioii Committee, and so forth. 
Onr policy is to open our station up to all these different or¬ 
ganizations and endeavor to get the best we can from 
lo.TJ each of them and build our station programs in that 
way. We have had 1,600 hours of farm programs 
broadcasting since we started. We have had 2,000 hours of 
market and weather service ])rograms over WLS in three 
and a half yi'ars. Our I’ecords are not complete as to all 
the items. 

The next ])age of the chart shows the different institu¬ 
tions which have appearc'd at our station on farm pro¬ 
grams. There is a total of 1M2 farm institutions, 45 col¬ 
leges and fai*m experiment stations, including Indiana, 
Michigan. Vv'is(-onsin, .Miniu^sota, Utah. Ohio, Oregon, Wash¬ 
ington, .Maim*. Saskat('li(*wan and Alberta. We have also 
had tin* cooperativ(* a>>ocialion oi*'.:-anizations, such as the 
Fgy]Uian Seed Oi-owers* Exchange, (hdifornia Fruit Grow- 
(*rs' Exchange, tin* Atlantic ('oast Poultry Producers' As¬ 
sociation, ('otton Orowc‘rs* Association, the ('hicago Pro¬ 
ducers ('ommission Association. National Live Stock Pro- 
duc(‘rs' Association, Western New York Apple Growers' 
Association, Alfalfa Seed Gro\v(*rs' Exchange, and manv 


others. 

Here on the chart are the various State Granges that 
have ust*d onr .>tation. Von will note that Dr. Eliot, of Pur¬ 
due University, has been on our program. I can recall 
three different occasioiis. He is a good friend of ours. 

Here is Hubert W. ^lumford. Dean of the College of Agri¬ 
culture, of the I."niv(‘rsity of Illinois. Also President 
Samuel Thom|)son, President of the American Farm 
Bur(*au Federation. On one occasion Mr. Thompson had 
two important speaking engagements which con- 
15.33 dieted, so we put him on over the radio and he filled 
both engagements. 

To servo agriculture aderpiately a real farm station must 
do more than ])ut on market repoids and give farm talks. 
It is necessary to cover a wide field. Therefore, we broad¬ 
cast all big agricultui‘al events, like the Illinois State Fair 
at S])ringfield, the National Poultry Show at Chicago, with 
a rooster crowing in the background: the meetings of the 
American Farm P^ederation: the Purdue Threshing Ring; 
the McNary-Haugen bill debate. On these problems of 
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legislation the farmer wants to know all aboijit it, and is 
anxious to hear the debates on both sides. This not only 
applies to legislation, but debates on freight rates for farm 
products, cooperative marketing, short course^, fruit and 
vegetable short courses, national banquet of boys and girls 
club work, and so forth. This all involves a jtremendous 

job. I 

The next page of this chart shows another o? our special 
farm featui'o broadcasting. The Tnternational Livestock 
Show at the Stock Yards in Chicago, which is the outstand¬ 
ing stock show of America. Last year we put ion 35 hours 
of program at this show, with 55 speakers. Ou|r farm man 
was in tlu^ i*ing with his microphone, and the people out in 
the country heard the news as soon as he pinijed the blue 
I’ibbons on the winners. I 

1534 “Here (indicating) is a list of the leadbrs who ap¬ 
peared on the lu’ogram last year at thejLive Stock 
Show. I 

In addition to the staff which AVLS ha.s had, we now 
have the staff of the I’l-airie Farmer, and the t'ooperation 
of its ten editors—not onlv their work but alsio advice in 
conducting these faian ]U‘ograms. AVe hold conferences 
among oui*selves, and keep ti-ack of the big things that are 
going on. Hef)i*esentativ(*s from three different colleges 
plan to be with ns next week, at which time \ye intend to 
outline a short course in agriculture which \\]\\\ cover a 
period of sev(u-al weeks. The three colleges who will assist 
us in arranging this agricultural course are theiUiiiversitv 
of Illinois, the University of Wisconsin, and lihe Univer- 
sitv of Purdue. I

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The witness continued, in substance, as follows: 

“AVe have a Home Makers' Hour, which is a program in¬ 
tended for farm women, of rural communities. It is 
jo.'k”) a })rogi*arn of speakers and musi(* combined—a ten- 
minute talk, and a little music, and another ten-min¬ 
ute talk, and a little music, and possibly a little play. Some 
of the outstandina' s])eaki*rs who lia\’e appeai*ed on this pro¬ 
gram are Jain^ .\ddanis of Hull House, Chicago; Mrs. 
Mabel I\ein(.*cke: J)r. Herman Munderson, tormer Commis- 
.sioner <>f II(‘altli. of ('hicaeo: Mrs. \\ ilbur H. Bridley, Presi- 
dent of tin* Hous(‘wivcs Leai^ue of (’hicago: ^Irs. H. A. 
^McKeiie, Secretai'y. tin* Hous^'liold Science Department, 
Illinois Farmers' ln>titute: Mrs. Samuel McClintock, Sec¬ 
retary of Rui’al AVork of the Y. AV. (\ A.: Mrs. Blanche

talks ovor oui* .station, and demonstrations on subjects 
which wei'e particularly interesting to women. 1 do not 
know niucli about tlu'se things, but her talks did create a 
lot of interest among farm women, and we received a lot 
of mail and a lot uf (jiu*stions on her talks. A’ou will note 
that there is also a long list of othei’ speakers whose names 
ap}>ear on this chart. 

One of the things wr try to do in our programs, and our 
musical })rograms, is to have variety. We think this means 
everything. AVith the exce})tif>n of i\VW, we think we are 
the only mid-wt‘stern station to |)rest‘nt consistently, year 
after vear, concerts bv a true svmphonv orchestra—a verv 
outstanding orchestra. We have also had the AA'^omen’s 
Symphony On-hestra. AVLS presents tlfty-eiglit ditferent 
bands, and I think we devote more attention to band music 
than any other mid-western station. 

AA^e also have the (.)ld Time Fiddlers. That is the 
TAdd folk music of our own people out in the Middle AA>st. 

On several occasions I have felt that this Old Time 
Fiddlers' music and the l*arn dance music might not be 
])leasing to this Commission or the public, but on each oc¬ 
casion 1 have become convinced that the people want this 
kind of entertainment and enjoy it: not only the farm peo- 
]de enjoy it, but the city people enjoy it. It can be over¬ 
done, but we hold it down to a small amount. But our lis¬ 
teners want this program. 
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To illustrate the peculiar demand, let me cite the first 
four Saturdav niuhts of this vear. We received on each, 
of those niglits an average of 300 telegrams.! Those all 
came from the citv. T could make a long argujment show- 
ing the acceptability and desire on the part of oiur listeners 
for this barn dance music, but 1 am sure you do not vdsh 
me to do so. | 

AVe also broadcast folks songs, which represjint another 
variety. Twentv-live different nations in their!native talk 
or dialect comprise these programs, from the countries 
which are listed here on this chart. It is ratjier difficult 
to find this talent. You cannot take what coines into the 
studio. You have to go out and find it. Frequently we 
have asked the aid of the consul of the various countries 
to assist us in locating the lalent, or looking it up. We 
have not been al)le to find any French-Canadian singers 
vet, but we will find them. We are carrying (in research 
work for the purpose of securing talent and building these 
programs. 

AVLS furnishes its listeners with chorales, 
motets and other music not heard elsewhere on the air. 
These nationally known choral groups broad(|jast exclu¬ 
sively over WLS. We also have the Elnjihurst Col- 
1537 lege (ilee Club; Chicago Welsh Alale Choir; Univer¬ 
sity of Chicago (.’hoir: Swift & Comjiany Male 
Choir; Chicago .Madrigal Club; Apollo Club;| Lutheran 
Teachers' (Miorus; (Miieago Bach Choir; Metropolitan 
('hiirch Choir; Xoi’thwestern Cniversity Glee (]lub; First 
Congregational (fiiuivh Chorus, and so forth, 'fhe Metro¬ 
politan Church (.’lioir has from fiO to 300 memibers. We 
})ut them on in a special studio. I 

The Spiritual is a folk musie. It is beautiful and the peo¬ 
ple like it. i 

Eacli winter WLS broadcasts the world’s masterpieces 
of sacred music, including the Messiah, the Creation, Eli¬ 
jah, and other cantatas of Bach. You will notice!that these 
programs are identified here on the chart. Thebe are not 
fifteen or twenty voices, l)ut it represents a hundJred voices. 
In the Messiah I remember we put on a symphony orches¬ 
tra and 150 voices together. It was a beautifiil thing.

AVLS has outstanding musical broadcasts. Tl 
ments of five men in one program represented 
$250,000. 
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AVe ])roa(lcast the national band contest, and 2,500 voices 
in the con^e:ree:ati()n and choir of the ^letropolitan Church 
on the South Side of Chicae’O. It is necessary to put in 
sper-ial lines to Iiandle tliis service. 

AVe broadcast Beethoven *s Xinth Symphony by the Bush 
Conservatory Orchestra. 

(>ii(‘ }o‘oLiraTn was a musical debate. ‘Jazz versus ( lassi- 
cai.* (JeoriiT* Dasdi and his Little Symphony ()rchestra of 
25 pi(‘ees. whicli, is on our }>rojxram regularly, represented 
the classical, and anotlier man with a jazz band represented 
jazz. 'I bcy each ])]ayed and the listeners vote<l. I 
15.‘>8 thoue'lit jazz was going to win, but classical won out. 

'I'his ])rogram was an effort to ascertain the exact 
wishes of our listen<*rs. As I reeall it the vote was very 
ch>se, but the syin])hoiiy had a little the edge. A\ e told 
our listcnci*s that it was a debatt' juid asked them to listen 
to tin* pi‘oi;ramsi and then vote* as to their preference. 

^’ou will noie:herc on the chart is an illustration of our 
Saturday niiiht bai'ii dance, ddiis is a picture of our Har¬ 
vest Home Ft'stival. You will note that it is not all barn 
dance niu^ic. We have a numl)er of characters involved. 
Bi*adh*y Kinkaid is oiu* of them: and we have the Y. M. 
(’. A. <juai't<*t, and so forth. 

You will notice that forty-eight States have joined in 
these programs. 

Here is a callers' contest, which we put on. In the first 
th(*i-e w(*re 59 callers, and in the second 105. The listeners 
decided the contest, and we had 21,925 votes cast. 


Wc also ])ut on a (’ross Hoad Sunday School program. 
If I were permitted to read the letters which we get on 
this ])rogi-ani. you would tlien have an idea of its value. 
The tah*nt cannot l)e picked u]) at random: it must be se¬ 
lected and built particularly for radio. This is a beauti¬ 
ful program, and the people like it. If I could only read 
you the letters which we receive, there would be no question 
in your minds as to its popularity. This program com- 
menc(*s with a Sunday School song; then a little verse about 
the Cross Hoads Sunday School, a good thought for the 
day, a prayer, a story of a hymn, musically illus- 
1539 trated, and then the Sunday School with some appro- 
])riate story, with music: then the Lord's Praver, 
singing, responses, with the teacher and choir and the or¬ 
chestra. It is impossible to tell about this program. You 
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have to listen to it. The letters here, if you!read them, 
would tell von the whole storv. 

One of the out standing: programs which WLS has under¬ 
taken is in the better music field in which we hpve had the 
cooperation of the musical supervisors throughout the 
whole mid-west. This ]Rnn])hlet tells about jhe project. 
The directors and mnsi(' sn])ervisors helped u^ to lay out 
the })rogram. We wen^ endeavoring to find some way in 
which we conld nse a sym])hony orchestra foij the school 
children to pnt on a series of concerts for the schools. Thou¬ 
sands of scliool childrcMi listen to this programjand, again, 
if I conld r(‘ad yon tlie h'lters, yon would kno\V the story. 
But mv recollection is that we received some thirtv-five

thousand to forty thonsand letters about it. That program 
started on Octohi'r 7th, and continued tlfrongh 1927 

and 1928. 'Fhesc <'oncerls combined education! and enter¬ 
tainment. The childr(*n listened to beantiful! mnsic and 
gained knowledge of the instruments of the |composers, 
musical foimis, and the mnsic of various nations. 

Let me ne.xt direct yoni' attention to the radiojdrama pro¬ 
grams. WLS is a leadei- in i-adio dramas alsoj. We have 
been in the tn'odnction held for several years and carried 
on a contest in coo]icration with the Drama | League of 


America for the b(*st radio play. The arj: of writing 
1540 a radio })lay is milirelv different from thejart of WTit- 
ing a stage })lay or scenario. WLS wasi anxious to 
get writers in this new field. Therefore, in cooperation 
with the Drama League who were also interested, carried 
on the contest and gave prizes. That was a couple of years 
ago. We had 527 plays submitted. We selected the best 
plays and talent. | 

In order that audiences beyond the reach of "iVLS might 
have the advantage and pleasure of these programs, we took 
a cast down to Cincinnati and pnt it on; then went down to 
Atlanta, Georgia, to Louisville, Kentucky, to Washington, 
D. C., to New York and Philadelphia, and put it’on in those 
cities. We have also pi-esented a large number pf standard 
plays. We have had Shakes^jearean plays and a pong list of 
original plays which onr continuity writers developed. We 
have endeavored to develop this kind of a program in the 
hope that somewhere among the ranks we would find a 
David Griffith for radio production. | 
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You will also note here that we conducted a national hic:h 
school hand contest. This was held at Joliet, Illinois, this 
year. We liad to run our lines and take our microphone 
down there. We had to start this work four or six months 
in advance of tlie time of the scheduled contest. A cer¬ 
tain number of baiul pieces or selections had been selected 
and each of the high school bands were supposed to prepare 
and practice these selections for the national contest. As 
an assistance to these hia-h school bands throualiout the 
count rv we, WLS, aot tou’ether an outstanding band and 
])layed these selejctions over the air in order that tlie boys 
and girls and the mem])ers of tlie various high school 
1541 ])ands might listen and hear liow those selections w('re 
played by a good band. I think this was a worth¬ 
while educational project. We had letters from a lot of 
high schools, and from bovs and girls. 

At tlh‘ tiiiK' of the high school band contest at Joliet 
there were such ]>ersons ])resent as John Philip Sousa, who 
was on(‘ of the jndg(‘S: Poldman, and (hiptain Charles 
O'Xeil. All f)f these men talked about music to the boys 
and gii'ls. ov(*r onr radio. We devoted 1*2 hours' time to 
this program. High school bands came from all over the 
country—('alifornia, Minnesota, Ohio, and so forth. Fif¬ 
teen States were represented. 

AnotluM* on(‘ of onr features, vou will notice, is th'"' 
s])()rt featuia*, such as the inter-scholastic track meet at 
the Fniversity of (’hicago. I wish you to note that all 
of these ar<‘ our own staff. We are not a chain station. 
And all of these programs, and all the material is our own 
original material. 

We gave the world series l)esal>all games—this was a 
chain ])rogram. The inter-collegiate track meet at Sold¬ 
iers Field: the Dem])sey-Tunney championship tight: the 
DelaiU'y-ReHeiibach cham])ionship fight: the Xational Inter¬ 
scholastic Basketball Tournament of the University of Chi¬ 
cago: Army-Xavyifootball game: Xotre Dame-University of 
California football game: Xotre Dame-Xavy football game: 
thirty-one major league hockey contests; three interesting 
auto races, and four horse races: and more than forty 
chamtnons and leaders in the various lines of sport have 
been heard in special talks over Y LS. 
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1542 'We broadcast the University of Chiqago chapel 
services on Sunday morning. We have put on 85 of 

the world’s noted churchmen, non-sectarian sbrvices, all 
creeds and nationalities arc represented at the Uiiiversity of 
Chicago church. Some of the biggest men in ^Cnierica are 
on this list of names here. AVe are unable to brcjadcast this 
program any more, because under our division (pf time this 
period goes to AVEXR, and they had an important church 
service, and it was, therefore, not possible to have both pro¬ 
grams on the air at the same time. I 

You will notice here that we have presented lover AVLS 
80 internationally known persons. This is a $ort of re¬ 
porter's job to go out and find them and get them. Among 
those who have appeared over AVLS are Dr. Prbston, Cap¬ 
tain McAIillan, Frank 0. Lowden, AVilliam Al Jar dine, 
D. AV. Griffith, ex-Governor Dunne, Raymond illitclicock, 
Edgar Guest—Guest has been on our station sev(>ral times; 
Coach Alonzo Stagg, Jacqueline Logan, Jud^-e Henry 
Horner, AV. Freeland Kendrick, General Jolm | Pershing, 
James Cook, Governor Frank Billings, Edgar Rice Bur¬ 
roughs, James Breasted, the Crown Prince of Sweden, AA""!!! 
Rogers, and so forth, (luito a list of notables. ; 1 believe 
this is a real service to the listening public. 

AA^'e also put on a conversation between an airplane and 
Radio Station AVLS. i 

AA\" also broadcast the memorial program foi* AA’illiam 
Jennings Bryan; the memorial progi-am for A^ictor Law- 
son; we put on the Indiana State Radio Talent Con- 

1543 test; the Eucharistic Congress; the Radio! Show in 
1926; the circus from the Coliseum, the reception to 

Colonel Lindbergh, and so forth and so forth. I 
The Chicago daily newspapers have treated Station AA'LS 
well. AVe have a tieup with the Chicago Daily j Journal. 
They furnish us sports, and the Associated Press ijiews, and 
carry our programs. All the other papers in ChiC,ago have 
been verv kind to us, because we have had news, something 
worth while printing. AA"e have not paid for any of this. 
Critics have given very favorable mention to AAXS during 
the past three or four years. Their mention has fimounted 
to 58 full pages of Chicago newspaper space. That amount 
of space was devoted to us in the year 1927. AA"e ^ve had 
the highest score in many popularity contests. 


None of 
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these were conducted hv ourselves, hut were bv outside or- 

• » 

ganizations. The tirst contest was conducted by the Radio 
Listeners' Guide. Tliat is an Eastern mau-azine, and does 
not have a large'circulation out in our territory, but in their 
first contest we took the fourth ])la(H*. 

Here is a survey by the Enitetl States Department of 
Agriculture, a personal survey among farmers, and 

reports from 4,3*18 farm journal subseribt*rs. I will be 
£:lad to give vou the facts about these contests if I mav.” 


“!Mr. Provine: That is objected tn. 

“Commissioner Sykes: The objection is sustained. 
“The witness: IMav I give th(‘ actual figures? 
“Commissioner Sykes: Xo." 


The witness continued, in substance, as follows: 

1544 “Well, there have b(‘en niaiiv survevs, survevs bv 
the newspa])ers, such as the Detroit News and farm 
papers. There are a dozen in all, an<I our station stands 
high in all of those surveys. 1 bi'ka^vc* that has (juite a defi¬ 
nite meaning. T am sure it has. The >urvev made bv the 
United States De])artment of Agriculture is a ])rinted pub¬ 
lic document, printed under the su]>ervision of the Govern¬ 
ment, and I have it here in the form of an affidavit signed 
by Dean Mumford, of the University of Illinois." 

“Mr. Kelly: We will jn’oduce that and offer it in evi¬ 
dence. 

The witness continued, in substance, as follows: 

“We also put on a Sunday evening ])rogram ktiown as 
“The Little Brown Church," which is an outstanding fea¬ 
ture on our station. It is ])ut on from six to eight ]>. m., 
Sunday evening. You cannot ap])reciate this program with¬ 
out reading the letters of coinnKUidation. It is a non-sec¬ 
tarian service, planned and presented l»y radio people, built 
from a radio stand|>oint. It consists of music, a little talk— 
it is dramatized, and is a very wonderful little service, and 
produces a lot of letters of real a]^])rcciation from a lot of 
different people. On one occasion, and just one, we asked 
over the air how manv different nationalities were listening 
that night, and whether thev listened regularlv. Twentv-

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one nationalities replied. Here is a list of them, on this 
page. The next Sunday night we asked how many religious 
creeds were on the air listening, and the replijes showed 
that there were 17 different religious creeds liistening to 

o j o 

that program. I think that includes just about every 
1545 creed there is. They even send us moneys $5 or $10 

I 

in a letter, but we always send it back. jAVe never 
ask for money. We do not wish contributions i^) money— 
all the contributions we wish is suggestions and| ideas for 


building our programs or improving them. Ourj station is 
operated on the principle of bringing listeners tojthe inside 
of the radio station and having the listeners help its run this 
radio station. I 

At the conclusion of ‘‘The Little Brown Chu|rch” pro¬ 
gram we put on a musical program. ‘‘The Little Brown 
Church” quartet sings hymns. Then we have! a church 
trio, and what we call “The Little Brown Church” scrap¬ 
book, which is a contribution from listeners. We have a 
reading, and then music, and a prayer and a sernnin, and we 
conclude the program with a hymn and the bdnediction. 
Our sermons are taken from the great minister^^ through¬ 
out the countrv, of different creeds. We have been reading 
several chapters of David Grayson’s “Adventures in Con¬ 
tentment.” It is extremely hard work to find the Hght kind 
of material for this character of service, but we think a lot 
of the feature. I 

One of our ideas is to foster American musid and cul¬ 


ture. To that end we have put on such people | as Helen 
Freund, Charles ^larshall, Charles Barre Hill, Chirena Van 
Gordon, and so forth. I 

Another idea that we have is to bring forward some of 
our own people in the Mid-West. We have in the Middle 
W est our own authors, poets, and musical compdsers, and 
rather than take ]»rograms from Xew YorI| City, or 
1546 bring in outsiders, we undertake to develop our own 
people. Mr. Lieurance out there is prqtty well 
known. Ho goes up among the Indians and listejns to the 
tom-toms; then he composes musical works from j listening 
to them. We had him on our station for the period of a 
week. We also had Cadman, and he told about his Indian 
compositions. We had Skilton, from down in Kansas, a 
composer of marches. He recently composed “Ozarka,” a 
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symphony number. lie takes the Ilill-Billie songs and puts 
them into a symphony. We think that our music is one of 
the big things that we have. 

You will note on this chart anotln*r list of the names of 
people who have coo])erate(l with us. Besides these other 
activities, WLS coo])ei*ates with many American organiza¬ 
tions, such as the National School Band (’ontest, ^lid-West 
University League C’lub C’ont('st, (’hieago (’hurch Choir 
Contest, Chicago High School (Jlee (dul) Contest, Eastman 
Opera Scholarshi]), Marian Tally Scholarship. Arthur Mid¬ 
dleton Scholarship. 

We also cooperate with several of the conservatories. A 
few of the names of the Middle West talent are Douglas 
^Malloch, Barton Bees Pogue, Pel^r B. Kyne, Edgar Bice 
Borroughs, and Charles M. Sheldon, and many others. 

We have introduced over WLS a score or more of young 
American talented musicians. 'Fhat is an exclusive feature 
of WLS. 

We endeavor to cover the folk music, such as the moun¬ 
tain ballads, and cowboy songs, in'gro spirituals, old 
1547 plantation songs, Indian chants, and American pop¬ 
ular music. We feel that our efforts have the con¬ 
fidence of our listeners and we think this is demonstrated 
in manv wavs. 

As an illustration, in 1925 when we asked for contribu¬ 
tions for the cyclone disaster wc were aide to raise $216,- 
904.80 in two weeks. 

In 1927 we made a broadcast drive for the benctit of the 
[Mississippi Hood sufferers, and we raised $86,759.92. This 
came from 12,770 individuals, including 278 different busi¬ 
ness organizations, 657 clubs, churches, and so forth; even 
the little kids came in and gave their ixninies. One Masonic 
body came in, and the Knights of Columbus, and the Ku 
Klux Klan. 

In the Florida disaster in ll>26, although Florida is pretty 
far away, we raised $18,708: and only a few months ago at 
the time of the Florida tornado we i*aised $5,2U0 in two 
nights. 

Every Christmas we work with the charitable organiza¬ 
tions, and have our Christmas trees, and on those occasions 
have received contributions from $1,500 to $4,700. Through 
the efforts of our station we were able to start a library 
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down at Berea College, down in Kentucky, Qut of this 
Christmas fund. I 

The monev which we raise for disasters is jail turned 

» 1 

over to the American Red Cross. The Christnjias money, 
in connection with our work with the charitablij? organiza¬ 
tions. It is turned over to organized charities working 
through organized associations. Tlie total amounit of money 
which has been raised tlirough the effoHs of our 
1548 radio station is .$.‘137,490.87. This amount was re¬ 
ceived from 90,988’ persons. That meani$ listeners’ 
confidence. We have raised more monev thanianv other 
radio station in America for a ])ublic cause. Illiave four 
letters here were not solicited, telling of the service of our 
radio station, which 1 would rather have than liW the affi¬ 
davit testimonials in the world. I wish 1 might •read them 
to you.” I

“Mr. Provine: It is objectionable and not admissible.”

The witness continued, in substance, as followsi: 

I 

“We are asking for a complete channel of 870 kilocycles. 
We ask it for agriculture. We have a verv definite aim and 
purpose in a field that we have been serving for four and a 
half years. We have both the ear and confidence of agri¬ 
culture. Thirty organizations are back of us. Ojur field of 
service is not duplicated ])y that of any other station in the 
Middle West. It is an entirely different seryice along 
musical lines, as well as farm programs. l 

The Agricultural Broadcasting Company has the knowl¬ 
edge, the organization, the money, the ideal of service, and 
we wish to do the service.” I 


“Bv Mr. Kellv: !

“Q. Have you through WLS broadcast any statements 
about this hearing or the rulings of the Commission, or 
asked listeners to aid in this hearing? A. Xo, j^ir; abso¬ 
lutely not, or any intimation or anything about a hear¬ 
ing.”

“WEXR Exhibit Xo. 8-1—excluded.” 

And the book referred to, containing ])hotographs and 
data concerning Station AVLS, was received in evidence as 
“Bill Exhibit A".) 

(Air. Scott makes a note at this point that this book on 
account of its large size will not be printed, but used as a 
physical exhibit. Tliis note is not a part of this stipula¬ 
tion.) 

1550 Tlie witness continued, in substance, as follows: 

“There was an agreement between AVLS and AVEX’R 
with relation to the two-sevenths, live-sevenths time divis¬ 
ion. Under that' arrangement Station AVEXR took everv 
day in the week, except Sunday, from 10 to 10:30 a. m.; 
every day in the week, except Sunday, from 11:15 to 11:45 
a. m.; every day in the week, except Sunday, from 5 o'clock 
to 5:30 p. m.; every day in the week, except Sunday, from 
7:15 to 7:30 p. m.: and Alonday nights from 11 o’clock on; 
Tuesday night, from 9 o’clock on; AVednesday night, from 
9 o’clock on; Thursday night, from 11 o’clock on; Friday 
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night from 11:30 o’clock on; Saturday night, ho time; on 
Sunday morninc:, from 10 o’clock to 12:15; Suindav after- 
noon, from 2:30 to 0 o'clock; Sunday night, frojm 8 o’clock 
on. That makes a total of 28 hours and 45 mii^utes, which 
is now being used by WKXK. This arrangcmeih was made 
for the period of one week, until we had this hcjaring. IVe 
are both anxious to have more time. AVe jbegan this

arrangement, and it will run through this coming Sunday. 
It began with the allocation. 

In regard to the conversation between Air. Gilchrist and 
myself which he testified about, w(* had severajl conversa¬ 
tions. AA"e were trying to get together, if it whs possible. 
I stated to him what Sears, Roebuck wanted for our own 
programs—the farm program, and the sin-vice program. 
This was in event of a possible sale. And thoihours that 
I spoke of reserving were the hours tliat S(‘af|S, Roebuck 
wanted reserved for their own use, but this didl not repre¬ 
sent the hours for the agricultural service. I had 
1551 several conversations with Air. Gilchrist!. AVe dis¬ 
cussed ‘a horse race program’ wliich wah being put 
out over his station about ten o’clock everv evening. lie 
asked my opinion about the program, and T asjked him if 
he realized that the })ublic was betting on that, and he said, 
‘Yes, what would you do?' I said, ‘T would thrdw the pro¬ 
gram off,’ that it would be a good thing for hisj station to 
throw it off. I 

I told him that the biggest trouble with his station was 
that he did not have a definite aim and purjiosi* that was 
individual and outstanding, and that he was idoing too 
manv of the things that everv other station iiiitown was 
doing. And lie concurred in that opinion. | 

In my o])inion, ])ublic interest, convenience ijind neces¬ 
sity would be served by granting AVLS a cleared channel 
and full time.” I 

“Air. Provine: AVe object to that last statemient. 
“Commissioner Sykes: Objection overruled.”! 


Cross-examination by Air. Provine: |

The witness stated, in substance, as follows: i 

“There may be, possibly, eight or ten statioiU through¬ 
out the State of Illinois that are doing some work in con- 
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noction with the broadcasting (»f markets and grain 
reports. In a general way I know the nature and extent of 
the service these stations ar(‘ doinu'—some of tliem. Von 
mention WAAF. That station is owned by a paper down at 
the Stock Yards. Thev liave been broadcasting: markets 
for a number of years. They do not have much })Ower, and 
my iiKpiiries from a number of people have led me 
1552 to believe’ that the station does not reach manv 
people. 

I think Kadio Station WIIT gives the W(‘atlK‘r reports. 
I listen to the station considm-ablv, l)ut 1 am not aware 
that it gives any other market reports. If a publication 
issued by the Fnited Stales Di'partnuMit of Agriculture 
states that it gives fruit and vegetable comnnaits in Fhicago. 
and butter and egg market reports. Fliicago live poultry 
market re])orts, ami live stock market i\‘ports, I would 
think it would be de])endable. 

If 1 am not mistak(‘n, WHT is a 5,000 watt station. 

Kadio Station KFKX is located in (’hicago. in the Con¬ 
gress Hotel. It is now designated bv the call h‘tters KV\V. 
I have followed that station (piite closely during the ])ast 
three or four years. They started out to give reports and 
farm information two or three different times, and discon¬ 
tinued two or three different times. They started out for 
the second or third time three months ago and made the 


announcement of their contemjdated work in the Chicago 
papers. I don't know how extensively they have gone into 

it. T could not tell vou how manv times a dav thev give 

• • • » ^ 

their reports from the Department of Agriculture publi¬ 
cation; possibly five or six times. 

The only stations in Indiana that I know about that give 
livestock and market i‘(‘])orts is the om* mentioned in here 
in the hearing todav. I have listened to it mvself. It 
belongs to the State University. I do not recall the call 
letters. I don't know that station WFKM, located at 


Indianapolis, with a power of 1000 watts broadcasts 
1553 Indianapolis livestock market re])orts. I know that 
Station "WKBF is located at Indianapolis. I have 
tried to get the 'station several times, but was unable to 


do so, and I do not know whether that station broadcasts 
these market reports. 
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I likewise do not know llie stations in Iowa arid to the west 
wliicli broadcast any reports of this kind. I presume they 
irive some markets. All stations dabble in tlie markets a 
little bit, es])ecially during the past year or soj for the rea¬ 
son that when thev come before the Commission thev wish 
to have some argument of necessity, convenience and inter¬ 
est to the public, and one of the best arguments is the fact 
that they serve the farm people. I know that is the reason 
in Chicago. Thev do this service to a limited! extent now, 
more especially within the last year.” I

Anotlier thing is liow those markets are given. The very 
man tliat ])Uts tlnmi on makes a lot of ditterence.

ir)');') The witness continued, in sulistance, as follows: 


“I do not know the ])ow(*i‘ of tli(' Iowa (’ollege station. I 
would not say that the daytime power of 5,000 watts was 
sufTicient. T do not know who the announcer is for the Iowa 
station, oi’ how many peo])h‘ it reaches. And that applies 
also to Woe at I)aven]X)rt. I do not know how many people 
that station rea<‘h(‘s, and have no estimate. 

Both the statiims at Shenandoah have farm audiences, 
and th(*y know how to reach the farm people. And I guess 
thei'e is a little station down at Sioux ('ity. I do not know 
how many people they reach. 

Then* is also a coll(‘ge station at the Agricultural College 
at Manhattan, Kansas. That station has quite a good repu¬ 
tation. I l)t*came acijuainted with the station when Com- 
missiom*!* Pickard was conducting it. Tie conducted the 
iirst farm school over the air on that station, and at that 
tinn* it was a pretty good station. I do not know how defi¬ 
nitely this sation now gives the marktd reports and house¬ 
wives' half hour, and the agricultural ]>rograms, and so 

forth. I cannot tell vou detinitelv how manv stations in 

» • * 

the ^liddle AVest listed by the United States Department of 
Agriculture broadcasts market reports and other matters 
that are sent out by the Department, but T know the man 
who has charge of it for the Oovernment, Mr. Morse Salis¬ 
bury. He does liusiness with our station, AVLS, and has 
talked over it. I can tell vou what Air. Salisburv savs 
about our station in com])arison with other stations that 
broadcast market reports throughout the country. 
1556 He told me in my studio in Chicago that we were the 
outstanding agricultural station that he knew of in 
the country. There may be fifty other stations that are 
doing some kind of service along this line. The big metro¬ 
politan stations in Chicago that do not pretend to reach 
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the country' people and are iirimarily playing to the city 
people, yet they give some weather reports. Hossibly three 
or four hundred stations do that to a small extent, but I do 
not think tliat more than fifty or one hundred stations 
undertake to do anything showing the markets and agri¬ 
cultural matters.’’ I

Charles J. Brand was sworn and testified ^n behalf of 
Station WLS, in substance, as follows: | 

“1 am Executive Secretarv and Treasurer of ^he National 
Fertilizer Association at Washington, D. C. I wlas employed 
by the United States Department of Agriculture for 19 
years. During tliat time I had charge of a great 
1557 manv lines of work. For the last six andia half years 
I had charge of the Bureau of Markets. I And then I 
was out as Secretarv of the National Fruit Groovers Associ- 
ation; and then I became an adviser to Secretary Wallace. 

I have made o])servations of the use of radio in serving 
farms and i)ersons interested in agriculture, i I used the 
radio personally in getting over messages, and| my organi¬ 
zation has used it. We are not only continuii|g to use it, 
but we expect to expand our use of it, because we believe 
it is one of the best modern means of reaching the farmer 
on timely matters; not only the market reporl:s, but crop 
matters, nutrition of plants, and those things that the 
farmer needs timely information on. j 

The National Fertilizer Association is a trade organi¬ 
zation of the manufacturers of chemical plant food. It is 
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not an advertising: or<::anization. It is an educational 

o o 

organization that serves the industry in its common needs. 

I have known ai)ont Radio Station WLS and have spoken 
over it on several occasions and found it a magnificent way 
of reaching tJie farmer with a message. 

I wish to empliasize that there are but two stations in the 
United States that are devoted to agriculture, or that are 
equipped ])y the character of their })rograms, their interest 
and thought to reacli the agricultural peo])le, who number 
something like thirty million persons. The city audiences 
are well served with the class of program that comes from 
the city station, but there is a real need to strengthen 
1558 rather than weaken, the agricultural features of 
radio distribution. 


On cross examination, th(‘ witness continued, in sub¬ 
stance, as follows: 


“I live in Washington, I). (\, and have lived there almost 
25 years, excej)! three years in Pittsburgh. I am now 
employed in the Xatiotial Fertilizer Association, which is 
incorporated under the laws of ^laryland as a non-profit 
organization, and assist manufacturers of chemical plant 
food in the matter of their business, such as cost account¬ 
ing, study of statistics, and so forth. It was organized by 
tlie manufactun'rs of chemical ])lant food. Some of the 
companies that belong to the Association are the Agri¬ 
cultural ('hemical Company: Armour & Company; the 
Virginia-Carolina Chemical Corporation; Swift & Com- 
tniny; F. S. Roy.ster Guano Company; International Agri¬ 
culture Corporation: Davis (’hemical Company. There 
are some bOd competing concerns in the industry. They 
support the Association. There is no stock. It is like any 
organization conducting the usual functions of a national 
trade association. 

I think I have spoken over Station WLS three times. 
The first time was in 1923. I think it was. I do not remem- 


l)er the last time., I should sav it was over two vears ago, 
in the month of December. I did not go to Chicago e.spe- 
cially to speak over WLS. At the time I was attending 
the session of the American Farm Bureau Federation that 
was ])eing held in Chicago. I made the date in advance. 
I went over to Chicago once solely for the purpose of

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speakinsr over WLS. "i'lint was mv first appearance, in 
1923 or 1924. ‘ I 

1559 I have also broadcast over KDKA, aiidj some other 
stations.

Donald F. Malin was sworn and testified oii behalf of 
Station WLS, in substance, as follows: 


live in Chicago, and am Musical Director of Radio 
Station WLS. Mv historv, brieflv, is this: 1 wais born and 
raised on a farm and have had a great deal of cbntact with 
farm people. When I got into the radio game I ^tudied the 
radio musical programs with a view to ascertaining w’hat 
class and quality of music would appeal to the farm people. 
I started in the radio game in 1926 with Station WLS. 

I w*as born in Iowa and have spent my life so far in Iowa 
and Illinois. As Musical Director of Station "WiLS I have 
endeavored to build a program of variety. Our programs 
analyzed w’ould show about 28 per ceiit classical 
1560 music; this includes choral groups, oratorios, oper¬ 
atic songs, and music from the finest Composers. 
Also about 28 per cent is devoted to the fundamentals of 
music. And another 28 per cent is devoted to popular 
music, such as dance music, ballads, and popijlar songs. 
And about 23 per cent would be in between thqse classifi¬ 
cations—which you might call light music, such as band 
music, musical comedy, and such music wdiich; is not so 
serious that it would be classified as classical music, and 
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yet not so light as to be classified as popular tunes—here 
today and gone next v*eek. 

About 20 per cent of our programs are devoted to the 
old time music, such as the old familiar songs of the Amer¬ 
ican people, barn dance music, and ballads, and the songs 
'vvhicli have become a part of the folk life and folk culture 
of the American people. 

In our classical music or classical programs, AVLS has 
presented symphony orchestra concerts constantly for the 
past four seasons. AVe have the Little Symphony Orches¬ 
tra of Oliicago, whicli is one of the outstanding musical or- 
cranizatious of its kind in this countrv. During the fall 
and winter months this orchestra presents a full sym])hony 
instrumentation of 25 pieces. 

We maintain a band in the station that gives at least 
one concert a week. This has from 12 to 18 pieces. They 
play the best in band music. 

We also have; one or more dance orchestras in a week. 

During the last three years AVLS has presented 27 dif¬ 
ferent orchestras on these i)rograms, of which four 
1561 wer(‘ symphonic orchestras of at least five pieces. 

During tlie same three years we have also pre- 
sent(‘d 44 bands, different bands. During the same three 
years' period we have presented 104 different clioral or¬ 
ganizations. ranging in size from 16 voices to a very large 
number. I have here a complete list of those organiza¬ 
tions. We have also presented during that period 57 
quart(‘ts. 

Xow as to the character of these programs, permit me 
to sav that WLS introduced to the radio audiences in the 
Middle West the symphony orchestra concerts for children. 
We started these concerts in October, 1927, and they were 
continued during the fall and winter of 1927 and 1928. 
Afterwards this idea was undertaken by the National 
Broadcasting Oompaiiy. These concerts, particularly for 
boys and girls, were most instructive. It not only ac- 
(iuainted them with the dilferent instruments and the dif¬ 
ferent composers, but with the splendid musical literature, 
outlining the different national styles of music so that thev 
might tell S]>anish from German, and the French from 
the Italian, and so forth. In each one of these concerts, 
at least one number was used to illustrate a certain defi¬ 
nite national style. 
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To illustrate the instructive nature of thesei programs 
to the children, we used a particular number to demon¬ 
strate a particular instrument, and in that w^y the lis¬ 
tener would remember and recognize it. Onej would be 
for the bassoon; and others for the flute, and so qn through¬ 
out the complete list of instruments which makq up a true 
symphonic orchestra. Then as to the distinctive fea- 

1562 tures of national music we would play a folk dance 
or some favorite music of Spain. Then of Italy. 

Then an Indian war dance, and so forth, each bumber to 
illustrate some racial characteristic or national charac¬ 
teristic ex]>ressed in the music of that race. And there 
were brief explanatory remarks condensed, but |not so far 
as to overlook the important points. ! 

We also illustrated the descriptive powers | of music, 
using the different instruments to produce certain effects 
and certain sounds, d'hese were prefaced with| a brief il¬ 
lustration l)ef()!-e the eomposition was played in qrder that 
the listener might have this in mind when thq composi¬ 
tion was i)layed. These explanalions were planned par- 
ticularlv for the children. This work was done with the 

» I 

cooperation of a body of musical advisers. Ope member 
was Mrs. Edward Stillman Kelly, nationally kijiown as a 
musician: another was (). K. Kobinson, one of the principal 
advisers on music in the (Chicago public schooU; another 
one was .Mrs. ^Margarc^t G. (’otton. Secretary qf the Na¬ 
tional ^lusic Supervisors' Association; still another mem¬ 
ber was Miss Sadie Kafferty, President of the In bnd About 
Supervisors ('lub of ('hicago, which is made upi of about 
300 musical supervisors in Chicago. These people super¬ 
vise the study of music in the public schools, i We con¬ 
sulted all of these people before we presented these pro¬ 
grams, and a number of these ])eople took part in the pre¬ 
sentation of the programs. j 

The Little Symphony Orchestra has been a sU>ff feature 
of WLS for the past four years. Their renditions 

1563 consisted of Schubert, Beethoven, Wagner, a com¬ 
plete symphony of ^lozart, and Playdn. And in all 

cases Mr. Dasch, the conductor of the orchestra, explained 
the symphonic forms; how a composer builds a| composi¬ 
tion on themes, and uses those themes and interweaving 
them, works them up to form a splendid piece of music. 
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The Cliicagoi Symphony Orchc>lra has been established 
for seven years. A symphony orchestra is made up of 
the followiinr instruments: First and second violins, viola, 
cello, double bass, horn, trumpet, trombone, clarinet, oboe, 
bassoon, harp, drums. 

WLS also introduced the Women's Symphony Orchestra 
of ('Iiica.iro to tlie radio audience. That is one of the recog¬ 
nized symphony orchestras of Cliicago, and one of the two 
women's orchestras in the United States. Its conductor 
is Miss Ktliel Leginska. 

We also broadcast the Bush Symphony Orchestra of 75 
])i(‘ces; and the ('osmopolitan Orchestra of about 50 ])ieces. 
These broadcasts orin’inated solelv with WLS. 'file ma- 
jority of these concerts were at eight o’clock in the even- 
in li’: sometimes at 7:30. 

Among the j)rominent musical artists who have ap- 
])eared over WLS are Charles Marshall, who for many 
years has becm one of the leading tenors of the country; 
(jyrena Van Cordon, leading contralto of Chicago; Helen 
Freund, soprano of the ('hicago Civic Orchestra, and so 
forth. 

The instrummitalists include Catherine Wade Smith, one 
of tlu* foremost women violinists in the United 
ir)()4 Stat(‘s: Michael Derminski, a prominent violinist; 

Roland Pease, a violinist, probably the leading ex- 
])ommt of folk music in the country; Philip Weber, ])romi- 
nent Xcw York tenor: Fugene Tressler, tenor; Elsa Kress- 
man, and ('atherine Woodward, of the Chicago Civic Opera. 
These names will indicate the character of the musical pro¬ 
grams have been rendered over WLS. These people are 
recognized concert artists who have given recitals all over 
the country, in the most prominent and leading the¬ 
atres. 


1565 WLS presents annually and exclusively a num¬ 
ber of leading Choral organizations of the Middle 
West, such as the Chicago ^ladrigal Club, the Apollo Club, 
and so forth. I think the last club named has broadcast 
over other stations, but the majority of its radio work 
is done over WLS. 

I am only attempting to supplement the chart and dia¬ 
gram which was introduced in evidence and discussed by 
Mr. Bill. The Madrigal Club program consists of music 
of the 15th and 16th centuries obtained from Europe. The 
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conductor was obliged to make trips over there fojr this ma¬ 
terial, not essentially for our program, but djiring the 
course of the trip he brought back music for our programs. 
Then we presented the German chorals, the caintatas of 
Bach. Tliese are very seldom heard on tlie aiij, because 
of the difficulty in presenting them. i 

WLS has emphasized its programs of American music. 
We have brought home the importance of Americ'an music 
and what Americans have accomplished. For tlilrce years 
past we have been identified in an educational i series of 
programs with the Etude Music ^lagazine, and James 
Francis Cooke, editor of this magazine. This imagazine 
has the largest circulation of any musical perjodical in 
America, and ^Ir. Cooke has spoken frequently ojver WLS 
and has endorsed our music work. These Etude programs 
have been in charge of Mr. D. A. Clippinger, autlibr of sev¬ 
eral books, editor of departments of musical papers, and 
conductor of two of the finest choral organizations in the 
United States. In these Etude programs put out by 
1566 WLS we presented such men as Sigmund Spaeth, 
generally known for his books, such as “TTlie Com¬ 
mon Sense of !Music” and others. He has dpiie more 
perhaps than any one man to bring music hoirie, to im¬ 
press upon the layman the value and enjoyment of music— 
has stripped the genuine classic of its mystery and made 
it interesting to the lavman. Mr. Franz Proscliqwski has 
appeared over WLS. He is the leading voice tgacher in 
America. He is the man who taught Galli Curci and 
others. ! 


(The witness, resuming:) Yes, 1 am a gradnajte of the 
Iowa State College, and several years ago 1 wij-ote text¬ 
books for use in the schools. I wrote “The Hjistory of 
Certain Breeds of Live Stock,” “The Evolution of jBreeds,” 
that shows how breeds are formed through the u^e of cer¬ 
tain blood lines by live stock breeders. All of tjhis work 
of course was done before 1 became Musical Dilrector of 
WLS. I also have written for a number of magazines, 
such as The Radio Digest and The ^Musical Courier. 

(The witness, continuing:) If I may revert for ja minute 
to the musical program. I wish to emphasize that the fea¬ 
ture of American music wdth American talent is djistinctive 


I 
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"vsith WLS. I know of no other station which has pre¬ 
sented as many programs built on tlie idea of fostering 
American culture. We were able to liave Dr. Spaeth with 
us for an entire week in February, 102(5. And he has been 
with us a number of times since. 

I have given about approximately To music apprecia¬ 
tion programs during my connection with WLS. These 
were not given in a patronizing h*cture room fashion, 
1567 but the musical illustrations were commented upon 
and discussed. The responses which we received 
proved the favor with which this ])rogram was received by 
our many listeners. The many lUAvspaper comments show 
that our programs created a favorable im])ression even to 
the point of getting us the headlines in the radio review 
columns, even in the iiewspa])ers wlucli were operating 
radio stations of their own. 


In view of the service 


which has been outlined to vou 


in the exhibits and discussed 


here and which we are anx¬ 


ious to carry on, WLS needs full time to accomplish this 
work. 


Cross-examination bv Mr. ih'oviiu*: 

I have been employed by WLS since January, 1926, I 
prefer 25 instruments in a coni])lete symphony—that is 
the minimum for effectiveness. We have 25 in the Little 
Symphony to which 1 recently referred. This same or¬ 
ganization does not play over WFXK. They may have 
some of the same men. The members of this organiza¬ 
tion are not on the full time })ayroll of WLS, but they are 
a staff feature once each week. Some of the members of 
the Little Symphony are on the staff })ayroll of WLS in 
special capacities, such as staff violinists and cellists. 


Q. How many musicians do you have in WLS that are 
on your pay roll full time from week to week as a steady 
emplo}Tnent that do not play any })lace else except over 
WLS? A. We have a staff of 120 people. 

Q. Xo, that i:^ not my cpiestion, please. 1 asked you 
how many people you had, musicians, that are on your 
weekly pay roll just for one week's end to another, regu¬ 
larly, full time? A. About twelve. 

Q. And how do you get the additional musicians that 
play for you? A. They are engaged.

Q. 'Whereabouts? Different places? A. Wel|l, they are 
engaged through my office. i 

Q. Well, from what sources? A. From the different—I 
don't quite understand. | 

Q. Well, where do you go to get them? A. [Well, I go 
to the men who have bands or orchestras. I 

Q. You communicate with them? A. Yes, I atn in touch 
with every musical organization in Chicago. I know where 
I can lay my hands on whatever I happen to I need. Of 
course we have variety in our programs, which prevents 
us using people night after night. Another fac|;or is that 
we have been on a split time channel. We were unable to 
use the same people night after night because of (]>ur limited 
program time. I have a great many people w^io are on 
twice a week and no oftener, so that we present a different 
style of program and different individuals alniiost every 
ni<>:ht of the week. i

Q. Well then, when you said that you had 120 -musicians 
on your staff you didn’t mean to convey the idea to the 
Commission that they were on full time, on youlr pay roll 
continuously? A. No, indeed. | 

Q. That you had 120 people tliat you could, all! told, pick 
from whenever you needed to? A. They are engaged regu¬ 
larly for one or more appearances a week. I 

Q. As you call on them? A. Yes, sir.j 
15G8 Q. And you would have to give them advance no¬ 
tice, would you not? A. No, they are engaged regu¬ 
larly and booked. They know their time until farther no¬ 
tice. I 


Q. And how long do they play, those i^eople I that you 
have booked that come in, that are not regularly employed 
full time? A. Do you mean how long have they been with 
us? i 


Q. No, how long do they play each day ? A.j Oh, that 
varies. Sometimes they are only there for tiftehn minute 
programs. Sometimes they are with us for twp hours— 
three hours. I

Yes, the Oriental Quartet has been with us foir quite a 
while. This organization has played over WSlNR, but 
mostly under a different name, but the same people. I do 
not know whether they have played more times oveir WENR 
than they have over WLS, but they have been with WLS 
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longer. I do not know wliotlicr Roland Pease, whom I 
mentioned, lias sung over WKXR or not. And the same 
answer applies to Elsa Kresina. 

WLS pays the union musicians per week approximately 
$1,050. That does not include the extras. There are cer¬ 
tain extras more than that. That $1,050 is represented by 
a 25-piece orchestra, a 12-])iece band, a 14-piece orchestra, 
and includes two statT })ianists and a stall* trio. When I 
spoke of the ten thousand people in the choral program 
I referred to the Eucharistic (’ongress at Soldiers Field, 
but did not coiivey the idea that that number of people 
were in the WLS studio. Many of our choral broadcasts 
have originated outside of our main studio. We have a 
special studio for chorals and choristers specially 
1569 equipped for that purjiose. AVe have had choruses 
of 3,000 voices that were ii'Otteii up exclusivelv for 

AVLS. 

AVe do not use the microphone ])ickup at the present 
time. AVe did formerly, but wo discontinued it I think in 
February, 192S. 

Redirect examination bv Air. Adsit: 

The AA’LS orchestra to which I referred is located in 
the building where AA^LS has its main studio. 

C. A7. Gregory was sworn as a witness in l)c‘half of AA"LS 
and testified as follows: 

I am editor of the Prairie Farmer. I am chairman of 
the Agricultural Committee of the (’hicago Association of 
Commerce; chairman of the Agricultural Industries Com¬ 
mittee, and vice-chairman of the industrial Development 
Committee of the Illinois Chamber of Commerce, and Di¬ 
rector of the Illinois Farmers Institute. I give all of my 
time to the editing of the Ih’airie Farmer. I will trv to 
cover as briefly as })ossil)le the editorial ])olicy of the 
Prairie Farmer in order that tlie members of the Com¬ 
mission mav have some indication of what the Prairie 
Farmer hopes to add to the elliciency of Radio Station 
AVLS. 

The Prairie Farmer was founded in 1841. It is the old¬ 
est farm paper in the Fnited States, and the oldest publica¬ 
tion of anv kind in the citv of Chicago. Its first editor, 
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John S. Wright, was very prominent in the lifq of Chicago 
and the State of Illinois. Since its inception iI think the 
Prairie Farmer has been identifi^'d with practically every 
important civic- movement in the Statej of Illinois. 

1570 The older volumes of tiiis paper are notjonly recog¬ 
nized bv historians but liave been used bv different 

• • 

historians as the best available source of material on the 
earlv agricultural historv of the Widdle West. 

The basic policy of this paper is efficient farm produc¬ 
tion, believing, as we do, that all improvement in farm life 
must rest upon efficiency in production. In carrying out 
that policy we attempt to and I believe we do Igive to our 
readers everything in the way of efficient experimental re¬ 
sults applicable to the Middle AVe^t as promptly|as ])ossible 
after they are completed, and supplementing that with the 
reports of actual farm practices obtained throughout our 
territorv. i 

The next important agricultural question after economic 
production—efficient production—is the question of market¬ 
ing, and that occupies an important place in oi|ir editorial 
])rogram and receives a good deal of attention.! 

The subject of legislation we believe also is I one of the 
necessary steps in the advancement of agricultiire, and we 
devote some considerable attention to the discussion of 
legislative questions. | 

Added to that, of course, is the general questijon of farm 
living, matters of interest to the home and the Commodity, 
and the farm familv. I 

* I 

Some three or four years ago, perhaps, we frit that we 
had pei’haps accomplished to a cousidei'able degriee the pur¬ 
pose which we had had in mind since the present manage¬ 
ment had had charge of Prairie Farmeij, and that 

1571 was of obtaining a satnra1(*d cii’ciilal ion iii oui* t(*rri- 
torv. by which I mean I'eaching almost evch'y reading 

farmer in the territory which we cover, and we frit that the 
next big public service that we could perform w^s to bring 
about a closer relationship between city and coiintry, and 
sinc(‘ tliat time, for a period of approximately three or four 
years, that has been one of our major editorial policies. 
We adopted that policy believing that the countrV, our own 

middle-western countr^y has developed to a pointj where the 

!

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relationships betwen urban and agricultural civilization are 
so close that we can not hope to progress on a permanent 
basis without bringing about a thorough understanding be¬ 
tween those groups, which unfortunately has been lacking 
to a considerable extent, even to a serious extent, in the 
past. 

It was that desire that led me to accept the two positions 
of whicli I spoke: The Chairman of tlir Agrinillural Com¬ 
mittee of the Chicago Association of Commerce, and the 
Chairman of the Industrial Develo])ment ('ommitlcc of the 
Illinois Chamber of Commerce. My attempt in tliose ])osi- 
tions has been to carry out the purposes I outlined in this 
particular policy, and I wdll not go into further detail on 
that unless the Commission desires me to do so. 

In line with that policy, liowevcr, wc liavo madi* an at¬ 
tempt to secure some increased circulation in the towns 
and cities of the state. Not to a very large degree, but 
sufficiently so that some of the business men or men who 
are most influential in controlling public opinion in tlie 
cities and towns in our territory might, if possible, be 
1572 added to our list and read our paper. 

We have added to the editorial ])olicy of the 
Prairie Fanner a line of work which I might classify as 
middle-western culture and history, with ])(‘i-liap< lunpliasis 
on the history, and in line with that policy we have made 
rather exhaustive studies of the history of the middle west, 
and published a good deal of material along that line. W(* 
have visited most of what might be known as the beautv 
spots of the middle west and rather exhaustively covered 
that subject. We have gone to some extent into the art 
and literature of our territory and covered considerable 
material on that. 

I should, of course, mention a'^ a regular par! of f>ur 
policy, the news. Our paper is published weekly, published 
on a fast press, and we are able to give as good ser\dce as 
a weekly paper can give. I do not mean by ‘‘news” that we 
attempt in any way to give the kind of news that the daily 
papers give, but, as I think the Commission knows, the 
daily newspapers do not very largely cover farm news. 
Consequently we have maintained a large staff and invested 
a good deal of money in creating facilities for the ac- 
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cumulation of farm news, and that has been! one of our 
important features. i 

In addition to that we have tjuite a number of what may 
be called special projects, extra editorial projects, that we 
have carried on partly because we have felt [that during 
this depressed condition of agriculture one of the most im¬ 
portant things was to improve the morale of farmers. 

One of the things tluit we have dond along that 

1573 line has been our ^^laster Farmer project, which we 
started in 1925. That movement grew oiit of a feel¬ 
ing on our part that the nation as a whole has! been tardy 
in recognition of accomplishment on the farnj. That we 
have accorded honor to scientists, to statesman, military 
and naval men, professional men, but that very ilittle public 
recognition lias been given to outstanding acliilevement on 
the farm. In order that we might perha])s help to remedy 
that condition, we worked out, in cooperationl or in con¬ 
sultation with the University of Illinois a rather definite 
plan for selecting and judging outstanding farm and com¬ 
munity accomplishment, and adopted the policy that year 
of awarding medals and giving public recognition at a 
rather large banquet given in the city of Chicago to a 
limited number of these outstanding farmers, i Since that 

^ I 

time we have made these awards to 70 men in our territory. 

At our first banquet in 1925 being held during the In¬ 
ternational Live Stock Show there were quite ai number of 
other farm paper editors and publishers presenjt. A num¬ 
ber of them ask(*(l if they could cooyieratc* in (‘xteuding this 
plan. That was done. Until last year Mastler Farmer 
awards were made by various farm papers in 21| states, the 
total number of ^Master Farmers 1 think being!329. 

5Ve felt that there is no greater morale bikilder than 
sports. That sports are the great safety va;lve of the 
American people. In 1924 we adopted an ide^i borrowed 
with llie consent of that publi('a1 ion- an id(*a lljal was (!(>- 
velo])ed by Ilcmry Wallace, editor of allaf'(‘ h^armer, 

1574 for holding a corn husking con1(‘<1, husking out in ilu^ 
field as we husk in the middle west, under definite 

rules, which made it a definite sporting event. I Since that 
time that idea has been adopted by the farm papers in the 
seven leading corn-belt states. Tuesday of this iweek I re¬ 
ceived telegraphic word since I came to this city that the

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National Corn Hnskinp: contest v.;is held under our super¬ 
vision in Benton County, Indiana, attended by ‘20,000 
peo])le, 14 wimiers, 2 high men in each of these seven states, 
com])eting for iiational honors. 

T sim])ly m«-ntinn tliat as an indication of the way in 
which this distinctive farm sport has developed and grown, 
and it has come to occu]\v a very large part in the lives of 
our people in tlie middle west, as you can judge by the large 
attendance. 


Another sy'jecial I'roject tliat we have been working on 
for the last two or three* v(*ars lias been an anti-stealini? 
campaign. T]n‘re has he(‘n. due to the development of liard 
T’oa ls and automohih*s, a t iMunendous loss from stealing in 
the country. Kecoi'ds which we* com])iled very carefully 
she)wed tliat two years ago that loss in jieiultry stealing 
alone amounted to one* anel a half million dollars in Illinois, 
and a n.illion dollars in Indiana. We weirked e)ut some very 
elefinite ])lans. which 1 will not go into, for the supyiression 
of stealing, including organization, and we cooperated very 
closely in this with th«* Illinois Bank(*r< .\ssociation and 
organization of farm guards in the various counties. In 
order to stimulate that movc'mont we initiated it by offer¬ 
ing re*wards for the* i*a.])ture and conviction of thie‘ves 
1575 ste‘aling from our re*ade*rs. and since that time in a 
perioel of a little ove*r two years we have paid $13,- 
025 in rewards. 


This pi'ojcct ;dso has Ik an ada])1cd by (»tliar farm ]»ap<*rs. 
We have given them our plans freely, and it is now being 
conducted by farm pa.peu's in I think about a dozen of the 
states in tlie Union. Perhaiis somewhat more than that. 

And that h*ads pu* to ouc nio’*.* pe>iiit that I want to inake 
on editorial policy, and that is this. Faimi ])a])e‘rs as a rule 
are a good deal like farmers: they pass their ideas around 
rather freely. Our own ])olicy always lias been to coop¬ 
erate as closi‘ly as possible with otla-r farm publications, 
believing that by so doing all of us could best serve our 
rural constituents. 

Now a word as to the editorial staff of Prairie Farmer. 
We have ten regular peoyile on our editorial staff. Most 
of them doing a good deal of travelling over our territorv 
collecting farm information and farm news. In order to 
facilitate this work last S])ring we added an airplane as 
part of our regular equipment. This year our staff mem- 
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bers have travelled 19,000 miles by airplane, ai^proximately 
75,000 by automobile, and 40,000 miles by rail pi tlie course 
of their editorial duties. | 

Their work is supplemented l>y about lo5 lofal crop cor¬ 
respondents. These people are farmers for th|e most part. 
A few of them are country bankers. Tliey a|re not paid. 
They are men wlio have volunteered to assist us bv stand- 
ing ready at any time to gi\'(‘ us reports by post card or 
letter or telegraph as to croj) conditions, or inews of an 
emergency nature, such as liog cholei*a o^* corn borer 

1576 or anything of that kind, in case* we wish to make a 
general, wide surv(\v ([uickly of our territory, or get

The Witness (resuming): Tlie Prairie Fainner lias never 
printe<l any a])])eals for aid in tliis h(*ariug.| We liave 
never printed any statements in the Prairi(‘ IFarmer re¬ 
garding the ruling of the Commission or the lj(‘arings be¬ 
fore the Commission, and have made no iXMjuysts in our 
pa]K'r for letters oi- telegrams or anything of that sort. 

The Witness (resuming): d'he Ib'airie Farmer is a mem¬ 
ber of a rather closely working organization of farm pa¬ 
pers known as the Standard Farm Papei's. [Phis group 
was made up of ten farm papei-s, but witliin the last two 
years the five state jiapers belonging to Seiiafor Capper 
have come in, which now makes a total of fifteen jiapers. 
The group was brought togetlier first for business reasons 
in connection witli the newsgathering facilities.! Then the 
editors of tlie pap(‘rs organized. We hav(‘ reij;’ular me(‘t- 
ings about four times a year at which we discuss editorial 
policies, e.\chang(‘ ideas, and formulate plans.: The ser¬ 
vices of this gi‘oup of papers with a total of about <S0 ed¬ 
itors and a total circulation of about M,0()0,0f’)0, will of 
course be availalile to WLS for the collection of news and 
information which the Prairie Farmer itself njiay not be 
able to supply. i 

The Prairie Farmer is also a member of thej American 
Agri(*ultural Editors Association. 'Phis Association 

1577 has about sixty farm ])apers. Althouglii this last 
named association has not had a meeting since we 

took the operation of WLS, its President, Mr. €. A. Cobb 
of Atlanta, Georgia, has informed me that the! American 
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Agricultural Editors Association v.*ill be glad to cooperate 
with us fullv. 

I am endeavoring to outline the facilities that the Prairie 
Farmer is able ‘to add to those of Radio Station WLS. 
It is the policy and intention of the Prairie Farmer to con¬ 
tinue the service to agriculture heretofore rendered throuirh 
Station WLS. 

We have a very high regard for the work which WLS 
has done under tlie management of Sears, Roebuck & Com¬ 
pany, and it was that regard which ])rompted ns to con¬ 
tinue Mr. Bill in the manaa'oment of the station. I under- 
stand Sears, Roebuck ic Company desired to keep Mr. Bill 
for some radio work that they are doing over various other 
stations, but we insisted that he should continue with Radio 

Station WLS. We not onlv took over Mr. Bill based on 

« 

the work that had been done in the past, but practically 
the entir(‘ station's staff. We appreciate the work the 
station has done luM’tUofore, and we ho])e that the addi¬ 
tion of our facilities may increas(‘ its (dfectiveiu‘ss in the 
future. 

It is my oj)inion that {)ublic interest, convenience and 
necessitv will be served bv granting to WLS a cleared 
channel on full tinie. 1 would ])ut (unphasis on the “neces¬ 
sitv." I am thinking of the things from various angles 
which might be done under various contingencies and vari¬ 
ous developments. I cannot conceive of the ])ossi- 

1578 bilitv of this or aiiv otiier station rendering the kind 

% • 

of farm service that we have in mind that has been 
done to a large degree and that ought to be increased in the 
future, without the continuous command of the air, because 
farm emergencies are no respecters of time—Mr. Stannard 
has testitied here as to some of these emergencies—these 
emergencies are often of such a nature that time is the 
essence. 

Then there are the big farm meetings, state fairs, stock 
shows and all that sort of thing which come at irregular 
times, and if they are to be adequately handled by radio 
necessitates a command of the entire time or as much 
thereof as mav be needed during anv 24 hours. 


Cross examination by Mr. Provine: 

I have been connected with the Prairie Farmer since 
June the first, 1911, and became the editor of the paper 
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at that time. There arc a great many other good reliable 
farm papers published in the United States, hut it is en¬ 
tirely problematical whether this additional radio service 
will be a distinct advantage to the Prairie Fairmer. That 
is not the purpose that led us into this enterprise. 

As to the possibility or probability of its increasing our 
circulation, I would like to answer that question with this 
map. This is a map of La Salle County, Illinqis. In that 
county there are 4,135 farms and in that coupty we have 
about 4100 subscribers to our paper. That illustrates my 
point. I attempted to show in my direct testimony that 
our circulation in this territory has practically reached 
the saturation point as far as the farmers are con- 

1579 cerned. Expansion of our territory is not likely be¬ 
cause of the fact that the outlving terrltorv is now 

covered by other standard farm papers with which we are 
not in competition for circulation, and with \yhich we do 
not wish to enter into competi-on for circulation. Our 
arrangements with them are such as to make that undesir¬ 
able. Therefore, in our judgment about the only aid that 
could come from this radio station would be the possible 
increased circulation which we might get in th^ towns and 
villa 2 :es of our territorv, but if we were thusi able to in- 
crease our circulation it would only help to increase the 
value of the service which we contemplate and help to bring 
about a mutual understanding of the people in the cities 
and in the countrv. I 

As to the radio assisting us to hold our present circula¬ 
tion, permit me to say that we have never had ahy difficulty 
in holding our circulation. 

Mr. Adsit (attorney for WLS): We would like to incor¬ 
porate into the record, by reference, the order pf the Com¬ 
mission approving the transfer of Station WLS from Sears, 
Roebuck & Company to the Agricultural Broadcasting Com¬ 
pany. We have been unable to get a copy of it| so far. 
Commissioner Svkes: I am informed that thd minutes of

Mr. Adsit: I would also like to incorporate intb the record,

Edgar L. Bill, a witness ])rcviously sworn in behalf of 
AVLS, was recalled and testified as follows: 

I have examined the affidavit which was offered and 
marked WENR Exhibit No. 86. As to the accuracy of that 
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affidavit I would like to say that on Tuesday, ■ September 
the 18th, the exhibit does not show a period itom 5:30 to 
6 p. m. which was broadcast and has been a regular feature 
of our station for the last year. On Exhibit i 3 which is 
attached to this affidavit and is supposed to be an outline 
of the schedule for Wednesday, September the 19th, this 
Exhibit 3 does not show the period from 5:30 to 6 o’clock 
in the evening which time WLS does broadcasting regu¬ 
larly. I 

Exhibit 4 thereof covering Thursday, September the 20th, 
shows that WLS broadcasted from 3 to 3:45. | This time 
was actuallv broadcast bv WCBD at Zion ICitv. Mr. 
Thomas who was on the stand this morning stated that 
thev broadcast regularlv at that time. This shows the in- 
accuracv of the exhibit. 

ir)82 This same exhibit 4 shows that we didj not broad¬ 
cast from 5:30 to 6 o’clock on Thursady,|September 
the 20th. This is incorrect. We broadcast everV day from 
5:30 to 6 p. m. I 

On Exhibit 5, which is the schedule for Fridaly, Septem¬ 
ber the 21st, it likewise fails to show our broadcast from 
5:30 to 6 p. m. I 

PLxhibit 1 mentions ^‘Aunt Mary” as a WLS program at 
10:40 a. m. WLS has never had a feature iiarned ‘‘Aunt 
Mary.” | 

hixhibit 2 mentions Aunt ^linnie Mary at 10:4$, and Jack 
and Jerrv at 1 p. m. WLS has never broadcast abv of those 
names. 


'Phis entire exhibit fails to mention the kind of time, 
whether it was Central, Daylight Saving, or| Standard 
'Pime. It makes a diirerence. The farm j)rbgrams of 
WLS are always broadcast on Standard Time, which would 
show 1 o’clock on this schedule. One o’clock Chicago time, 
Daylight Saving Time, is 12 o’clock on the farm. 

1 would like to read into the record the schedul^e of WLS. 
It will show that it has been necessarv to cut oifjseveral of 
our programs because we had to divide time with WENR. 
I will put it in as an exhibit to save reading it if lyou so de¬ 
sire. I 


(It was offered and received in evidence arid marked 
WLS Exhibit 1 as of November 17, 1928.) j 
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The Witness (resuming): Ther** was one feature that I 

inadvertentlv omitted in mv testimony vesterdav.

‘'Scrap Book" pro<:i-;im. 'Diis wns tin' reading of 
little poems, human interest thiims, and so forth, sent in hy 
our listeners. Sev(*]-al months aftrr w(‘ had initialed this 
program our listeners Ix'gan to ask for copi(‘s of the “Sera]) 
Book.” At the! request of our listeners we published that 
“Scrap Book.” We made no endeavor to sell it—we sold 
the first ten thousand and then printed an additional ten 
thousand and then another ten thousand. We sold a total 
of 45,000 of those Scrap Books. I think this shows very 
definitely a listening audienee to a 10-minute |)eriod pro¬ 
gram. 


Cross-examination bv Mr. Provine:

I know positively that we have had a regular 
feature at 5:30 to 6 o'clo(*k for a period of a year. 

Mr. Wing: T wish to make a statement about this affi¬ 
davit exhibit which was discussed by Mr. Bill. As is stated 
in the affidavit the person was asked to listen continuously 
from 8:55 to 6 p, m. on the days stated in the affidavit. ?>he 
made a record of the programs. T do not wish to question 
Mr. Bill's integrity, neither do T wish to question the affi¬ 
davit. This is the result we got. That is all I can say 
about it.

It is stipulated and agreed that in printing the record in 
the above-entitled ease, in.slead of urinling the testimonv 
and exhi])its in full, the following statement I of evidence 
may be printed in lieu of said testimony and e^dhibits. 

J. H. Depew was calh'd as a witness on behalf of Station 
AVCBD, and having been first duly sworn, testified, in sub¬ 
stance, as follows: 

I 

“My name is J. H. Depew, I am Manager and Announcer 
of Station WCBD, Zion, Illinois. T have beeni so engaged 
for five and a half years, since the beginning of I our work. 

In the winter of 1923, early, we became intetested in the 
q nest ion of T-adio, which was then in its infancy as we now 
miderstand radio telephony. It was just comiijg before the 
public, and we became interested like others. iMr. Voliva, 
(he own(*r of Station WCBD, made iiKjiiii'y, ajid Mr. Fan- 
stcel, of North Chicago, suggested to one of opr men that 
we slionld install a radio station. | 

We proceeded to get in touch with the Wesfern Electric*, 
officials, and on the 12th day of March, 1923, a conti*act was 
signed for a oOO-watt station. That was installed and we 
went on the air with that station, with our fiifst program, 
late in iMay. The opening program w 
1587 June 22nd, 1923, the station being licen

At this point the witness produced the original license 
of the station, which was marked ‘‘WCBD Exhibit 1,” and 
was introduced in evidence without objectionj as included 
in this printed record under the heading of “fexhibits.” 

M":-. Depew continued his testimony, in substance, as fol¬ 
lows : j 

“After broadcasting one year, approximately, we be¬ 
came interested in higher power. We attended the confer-

ence, Mr. Thomas and I, as reprc ^entatives of our station, 
the Radio Conference at Washington; and there seemed to 
be a considerable amount of prejudice, without much 
foundation against so-called high power, 5,000 watts. I saw 
Mr. Hoover—Mr. Thomas and I <]id—in his oriice and 
talked with other officials who were on the floor of the Con¬ 
ference, and we wer(‘ evcnitnally g]-ant(*d a license to ])r<)a(l- 
cast on a higher power, beginning with 1,000 watts and 
})rogressing by stages to .'),()0() watts. Tlie license for .'>,000 
watts I believe was granted in August, 1925. 

We were peculiarly situated and fortunately situated to 
begin broadcasting with a well trained and well equipped 
organization. For many years Mr. Voliva had maintained, 
for the entertainment of our people and for work through¬ 
out the country in his travels and in his possible work, a 
large body of singers and players, and we were fortunate, 
as I say, and went into the broadcasting game with well 
equipped talent. 

Needless to sav that talent has continued witli ns 

» 

1588 and has improved in quality and in numbers. 

In March, lf)25, we installed tlie best transmitter- 
the Western Electric Company had. That transmitter was 
clearly stated to be equipped for the ranges of 300 to 600 
meters. 

We have availed ourselves of such improvements as the 
Western Electric Company have developed, and I may say 
that contractual arrangements liave been entered into for 
bringing the set up to dat(' in every respect by installing a 
crystal control panel and otlur- i-efinements tliat will im¬ 
prove it, as well as the laboratory engineers can do it." 

“Q. Is there any ])articular efficiency which results, in 
your opinion, from the location nf your iu’oadcasting sta¬ 
tion? A. There is. We are fortunately situated in open 
country. In fact, it is commonplace talk that we have about 
the best ^get-away' of any station in the fourth zone. 

What do you mean by ‘get-away’? A. We are sit¬ 
uated in a 200-acre reserve on the Temple site, on a 10-acre 
reservation owmed lyv Mi*. Voliva; so tliat we are in tlie 
center, as I say, of a 200-acr(' reservation known as Shiloh 
Park. There are no steel buildings or any absorption, and 
we get the full benefit of our power and equipment, and no 
loss. 
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‘‘Q. What studio arrangements have you mad^, and have 
you made any improvements in your studio arrange- 
1589 ments at Zion, and, if so, what? A. A biiilding was 
erected costing $55,000, a brick building, d^ne in Mis¬ 
sion style, contiguous to Shiloh tabernacle, wjhich seats 
4,000 people. The tabernacle itself was greatly! improved 
and an announcer’s booth installed in it. A large studio 
was constructed inside the tabernacle and conditioned for 
broadcasting. 

The tabernacle itself was conditioned at great cost for 
broadcasting. The radio building and studio-|-tlie main 
studio, I would say— was erected at a total cost of $160,000. 
That is the plant, including the towers. i 

“Q. Does that include anything for cost of operationf 
A. Oh, no. 

‘‘Q. Is your figure just your investment for physical 
equipment? A. Just the ])liysical equipment, i^ot includ¬ 
ing the cost of the studios in the tabernacle nor |the taber¬ 
nacle cost itself.” I 


“Q. Have you an organ in your eciuipment, and, if so, 
what is it? A. The Shiloh Tabernacle organ |was built 
several years ago at a cost of about $30,000, and rebuilt for 
broadcasting within the past two or three yeqrs, at an 
additional cost of $12,500. It is one of the largest 
1590 church organs in the world.” | 

The witness, J. H. DePew, continued his testimony, in 
substance, as follows: | 

“The policy of the station has been to maintain a high 
class quality and character of program from thd very be¬ 
ginning. The policy of the station is Mr. Voliv^’s policy. 
It has been followed out carefully by both Mr. Thjomas, the 
program director, and myself. We broadcast' in what 
might be termed a limited field. We do not broadcast pop- 
ular music, but we give the classics and folk song$ and old- 
time favorites and the higher class of music enjoved by the 
middle stratum of our population, particularly^, and of 
course by all classes.” 

“Q. I wish you would tell us very briefly what I has been 
the history of your relations with the authorities which 
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have from time to time been super\ isiiig the radio situation 
in this country. A. After we began broadcasting in 1923, 
in .May, we were checked, 1 think, two or three times by the 
supervisor's office in Chicago. We received one notice 
from the Bureau of Standards that we were otf one or two 
kilocvcles, which at that time was not considered verv 
grave; but since: that time we have had no communication 
of any sort from any government authority relative to not 
having broadcast on our frequency. We liave given par¬ 
ticular attention to that and we follow it up to see that it 
is done. 

“Q. You will'recall that there was a situation which 
came up a couple of years ago in the radio 
1591 world which had stations more or less upset as to 
wave lengths. Will you please tell us what that was, 
verv briefiv, because I think the Commission is thoroughly 
familiar with it: but what was the situation of vour station.^

A. I do not know just what you mean. 

“Q. 1 mean, the time when the adverse decision or opin¬ 
ion was obtained from the Acting Attorney General saying 
tliat the Secretary of (''ommerce had no authority to estab¬ 


lish wave lengths. Do you recall what happened in tlie city 
of Chicago about that time? A. Oh, yes. There was con¬ 
siderable jumping and some pirating of wave lengths; but 
immediately I gave our chief operator and his assistant 
strict orders that they were to pay even more careful atten¬ 
tion to their frequency and watch very closely, as I did not 
know what the outcome might be, and I did not want any¬ 
thing adverse to get onto anv record regarding the station 
with which I had to do. 

“Q. Has your station operated continuously from the 
time it first went on the air? And by ‘continuously’ I 
mean in the sense of maintaining a continuous program 
every week. A. It has. I do not know, in fact, that we 
have been off perhaps more than one program when we in¬ 
stalled our new equipment. I think we lost only one pro¬ 
gram, or two, perhaps. We have broadcast without inter¬ 
ruption and we have had no mechanical difficulties that 
have put us off the air more than a very few minutes 
1592 at a time, or a very short time, at least. 

“Q. Are you able to state the hours each week 
that this station has broadcast? A. Yes, sir. 
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‘^Q. Will you please so? A. The numberlof hours is 
1‘ourteen and a hall*. We broadcast t'roin 9 o’clock Sunday 
morning* to 10: 4”) the Sunday school, or what we! term Bible 
Schoo-. That is i)receded by a lialt' hour of orchestra mu¬ 
sic from 9 to 9: MU. At 2: 30 there is another half hour of 
music by the Shiloh Tabernacle organ or Zion Band. Zion 
Band numbers btJ jjieces, and they alternate from Sunday 
to Sunday throughout the year without any interruption. 

The service beginning at 2: ‘>0 continues untill—well, our 
schedule calls for (J o'clock. We sometimes sign off a little 
earlier, but we always get off the air at 6 o’clock for WLS 
who come on then with lh<*ir Little Brown Cht^rch in the 
Vale. I 

Sunday night at S o'clock wo h(‘gin a sacred ])rogram 
running until 10:30. Tuesday night another program of 
the same length, S to 10:30; and on Wednesday, at noon, 
an organ concert of half an hour. The time has varied 
from 11 : 30 to 2 o'clock owing to tlu^ desirabilitv of WLS

getting out some fai*m programs. We have b^on shifted 
around a good deal on that, by our own consent, however, 
in order to accommodate them. I 

On Thursday afternoon w<* have another service in the 
studio, 2: 30 to 3: 45. Thursday night a program of 
1593 two and a hair hours from 8 to 10: 30; the whole con¬ 
stituting 12VL' hours each week. We havje followed 
that schedule almost during the whole of our broadcasting 

life. I 

“Q. Is the allocation under which you are now! operating 
or which has now been assigned to you the same as the first 
allocation which was made under this new scheihe? A. If 
I may answer that a moment later, I would like do supple¬ 
ment mv statement. i 

“Q. Go right ahead. A. We have had at times special 
services, such as Thanksgiving morning, for an hpur or two 
hours; and what we term the Watch Night Meetmg, some¬ 
times running all night—of later years only until| midnight. 
Then of course we broadcast special music. I 

“Q. When does that take place? A. December 31 to 

January 1st. I 

“Q. That is New Year’s Eve? A. Yes, sir. | Then we 
have special Christmas carol singing and other special pro-

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grams which would not raise IIk' total number of hours 
appreciably for the whole year. 

“Q. Getting back to the other question, let me ask it in 
this way. When the first announcement was made of the 
reallocation to stations of wave lengths, what provision was 
made for your station? A. In the general allocation effec¬ 
tive November 11—I believe it came out September 

1594 8, if I recall—we were allocated to the 1,160 kilocycle 
frequency and given one-seventh evening time and 

directed to share time with three other stations, KTXT 
of Muscatine, lOwa, WOW of Fort Wayne, Indiana, and 
WMBI of Chicago. 

We accepted the assignment and proceeded to make our 
arrangements and time division with our neighbors, but 
had not made a great deal of progress, however, until on 
October 15 we received another telegram stating that we 
were reassigned to the 1,080 kilocycle frequency. 

“Q. Is this (indicating) the telegram? A. Yes, sir.

“Q. Can you tell us how many letters you ha\1e received, 
in a general wav? 1 do not want details. We have 
received the usual station mail every day of ourIbroadcast- 
ing life from various sections of the country, ])|articularly 
New England. Thev alwavs seem to get us dxceedinglv 
well; and the Middle West, of course; and Te^jUS gets us 
quite well. i 

“Q. Have vou not(‘d anv reaction of vour district and in 
the district you serve when it became known tha|t a change 
had been made in the allotment of time to yohr station? 
A. Yes. I 


1596 ‘‘Q. What has been that reaction as vou under- 

stand it? A. Unfavorable to the order- removing 
us’ from night time broadcasting. | 

“Q. By that you mean that there are people |who want 
you to continue broadcasting at night ? A. 41>^<^>bitely. 
They have not hesitated to say so in many protests and 
petitions and letters, by word of mouth, and ijii various 
wavs. 

“Q. Would you say a great number of people feel that 
way? A. A great number is a relative term. | A large 
number have said so—plenty. i 

‘‘Q. Can you give us any idea of the number | of letters 
you have received, or the sort of letters, or anything about 
them? I do not want to produce letters here; can you tell 
us the reaction you have got? A. We have received hun¬ 
dreds of letters up to the time we left home a | week ago 
Wednesday, protesting the action of the Fedehil Radio

people felt tliat they had been deprived of that right. 

“Q. AVliat is that certain need that your programs have 
met ? A. Oiir programs are of a uni(iue character hy reason 
of our organization. AVe have a choir of 300 to 400 singing 
regularly every week, and a band of oG pieces, a 
1597 junior band of 35, an orchestra of 45 pieces, and 
smaller ensembles, like the studio ensemble of 12 
members, and various smaller groups maintained at a high 
pitch so that they do good work; and the reaction has been 
favorable to them because people like the class of music 


given. 

“Q. Perhaps you did not quite grasp my question. AVhat 
I meant was, are there any particular classes of ])eo])le to 
whom your programs seem to appeal ? A. Well, yes. I have 
noted in the station mail that we get responses from a very 
desirable class of people, bankers, lawyers, merchants, con¬ 
tractors, and the better class of homes, as well as, of course, 
the ])Oor. 

‘‘Q. Have you ever heard from hospitals, shut-ins, and 
old people? A. Hospitals, of course; and there is always 
in the station mail profuse thanks for our work as it bene¬ 
fits those who are shut in, especially people in the homes, 
old people, aged, sick, cripples, and others. 

“Q. Your organization is in one sense a religious organi¬ 
zation, is it not? A. Yes. 

“Q. Are your programs akin or similar to the general 
programs which come from religious sources? A. I would 
not say so in the usual sense. For instance, we do not con¬ 
sider ourselves a hymn-singing station. We give the 
1598 higher class of music as well as singing hymns. I 
am speaking now, as music goes—the classics and 
music that ai)peals to ])eople that like something better than 
just a song, for instance. We can do that, as I say, because 
of our organization, and those having these matters in 
charge are trained musicians, like ^Ir. Thomas and his 
assistants. 

‘‘Q. Has any effort been made during the history of this 
broadcasting station to derive any profit from the station? 
A. Xo. 

‘‘Q. Have you ever sold any time for cash? A. Oh, no; 
never an hour or a minute.

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‘‘Q. Wliat time do yon need, Mr. Depe^v, ini your judg¬ 
ment, to properly carry on the activities of tour station 
along the lines which have been practiced for jthe last five 
and a half voars? AVhal is the minimum amohut of time,

ill your judgment, that would be necessary foy you to do 
that ? A. Five hours at night, and daytime njiaking up a 
total of 12 hours. I 

‘‘Q. Would you be satisfied with that amomit of time? 
A. We would; yes, sir. i 

“Q. Will you state once more what channel vou were on 
during the five auvl a half years your broadcast ? A. 870 
kilocycles frequency without interruption. 

1599 “Q. Is that the frequency we have heard mentioned 
so often during this hearing? A. Yes,| sir. 

“Q. Is that the frequency on which WEXK and WLS are 
now sharing time ? A. It is. i 

“Q. Since the order went into effect at 3 b’clock last 
Sunday morning, wliat broadcasting activitiesj have been 

carried on bv vour station? A. None at all. As L stated 

• * 

earlier in my testimony, this transmitter whibh we pur¬ 
chased four years ago would not go below tl4 3()0-meter 
wave band, so I immediately got in touch witli the super¬ 
visor, Mr. Hayes, at (hiicago, and told him the situation 
and told him also that ]^[r. Voliva had contractKl with the 
Western Electric people to install a crystal co|ntrol panel 
and make various other refinements because one jother panel 
has to be rebuilt in order to go below the 300-i|neter band, 
and we did not feel we could maintain our frequency and 
consequently did not wish to broadcast at all on that 
account. If we were to attempt it we woulii probably 
wabble too much. | 

“Q. Have you brought here with you letters kvhich have 
been received by your station? A. Yes; we hive several 

trunks full of letters. | 

1 

‘‘Mr. Guider: I suppose, if the Commission iplease, for 
the sake of the record 1 should make the proffer. 

I offer all the very large number of letters which 

1600 have been received, and anticipating tlie aj-tion of the 
chairman, will note an e.xception. That lis, we will 

offer them but will not go through tlie foimalitv of bring¬ 
ing them here and })utting them on the table. ; They are 
where we can reach them. 
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‘‘Commissioner Svkes: Letters not in the form of affida- 
vits will not be received as testimony. 

“Mr. Guider: And we note an exception. 

(Addressing the witness:) That is all sir." 

And on cross examination by Mr. Adsit, J. II. Depew 
further testified as follows: 

“Q. Just one question, Mr. I)e])ew, in stating your mini¬ 
mum requirements you stated five hours at night and twelve 
hours a day. You meant 5 hours per week at night and 12 
hours in the davtime during the week? A. A total of 12 
hours, both day and night, for the week, not 12 hours addi¬ 
tional—onlv 12 as a whole.-’ 

* 

And on redirect examination by Mr. Guider, the witness, 
J. H. Depew, further testified as follows: 

“Q. In other words, you mean seven daylight hours and 
five nighttime hours? A. Yes. 

“Mr. Adsit: In a week? 

“ The "Witness: Yes. 


“Bv Mr. Guider: 

“Q. In addition to the musical programs and religious 
programs which have gone out over your station, 
1601 have there been any other types of programs? 

A. Yes. There have been a great many educational 
readings, talks and things of that kind; talks on hygiene 
and citizenship and subjects of an educational nature calcu¬ 
lated to raise the morals of any one listening. The travel 
talks we have given were based of course on experience from 
travel in various foreign countries and throughout the 
United States, and we have made a special study of that. 
Judge Forby, who is present, gave one or two travel talks 
on the Holv Land, based on a visit last winter; and I mav 
add that in line with the policy of continuing these historical 
and educational travel talks I have booked passage for a 
four months' trip to Furo]>e, Asia and Africa, including 
visits to Persia and through .Mesopotamia, and it is our 
purpose to continue these travel talks that are of a higlily 
educational nature. 

I would like to add, sir, that the station has from time 
to time broadcast in connection with flood relief and the 
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hurricane in Florida and other causes in behalf of Chari¬ 
table Societies that were gathering funds for the purpose, 
and we also have signed otf for IVLS on several occasions 

i 

because, being rather isolated in our section, we had not the 
real facilities for carrying on a proper broadcasting for 
funds. Consequently we have yielded our timej on several 
occasions to IVLS for that purpose. i 

“Q. Mr. Dewey, something was said ajlittle while 

1602 ago by Mr. Butler, I believe, when he waslspeaking— 
or perhai^s it was somebody else speaking^about the 

question of sharing time with them and changing over pro¬ 
grams, and I think he remarked that the only why he could 
judge the future was on the performance in the past. Would 
it be your policy, if you wore permitted to continue to broad¬ 
cast on a shared wave length with WLS, to cooperate with 
that station in releasing your time at such tirpes as they 
wanted the air for some special event? A. Certainly. We 
have always done that, and there would be no; reason on 
earth for not continuing it, or ])erha})s improving it. 

Only last week, or week before, iMr. Bill called|me up and 
said that Mr. Butterworth was there and they hgd only ten 
minutes, and that was the last ten of our period—only a 
half hour period at that—that he had to go | on to the 
Chamber of Commerce and deliver an address aiid he had a 
message of considerable import to farmers, and 1 was asked 
if I would sign off. | 

I said, ‘It is very sudden, but I will, just as ^oon as the 
organist gets through with this number.^ | 

And we signed off with just the bare statement which 
we are required to make by the Commission. I 

We also signed off for the Dempsey-Tunney Iprize fight 
for WLS. AVe have signed off several times. I AVe never 
keep any record of it. They have special occiisions and 
they ask us to sign off, and we do. 

“Q. AAliy have you applied for this 

1603 wave length. Air. Depew? A. Because we 
on it. AA"e have worked on it for the five 

years we have been on the air, and the people khow where 
to find us and they like it and we like it, and it| is a good 
wave length, and we think we are entitled to it; |that is all. 

“Q. Suppose the Commission decided vou | were not 
entitled to it; would 3 ’ou be satisfied with any other wave

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A. AVe .would of course* abide the ruling of the 
Commission. I will say that. I do not see how we could 
be satisfied with anything* as low as the 34.3 meter wave

‘‘Q. Would you lie willing to cooperate with the Commis¬ 
sion by taking some other wave length that you may have 
this amount of time you said you wanted on the air; or 
are you in ])osition to answer that ? A. We have always 
cooperated witli the Commission and will continue to do so. 
But naturally we.do not feel like goinu- down to the end of 
the band where we cannot be found so (*asily. 


‘‘Q. Did you have any intention of making any appeal or 
protest to the Commission after you receiv(*d this first noti¬ 
fication that vou were to have one-seventh of vour time? 

* * 

A. Xo: we have made no protest by word of mouth or by 
letter or anything else. 

‘*Q. Were you going ahead to operate? A. We did go 
ahead and pre])are to oiierate. AVe did everything 
1G04 necessary to liring otn* e(piipment up to perfection. 

“Q. How necessary is it for vou to have some 
night time arrangement made for vou if this station is to 
continue operating? A. Well, it is a])solutely necessary if 
we are going to do any i*ffectivt‘ broadcasting. 1 look ut)on 
daytime broadcasting as merely the com]>lement to night 
time work; and we cannot be heard outside an elYective 


range of 130 miles, say, in the day time, and the people 
that like our kind of work would not get us. AVe have 
continually corres|)ondence from outlying states in the Mid¬ 
dle AVest and throughout the Atlantic seaboard, and there 
has been a tremendous wail gone u]) for fear they would 
lose the kind of })rograms we liave been broadcasting. AA"e 
feel tliat they are uniijue by reason of our set purpose to 
broadcast only such programs and by reason also of our 
organization. AV^* do not believe that organization can be 
duplicated anywhere in this country. There is not another 
choir anywhere numbering three hundred or more that 
broadcasts consistently in this country. AVe have a record 

of continuous work without anv break for all these vears.

1605 John D. Thomas was called as a witness on behalf 
of Station WCBD, having been duly swqrn, testified 
as follows: 


i i 


My name is John D. Thomas, and I am musical con¬ 
ductor of Zion Choir and director of all musicql organiza¬ 
tions of Zion; program director of WCBD Radio Broad¬ 
cast Station. 1 have been in music all my life, have studied 
extensively, hold a degree of ^lusic Bachelor, and have 
done quite a little com])osing. I have been iii charge of 
the musical organizations of Zion since the winter of 1903- 
]!)04.” 


“Q. Will vou tell us exactlv what vou have I done in the 
way of musical training and musical work at Zion, partic¬ 
ularly with reference to how that work has reflected itself 
in the programs wlii(*h have been sent out I over your 
station? A. We have made an effort to su'rround our 
young ])eople with good artistic environment iii the way of 
music and art and other such kindred subjecti^j to improve 
their mentalitv and lives, and amongst other activities has 
been the establishment of a conservatory wflich is sup¬ 
ported by public subscri])tion. We voluntarily tax our¬ 
selves with the support of the musical and I educational 
institutions. * 

I 

“Q. What do vou mean bv ‘ourselves’? A. I The citizen- 
ship of Zion and the members of the church. IWhich fund 
enables us to rent the necessarv buildings and engage the 
necessary teachers, and that puts the training absolutely 
free to all the people that desire musical training or train¬ 
ing in any of the art subjects. I 

1606 “At the present time, as well as for |the past ten 
years, we have from 850 to 1,000 pupils gnd students 
taking music instructions, expression, art, and qther kindred 
subjects entirely free of cost to themselves. This has en¬ 
abled a large number of persons, young peoplq and old, as 
well as children, to be well trained as soloists and members 
of ensembles for future work. | 

What musical organizations have vou in Zion? A. 
We have the senior choir which I conduct njiyself. This 
choir numbers 400. We have a junior choii* which is a 
feeder to the senior choir, of 150; a band of 160; a junior 

i 
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hand of an orchestra of 43 and a junior orchestra of 


All these musicians have been trained in our music 
department and are takin;^’ their places in the various 
musical oriranizations. 

Besides this there is a mandolin and guitar club of thirty 
pieces, a ladies' ehorus of 25, a ehorus of picked voices of 
18, and 25 vocal and instrumental quartettes. 

“(^). Twenty-five (luartettes, did you say' A. Twenty- 
five vocal and instrumental (piartettes; 24 trio and duet 
combinations, vocal and instrumental; 50 vocal soloists, 
ladies and gentlemen: 45 }>ianists; 25 instrumental soloists; 
35 readers, as well as special individuals ([ualified to give 
travel talks and lectures on all subjects that are of 
1607 interest to the advancement of the political and relig¬ 
ious and social advancement of people in general. 
How many of these people are availalhe to the pro¬ 
gram manager of the broadcasting station for use at that 
station.' A. All these peo])le: every ])erson who has taken 
])art in the programs of Station WCBO from its inception 
to the present day, are members of the church and residents 
of the city. 

This we claim to be absolutely unique, and there is not 
another such station in existence that has such a personnel 
of their own. They are all our own ])eople, all residents of 
Zion, all combined in the various ensembles, as well as in 
the solo work, available for all our programs. 

Do you sometimes take some of these musical organ-, 
izations out of Zion and give concerts elsewhere.' A. We 
do. 

“Q. d’ell us about it. A. We have been to Chicago sev¬ 
eral times and taken the choir with orchestra: the band at 
other times. We have i)een to Milwaukee several times: 
we have been to Indianapolis. We do that for the sake of 
the stimulus of music and to give work to the musical 
organizations and to sui)i)ort meetings that are being held 
in some cases. At other times, juirely a musical engage¬ 
ment. 


I might add, in connection with what 1 have just 
1608 said n\u*arding the readers and so forth, that we 
hav(‘ ({uite a f(‘W instruments that are interesting. 
AVe have there what we call celestial bells. 1 am pleased 
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to have been the designer of it. There is only one instru¬ 
ment of its kind in existence. AVe have had!many inquiries 
—‘Where can I buy that instrument V AVe have had to tell 
them that it cannot be bought, because there is only one, 
and we will not sell it. AVe have the vibraphone, and all 
such as that. Our organ is particularly Veil tuned and 
voiced for radio work. The microphones \ake the organ 
music very well, and we are proud of our organ broadcast. 
It is one of the largest oi-gans, and I am compelled to say 
that the price thereof is considerably ipore than was 

stated. The tigures are considerablv more than was given 

1 

by the other witness. It is one of the be^t and largest 
organs in this countly. It was the largest, but almost 
before we got through building it there were others that 
were larger in some res])ects; but it is one qf the finest in 
existence right now. as well as one of the largest. 

“Q. How long have you been program manager of the 
station? A. From the beginning, five and a half years ago. 

“Q. AVill you tell us, sir, briefly, as to an average week— 
let us know what the program is ! It is only l|2 or 14 hours, 
is it not? A. Yes. I have here a bunch of programs but 
I do not know whether the Commission would care 


1609 to have me read them. I can read or distribute them, 
or whatever you wish. i 

“Q. Let me make a suggestion, first. AATiat I am trying to 
show, now. Air. Thomas, is how your time pach week is 
divided up; that is, how much sermon, how rnuch religious 
service, liow much singing, how mucli marimbaj, and all that 
sort of thing. A. AVe begin the week on Sunday morning 


from 9 to 9.-MO with orchestra music only; from 9 to 10:45 
is the ordinary opening exercises, scripture reading, expo¬ 
sition of the Sunday school lesson and the closing exercises. 
That constitutes the Sunday school period which we call 


the Bible school. 


Then at 2:30 in the afternoon- j 

I 

“Q. Pardon me. 1 would like to have you tpll us as you 
go along how much music is in each of thes(i hours. In 
other words, take your 9:30 to 10:45. Is there any music 
in that hour and fifteen minutes? A. A"es; from 9 until 
9:30. That is all orchestra; and after our |prelude of 
orchestra music there will be a special number and two 
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hvmns broadcast diiriiii? the service and a livmn at the 
close. 

‘‘Q. AVlio siiiiis the hymns? A. Congregational singing. 

“Q. Is tlie choir in that hymn? A. No, sir. 

“Q. Are there any more orchestra numbers? A. The 
orchestra ]>]ays a postlude. Then in the afternoon the 
organ and ])aiid alternate for a half hour prelude 
1610 iH'fore the afternoon service, from 2:30 until 3— 
})ui-ely a musical ])rogram wliile the peo])le are gath¬ 
ering, and from 3 until 4 is the opening exercise of the 
service, and that consists generally of three numbers by 
the large choir, with orchestra acconii)animent at times and 
organ at other times, with very special musical numbers. 
Then the address by Mr. X'oliva or one of the otlicers 
whom he ai)points. 

“C>. About how long does he address you? A. About 
an hour or a little ovm*. It has been 6 o'clock, though in 
the last month or so it has been a little bit shorter. The 
servic(‘ is o])(‘ned and closed by processional and reces¬ 
sional, by n surpliced choir marching in and out. That is 
<iuite a musical feature as well as a sight—a robed choir of 
that number comitig in and out. You hear the music com¬ 
ing ami fading, and it is (luite interesting. The large choir 
sings at (‘Vi‘ry Sunday afternoon service. 

“(> How nianv voices did vou sav there were in that 

w • • * 

choir? A. There is in that chorus when they are all there, 
four hundred voici*s—in fact, more than that at times. Four 
hundrevl is the oni'ollment of the senior choir and 150 is 
the (‘Ui’ollment of tlu‘ junior choir. The children's choiuis 


also sings (juite freijuently. 

“(J. How about on Sunday evening? A. On Sunday 
evening we broadcast purely a sacred concert from 8 until 
10:30. Our musical forces are quite different, I might 
1611 say, very possibly in the broadcasting ]u*ogi-am, for 
the reason that at all of these programs we have 

tliese forces large and small at our command. Thev are 

* • 

glad to sing and play and are willing and glad to perform 
for the good they can do; and each of these night pro¬ 
grams, Sunday night, Tuesday and Thursday, we have in 
order these large musical organizations that I have just 
enumerated, one of the large ones in practically every 
broadcasting. 


I 
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‘‘Q. Just to make it rloar, altliougli perhaps you have 
already done so—these are not amateur organizations in 
anv sense of tlie word, are tliev.’ A. Xo, thev are not. 
The senior clioir, we will sav, has been in continuous 
rehearsing and ]Kn*formance since its organization in 1896, 
and it is onlv reasonable to l)elieve that thejv have been 
im])roving' right along; and even though I say it myself— 
there is no one here ])resent to say it, so T will have to put 
modesty aside—I am not afraid to place the chorus along¬ 
side of any chorus of its kiml and character, ^ind it is the 
largest chin'ch choiais that sings any place. iWe perform 
the largest work. I think it is all that would be necessary 
foi* you to know as to th(‘ scope of our work wljen I tell you 
that we perform Handch's Messiah, the Holy pity, and all 
such works as that. We ])erform them regularly. 


“Q. Mr. Thomas, I believe last night! before we 

adjourned you had covcimmI (juite thoroughly |the different 

oruanizations which exist in Zion, and vou had told us the 
*• • 1 

nunibei’ of ]HH)ph' in (xach of these Organizations 
Kill! which exist iii Zion, and you had told us the number 

of peo])ie ill each of these organizations; and you 
had given ns some idea of the musical range covered by 
them, and I think you had gotten about as| far as the 
Sundav night conccui. ^'ou told us about the Sundav morn- 
itig exei'cises, the Sunday aftinmoon exercises, and the 
Sundav night, which von said was a sacred concert. Now 
will you tell us briefly th(‘ usual pi’ogram thatlyou produce 
during tlu* rest of the week? A. The other itwo concerts 
that we give are given on dhiesday nights a^d Thursday 
nights from S until lOrdO, and these concerts are not 
sacred, though there are sacred numbers iinterspersed 
through each jirogram. ^IMiere probably never jhas been one 
program given without some sacred on it, and I would say 
that the possilile division would be one-third pr one-fourth 
sacred and the lialance in secular. The secular numbers 
cover from the works of the best and greatest masters—I 
am not going to stop and take time to enumerate them and 
name them; T am going to make it as short as I can, Mr. 
Chairman—the works of the heaviest character are given 
by the organizations, as well as the individuails. 
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Vi'e also realize that to give a proper and a good con¬ 
cert, vou must do as vou do at the dinine: room table, have 
a somewhat of a varied diet, and to give a concert of all 
heavy classical would not be well. Consequently we vary 
our x)rograms from the heaviest classical written to the 
simple folk song and the gospel hymn and the ballad 
1613 and the lighter concert numbers, to novelties, good 
novelties of various kinds, introducing various com¬ 
binations of instruments and voices and so forth, so that 
our ])rograms are, as far as we can possibly arrange it, 
and as we have been able to arrange it, varied, anti in 
them we have, I believe, given the public a varied diet 
which they enjoy and are entitled to. 

I would like right here to impress this one point. In the 
])ai*iance of radio there is a classification of radio stations 
known as (losi)el Hymn stations. Xow these stations 
would be cliieliv church stations. And thev have not the 
CMpiipmenl for anything much more than serving the lighter 
numbers and the hymns. Xow we have used gospel hymns, 
and we are going to use them. This is no aspersion what¬ 
ever upon the gospel hymn. But I do not wish it known 

that We are in anv wav classified or can be classified as a 

• * 

commonly called Gospel Hymn Station, for the reason that 
we cover the range of the heaviest music that is written, 
and we are oquipjDed to do so. 

I have given you the names of the composers whose 
works we give in single numbers as well as in duets, ora¬ 
torios and set works of various kinds. 

1 can also say there are no two programs alike. At every 
one of our ])rograms there is some large ensemble and 


may taper down from smaller ensembles to the solos. 
1614 Kacli program has a reading. Many of them have 
splendid travel talks, and they are not given from 
books, but they are given by persons who have been on 
the ground and have given their ])ersonal experience, and 
in that way I do not hesitate to say that we give a pro¬ 
gram which is different from any program anywhere, and 
our voluminous correspondence of tens of thousands of 


letters have all stated that our programs are different. 

And for that reason we claim that having an organiza¬ 
tion which has been able consistently to produce programs 
of this character, we feel and we wish the Commission to 
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realize tins, that the equipment such as we have—and you 
will see pictures of them a little later—all these organiza¬ 
tions are scrapped. Why are they scrapped? The rea¬ 
son is this: Take a choir of about four hundred voices; 
how can they perform in the day time! The^H can not do 
it. It is out of the question. A band of 60 pieces—how 
can they perform in the day time! They can|not. I can 
go down the entire list and none of those organizations can 
function. Thev are men and women that work I in the vari- 

m> I 

ous institutions and organizations, and for thal| reason are 
not available during the day. That I wish to; impress as 
heavy as I can possibly impress it, that in carilying out an 
order for daylight broadcasting only, all of theie organiza¬ 
tions are scrapped, and the only programs t^iat we can 
put on, if we maintain a day schedule cjnly, will be 
1615 the individuals such as women that remqin at home, 
married women, and a few of us that are putting 

full time into the music work. |

“By Mr. Guider: | 

I 

“Q. Mr. Thomas, you were talking when you started 
about the Tuesday and Thursday night programs. You 
have regularly broadcasted on Tuesday nights| have you! 
A. We have. I 

“Q. From what hour to what hour! A. Fi*om 8 until 
10:30. 

“Q. Now in your application for modificatiqn you have 
not requested that time, have you! A. Xo, sir^ We have 
taken this position. We realize that the Commission are 
hard pressed to settle this problem. We have been told 
in numerous letters—begged to go on every liight in the 
week. That is the opposite side of it. We have been im¬ 
plored to be on every night. And our organization is 
large enough to do it, gentlemen. We can go on every 
night as far as that is concerned. But we dq not desire 
to do it. We realize that the Commission is bird pressed 
to solve this problem, and instead of asking fqr more we 
are going to say right now that we are williiig to relin¬ 
quish one night. Xow this will balance us up by giving 
us one sacred program and one secular program, by hav¬ 
ing one Sunday and one week night. 
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Q. Xow have you broadcasted on AVediiesday noon in 
the past? A. Wednesday noon we have broadcast a half 
hour organ concert and would desire and do desire 

1616 to continue that period. 

“Q. It has been a standard feature, has it? A. It 

has been a standard feature for nearlv live vears. And 

• » 

it is a very tiopular feature. It is a dinner hour })rogram, 
and it is very much enjoyed, as all know, and in that of 
course we are able to use our large Tabernacle organ. 

“Q. Will you tell us a little bit about that organ ? A. Yes. 
That organ has over 5/)()0 ])ip(‘s in it. It has over 1,300 
miles of wiring. It has 236 registrations. It has live mo¬ 
tors. Five reservoirs—bellows, to use the common ex¬ 
pression. Four manual. All electric. An organ which a 
few years ago when it was liuilt it would be dillicult to lind 
an organ that would equal it in every detail. 

“Q. Xow the next item that you had any regular pro¬ 
gram was Tliursdav afternoon from 2:30 to 3:4."). Will 
you tell us what you did in that program ! A. In that pro¬ 
gram we had four! musical nnmbors and an address by one 
of the officers. 

“Q. What was the nature of tlu‘ musical nnml)ers! A. 
The musical numbers ai-c‘ all sa(*r(‘d, r(‘ligions. Q. Tliat is 

Tliursdav afternoon. It is a religious serviee.

“Q. Xow how about Thm-sday night, which is tlie re¬ 
maining time each we(*k that von bi-oadeast A. Thurs- 
dav night—1 can sav the same for that that I have 

1617 for Tuesdav night. It is a conec‘rt of classical and 
sacred, and what I said for the Tuesdav night I 

can sav for the Tliursdav night, 'fhev are the same char- 
acter and class of concerts. 

“Q. Xow, ?i[r. Thomas, does tliis eommnnity of Zion 
stand out at all in any sense* from a musical standpoint? 
I am referring now to the whole* e*onnnnnitv. A. 1 stateel 
last night that we eneleavor as far as we can to surr/yound 
our young people with tlie V(‘rv best possible e/nvironinent, 
and one way that we have to inter(‘st th(*ni aiul to keep their 
minds on gooel things, is te) surroniul the‘m with the pos¬ 
sibilities of obtaining the best ])ossible artistic environment 
and training in the better things of life. Xow as I stated, 
this controversy—and I have right lu‘re an annual pro¬ 
gram which gives a little idea of the number of t)upils that 
receive credentials and diplomas every year- 
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‘‘Mr. Guider: Just a moment. Let us present this in 
evidence.

1 think 
it is susceptible of a simple answer. Has the com- 

1618 munity any reputation as a musical center, I mean, 
does it stand out in anv wav, the wholejcommunitv 

now, as a center of music or musical training ! A. It surely 
does, for the reason that such a large numbei^ have been 
studying music. Consequently, to give some Ihnd of ade¬ 
quate expression to that which they have lear.| xl in their 
study it means a reputation, a musical reputa|ion and an 
enviable reputation. I 

“Q. Xow does the radio station play any ipart in that 
picture of expression of this musical feeling bn the part 
of the communitv? A. Tt does, because throiiiili the radio 
they find a means of expressing tliemselves,| having an 
audience, as it .. '••e, to entertain and fJie edify with their 
work, and it has ucen a tremendous stimulus i to our mu¬ 
sical work. I 

“Q. Mould you say from the standpoint !of the con¬ 
venience and interest of vour communitv, as distinguished 
from vour listeners, that it would be of such iconvenience 
and interest to be given an opiiortunity to cojitinue these 
broadcasts? A. I certainly would, and I have heard scores, 
yea, hundreds of expressions of sorrow that we are not at 
the present time functioning as we were. Aiid the hope 
that it will be in some manner adjusted so that our ac¬ 
tivities, musical activities, can go on. It would be a severe 
and a sad blow to us. I 

t 

“Q. Mell now, what is your wish? Just statejyour wish— 
I think you have covered it, but just in a few words 

1619 as to continuing to broadcast? In ordgr words, do 
you want to keep on broadcasting? Ai I certainly 
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do. I feel personally, and I am also in a position to speak 
for the musical forces tliat are iindt*!* my direction, that we 
all desire to < 2:0 on and continue. And whv? Tt is because 
we realize that we are fillinir a n(‘ed that is particular and 
peculiar. We do not, as you possibly all know, broadcast 
any popular music, 1 mean by that ultra popular, dance 
music or anvtliini>: of that kind. We aim to have every- 
thing of the highest possible character and that which is of 
an uplifting nature. As a result hos])itals, old ])eoj)le, shut- 
ins and such as that are linding gi'eat comfort and solace 
in listening to our })rograms. And we feel that we owe 
it to that character and class of ])eoi)le to continue our pro¬ 


grams. 

“Q. Well now, while you are s])eaking of the programs, 
let me ask you this question. Is the purpose of your pro¬ 
grams to make converts for your religion? A. Xo, sir, it 
is not, and I can add that while there have been but a very 
few, it is not the purpose to make converts nor to proselyte. 
We give the message and wherever and whatever it can 
do it remains to be the result of what we are doing, but 
we are not proselyters and we are giving it witliout thought 
of any returns of that character. 

“Q. I wish you would tell us what you have done as to 
the fostering of creative genius in music, that is, the 
1620 creative touch. If vou liave done anything along 
the lines of broadcasting compositions which were 
sponsored or built up by your own people? A. Yes, sir. 
I present here a t)rogram given November 4, 1926, two and 
a half hours in duration, consisting entirely of composi¬ 
tions of our musical stall. 


“Q. Now I wish, without going into detail as to the com¬ 
positions themselves, you would read from that program— 
I assume there will be no objection to it being presented 
in evidence in a moment—the nature of the different pieces. 
That is, the instruments by which they are played, or what 
sort of compositions they are. A. I will classify them. 
We find here five choruses, three vocal trios, four part 
songs, three string quartettes, two organ numbers, three 
violin solos, three piano solos, three male quartettes, two 
coronet solos, two vocal solos, two viola solos, and a read¬ 
ing.

“Q. And that you by all means wish to coiltinue your 
evening broadcast ? A. Yes. to the extent of .stating that 
all these organizations will be unable to function in any 
way, shape or manner unless we have outlet for evening 
concerts. | 

“Q. Xow -ill you just state what you have there in the 

way of sample programs—L do not mean to gq into detail 
as to them—but just state what they are, and j the sort of 
program they are, and we will introduce them lin evidence 
for the consideration of the Commission. A. Here is a band 
concert diversified bv vocal and string numbers. 

“Q. We -ill introduce these as a group. Xow wliat else 
have vou got ? A. Here is a choral concert, [wherein we 
performed the cantata ‘The Holy City’ by Gahl. 

Here is a re-dedicatory program of our organ after we 
spent $12,506—yes, it is closer to $15,000 when we are 
through with it—to condition it, voice it hud improve 

1622 it in every possible manner for our broadcasting. 

Here is a Grand Ensemble Concert whiph we every 
once in a while have, wherein we create a stagq setting of 
the ?'and. the orchestra ;ind tlu' ciioir and ])res([nt all these 
organizations in one grand ensemble concert.! That is a 
feature which comes every once in a while which we broad¬ 
cast, and the mail response to that is tremendous. We also

“The Witness: There is just one thing I would like to 
impress. We have the organization, as I think I have out-

At this point in the testimony of the witneiss, John D. 
Thomas, Tnited States Senator-elect Otis F. Glenn, from 
tlie State of Illinois, made a statement, the substance of 
which was as follows; | 

i 

“Senator Glenn: My name is Otis F. Gleiin. I am a 
resident of Murphysboro, Illinois, in a city ilocated 316 
miles south of Chicago. ! 

1 have been asked by representatives of AVFNR and I 
think also AVCBD, to make a statement here aboliit the radio 
situation in Illinois. | 

1 am not an expert about tiiis matter and (Jo not pose 
as being exceptionally well informed, but iiatui^ally I have 
some information about the situation. i 

First, 1 desire to say that 1 have been livipg in Lake 
Forest, Illinois, and educating my two daughters there, 
although a legal resident of Murolivslioi-o. Lake Forest 
is ill Lake County, about 2.") miles south of ^ion City, I 
judge. 1 have never seen Overseer Voliva un|til now, al¬ 
though 1 have been through Zion and am qipte familiar 
with the programs from that station. | 

I heard the statement made by the witness w|ho just left 
the stand that in his opinion if the order or tentative order 
of this Commission which he referred to is carried into 
effect it would practically scrap that station and its 

1625 organizations. In my judgment that would lie a veiy 
liad thing to do. 1 have listened to the I station, as 

1 have said, many times, and their programs aj’e different 
from any programs that 1 have heard over any other sta¬ 
tions in this, that they have none of the lightc^r forms of 
entertainment in the way of light jazz music, dance music, 
comedv and things of that character. At least Ilhave never 
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heard them. I have heard over that station much of pro¬ 
grams and features of education, travelogues, travel lec¬ 
tures, high class music, choral singing, and of course I 
think on Sundays, particularly wlien Oversee// Voliva has 
been in the countrv, the sermons or discourses from the 
Overseer. My understanding is that he has been absent 
from America for a number of months, at least 1 have 
not heard him for a long while. 

In this particular situation, when we have heard so much 
talk of religious tolerance and religious intohu'anci* I think 
it would be unwise to do anvthing wliich migli be looked 
upon as having been done in a s])irit of religious intoler¬ 
ance. As I have said before, I do not know much about the 
religion of that organization. I do know a lot about their 
politics, and T endorse them very heartily." 

The remainder of Senator-elect Glenn’s statement con¬ 
cerns station WENR. 

1G26 John D. Thomas resumed the stand as a witm*ss 
on behalf of Station WCBD, and on cross examina¬ 
tion by Mr. Provine, testified, in substance, as follows: 

“That the programs were divided, roughly, into one- 
third or one-fourth sacred music and the balance secular 
music. That the music was furnished bv members of the 
Zion community; that those ])oo])le earn their livelihood by 
working in the Zion industries; that their livelihood comes 
from the various institutions of the city, and that certain 
musicians who engage in the radio broadcasting activities 
of the station were on a full-time basis and were paid by the 
station, and that from six to ten people were engaged in 
such full time emjiloyment by the station, and that no out¬ 
side talent was employed by the station.” 

At this point J. H. DePew was recalled to the stand on 
behalf of Station WCBD, and having been previously 
duly sworn, testified, in substance, as follows: 

“Mr. DePew: My friends have informed me, if the Com¬ 
mission please, that an answer to a question that I gave 
may have conveyed to the Commissioners a wrong impres¬ 
sion. The question was relative to whether we would be 
satisfied with any other assignment. The burden of my re- 
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ply was that we would bo cooperative. I think 1 misunder¬ 
stood the question as it was in the Attorney’s Imind. We, 
of course, have filed for the 870 kilocycle frequency. We 
have been on that, as I said, for five and a half I years. We 
are known on it. We desire to remain on it, arid we would 
not be satisfied with any other assignment. I wish to 
lf)27 make il clear tliat we feel we are entitled fo this. We 
have pioneered on it. We have been ob it all the 
time. The people know where to find us, and we feel in a 
sens(‘ that wc are entitled to that wave length bv reason of 
the work we have done upon it. T did not wishito convey a 
misapprehension, and I wish by this statement to correct 
it, that we feel we could not be satisfied witl^ any other 
assignment. 

Mr. Ouider: May I ask one question. Have you in mind 
that this same wave length has been kept right lin the same 
localitv in making that statement? A. It has, yes. It has 
been assigned to the fourth zone, what is now the fourth

zone. ! 


‘'Q. Is that vour zone? A. Yes. I believe from the verv 
beginning KYW was on it for a 'while; we w’ere on it then, 
and then WLS joined us four and a half year^ ago. 

“Q. So that wave length is in your zone? A. Yes, it is 
in our zone, the fourth zone. | 

‘‘Mr. Guider: That is all." I 


Wilbur Glenn Voliva was called as a witnes|s on behalf 
f>f Station WCBD, and having been first duly S'wom, testi¬ 
fied, in substance, as follows: I 


“Q. Will you briefly state your views. You are the 
owner of the station, WC’BD, are you? A. Ye^, sir. 

“Q. And have been ever since the license which 
IGl’S was introduced y(‘sterday was issued? A. Yes, sir. 

“Q. That is for five and a half years?; A. Yes. 
“Q. Have you a statement that you 'want tri make with 
reference to your ownership and operation of tpat station? 
A. Yes, sir. | 

“Q. Will you please go on and tell the Commission in 
your own way what you want to say. I 


“Overseer Voliva: Honorable members of the Federal 
Radio Commission. 1 appreciate the privilege and honor 
of appearing before you. I am here first as a|n American 
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citizen always desirous of recognizing, respecting and obey¬ 
ing the law. And in the second ]>lace I am here as the 
owner of Zion l\adio Broadcasting Station, WCBD, and I 
feel it is my bounden duty, and I am here to discharge the 
same, to recognize you as the duly appointed and accredited 
representatives of the United States Government, which 
in its final analysis is the people who are sovereign. 

I ant very happy to come into this court with clean hands, 
for continuously during the period of live and a half years 
1 have coo])erated with the Government, obeying every 
rule and regulation, and I believe the facts will su])port the 
statement that I liave made a record which is as nearly per¬ 
fect as can be made within the range of human possibilities. 

T was born in Fountain Gounty, Indiana, on March 10, 
1870, tifty-six miles w(‘st of Indianapolis, on a farm, 
1629 and remained there until I was 19 years of age. 

During that period 1 attended the district school 
and the public scliool, and read law in niy father's office in 
('ovington, Indiana, and attended the courts in Indiana¬ 
polis, particularly the Third Superior Court. And also 
took an active part in politics. 

The time came when I reached the conclusion that the 
.statement of Horace Greely was true, that the lawyers at 

b(‘st were onlv a necessarv evil-

“Mr. Kelly: Shall we save exceptions now or later? 


“Overseer Voliva (continuing) : —and that politics could 
best be comjiared to a deck of cards wdiich the more you 
shutiled them the dirtier it got. 


I th(^n entered the ministry, and spent eight years in col¬ 
lege, finishing tlie classical course, receiving the degree of 
B. Th(‘oi()giraI courses i*ecei\iiig tin* degree of B. D., 
and also an amount of post graduate w’ork. 

1 served as pastor in Urbana, Illinois, the seat of the 
State I niversity,,and at Albany, New York, supplying also 
in New lork, and then in Chicago, and then in Cincinnati. 


and to Auckland, New' Zealand, and Sydney, Melbourne and 
Adelaide. Australia. 

In 1906 I was called by John Alexander Dowie to come 
to Zion City, and soon after that call I became the head of 
the Christian Catholic Apostolic Church in Zion for this 
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country, and for its operations throughout the world. 

1630 Til the latter part of 1922 I was first! broached on 
the subject of the radio. I wish to say to you gentle¬ 
men tliat T consider the radio the acme of huiiian discovery. 
I think as a channel for administering to all! the needs of 
humanity it is without a parallel. After investigation and 
listening to the appeal on the part of several individuals, 
some of whom are not inemliers of my organization, that 
I owed to humanity, having large resources in my hands, 
to establish a station which in a superlative! sense would 
supply the needs of humanity, morally, mentally and in a 
figurative sense, ]fiiysically, reaching the concflnsion that I 

was ii!id(*r obligation to do this for hiimanitvj 1 authorized 

*1 

my officials to proceed to juirchase a o.OOO-wijtt set: and I 
also O. T\ VI the erection of a building costing approximately 
$60,000. This station was duly installed and T issued a 
manifesto to my subordinates of the kind of programs, em- 
]:)hasizing that they must be of the highest tjype, with no 
variation, and that under no circumstances should any oc¬ 
casion be given for the most highly educated,! cultured, re¬ 
fined people to find fault that there was any Ihck of dignity 
or culture or refinement. This policy, inauguiTated in May, 
1923, has been rigidlv followed. 

I may say, on expenditures for station equipment itself, 
I hav(‘ s])ent .$2.■).■),000. On other equipment, apide from the 
machinery, T have spent $36,915. To date, Operating ex¬ 
penses, $106,346. The cost of training from its incipiency 
the staff which has given the programs for five years 

1631 and a half has been $480,437. In the i4Yj years of 

this period preceding the time that they were trans¬ 
ferred entirely to the radio station I spent $382,667; and 
in special training in the conserv’atories of Chicago where 
1 pav as much as $11 an hour for lessons the! sum of $98,- 
070. ’ I 

By way of recapitulation, the cost of plan^ equipment, 
operating expenses, and the cost of training! this stafiP of 
nearly 700, T have spent $878,998, or almost $1,000,000. 

I wish to emphasize to your honors that the founding of 
this station was purely altruistic. I knew, hs a business 
man of many years’ experience, that financiklly it would 
be all outgo and no income. Time has proven Ithat position 
to be 100 per cent correct. 


I 
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I did believe, however, tliat in doing this service for 
humanity there would be a reward more precious than gold, 
in the sincere appreciation of hundreds of thousands of 
people; and my expectations in tlial respect have been more 
than fulfilled. Iti fact, the response is far beyond my 
brightest hopes. 




Bv Mr. Felsenthal: 


“Q. Overseer, wlien you say the response, you mean that 
you have received letters and telegrams? A. Tens of thou¬ 
sands. 

“Q. The Commission miuht not know what vou meant bv 
that. Will you enlarge on that a bit? A. T said the reward 
was the appreciation of tens of thousands of people 
who ha\’(‘ been sei’V(‘(l a!nl beiuMll/< m 1 by the scu’vicc 
rend(‘red by this station. 

“As to how I know that: from tens of thousands of let¬ 
ters from every State in the United States and from sev¬ 
eral foreign lands: and during the live and a half vears 
we have had at that station, at a conservative tigure—and 
I tliink the registration book will show 200,000 or more 
visitors, registering 22,000 visitors at that station in eleven 

weeks. So that from manv of those bv word of mouth. 

• • 

1 will not, your Honors, exaggerate any phases of this 
station, or work. Xeither will I under any circumstances 
utter a word disparaging to any other radio station that 
is before the public. I will confine myself to ])ositiv(‘ lines. 

I was the first minister in the United States to build 
and operate a broadcasting station. 1 make that state¬ 
ment to the best of mv knowledge. I was the first minister 
to broadcast sacred iirograms, consistently, with the ex¬ 
ception of a few sermons over KDKA, Pittsburgh, I was 
the first minister to broadcast sermons. And th(‘ records 
will show that I have broadcast more addresses, orations, 
than any other minister in the United States, and that T 
have spent more time in travel talks based upon my own 
travels and upon my own study of foreign countries. 

I claim that radio station AVCBD is unupie. AVhen T 
was first put on the air 1 was approac'hed by several ask¬ 
ing me if I would also cover the agricultural field. 
1633 At that time I had a very large agricultural organ¬ 
ization: an agricultural departnumt and a college. 
I personally superintended the farming of 300 acres, stock 
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raising, and also one experimental farm of 120 acres; nu¬ 
merous other experimental farms, as well as 4 number of 
private experimental farms: ])oultry raising |on a large 
scale: dairy farming: the study of various erbps in rota¬ 
tion: fertilization, and other kindred phases of ^igriculture. 

I said, I will leave thay/' an open question. lidon't know’ 
that a minister has any right to invade the agricultural 
field, and I will wait and see whether the agTiculturists 
invade the minister’s field.' It was an open qijiestion until 
April, 1924, when AVLS was united with ns I on the 870 
kiloeyeles, and 345 meter wave length, and then, out of 
deference to them and the work that thev weiie l)(*g-inninir 
to do for agriculture, I gave a decision that J would not 
invade the agricultural field and would kee])lto the field 
of su])plying the needs of humanity, spiritually, morally, 
mentally, and in a figurative sense physicallyj 

Oui’ programs are uniejue, and T know of no qthei* station 
that has operated in the United States, or aniy station in 
Euro])e, that gives exactly the same kind of p|rograms we 
do. And while T will admit, in all fairness, tljat in sjiofs, 
jyerhaps in a sandwiched style, they do duplicate some of 
our items, yet our programs are such that scolres of thou¬ 
sands of letters have given testimonv that thev can 
1634 be listened to with profit and safety from the first 
number to the last. And we have been informed by 
lawyers, doctors, bankers, hundreds of ministei-s of all 
creeds, professors of universities and college^, that our 
programs are distinct in that they can turn 11 sion any con- 
c('rt night, no matter who their guests are, "^vitli perfect 
safety, and listen to it from the beginning to the close. 

The singing of hymns is only a very small j])art of our 
jn’ograms. We have ministered to hundreds df thousands 
of substaniiallv worth while citizens, who hai*e asked us 
in thousands of letters to broadcast the hymn|s that their 
fathers and mothers sang: and we have responded, I be- 
liev(‘, 190 per cent to those requests, covering the entire 
range of hymnology. And we have brought again into use 
in hundreds of thousands of churches the hundreds of 
hvmi:.-. that had not been in general use duriing the past 

25 and 40 years. i 

We present everything in the way of high |*lass music: 
oratorios, choruses, anthems, cantatas, and I ihay say that 
we have given some very sacred dramas as >vell as can¬ 
tatas; and we have also given some educational dramas. 
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And our lectures, addresses, tra\ talks, cover tlie entire 
gamut of human knowledge*, not only knowledge that we 
know to be facts, but also the hypothetical phases of the 
range of human knowledge. And ministerial associations 
in large cities unanimously have declared that this station 
has done more for good gov(‘rnment, more for law and 
order, than any other agency now active in the United 
States. 

1635 I may say that Zion city is an e.\{)eriment. It is 
merely an object lesson for the pnr])ose of solving 
practically religious, social, (‘ronomic ])ropositions. .\nd 
the eyes of the world are upon that little city as an experi¬ 
ment, and the visitors come from almost (wery nation, 
and represent many of the foremost professors of this 
country, and other countries. And particularly the fact 
that we never have any strikes, and no labor difficulties, 
is one of the attractive features. 


So far as the organization of which I am the General 
Overseer, I would not give live cents for a broadcasting 
station. While it is true that in Zion Uitv in the 1100 
homes I am safe in saying then* — 1000 sets, yet, with the 
exception of old j)eople, invalids, and others detained by 
the necessities, the station serves no ])urt)ose in Zion Uity. 
Outside of Zion (hty wc ket*}) no membership roll of our 


organization, the ministry IxMiig of a general natun* for 


all (‘hurdles, and all cr(‘(*ds, and so far as the outside is 


concerned, our adherents in hundreds of thousands, are 

merelv friends and aiH* nienibers of all religious bodies.

The sole jnirpose of this stati(»n is the ministering to hu- 

manitv.

Xow T would sav to the members of the Uommission 


that the needs of humanity have been dassitied for many 
centuries bv some of the foremost intell(:*cts. There can 


be no tiisagreemenl as to the m*eds of humanity. We have 
heard a great deal here tin* last two or three days about 
supplying ihi* jK*c*ds of llu* farni(‘r. \ (*ry important. 
1636 A wonderful Held. But thei'i* are oilier needs. 'Fhese 
spiritual needs (6‘ humanity in which all men are 
interested, no matter what their attitude, whether adher¬ 
ents, opponents, latitudinarian as to any system, never¬ 
theless all people are interested in the s]iiritual side of 
things: and many of the most tirominent lawyers who have 
been before the American bar, such as Dan Vorhees, the 
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silver tongued orator oT Tiuliana, make use! of the Bible. 

And that is true of all our great statesmen, both here and 

in foreign lands: and there is no man whoi is not inter- 

ested in the spiritual side of things. All are more or less 

interested in the psychical, or the mental. are live 

faculties of the spirit that every man possjesses. There 

are live of the soul: courage, conscience, reaf^on, affection, 

inemorv. Five senses of the hodv. And we reJi<'h our full 

man through those five senses and those five faculties. 

And the mental needs of humanity are veiy important. 

'riie physical needs of humanity in a physical sense—J am 

not I'eferring to the handing out of food, yoh understand, 

but the instruction in livgiene, sanitation. Kvervbodv is 

interested in living as long as jjossible. That iis instinctive, 

and every one sitting here wants to live to ilx' 175 years 

old. And instruction along those lines is a vgry important 

matter and su])plies a great need. i 

Now I do not want to be understood, in outlining what 

we do, that I am making anv claims for mvshlf under the 

Constitution, the Stars and the Stri])e|s, and under 

l(‘b7 this (h‘])artment, that 1 do not conc(*de tp (‘v<‘i‘v otlnu* 

citizen in the United States. There are ])eople who 

want and desire many of the things that ^Ir.IBill outlined 

vesterdav. Thev are entitled to them. It is hot for me to

ing 1 have followed a ])ositive line. And tlierie is a funda¬ 
mental difference between this station and all of her stations, 
and it do(‘s su])ply needs not sup])lied by any other station.

game unless vou are a millionaire.’ |

Now as to our organization, I will not du]'^licate, for I 

want to respect 100 per cent the recpiest of yop, Mr. Chair¬ 
man, about expediting matters. And T may say that T 
have spent more days in courts in this and foreign coun¬ 
tries than any other one man in the Tdiited States, and I 
have made very close observations of your procedure and 
|)ractice here, and while the procedure is not iexactly that 
of a I'ircuit Court or a Federal Court, it is jsomewhat a 
mixtui-e of our courts and French courts, and, therefoi-e, 
I take a little more libertv, because in those courts everv- 
body talks. (Laughter.) And finally they do arrive at 
justice. 
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And T want to say, lost I sliall forsfot it, to yon g-ontle- 
inen, that when I talk about fairness and jnstico, that is 
mutual and reoiprocal. I would not bo unfair to this (Com¬ 
mission for my right arm. I <'Ould not go into the pres¬ 
ence of my Maker truly diargod with having l)oon 
1638 unfair or unjust to any i)rosiding officer in any 
branch of our American courts. 

As to our staff, it is a wonderful statY. Since 1 
have been in this city I havo (*onie in contact with a con¬ 
siderable number of citizens, and all, without exception, 
have asked me, ‘How can you have* such a stalY in a town 
of your population?' Mr. Bill went over in detail the per¬ 
sonnel of his station, and 1 mav sav the difference between 
AVLS and our station, and otlun* stations—and I base this 
statement upon the repeated statements of directors of sta¬ 
tions and program directors, and newspa])ers, is that we are 
the only station in this country that has a complete broad¬ 
casting staff at our own command. Other stations, in Chi¬ 


cago and New York, according to the word of the program 
directors, have to skirmish around and avail themselves of 


organized bands, sometimes traveling organizations, or con¬ 


servatories of music, and so on, and so forth: 


and 1 have 


been told by thes(‘ program directors that it is no easy 
matter, and that sometimes ilnu’e was very serious disap- 
])ointment. We nev(‘i- hav(‘ a disappointment. Our organi¬ 
zation is a semi-military oi-ganization, and there is a perfect 
ol)edience fi’om the voungest to tlu' oldest, and when thev 
are directed to giv{‘ a program, they respond. 

Xow on this staff, for instance*, is a lyric so})rano, the wife 
of this program director, who has been accorded the honor, 
by competent critics, of having as tine a lyric so})]'ano voice 
as there is in the Cnited ^States of .\merica. She is verv 
popular and'has be^en appre'ciated by scores, aiul 1 
1639 believe, in certain seasons of the year, by hundreds 
of thousands. 


We have a contralto who has been 
by professors of music, and critics. 


accorded the honor, 
of having as tine a 


contralto voice as there is in 


the Unit(‘d States. 


Me have other so])ranos, and coloratura so])ranos, who 
are verv efficient, who have* nH*eived the best of training 
in the best of conservatories.

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"We have a violinist who lias been awarded a gold medal 
in Chicago, and has bee*n declared by musicali critics to be 
one of the most w’onderful violinists in the w’brld. 

We have among our cornet players, a man Vho was for¬ 
merly in the United States Military Band, and Vlio has been 
declared by critics in Chicago, as well as in New York, to 
be second to none, as a solo cornetist, in the Ujnited States. 

AVe have a choir of 400 voices. They have! sung in the 
Chicago Coliseum, when the choir was built up io 600 voices. 
They have sung also in the Academy of Musicj and in Mil¬ 
waukee in an auditorium seating ten thousand people. 
Also in the city of Indianapolis. i 

And with due recognition to the organizations mentioned 
by Air. Bill, all of which I know more or less!, and in one 
respect directly, and in many i-espects indirecj:ly, I do not 
believe that they are excelled by any chorus iti the United 
States. There is not any ])i-odiictioM in the highest class 
music that they do not render, and have ixmclered before 
audiences of ten thousand ])eo])le. | 

1640 Out of this organization, w’hich enrolls!600 singers, 
the small chorus numbers IS picked voices out of the 
600, and they have been very popular over thp radio, and 
have called forth hundreds of thousands of letjters. 

The male quartet, of which Mr. Thomas is the second 
bass, has been, by other radio stations, new\sipapers, and 
numerous newspaper writers and critics, declared to be the 
equal of any male quartet there is on the air. | 

As to combinations, w’e have every conceivable combi¬ 
nation in the musical w'orld. I do not believe there is 
any that w’e do not have and that we do not have on our 
programs. 

In our lectures and travel talks and addresses, we cover 
every subject except, as I said a w’hile ago,! w^e do not 
touch the agricultural field, except in an indirect manner. 

Now I repeat, I w*as the first minister to build a broad¬ 
casting station. That is to the best of my knowledge. The 
first to broadcast sacred programs consistently; The first, 
wdth few exceptions, over KDKA, to broadcast! sermons. 

AVhen we w'ere first licensed on the 870 kilocVcles, or 345 
meter w^ave length, by telegraph, w^e accepted! it knowing 
that 345 was in bad disrepute; knowing that K|YW cursed 
the day that it w'as ever bom, and as quickly got another 
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wave lenglh. We have used it 1\;/ five years and a half, 
and I believe the su])ervisor in Chicago will admit 

1641 that we have kept strictly to our wave meter, almost 
to perfection. And we have won our thousands of 

listeners, and I make this statement based upon the news¬ 
papers, among them the Chicago Tribune, who have given 
us some great praise in its columns,—among other state¬ 
ments, that we were unique and that our tirograms were 
unexcelled; the Milwaukee pai>ers, which have declared that 
our station reaches a large percentage of the population of 
that citv. And while, vour Honors, 1 have not come in here 
with 14 trunk loads of cards and letters and so on, and so 
forth, 1 could do it. I could bring you a petition from the 
city of Milwaukee with some 75,000 to 100,000 signatures. 
And 1 wish to repeat that the support of this station by 
churches, Methodists, Presbyterians, Lutherans, and even 
the Koman Catholics, who have paid me some very high 
compliments, is far beyond anything that I ever expected; 
and if I did not hade in letters and telegrams and petitions 
and over the telephone, I should not have believed that this 
station was as popular as it is. 

Xow i have about tlnished. There are many other points 
that 1 might cover if the time permitted. 1 appeal to the 
Commission, believing with all mv heart that vou are 
thoroughly competent and that you want to be fair and just, 
and that if at any time you were mistaken it would be con¬ 
scientiously so. And 1 would be the tirst man to gras]) the 
hand of any judge or presiding otlicer who might, in liti¬ 
gation where I am involved, decide against me, where 

1642 I recognize that he is thoroughly conscientious—I 

would be the first one to congratulate him and sav 

» 

I am })erfectly satisfied. 

Now I want to stay on the air. I would have had a 50,000 
watt station one year ago, except for two reasons. In fact, 
I have a typewritten contract on my office desk and was 
ready to sign it in the last conference held, the equi])ment 
costing $147,000, calling for a 20-acre tract of land, and 
possibly 40, and a new building, and I would have had it, 
except for reasons. The first reason, so far as the Gov¬ 
ernment was concerned, as to the future handling of radio 
broadcasting. And, second, that I have not been able to 
find an engineer who, in response to the question, would 
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the superior efficiency dT a 50,000-watt sufficient over and 
above a 5,000-watt station to justify the large ex|penditure? 
And if I may say it, 1 have had a lot of experic^nce with a 
5,000-watt station, and 1 have seen wonders acciomplished. 
We reach every Xew England State consistently^ as well as 
Nova Scotia, with a 5,000-watt set. And all th0 Southern 
States. And vitli our 5,000-watt set, all I can say is, I 
think more consistently, that is, eontinuously, you will reach 
a larger number of listeners; and yet it is true |that many 
who used to hear the 500-wall station, jjrincipally in parts 
of Ohio and Pennsylvania, do not get the 5,000-watt station. 
I will only use one or two sentences regarding lour equip¬ 
ment. That 1 think it is as tine a 5,000-watt station 

1643 as there is in the United States. The signal strength 
is remarked among engineers. We have bben visited 

by engineers, not only in this country, but from Canada, who 
have remained several days undertaking to ascertain why 
we have the iretawav we have. The conclusions! have been 
verv vague. One set of eimineei’s think it is the'soil condi- 
tions; another thought it was Lake .Michigan; another that 
it was due to the fact that we did not have to contend with 
aiivthing, being in the center of a 200-acre tract of land that 
absorbed the energv. I 

1 say to this Commission that 1 want to coUtinue. 

As to my financial condition—I am reluctant to refer to 
that, but it is necessary. 1 have an income, as g minister, 
of almost a half million dollars, or $1200 to $1500 a day. 
I am the owner of 26 manufacturing institutions land indus¬ 
tries, and I am worth at least $10,000,000. In fajit, I would 
not take $10,000,000 today in cash if I was offered it, for 
my holdings. In those institutions I have a net| income of 
from $300,000 to $400,000 a year. My credit is goqd any day 
for several hundred thousands of dollars. And I intend to 
put in a 50,000-watt station. I 

Now there is another matter. I trust you will! bear with 
me a few minutes as to why I have come before! this Com¬ 
mission asking for only 12 hours of time. There ire several 
reasons. In the first place, it is my contention that under 
the present circumstances no station legally,! ethically, 
equitably, can ask for all the time, or thi exclusive 

1644 use of a clear channel. To do so is not living and 
allowing to live. To do so is usurping the irights and 
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the field of others. Now that is th * reason why I have not 
come in here asking for full time. I have an organization 
that could put in the seven days and nights with no dupli¬ 
cation, and without any effort at all. In the second place, 
I come here with the same spirit that I have had during 
the past five years and a half; to be fair, to be just, to be 
prepared to meet this Commission in a manner that is 
becoming a gentleman. Therefore, in order to help you 
solve your difficulties, that this Government has im])osed 
u])on you an Herculean task, and I think I will be pardoned 
if I add, in many respects it is and will be a thankless task. 
You are called upon to disentangle the tangled web of radio 
broadcasting, and 1 can conceive of no more difficult 
or arduous task to be imposed on any number of men. 
1 believe vou are doing the best vou can. T wish vou sue- 
cess, and ho])e when you have finished you will merit and 
receive the praise of everybody. 

Xow tliose are the reasons, gentlemen, why 1 have come 
in here asking fori only 12 hours. The third reason is that 


I never kill time. I am at the head of a world-wide organi- 
zation, and su])erintend operations in South Africa, includ¬ 
ing a large farm and an agricultural proposition and poultry 
farm: and one in China, one in Australia, one in Scotland, 
and other foreign countries. 1 never kill time. I have 


never killed time over the radio. 


1(540 Xow we are asking for Sunday night. Tt does 
seem to me that while we are ministering to the 
spiritual and moral needs of humanity—and human l)eings 
are to a very wonderful extent moral beings aside from 
spiritual beings—that a station ministering to those iiei*ds 
certainlv ought to have Sundav night. 

Xow Sunday night T tuned in—I very seldom have tuned 

in. The first time mv station has been silent for five vears 

• « 

and a half. The first program was an advertisement about 
a kind of cigars. I am not acquainted with the brand. 


(Laughter.) 

And the second program was a coarse, vile dialogue 
between a man and a woman recounting his experiences in 
the city of Paris, when he undertook to find the door to his 
room and he got into a bathroom and found a woman in 
the bath room: and her question was, ‘How did you extri¬ 
cate yourself from the difficulty,’ and so on and so forth. 
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Now this Commission knows as well as I doj that the air 
is literally filled with a type of programs that 'are resented 
by millions of the best people of this country. However, 
that is none of mv business. I am not bothering about 
that. But I accord to every man and to evevv organiza- 
tion anv and all rights that I claim for mvself, whether it 
be the Roman Catholic, the Ku Klux Klan, dr any other 
organization, so long as they obey the law of the country. 
That is my position, and that is my spirit. j

Objections of Appellant to Motion to Dismiss the 

Appeal I

The Great Lakes Broadcasting Company, the appel¬ 
lant in the above entitled case, objects to the granting 
of the motion filed by the Radio Commission tb dis¬ 
miss the appeal. It is submitted that the appeal sjhould 
not be dismissed, but that the jurisdiction of this Court 
should be maintained and the appeal heard. 

The history of this case is briefly as follows: Imme¬ 
diately prior to November 11,1928, appellant as owner 
of station WENR had a license which permitted it to 
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operate on full time. By the general order of realloca¬ 
tion effective November 11,1928, the Commission with¬ 
out affording appellant any hearing reduced appel¬ 
lant’s time to two-sevenths of full time. The appellant 
on October 18, 1928, filed an application for modifica¬ 
tion of this order in so far as it affected appellant, 
and asked for a license allowing appellant to operate 
its station for as great a period of time each day as 
that allowed to any high power station in Chicago. 
(Other high power stations in Chicago were in fact al¬ 
lowed to operate on full time.) This application was 
heard on November 14 to 17,1928, both inclusive, after 
the Commission’s order reducing appellant’s time had 
gone into effect. Only four Commissioners heard the 
application, and they were equally divided on the ques¬ 
tion of allowing appellant more time for operation of 
its station, two of them voting to allow appellant at 
least one-half time and the other two voting against 
such allowance, as appears from the Commission’s 
Statement of Facts and Grounds for Decision filed 
herein. As a result of this divided vote the allocation 
of Novembet 11,1928, remained in effect, that is to say, 
appellant remained on two-sevenths of full time, where 
the Commission had placed it without a hearing. 

Attention is called to the fact that had the hearine: 
been upon the question of the reduction of the appel¬ 
lant’s time, and had the Commissioners been equally 
divided as they were, the appellant’s time would not 
have been reduced. But because of the method em¬ 
ployed by the Commission of first reducing the time 
without a hearing and then, after its order had gone 
into effect, allowing a hearing only on an application 
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for modification of the order, the result is thht ap¬ 
pellant’s time has been reduced to two-sevenths of full 
time, although the Commissioners who heard the case 
were equally divided on the question. 

The appellant contends that the Commission’s ac¬ 
tion in so reducing appellant’s time was entirely un¬ 
justifiable and has appealed citing many errors! The 
Commission now attempts to deprive appellant lof the 
right of appeal provided for in the Radio Act (^f 1927 
by contending that the case has become moot bbcause 
of the expiration of the period of the license the| modi¬ 
fication of which had been applied for. This contention 
is clearly wrong because: | 

1. It would deprive all broadcasters of the right of 
appeal given them by the Radio Act of 1927. I 

2. It is contrary to the ruling of the United States 
Supreme Court in Soiithem Pacific Terminal Co. v. 
Interstate Commerce Commission, 219 U. S. 49$. 

Under the amendment of March 28, 1928, to tlie 
Radio Act it is provided: I 

‘‘Sec. 3. Prior to January 1, 1930, the licensing 
authority shall grant no license or rene^Val of 
license under the Radio Act of 1927 for a broad¬ 
casting station for a period to exceed three months 

* # # 

• I 

It is practically impossible to apply for modifibation 
of a license, have a hearing before the Commission, 
appeal to this Court, have the record sent up by the 
Commission, print the record, file briefs, argue the 
case, and have a decision by this Court within a period 
of three months. But the Radio Act of 1927 by Section 
16 thereof provides for an appeal to this court by any 
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applicant whose application is refused, and provides 
that this Court may 

• • alter or revise the decision appealed from 
and enter such judgment as to it may seem just.” 

Obviously the statute intends to allow an effective ap¬ 
peal. But if, as contended by the Commission, the ex¬ 
piration of the three months period to which all broad¬ 
casting licenses are limited has the effect of divesting 
this Court of jurisdiction of such an appeal, the pro¬ 
visions of the statute allowing an appeal are wholly 
nugatory as to broadcasters. Such an impossible sit¬ 
uation demonstrates the error of the contention of the 
Commission. 

The clear provision of the Radio Act of 1927 is that 
this Court shall review a decision of the Federal Radio 
Commission and shall give that Commission its man¬ 
date as to the order to be entered bv the Commission 
on the application concerning which the appeal arises. 
By well established principles the appeal remains in 
effect even though the period of the current license has 
expired. This has been so clearly expressed by the 
United States Supreme Court that it is only necessary 
to cite one case. 

In Southern Pacific Terminal Co, v. Interstate Com¬ 
merce Commission, 219 U. S. 498, a bill in equity had 
been filed to, enjoin an order of the Interstate Com¬ 
merce Commission requiring the Terminal Company to 
cease and desist for a period of not less than two years 
from a date stated in the order from granting certain 
preferences and advantages. When the case reached 
the United States Supreme Court it was contended that 
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the order of the Commission had expired and tl^at the 
case had thereby become moot and the appeal should 
be dismissed. It will be noted that this is exacflv the 
contention made in the case at bar. But the iCourt 
speaking through Mr. Justice McKenna said at page 
515: i 

I

‘‘This court has said a number of times that it 
will only decide actual controversies, and if,!pend- 
ing an appeal, something occurs without any fault 
of tlie defendant which renders it impossible, if 
our decision should be in favor of the plaintiff, to 
grant him effectual relief, the appeal will b|e dis¬ 
missed. Jones V, Montague, 194 U. S. 147, and 
Bichardson v, McCliesney, decided November 28 
of this term, 218 U. S. 487. But in those cases the 
acts sought to be enjoined had been completely 
executed, and there was nothing that the judgment 
of the court, if the suits had been entertained,! could 
have affected. The case at bar comes \\itlun the 
rule announced in United States v, Trans-Mi$souri 
Freight Ass'n, 166 U. S. 290, 308, and Boisk City 
Irr. & Land Co, v. Clark (C. C. App. 9th Cir!), 131 
Fed. Rep. 415. 

“In the case at bar the order of the Commission 
may to some extent (the exact extent it is Unnec¬ 
essary to define) be the basis of further proceed¬ 
ings. But there is a broader consideration.; The 
questions involved in the orders of the Interstate 
Commerce Commission are usually continuiiig (as 
are manifestly those in the case at bar) and; their 
consideration ought not to be, as they might be, de¬ 
feated, by short term orders, capable of repeti¬ 
tion, yet evading review, and at one time the Grov- 
ernment and at another time the carriers | have 
their rights determined by the Commission I with¬ 
out a chance of redress.’^ I 
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This language is precisely applicable to the case at 
bar. The questions involved in the orders of the Radio 
Commission ‘‘are usually continuing.’’* “Their con¬ 
sideration ought not to be defeated by short term or¬ 
ders capable of repetition yet evading review.” Ap¬ 
plicants for licenses should not “have their rights 
determined bv the Commission without a chance of 
redress. ’ ’ 

The fact that this motion of the Federal Radio Com¬ 
mission involves the very jurisdiction of this Court is 
our reason for answering it at such length. The Court 
will recall that exactlv the same motion bv the Federal 
Radio Commission was made in General Electric Corn- 
pant/ r. Federal Radio Commission^ Nos. 4870, 4871, 
and 4880, but this Court had no hesitancy there in 
maintaining its jurisdiction.

Radio Act of 1927, and would thus nullify the appeal 
])rovision of the Radio Act of 1927. 

The cases cited in the Commission’s memorandum 
entirely fail to meet the decision in Sontheni Pacific 
TrrmiuaJ Co. r. Jut erst afc Ccnnuerce ConuuissioUf 219 
r. S. 49S, cited in a])])ellant’s objections to the Com- 
niission’s motion to dismiss the appeal. The cases 

cited bv the (\)mmission do not involve orders which 

* 

an* likely to Ik* re])eated or in which the ])ublic has 
an interest, as is the case in this a])])eal. 

Furtherinon*, the Commission's motion to dismiss 
presupposes that this Court is helpless to giv’e relief 
to a])])ellant because of the fact that the license which 
was in existence at the time of the hearing appealed 
from has exi)ired. This su})position of the Commis¬ 
sion is erroneous. A])])ellant having had its time of 
oi)eration cut down from full time to two-sevenths of 
full time without a hearing, reipiested that a license 
be issued to it restoring its time of operation to full 
time. The license applied for has never been granted, 
and the question before this court is whether it shall 
be granted. If this court agrees with the contention 
of the appellant that the order of the Commission was 
unreasonable and arbitrary, it will enter an order di¬ 
recting the Commission to issue a license to appellant 
allowing it to operate for such period of time during 
each dav as the Court mav determine. 

In the meantime appellant is suffering irreparable 
injury because its time on the air is so limited and 
irregular that radio listeners find it inconvenient or 
impossible to tune in on appellant’s station at reason¬ 
able hours.

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The memorandum filed bv the Federal Radio Com- 
mission in support of its motion to dismiss in this case 
contains exactly the same argument as was made by 
the Commission in General Electric Company (IFGr)

In this petition at page 4 reference was made to iPoint

pending case. And that is the only argument made in 
the pending motion. But this Court in the case of the 
General Electric Company denied the petition for re¬ 
hearing, thus holding that the same argument was not 
well founded.

JURISDICTION OF THIS COURT AND PROCEED¬ 
INGS BELOW.

This is an appeal under Section 16 of the Radio Act 
of 1927 from a decision of the Federal Radio Ccjmmis- 
sion entered on December 17,, 1928 (R. 1157), on the 
application of appellant, the owner of Station WENR, 
for a modification of its station license under tike fol- 

I 

lowing circumstances: I 

Station WENR and Station WLS are both located at 
Chicago, Illinois, and are in the Fourth Zone of the 
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minimum of half time each day (R. 124 to 129, 
inclusive). Following the regulations of the Com¬ 
mission that some specific frequency must be des¬ 
ignated in the application appellant designated the 
frequency of 870 kilocycles to which it had been 
assigned by the Commission, but stated that any 
other cleared channel suitable for high power 
operation assigned exclusively to the Fourth Zone 
would be satisfactory (R. 127). After the filing of this 
application on behalf of Station WEXR, Station WLS 
applied for authority to operate on full time on said 
frequency of 870 kilocycles but did not apply for au¬ 
thority to increase the power of its station (R. 946). 

Both applications were heard by the Commission on 
November 14 to November 17, 1928, together with the 
application of Station WCBD which had also filed an ap¬ 
plication for authority to operate on said frequency of 
870 kilocycles at a power of 5,000 watts for approxi¬ 
mately one-seventh of the time, and had requested in its 
application that the time to be assigned to it he taken 
from the time assir/)ie(l to Station WLS (R. 1153). Sta¬ 
tion WCBD had, previous to November 11, 1928, shared 
said frequency of 870 kilocycles with Station WLS, using 
about two-sevenths of the time, but had been placed on 
a frequency of 1080 kilocycles with a time allotment of 
one-half daytime operation by the reallocation effective 
November 11, 1928 (R. 23, 85), with the further privilege 
of using whatever evening time it might be able to ar¬ 
range for without interfering with Station WBT, a 5,000 
watt station located at Charlotte, North Carolina and as¬ 
signed to said frequency of 1,080 kilocycles. 

The order or decision of the Commission entered fol¬ 
lowing the hearing of these applications, which is the or¬ 
der appealed] from, leaves both Station WENR and Sta¬ 
tion WLS on the frequency of 870 kilocycles wdth the time 
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allotment given to them on November 11, 1928, that is 
to say, five-sevenths of time to WLS and two-sevenths 
of time to WENR, but authorizes Station WENRi to use 
its full power of 50,000 watts; and leaves Station "^CBD 
on the frequency and time allotment granted to it under 
the reallocation of November 11, 1928 (R. 1157)i This 
appeal by Great Lakes Broadcasting Company is an ap¬ 
peal from said order in so far as, and only in so Ifar as, 
said order denies its application with respect to the 
amount of time to be used bv Station WENR.

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POINTS RELIED ON UPON APPEAL. 


The points relied upon by appellant are set forth in 
the Xotice of Appeal herein (R. 4). Stated in a some¬ 
what ditferent order from that contained in the Notice 
of Appeal they are as follows: 

I. 

The decision appealed from was in effect a decision with¬ 
out a hearing. (Reasons for appeal Par. 2.) 

II. 

The decision of the Commission restricting appellant’s 
operation of station WENR to two-sevenths of full 
time was unreasonable and arbitrary, it was not in 
accord with public convenience, interest and necessity 
and, as found by Commissioners Lafount and Cald¬ 
well, it was contrary to the '‘overwhelming weight of 
the evidence.” (Reasons for appeal Pars. 3, 4, 5, 6, 7, 
8 , 9 , 10 .) 


TIL 

The Commission erred in refusing to accept in evidence 
the report of Business Research Corporation on the re¬ 
sults of its telephone survey of Chicago radio station 
preferences (Appellant’s Ex. 84), and evidence pertain¬ 
ing thereto, all showing station WENR to be the most 
popular station in Chicago. (Reasons for appeal Pars. 
11 and 12.) 
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IV. I 

The action of the Commission in reducing the time for 
the operation of appellant *s station to two-sevehths of 
full time was so unreasonable and arbitrary as to con¬ 
stitute the taking of private property for pubhc use 
without just compensation and the taking of I appel¬ 
lant’s property without due process of law in violation 
of the provisions of the Fifth Amendment of the Con¬ 
stitution of the United States. (Reasons for appeal 
Par. 1.) 


The court should alter or revise the decision of the Com¬ 
mission and direct the Commission to authorize ap¬ 
pellant to operate its station for as great a period of 
time as that allotted to any high power station in 
Chicago, Illinois, but for not less than one-ha^ time 
each day, on the frequency of 870 kilocycles I or on 
some other cleared channel allotted exclusively! to the 
fourth zone for high power operation. 
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PRELIMINARY STATEMENT. 


Appellant is an Illinois corporation having $650,000 
capital stock outstanding (R. 147a). Seven public util¬ 
ity corporations with their principal offices in Chicago 
are interested in the ownership of its stock, the 
corporation principally interested being Common¬ 
wealth Edison Company (R. 141). In 1921 the 

Commonwealth Edison Company and the Westing- 
house Electric & Manufacturing Company, inaugu¬ 
rated Station KYW, the first radio station in 
Chicago (R. 142, 143). The former furnished the 
space for apparatus, the towers, the programs and 
the studio, and the latter furnished the broadcasting ap¬ 
paratus, the license of the Station being issued in the 
name of the Westinghouse Electric & ^Manufacturing 
Company (R. 143). From that time to June, 1927 Com¬ 
monwealth Edison Company’s programs were broadcast 
regularly from the studio of Commonwealth Edison 
Company over Station KYW (R. 143, 144). In June, 
1927 the arrangement between these two companies was 
terminated, and Commonwealth Edison Company pur¬ 
chased for $60,000 Station WENR having a 1,000 watt 
transmitter located on Belmont Avenue on the North¬ 
west side of the City of Chicago (R. 144). This station 
will be hereinafter referred to as ‘‘Belmont Avenue Sta¬ 
tion WENR.” It also at the same time purchased for 
$70,000 Station WBCN, located on the South side of 
the City of Chicago and having a 500 watt transmitter 
(R. 144). These two stations at that time were together 
operating on a full time schedule using the channel of 
1040 kilocycles (R. 24). Immediately thereafter both 
of these stations were transferred to Great Lakes Broad- 
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casting Company, the appellant herein, which was or¬ 
ganized for the purpose of owning and operating them 
(R. 145). I 

I 

Immediately upon the acquisition of these two stations 
appellant began broadcasting over them superior pro¬ 
grams of music, entertainment, educational and religious 
matters, and continued to do so vdthout interruption at 
constantly increasing expense, operating on full time 
(R. 142, 145, 148). I 

I 

On August 11, 1927, the Commission granted appel¬ 
lant a permit for the construction of a high power sta¬ 
tion to be located twenty-two and one-half miles South¬ 
west of the center of the City of Chicago (R. IIG). This 
construction permit will be referred to more particularly 
hereinafter in this brief. It is sufficient to say here 
that the station constructed under such permit, ^t a cost 
exceeding $450,000 (R. 147, 158), is Station WENR of 
50,000 watts power now being operated and involved in 
this appeal. I 

Station WLS is a 5,000 watt station located near the 
City of Chicago, formerly owned by Sears, Roebuck & 
Company, and on or about October 1, 1928, transferred 
to the Agricultural Broadcasting Company unfler an 
agreement between Sears, Roebuck & Company and the 
Prairie Fanner Publishing Company, dated Seiitember 
15, 1928, which provides for the acquisition by ;Prairie 
Farmer Publishing Company of fifty-one per bent of 
the stock of Agricultural Broadcasting Company for 
$125,000, payable $25,000 in cash and the balance of 
$100,000 by a collateral promissory note of Prairie 
Farmer Publishing Company payable $10,000 annually 
beginning October 1, 1931, and to be secured by a de¬ 
posit of the stock to be purchased, endorsed in blank, 
together ^\'ith the resignations of all the direetbrs and 
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When the hearing on appellant’s application was had 
only four of the five Commissioners, Sykes, Pickard, 
Caldwell and Lafount, heard and decided the case (Com- 
missioneri Robinson not sitting) and they xcere equally 
divided on- the question of the amount of time to he 
allotted appellant's station, Commissioners Caldwell 
and Lafount voting to allow at least one-half time on 
the frequency of 870 kilocycles and Commissioners Sykes 
and Pickard voting against such allowance. Holding 
these divergent views these four Commissioners were 
unable to agree upon any modification of the allottment 
of time which the Commission had made effective as of 
November 11, 1928, without a hearing, and consequently 
the November 11th allotment of two-sevenths of time 
to appellant's station remained unchanged. Had the 
hearing been upon the question of the reduction of ap¬ 
pellant’s time aud had the Commissioners been equally 
divided as they were, the appellant’s time would not 
have been reduced. In view of the conflict of opinion 
of the Commissioners, appellant commends to the Court 
the reasons <>'iven bv Commissioners Lafount and Cald- 
well in the Commission’s Statement of Facts and Grounds 
for Decision (R. 55-59). 

The statement of Grounds for Decesion bv Commis- 

% 

sioners Ca|dwell and Lafount contains the following: 

“We believe that WENR’s application should be 
granted to the extent of assigning it one-half time 
on the channel of 870 kilocycles, so that WENR and 
WLS will be on an equal division of time. We be¬ 
lieve that WCBD’s application should be denied. 

“While from the point of view of priority alone 
WLS has claims superior to those of WENR, we 
regard those claims as overcome by the overwhelm¬ 
ing weight of the evidence showing both a superior 
service and a greater capacity for service by WENR. 
In our opinion, therefore, the claims of WLS rest¬ 
ing on priority should give at least to the extent 
of permitting WENR to have one-half time. 


‘‘With regard to the service heretofore an|d now 
being rendered by WENR, the evidence shows, we 
believe, that it is of the ver^^ highest standard and 
suhstantidly better than that given by WLS/* (R. 
55, 56). (Italics ours.) 


Commissioners Caldwell and Lafount then pointed out 
that WENR paid more for its programs and ehjoyed 
greater popularity with the listening public than|WLS, 


that the Radio Act (Section 10) and the facts called for 
a consideration by the Commission of the financial lability 
of licensees, and that the “unquestioned financial re¬ 
sponsibility’^ of the injterests behind WENR 
strated that in the future it would “continue to give 
better service than WLS” (R. 56). They then said: 

“* * * that WENR’s 50,000 watt transmitter 

will give better service in the Chicago arcja and 
some degree of service over a larger area than 
WLS’s 5,000 watt transmitter. * * * It | seems 

to us that tlie public ought to have the advfintage 
of as much use of a fine transmitter as can b6 given 
it with due regards for the rights of others (ft. 57). 

“# # # 50,000 watt transmitter canpot be 

operated economically on so small an allotment as 
two-sevenths time (R. 57). | 

are frankly very sceptical! as to 
the existence of anv verv substantial basis for its 
claim [the claim of WLS to agricultural service], 
and are inclined to think that its merit in this re¬ 
gard has been somewhat exaggerated. *i * * 

With a 50,000 watt transmitter WENR will give 
better service and service over a vfider afea to 
farmers than will WLS” (R. 58). 
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n. 

The Decision of the Commission Restricting Appellant's 
Operation of Station WENR to Two-sevenths of Full 
Time Was Unreasonable and Abitrary, Not in the 
Public Interest, and, As Found by Commissioners La- 
fount and Caldwell, Contrary to the “Overwhelming 
Weight of the Evidence. “ 

1. It Deprives Millions of Radio Listeners for Five- 

SE\’ENTIIS OF THE TiME OF THE SUPERIOR PROGRAMS OF 

Station WENR Which Can Be Transmitted Over 
Its 50,000 Watt Tr.vnsmitter and Substitutes for 
Such Programs the Programs of Station WLS 
Which in a Large Portion of the Terpjtory Lying 
Within the Range of Station WENR Cannot Be 
Heard with Any Reasonable Degree of Satisfaction, 
AND IN All Other Localities Cannot Be Heard As 
Satisfactorily As the Progilvms of Station WENR. 

Tills is pointed out in the opinion of Commissioners 
Lafount and Caldwell (R. 57), and is established by the 
testimony of appellants’ witness, Mr. Hogan (R. 253- 
288), a radio engineer of recognized standing, who, it 
appears from the remarks of Commissioner Sykes (R. 
254, 255), because of his knowledge was called in by the 
Commission to aid in formulating its general plan of 
allocation of stations. 

The evidence shows that Station WLS can give rea- 
sonablv satisfactory rural service at a distance of 333 
miles from Chicago, and that Station WENR with its 
50,000 watt transmitter can give a I ke service at a dis¬ 
tance of 1,000 miles from Chicago (R. 265). It also 
shows that where both of said stations are heard, Sta¬ 
tion WENR is heard with greater clarity and reliability 


(R. 267). For example, at a distance of 333 miles from 
Chicago Station WENR will give a signal intensity three 
times as great as that given by Station WLS, and sub¬ 
stantially this same ratio of comparative signal in¬ 
tensity exists at any point witliin the range of; the two 
stations (R. 265). ! 

In terms of area Station WENR can give good rural 
service over an area of 3,140,000 square miles las com¬ 
pared ^vith an area of 350,000 square miles covered by 
Station WLS, and in terms of population StationiWENR 
can bring within its range of good rural service during 
the winter, fall and early spring, a population of 96,- 
600,000 people, as compared vith a population of 23,- 
300,000 by Station WLS under similar circumstances 
(R. 264, 265). Reduced to tabular form, the compari¬ 
sons between the two stations are as follows (®. three 
exhibits immediately preceding page 283 and marked 
pages 397, 398, 399; also R. 262, 263, 265): '

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The foregoing tables apply as to Station WCBD as 
well as to Station WLS, and show in concrete fprm the 
principle which is recognized by all engineers that, other 
conditions remaining the same, increase of transmitting 

i 

power from any station will result in increased broad¬ 
casting service from that station, both in the sense that 

I 

more people at the higher power will be given the same 
signals that had been given to a smaller nuijiber of 
people at the lower power, and also that all listeners 
within the low power range of the station will be given 
a more reliable service when higher po^er of 
operation is used (R. 260, 261, 267). It will 

be noted that the area served by the 50,000-watt trans¬ 
mitter on any one of the field intensities is approxi¬ 
mately nine times the area served by the 5,Q00-watt 
transmitter. The number of people coming within the 
range of the transmitters of course depends uj^on the 
actual figures of population which are given above. In 
addition to service over the wider area, there I is also 
the matter of increased reliabilitv of service. ; Taking 
the two stations on the basis of good city service, for 
example, the 5,000-watt station would serve 3[450,000 
people and the 50,000-w’att station would not only serve 
approximately 3,000,000 additional people but would give 
approximately three times as powerful a signal aind con¬ 
sequently a much more reliable service to the 3^450,000 
served by the 5,000-watt station (R. 265, 266). This ratio 
of reliability also holds true with respect to the! people 

i 

who receive good rural service. That is to s^y, the 
50,000-watt station will not only serve 73,000,00p more 
people with good rural service, but the 23,000,000| people 
within the range of Station WLS will receive muc|h more 
reliable service from WENR than from WLS.

The tables given above are shown graphically | by the 
maps prepared by Mr. Hogan and introduced as WENR

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Exhibits (R. exhibits immediately preceding page 
283 and marked pages 397, 398 and 399) and the atten¬ 
tion of the Court is called to them particularly. The 
figures referred to relate to nighttime service only. The 
comparisons for daylight service are not as striking as 
for nighttime service, but such comparisons are all in 
favor of the 50,000-watt transmitter, and for the purpose 

of brevitv onlv thev will be omitted from this brief. 

^ * 

Commissioners Lafount and Caldwell, in dealing with 
this question' in their opinion, in favor of Station WENR 
(R. 57) adopted a table of distances similar to that tes¬ 
tified to by Mr. Hogan, the principal difference being 
that Commissioners Lafount and Caldwell used a lower 
signal intensitv for rural listeners and referred to the 
service as ‘Hair service” for rural listeners. Conse¬ 
quently their radius of rural service is 1,000 and 3,000 
miles for Stations AVLS and AVENR, respectively (R. 
57). But it sliould be noted that whatever intensity of 
signal is adopted, the relation between the two stations 
is alwavs tliree to one in distance and intensitv in favor 
of the 50,000-watt station. 

The conclusions of Mr. Hogan and of Commissioners 
Lafount and Caldwell are not seriouslv controverted bv 
the evidence qf Professor Jansky on behalf of Station 
AVLS. Mr. Hogan’s statements as to service range are 
based on average conditions and average results, taking 
into consideration absorption of signals by interference 
due to natural and artificial causes in fall, winter and 
early spring months (R. 261, 1019, 1020). Mr. Jansky 

admits that ‘^at anv time and at anv location with anv 

♦ • 

receiving set and on any wave frequency the actual in¬ 
tensitv of the listener’s signal and the reliabilitv of the 
service will be increased if the transmitter power is 
raised or radiated power is raised” (R. 1015), but con¬ 
tends that the signals do not travel in all directions with 
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the same intensity and that the assumed circle to be 
drawn around the station mav not be an exact circle, as 
appears from his exhibits (R. 1008). This contention is 

admitted. It does not controvert Mr. Hogan’s state- 

1 

ment that ^‘we have sufficient information to state 
numericallv witli reasonable accuracv the average serv- 
ice radii to be produced by any station at any radiated 
power” (R. 261). The actual fact that Station IWENR 
at 50,000 watts power gives reasonably reliable! service 
vdthin a radius of 1,000 miles from Chicago isi demon¬ 
strated by the thousands of telegrams referred to in the 
evidence (R. 398) and the 1,950 affidavits introduced in 
evidence (R. 402 to 891, inclusive) coming from all parts 
of the United States. These affidavits are hereinafter 
referred to beginning at page 32 of this brief. I 

The uncontradicted evidence on this question of the 
extent of the service rendered or to be rendered by 
Stations WENR, WLS and WCBD is that since April 
1, 1928 Station WENR with its 50,000-watt transmitter 
has been prepared and willing to render the rqaximum 
amount of service on any cleared channel allotted ex¬ 
clusively to the Fourth Zone, and that on the other hand 

i 

both Stations WLS and WCBD have never had more 
than 5,000 watts of power available and never have been 
and are not now prepared to give maximum service on 
any cleared channel. 

Apparently in support of the claims of Sta¬ 
tion WLS, Commissioners Sykes and Pickaijd state 
that Station WLS has pending before the Com¬ 
mission an application for a 100,000-watt transmitter 
filed 'prior to the decision in this case (R. 54). I Appel¬ 
lant has this to say with respect to such application: 
It was not on file at the time of the hearing in this case, 

I 

it was an afterthought, and the applicant knew | that no 
such application would be granted because the Gommis-

sion was already committed against power in excess of 
50,000 watts. The court can draw its own conclusions 
as to the purpose of any such application on behalf of 
Station WLS. 

2. The OPEiiATiox of a 50,000-'W'att Transmitter on 

Two-sevenths Time Is Indefensible from an Eco¬ 
nomical Point of View. 

This point is referred to by Commissioners Lafount 
and Caldwell in their opinion (R. 57). Overhead ex¬ 
penses, such as interest, depreciation and operating 
force remain constant, and it also appears that a studio 
force cannot be economically employed for two-sevenths 
of time (R. 237, 238). The cost of operation of Station 
WENR on full time is approximately $500,000 per year, 
and it is estimated that the cost of operation on two- 
sevenths of time will be approximately $440,000. Re¬ 
duced to hourly cost, on the basis of 17 hours per day, 
the figures of cost are $82.85 per hour on full time as 
compared with $252.45 per hour on two-sevenths of full 
time (R. 238). In other words, it costs nearly as much 
to operate the station for two-sevenths of the time as 
to operate for full time. 

It requires, no argument to show that the use of such 
a plant as that ovmed by appellant for only two-sevenths 
of the time, or the equivalent of two days out of each 
week, is wasteful and uneconomical, both from the point 
of view of the listening public and the point of view of 
the ovmer of the station. The Commission itself has 
recognized this in providing,in its allocations as of No¬ 
vember 11, 1928, that 50,000-watt stations shall have full 
time operation. Excepting Station WENR there were 
at the time of the Commission's decision in this case 
only four 50,000-watt stations, WLW, the station of the 


Crosley Radio Corporation at Cincinnati, 0., "WfGY, the 
station of the General Electric Company in Nekv York, 
WEAF, the station of National Broadcasting Company, 
Belmore, New York, and KDKA, the station of West- 
inghouse Electric and Manufacturing Co. at Pittsburgh, 
Pennsylvania (R. 136 to 139 inc.). All of these I stations 
were granted full time operation on cleared chaiinels ex¬ 
cept Station WGY, and that station was allowed to op- 

i 

erate by order of the Commission on full tim(^, except 
for a short period in the evening, and at present is 
operating on full time by order of this court, i

3. The Commission H.\s Granted Favorable Alloca¬ 
tions OF Time and Power to Five of the Principal 
St.^tions in Chicago, and Has Unreasonably Piscrim- 
iNATED Against Appellant's St.\tion. i 

I

These stations are: WMAQ owned by the Chicago 
Daily News, WGN owned by the Chicago Tribunfe, KYW 
operated by the Hearst papers, WBBM-WJB'j’ owned 
by the Atlass Co. and operated in co-operation with the 
Evening American, and WLS operated by The| Prairie 
Farmer, a farm paper (R. 138). One of these Istations 
is authorized to operate at a power of 25,000 watts, 
another at a power of 10,000 watts, and the regaining 
three at a power of 5,000 watts (R. 138). Three of 
these stations are allotted full lime operation,! one of 
them five-sevenths of full time and the other fbur-sev- 
enths of full time, while appellant has only two-sevenths 
of full time. It may be noted that all of these stations 
excepting one are operated by newspapers. The evi¬ 
dence shows that none of these stations can igive as 
satisfactory and reliable service as Station jWENR 
because of the fact that their transmitters are 
of lower power (R. 266), and while it Vill be 
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readily admitted that newspaper organizations are 
well-equipped for operating broadcasting stations and 
are interested in such service, appellant submits that 
in the interest of the listening public broadcasting li¬ 
censes should not be limited to newspaper organizations, 
and when, as in this case, the station whose time is so 
restricted is the most popular station in Chicago, the 
action of the Commission is entirely indefensible. 

4. The Commission Has Discriminated Against Sta¬ 
tion WENR IN the Allocation of Time Allotted 
to It in Comparison with the Time Allotted tg 
Other High Power Stations on Cleared Channels. 

An examination of the list of the Commission’s allo¬ 
cations of st^itions for high power operation on the 40 
cleared channels (R. 136 to 139 iiic.) shows the following 
facts with respect to allocations of time: 

(A) Including Station WGY, which is operating 
on full time by order of this court, the only 50,000,- 
watt station which is restricted to less than full time 
is Station WENR, 

(B) The only general service station other than 
Station ^VEXR having less than one-half time is 
Station KFAB, of Lincoln, Nebraska, which has 
three-sevenths of full time and uses onlv 5,000 watt 
power. 

(C) Of the 40 cleared channels, 30 are assigned 
each to a single station for full time operation. 

(D) Of the 30 full time stations on cleared 
channels there are 4 of 50,000 watts power (includ¬ 
ing WGY as a full time station), all in the first and 
second zones, 1 of 30,000 watts, 1 of 25,000 watts, 
1 of 15,000 watts, 1 of 12,500 watts, 5 of 10,000 watts, 
and 17 of 5,000 watts or less. 

(E) Of the 21 stations sharing time, other than 
Station WENR, 1 has one-seventh time (the sta¬ 
tion of the Missionarv Societv of St. Paul, the 
Apostle, using 5,000 watts), 1 has one-third time (a 
college station), 1 has three-sevenths time, 14 have

one-half time, 1 has four-sevenths time, 1 has tjwo- 
thirds time, 1 has five-sevenths time, and 1 has six- 
sevenths time. Hencey with the exceptioyi of one 
station {operated hy a religious organization and 
using 5,000 watts), all of them have more time than 
Station WENR, I 

(F) Of the 21 stations sharing time other than 
Station WENR, 5 have 10,000 watts and 16 have 
5,000 watts or less of power. I 

I 

These facts, together with the fact that the Commisbion 
was able to find in the crowded Chicago district genetous 
assignments of time to the live stations referred to iii the 
preceding paragraph 3, unquestionably demonstrate the 
Commission’s attitude of discrimination against the pub¬ 
lic utility operated Station WENR. j 

5. Station WENR with Its 50,000 Watts of PPwer 

Will Give Better Service and Ser^tece O^^er a Wider 

I 

Area to Farmers Than Will Station WLS. | 

i 

One ground advanced by Station WLS for its claim 
to the full use of a channel is that it serves rural com¬ 
munities in the Chicago district and that to allow | Sta¬ 
tion WENR further time at the expense of Station WLS 
would be to deprive such rural districts of a valuable 
service. The answer to this point may be found iii the 
reasons assigned by Commissioners Caldwell andl La- 
fount in their opinion that Station WENR should be 
given at least half time. Their conclusion reads as fol¬ 
lows : 

I 

^AVith a 50,000-watt transmitter, WENR will'give 
better service and service over a wider area to 
farmers than will WLS and in favoring an increase 

• of time to WENR we are chiefly influenced by the 
thought that this wdll bring more and better service 
to the farmer in the Middle West (R. 58). , 

I 

In the first place, there is very little difference be¬ 
tween the demand of rural listeners and urban listeners 


I 
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as to radio programs. This was amply demonstrated 
by the evidence of the twelve bona fide farmers intro¬ 
duced by Station WENR at the hearing. Their universal 
statement was that of all things over the radio they 
preferred good music and entertainment, and also, that 
the time required by any station for purely farm pro¬ 
grams, such as weather reports, grain and live stock mar¬ 
ket reports, and farm talks, should not exceed one hour 
per day (R. 202, 204, 205, 208). In fact, the evidence intro¬ 
duced by Station WLS demonstrates that no considerable 
amount of time is required each day for broadcasting 
purely farm matters, and an analysis of its programs 
demonstrates that thev consist mostlv of music and en- 
tertainment. The claim was made by Station WLS that 
the rural districts are not adequately served with farm 
programs. The answer to this claim appears in ap¬ 
pellant's Exhibit 85 (R. 894), consisting of a Govern¬ 
ment document entitled ‘‘Crop and Market News Radio 
and Broadcasting Schedules 1928,-’ issued by the United 
States Department of Agriculture. From this it appears 
that in the States of Illinois, Indiana, Wisconsin and 
Iowa there are 16 stations broadcasting strictly farm 
programs on regular schedules, and that in the Fourth 
Zone there are 31 such stations, and in the United States 
106 such stations. (R. 893.) This Government docu¬ 
ment states (R. 895): 

* * today well established schedules of 

weather, crop and market reports are available to 
practically all parts of the country.’’ 

It appears further that the owners of Station WEXR 
are themselves vitally interested in giving programs 
which residents of rural communities desire (R. 154, 155, 
151). 

In making a comparison between the witnesses pro¬ 
duced by Station WEXR and those produced by Sta-

tion WLS with respect to farm programs it is | worth 
noting that the principal witnesses of Station TViLS on 
these matters were paid representatives of farm prgan- 
izations, who were themselves interested in broadcasting 
over Station WLS as against the real ‘‘dirt farmers’’ 

testifying on behalf of Station WENR. I 

i 

Appellant also submits that the concerted | action 
of Senators 'VValsh, Norris and Brookhart in appearing 
before the Commission on behalf and at the reqtiest of 
WTjS as a farm station (R. 1020, 1022, 1026) and! advis¬ 
ing the Commission to deny broadcasting privileges to 
WEXR on the ground that it is owned by publicj utility 
companies, should carry no weight with this court. It 
is apparent that their statements were of a political 
nature and were made in ignorance of and without ref¬ 
erence to the evidence which had been introduced by 
appellant in the two and one-half days of the hearing 
preceding the Senators’ statements. The evidehce be¬ 
fore the Commission disclosed affirmatively and Conclu¬ 
sively that Station WENR is a general service station, 
attempting to sell time to the public generally (R. 180), 
and serving all classes of listeners without discxnmina- 
tion (R. 169, 171-176), and that not one vestigejof so- 
called propaganda had been broadcast over it (R.|49). 

In this connection also attention is called to the terms 
of the contract between Prairie Farmer Publishibg Co. 
and Sears, Roebuck & Company (R. 929-935) dated Sep¬ 
tember 15, 1928, under which Prairie Farmer Publishing 
Company acquired the control of Station WLS. By the 
terms of this contract no mail order house othe^ than 
Sears, Roebuck & Company can broadcast over Station 
WLS without the written consent of Sears, Roebuck & 
Company. Such a provision as this is not in thd inter¬ 
est of farmers as it will work to the exclusion ot other 
mail order houses which are popular among the farmers

in the Central West. The remaining terms of the con¬ 
tract indicate, either that the whole undertaking on the 
part of Prairie Farmer Publishing Company is experi¬ 
mental, or that the Prairie Farmer Publishing Company 
lacks financial backing. 

6. The Commission F.mled to Gms St.\tion WENR 

THE Benefit of Priority of Ser\'ice to Which It Is 

Entitled-. 

The evidence is undisputed that the Commonwealth 
Edison Company, tlie corporation principally interested 
in the ownership of appellant’s stock, was the first in 
the field of broadcasting radio programs in Chicago (R. 
142, 143), that it joined with Westinghouse Electric & 
Manufacturing Company in inaugurating and maintain¬ 
ing the first broadcasting station in Chicago in the year 
1921 (R. 142, 143), and that during a period extending 
from 1921 to June, 1927 programs of Commonwealth 
Edison Company were broadcast regularly from its 
studio over Station KYW (R. 142, 143, 144); that for 
a portion of said period all the broadcasting over Sta¬ 
tion KYW was originated bv the Commonwealth Edison 
Company from its studio and towers located in and on 
its building in Chicago (R. 143), and that from June, 
1927 to the date of the hearing in this case, the activi¬ 
ties of Commonwealth Edison Company in radio broad¬ 
casting were conducted through the appellant (R. 145). 
There was a continuitv of broadcasting service bv Com- 
monwealth Edison Company and by appellant from 1921 
to the date of the hearing in this case, with a continuity 
of staff and personnel. 

On the question of priority there are further facts to 
be considered in favor of Station WENR. From June, 
1927 to September, 1928 appellant owned and operated 
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both Station WENR and Station WBCN on a ^ull time 
schedule on one channel (K. 24). These two stations 
cost appellant $60,000 and $70,000 respectively (fe. 144). 
Station WBCN was discontinued on September |1, 1928, 
by order of the Commission, on the ground thatj the op¬ 
eration of two stations by appellant was an unnecessary 
duplication of stations, and Station WENR was operated 
after Septeml)er 1, 1928, on full time (R. 236), being li¬ 
censed under the call letters WENR-WBCN. ^R. 123, 
129, 133.) This was in effect a consolidation of I the two 
stations. The appellant submits that in dealing with 
questions of priority it should receive credit for having 

I 

assisted in eliminating one station from broadcasting. 
This point should have been considered of sulj)stantial 
weight and importance by the Commission in ^hotting 
time and power to appellant’s station, and was a matter 

i 

of especial consideration in regard to Chicago where the 
broadcasting cliannels were overcrowded with Stations. 
If all broadcasters had consolidated two stations into 
one, as appellant has done, the problems of the Commis¬ 
sion would have been greatly simplified. i

7. The 50,000- Watt Statiox, WENR, ShoulP Have 
Been Given More Favorable Treatment Than the 
5,000-Watt Station, WLS, Regardless of the Com- 

j 

mission’s View As to Priority in Time. 

j 

Entirely aside from the question of which station had 
priority in time, the decision of the Commission in 
favor of the 5,000-watt station, WLS, and against the 
50,000-watt station, WENR, is wholly inconsistent with 
the Commission’s primary rule that priority to be 
given consideration only as between stations of relatively 
the same power. In order to decide this case I agviinst 
WENR the Commission w’as forced to make hn arbi¬ 
trary and illogical exception to its general rulej 
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It will be recalled that the Commission has established 
three classes of stations, national of 5,000 watts or more, 
regional of 250 to 1,000 watts, and local of 100 watts or 
less. The Commission states: 

‘‘The point which the Commission desires to make 
is that when a controversy arises between a cleared 
channel station and a regional or local station or 
between any stations of different classes, the prin¬ 
ciple of priority cannot control. Neither a 100-watt 
nor a 1,000-watt station can give ser^dce over a suf¬ 
ficient area to justify its being assigned to a cleared 
channel occupied by an existing 5,000-watt station 
in the same locality, and, even though the smaller 
station mav have a longer record of continuous serv- 
ice, it manifestly has not as long a record of service 
over the larger area. The same principle applies 
as between a 100-watt station and a 1,000-watt sta¬ 
tion’’ (R. 33). (Italics ours.) 

But the (Commission takes the wholly illogical posi¬ 
tion that, as between a five thousand-watt station and a 
fifty thousand-watt station, ])riority in time is to gov¬ 
ern without regard to the difference in power, and ("Com¬ 
missioners Svkes and Pickard state: 

“The fact that it, "WENR, has a 50,000-watt trans¬ 
mitter is not, in our opinion, a decisive factor” (R. 
53). 

Thus as between a 50-watt station and a 500-watt sta¬ 
tion the 500-watt transmitter would he the decisive fac¬ 
tor. As between a 500-watt station and a 5,000-watt 
station the five thousand-watt transmitter icould he the 
decisive factor. But in this case, as between a 5,000- 
watt station and a 50,000-watt station the fifty thousand- 
watt transmitter is 'Uiot a decisive factor.” A more 
illogical position would be hard to imagine and Com¬ 
missioners Caldwell and Lafount do not fall into this 
error, as, in their opinion, they give great weight to the 
wider and better service that can be given by AVENR’S 
50,000-watt transmitter (R. 57). 
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It has already been pointed out in this brief jthat a 
50,000-watt station can serve nine times as much terri¬ 
tory as a 5,000-\vatt station; that this ratio of area cov¬ 
ered bv the two stations remains constant whatever field 
intensity of signal is adopted, and that at any poipt with¬ 
in the radius of the 5,000-watt station a 50,000-w$tt sta¬ 
tion will give three times as powerful a signal as a 
5,000-watt station. I 

A 50,000-watt station has nine times the service area 
of a 5,000-watt station in the same vray that a 5,0Q0-watt 
station has nine times the servuce area of a 500-'watt 
station. | 

For purposes of service comparison therefore 5,000- 

watt stations and 50,000-watt stations should be iconsid- 
ered to be of different classes, priority in time between 
them should be disregarded and the 50,000-watt Station 
WEXR should have been given preference oyer the 
5,000-watt Station WLS. I 

i 

8. The Commission Could Provide Full Time f^r Sta¬ 
tion WENR BY Creating More Cleared Chanp^els. 

I 

Under its General Order No. 40 the Commission pro¬ 
vided for forty cleared channels for high power! opera¬ 
tion (R. 60). It is not for this applicant to determine 

I 

whether the Commission should have provided for fifty 
or more cleared channels. "VVe wish to point out here 
however, that by providing for one more cleared chan¬ 
nel for each Zone many difficult problems of the Com¬ 
mission can be solved and by so doing the Commission 
could provide a full clannel other than the frequency of 
870 kilocycles for WLS or WENR. This poiht was 
dealt with in the evidence of appellant’s engineer, Mr. 
Hogan (R. 272, 273, 274) where it is shovm that b^ shift¬ 
ing approximately 15 of the regional assignments (R. 
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273), ten additional cleared channels (two for each 
Zone) can be secured without much diflSculty. It will 
be understood that in accordance with the regulations 
of the Commission, which appellant observed, it was nec- 
essar}" for appellant to specify some channel for its use 
and appellant chose, naturally, the channel to which it 
had been assigned by the Commission, but stated in its 
application that it would be satisfied with an assignment 
upon any suitable cleared channel for high power op¬ 
eration assigned exclusively to the Fourth Zone. 

9. The Commission Disregahdeu the National Demand 

FOR Appell.\nt's Station. 

The element of service over a wider area and the im¬ 
proved clarity and reliability of service at any point 
within the area covered is most emphatically demon¬ 
strated by the 1,950 affidavits introduced by appellant, 
coming from all parts of the United States. The state¬ 
ments almost universallv made in these affidavits are; 
‘^Station WEXR is the best station on the air.” ‘‘We 
hear Station WENR better than anv other station.” 
“The reception is the clearest of any station we listen 
to.” “We think the station should be given full time on 
the air.” Some typical statements are as follows: 

R. E. Doman, accountant, Redondo Beach, California; 

“The quality and reception were very good and 
came in with power equal to that of a local station, 
with little, if any, fading; that the character of said 
programs was of the very best, being furnished by 
the best talent available and not of the cheap rec¬ 
ord class commonlv heard on such broadcasts, and 
I firmly! believe it is to the best interests of the 
radio audience in general, and particularly to us 
here on the Pacific Coast, to have radio station 
WENR broadcast with a power of fifty kilowatts. 
I have listened to WENR every Saturday night since 
July 21„ 1928, and have derived a great deal of 
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pleasure from their broadcasts. Had it I not been 
for their fiftv kilowatts power they would! not have 
been able to reach us here on the Pacific CJoast, and 
I trust they may be permitted to use this power 
for the full 24 hours of the day” (R. 414). 

Arthur Ward, Insurance, Wool and Sheep I Commis¬ 
sion, Helena, Montana: '

^^The quality and reception of said pro^am was 
the best I have ever heard or received jin these 
Rocky Mountains—in fact the only really enjoyable 
program ever received by me from a standpoint of 
reception and clear tone; the character of isaid pro¬ 
gram was ver\' high indeed and was enjoyed all 
evening by those present, and that we here, in the 
mountains far from broadcast stations, hhve much 
difficulty in getting any worth while recbption at 
all, and that a program broadcast like that from 
WENR on the night above mentioned. Was really 
a revelation and made me believe that a Iradio set 
was really worth while after all and not la foolish 
expenditure of money, which sometimes I believed 
before receiving a program as was received from 
WENR” (R. 623). ^ !

Leslie A. Boyd, Salesman and Horticulturist, New 
Troy, ^Michigan: | 

‘‘The quality and reception was the be$t of any 
station that we receive; when the switch! is made 
from 5,000 to 50,000 watts there is a remarkable 
change in quality in the latter and that ^he char¬ 
acter of said program or programs was a very fine 
arrangement of high class entertainment^ suitable 
for any home. We value it among the bbst. The 

artists are in a class bv themselves and do not re- 

• 

sort to a lot of hoodlum tactics that some other sta¬ 
tions put in their programs. A station of j:his qual¬ 
ity should be allowed to operate 24 hours a day, as 
they are giving the public, at no cost, th^ best in 
service and that is reallv welfare service! and the 
best enjoyed that can be brought into the Amer¬ 
ican home” (R. 606). |

Ernest S. Staples, New York City: 

<<# • » character of said prograni or pro- 
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grams was excellent and unquestionable and 
that as an offering to the public, these programs 
can truthfully be said to be beyond reproach, novel, 
entertaining and instructive, and every feature 
thoroughly enjoyed by myself and family. I am 
frank to sav that T get more recreation and more 
amusement from one of WPlXR's programs than 
from any Xew York station and hope we shall still 
be periiiitlc^d to listen in at more frequent intervals” 
(R. 665). 

J. C. Floyd, attorney at law. Meridian, Mississippi: 

^‘The quality and reception of said program was 
excellent, that tlie character of said program was 
excellent and that AVEXR came in better than anv 

m* 

other station. The program was balanced to suit 

all tastes. The military brass band of the Station 

• 

is the best T liave ever heard by radio, and I re¬ 
spectfully recommend that the Honorable Commis¬ 
sion grant said Station, AVEXR, permission and au¬ 
thority to broadcast continuously at a power of 50,- 
000 watts” (R. 616). 

J. E. Ruslinell, Retail (Jrocer, Brattleboro, A^ermont: 

‘‘That the quality and reception was tine. I never 
listened to a program that was as clear and free 
from defect; that the character of said program 
was excellent, and that from 12 o’clock until 3 
o’clock a. m.. Standard Time, my wife and I en¬ 
joyed every minute of the program” (R. 796). 

These 1,950 ■ affidavits came from every state in the 
Union, from Alaska, from the District of Columbia, from 
the Canadian x^rovinces, and the West Indies (R. 404 to 
891). They were not in any way dictated by appellant. 
They are in the handwriting of the persons making the 
affidavits, prepared in their own homes, acknowledged 
before a notary public, forwarded to the Station by mail 
in response, in each instance, to a single letter (R. 400- 
401) and are a spontaneous expression of fact, approval 
and desire on the part of persons who listened to the 
programs broadcast by Station WEX'R at 50,000-watt

power on Sunday mornings from 12 to 3 A. M. over a 
period of several months prior to November jll, 1928. 
Such affidavits as these procured in this manner cannot 
be disregarded. They come from all classes qf people. 
They are of such convincing nature that appellant has 
considered it necessary to print them all in tlae record 
of this case (R. 404-891) arranged in the order of States. 

i 

It is, of course, not expected that the court will read 
them all. It is not necessarv to make selections from 

“ I 

them. They can be examined in whole or in plart. The 
record of them can be turned to at any page aitd the re¬ 
sult is almost universally a deliberate valuation of Sta- 

I 

tion WENR and its programs which places it either first 
or among the very best of the stations of the cbuntry. 

No one can read these affidavits without becoming 
convinced that the people who prepared them iare seri¬ 
ously interested, that they want the programs of Sta¬ 
tion WENR as a part of their daily enjojunent, and 
that consequently, in the public interest, convenience 
and necessity, appellant should be allowed as mhch time 
on the air for the operation of its station as is allowed 
to any station in the country. The signficance | of these 
affidavits becomes more apparent when it is considered 
Ihat the names of the persons who signed them were 
procured almost entirely as the result of announcements 
made on September 16 and September 23, 19281 between 
the hours of 12 o’clock midnight and 3 A. Ml, to the 
effect that anyone listening to the station at a 1 distance 
of more than 200 miles from Chicago might tkegraph 
the station at its expense as to the clarity of the recep¬ 
tion and character of the programs. As a fesult of 
these announcements telegrams were received from 
6,646 different persons residing in 1,318 different cities, 

towns and villages in all of the States of the tTnion, in 

1 ' 
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eight different Canadian provinces, and in Alaska, Cuba 
and Hawaii (R. 398-400). 

These affidavits also dispose emphatically of the state¬ 
ment of Commissioners Sykes and Pickard (R. 53) that 
the phenomenon of fading renders service unreliable at 
a distance of over 100 miles from the station. The rec¬ 
ord does not contain proof of any such fact, and these 
affidavits refute it. In at least 100 of the affidavits the 
specific statement is made either that there is little fad¬ 
ing or that there is no fading, and many of them also 
state that the high power overcomes ‘‘static,’’ and they 
all refer to the clarity and reliability of the reception. 

If the contentions of these two Commissioners were 
sound, it is obvious that neither the Westinghonse Com¬ 
pany, nor the! Crosley Radio Company, nor the General 
Electric Company, recognized leaders in radio broad¬ 
casting, nor any of the other applicants to whom con¬ 
struction permits for 50,000-watt stations have been 
granted would have invested or will invest upwards of 
half a million dollars for a 50,000-watt station to do no 
better work than a 5,000-watt station costing not over 
$150,000. 

10. The Commission Disregarded the Local Demand 

FOR Appellant’s Station. 

The evidence of this character consists of the follow¬ 
ing: 

(a) Report of Survey of Chicago Radio Station Pref¬ 
erences Made by Business Research Corporation, in 
the Regular Course of Its Business, Shoiving Station 
WENR to Be the Most Popular Station in Chicago. 

This Report and the evidence offered by appellant 
with respect thereto were excluded by the Commission, 
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but the Keport is included as a part of the record in 
this case (R. 295-317). As a matter of convenient ar¬ 
rangement the admissibility of this evidence is discussed 
later herein as appellant’s point III, where the I Report 
and the evidence relating to it are referred to iii detail, 
and the purpose, character and results of the i Survey 
will be referred to here. I 

I 

This Survey was the most extensive study of 
station popularity ever undertaken. It was made 
by Business Research Corporation, an independent 
organization, and was conducted by appellant’s 
witness Mr. Ham, who is a staff member of that! organ¬ 
ization (R. 288). The purpose was to obtain froiii about 
50,000 residents of Chicago their preferences of Chi¬ 
cago radio stations, and to tabulate these exjjressed 
preferences in order to determine the relative popularity 
of the several Chicago stations. The Survey was con¬ 
ducted over the telephone from October 19, 1928! to No¬ 
vember 8, 1928, inclusive (R. 296). In carrying; on the 
survey thirty-five telephone operators were procured 
from the Illinois Bell Telephone Company, care being 
taken that none of them had been associated with any 
radio station (R. 296). These operators called the per¬ 
sons whose names were taken from the Chicago Tele¬ 
phone Directory alphabetically without discrimination 
from all exchanges excepting exchanges in commercial 
territory (R. 296). The persons called were re(|[uested 
to state their preferences of Chicago radio stations, and 
as a result of the calls the preferences of 49,139 persons 
were obtained. (Exhibit following page 298.) Th|e pref¬ 
erences of each person were recorded at the time by 
the operator procuring them on a card provided for the 
purpose and were verified by such operator, and all cards 
were tabulated in the Report and offered in evidence 
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(R. 291). In order to maintain a careful check and close 
supervdsioii over the work of the telephone operators 
a monitor board was installed and the operators were 
regularly monitored to see that no influence was exerted 
on the votes of the persons who were called (R. 297). 
The result of the suiwey placed the first six Chicago 
radio stations in the order of their popularity as first 
choice as follows (R. 298):

(b) Affidavits of Retail Radio Dealers. 

Radio retail dealers because of the character of their 
business are admittedly good judges of the transmitting 
qualities of radio stations and of their programs. There 
are approximately 300 retail radio dealers in Chicago 
(R. 318). Affidavits signed by 225 of these dealers were 
procured and introduced in evidence by appellant (R. 
318-355). All of the affiants spoke very highly of Sta¬ 
tion WEXR, and about 60 per cent of them said that 
they were accustomed to use Station IVEXR almost ex¬ 
clusively in demonstrating their ratio sets to prospec¬ 
tive purchasers, and the majority of them stated that 
thev considered Station WEXR the best station in Chi- 
cago. Two typical affidavits are as follows: 

A. V. Schaller, 1936 West 35th Street, Chicago, Illi¬ 
nois: 

‘‘That its programs are the best to be had on the 
radio by very capable entertainers, and I am accus¬ 
tomed to use the programs of said Station WEXR 
all day, also evenings, for demonstration purposes 
in the business of selling radio sets’’ (R. 319). 
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J. L. Doyle, 2944 South Canal Street, Chic%o, Illi¬ 
nois : I 

^‘Programs of Station WENE are the finest in 
this area. They are clean, educational anid bring 
happiness to all who tune in on this station. I am 
accustomed to use the programs of this stajtion ev¬ 
ery hour of the day” (R. 320). 

(c) Affidavits of Prominent Persons in Chicago. 

Appellant introduced affidavits of 86 prominent peo¬ 
ple of Chicago, all attesting the high quality of fhe pro¬ 
grams of Station WENE and the public intere$t in al- 

i 

lowing it to broadcast for as much time as any Chicago 
station (E. 356-395). The list of affiants includes the 
principal officers of large industrial enterprises, of 
banks, of investment and brokerage houses, a i former 
President of the United States Chamber of Commerce, 
a Vice President of the Chicago Art Institute, President 
of the Field Museum of Natural History, Acting Presi¬ 
dent of the University of Chicago, President of the Ham¬ 
ilton Club of Chicago, President of the Chicago Real 
Estate Board, President of the Electric Association of 
Chicago, President of the American Institute of Elec¬ 
trical Engineers, and others. The affidavits appear in 
the record at pages 359 to 395. Two typical affidavits 
read as follows: i 


Frederic Woodward, Acting President of the jUniver- 
sity of Chicago: i 

Among other Chicago broadcasting stations 
WENE is one of those that I frequently havb heard. 
We enjoy the programs of this station partibularly, 
recognizing that it has high power and presents in¬ 
teresting programs. The high character of WENE 
programs has led me to send you this note of com¬ 
mendation. The University of Chicago has! a par¬ 
ticular interest in broadcasting service in the City 
of Chicago. We maintain service weekly, | giving

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short talks by members of the faculty through a 
Chicago station. The service of WENR is on the 
level with what we think should be given to the 
public. It has some of the educational values that 
we ourselves are trying to give” (R. 359). 

D. F. Kelly, President and Oeneral Manager of The 
Fair: 

‘‘Quite frequently I have listened to the broad¬ 
casting of most of the Chicago stations, including 
WENR, ,and I have been told bv manv of those 
connected with our store who are radio listeners, 
and I agree with their viewpoint, that WENR is 
one of the best known and most popular stations in 
Chicago. We are particularly interested because 
the owners of Station WENR were the first to op¬ 
erate a broadcasting station in Chicago; their orig¬ 
inal station was for manv vears on the roof of the 

• » 

Commonwealth Edison Building, which is directly 
across the Dearborn Street from our store. Their 
program is always good, in fact excellent—it is ed¬ 
ucational as well as entertaining. 

“Chicago is in need of WENR as it is our only 
station of 50,000 watts power. We should have a 
station operated with power equal to the power of 
anv station on the Eastern seaboard. We sincerelv 
hope WENR will be permitted to continue to op¬ 
erate for 24 hours daily and use the power now 
allocated to it. It should be given as much time 
on the air as any station in the IMiddle West and 
allowed to broadcast at 50 kilowatts. The failure 
on the part of the authorities to grant such priv¬ 
ilege to WENR would be a distinct loss to this com¬ 
munity” (R. 361). 

(d) Affidavits of Bural lAsteners. 

Station WENR introduced affidavits signed by 6,730 
residents of Christian, Sangamon, Mason, Menard, Taze¬ 
well and Cass counties, Illinois (R. 250-251). These 
counties are located in the central portion of the State, 
are approximately 175 miles from Chicago, and are 
rural districts.

These affidavits are identical in form. They state that 
Station WENR has rendered great service to rural com¬ 
munities by its broadcasting, and affiants request that 
Station WENR be given as much time on the air as shall

Affidavits of 93 different persons residing in rural dis¬ 
tricts in Wisconsin were also introduced (R. 251)! all in 
the same form and substantially of the same wording as 
the 6,730 affidavits from Illinois rural listeners. i

(e) Other Affidavits and Petitions. I 


The affidavits of 638 persons (WENR Ex. 20, R. 249- 
250) and the affidavits of 799 persons (WENR Eks. 23, 
1 to 11, R. 252, 253) were introduced in evidence! The 
affidavits contained in Exhibit 20 are all the same and 


state that the programs of Station WENR ‘^are 


better 


than the programs broadcast by any other station in Chi¬ 


cago

The affidavits contained in Exhibit 23, 1 to 11, are all 
different. The affida\dt of Mrs. R. G. Cornell, 1143 West 
Lowell Street, Chicago, is typical of them, and contains 
the following: | 

‘‘Mrs. Peterson is surely helping a large litmaber 
of people through this Station. The morning mu¬ 
sical program, the Sunshine hour, we thoroughly en¬ 
joy, especially the pipe organ and good classical mu¬ 
sic, and by all means wish it continued.’’ (R. 252.) 

Petitions were presented to Station WENR, si^ed by 
over 39,000 persons residing in the Chicago district. 
These petitions were presented by interested listeners of 
their own accord and were brought to the Station in 
Chicago by such listeners or were forwarded to thb Com¬ 
mission at Washington (R. 239, 901). They were pro¬ 
tests against the reduction of time of the Station, and 
each petition bears the affidavit of the person procuring 


I 
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the signatures on it to the effect that all signatures are 
authentic (R. 239). 

The attention of the Court is also called to the tele¬ 
grams from Governor-elect Emmerson, Governor Small, 
Attornev-General Carlstrom and Senator Glenn of the 
State of Illinois (R. 891, 892, 893). These telegrams 
refer to the great popularity of Station WEXR, its fa¬ 
cilities for serving rural and urban districts and request 
that it be granted as much time on the air as any high 
power Chicago station. 


With respect to all of tlie evidence of station popularity 
referred to in this Subparagraph 10, the Commission sug¬ 
gests that such evidences of popularity are unreliable 
because ‘‘popularity at best is fleeting and transient” 
and because the public becomes “indignant over an al¬ 
leged wrong or is ignorant of the identity of the other 
])arty to the controversy.” The Commission’s criticism 
in this regard is unjust. The Commission states that 
station popularity is an important factor. What better 
method than that employed by appellant is there to prove 
station popularity? The Commission offers none^ and 
such tests do show the desires of the listening public. 
The Commission would belittle affidavits of over 10,000 
persons coming from all parts of the United States and 
Canada and petitions signed by over 39,000 persons, pro¬ 
cured by interested listeners and brought to the broad¬ 
casting station or delivered to tlie Commission. And 
what would the Coimnisison substitute for them? Sta- 
iion irL-8 produced no evidence of this character^ and 
the Commission apparently took in lieu of such evidence 
an illustrated book describing the activities of Station 
WLS, which shows the capacity of the artist who pre¬ 
pared the book and his ingenuity and imagination, all 
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exercised in the retirement of a studio and coniposing 
room without the aid of the listening public. Tjie affi¬ 
davits presented in this case, showing national demand 
for appellant’s station and all other affidavits weife pro¬ 
cured in an entirely legitimate manner. The petitions of 
over 39,000 persons were the voluntary contributions of 
the listening public. The makers of these affidavits and 
the signers of these petitions and the high state officials 
in their telegrams were stating facts and expressing 
their honest valuation of appellant’s station and their 
desires with respect to its operation. In fact the^e affi¬ 
davits and petitions confirm the testimony of several per¬ 
sons of prominence in Chicago who testified for Station 
WEXR (R. 159-169, 191-194), including William R. 
Dawes and Frank A. ^Mitchell, President and Chairman 
of the Executive Committee, respectivelv, of the Chicago 
Association of Commerce, who, at the expense |)f the 
association, appeared as witnesses and objected to a re¬ 
duction of WEXR’s time (R. 150, 167). Mr. Dawes 
characterized WEX'R as an independent station, having 
the means and ability to furnish, and interested iji fur¬ 
nishing, ^^a greater facility in broadcasting” in the Cen¬ 
tral West than perhaps any other station in the Qity of 
Chicago, and he characterized the people responsible for 
WEXR as good public servants and pioneers in broad¬ 
casting (R. 160, 161). I 

Referring to the Commission’s criticism that the tele¬ 
phone canvass, as well as the affidavits, was effected 
by public indignation over the proposed reduction 
of WEXR’S time, attention is called to the i facts 
that the canvass began on October 19, 1928,1 and 
that the first broadcast announcement of Station WEXR 
that the Commission proposed to reduce its opetating 
time from full time to two-sevenths time was a mo^t con¬ 
servative announcement made on October 26th (Ri 177) 


1 
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7 da/ys after this telephone canvass began and only 16 
days before the Commission’s allocation was to go into 
effect. If the Commission’s criticism requires any refu¬ 
tation, it will be found in the fact that the daily sheets 
of the result of the canvass, appearing in Exhibit 84 
(R. 299-311) show that the relative position of Station 
WENR and Station IM'jS, and in fact all other stations, 
remains practically the same throughout the whole pe¬ 
riod of the canvass. So it appears that the radio public 
voted in favor of WENR before it knew of the proposed 
action of the Commission as well as after. 

Appellant knows of no better evidence of station popu- 
laritv than that shown bv the evidence offered bv it, and 
the Commission has suggested nothing comparable ^^'ith 
it. 

11. The Commission Failed to Give Due Weight to the 
Superiority of Appellant’s Programs. 

In June 1927, when appellant began its operation of 
Belmont Avenue Station WENR and Station WBCN, 
located on the North and South sides of the City of Chi¬ 
cago, respectively, appellant began broadcasting imme¬ 
diately over such stations superior programs of music, 
entertainment, education and religious matters, operat¬ 
ing full time, and employing for that purpose a large 
studio staff which was increased and perfected so that 
in the fall of 1928 appellant was employing 146 persons 
in the operation of its station (R. 168). It is impossible 
to properly appraise the relative superiority of 
programs without listening to them. As neither 
the Commission nor this Court has that oppor¬ 
tunity, such evidence as is available must be 
used. The names and the number of artists mav 
be stated and the character of the programs may be 
described, as was done by appellant in this case (R. 169- 
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176), but such evidence is not very convincing.! Some 
valuable conclusions, however, mav be made frdm com- 
parative costs of operation. On this point it jippears 
that Station WCBD does not pay for its talent (i^. 1116), 
and that Station WLS pays approximately $50,|000 per 
year to its Union musicians (R. 1072). As against these, 
it appears that Station WENR pays $173,888 per year 
to Union musicians alone (R. 168-169) and that its pro¬ 
gram and studio expense amount to $20,353186 per 
month (R. 148), its other operating expensed being 
$21,933.49 per month additional (R. 148). In the opera¬ 
tion of its station, WEXR employs 84 Union musicians, 
34 artists and entertainers, and a clerical and operating 
force of 28 persons (R. 168). Thirty of the artists are 
employed on full time (R. 180). I 

Another indication of the superiority of the programs 
of Station WENR is that thev are well-rounded to meet 

ft' 1 

the tastes of all listeners, and in that respect they meet 
the tests laid down by the Commission (R. 39, 40) that 
There is no room for the operation of broadcasting sta¬ 
tions exclusively by or in the interests of individuals or 
groups so far as the nature of the program is concerned.’’ 
Station WLS at the hearing based its claim fori prefer¬ 
ential treatment largely, if not entirely, upon its i alleged 
agricultural services. Station WENR, on the oth^r hand, 
urged its own original, independent and well-balanced 
programs produced by its highly paid staff as iworthy 
of consideration. WENR’s religious program iis given 
by Dr. Shannon of Central Church, Chicago, on Sunday 
mornings, and on Sunday evenings by speakers! of Na¬ 
tional reputation. Its agricultural program con$ists of 
weather reports, grain and live stock market Reports, 
and talks on farm matters (R. 198). To mention ^ome of 
the other features: the ‘‘Sunshine Hour’^ in the njiorning 
was extremely popular (R. 195-197), the afterno^ con- 
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certs were ■ the best on the air (R. 321, 326, 

329, 336, 342) and the Symphony Concerts are 
of superior quality. The Home Service programs 
are given by Mrs. Peterson, who is of National 
reputation (R. 181). She has 22 young women of col¬ 
lege education working with her and has 9 different head¬ 
quarters in different parts of Chicago where persons in¬ 
terested may come for advice on home economics (R. 
182). Some indication of the importance of this program 
may be had from the astounding fact that in the first 
nine months of the year 1928, 225,456 persons came in 
to her different headquarters seeking advice (R. 189). 
Her service includes telling working women and others 
what to cook and how to do it, how to feed and care for 
their children, and how to balance their budgets on an 
income of less than $200 per month (R. 182). 

But the best evidence of program superiority is sta¬ 
tion popularity and on that point appellant 's evidence is 
overwhelming. 

The suggestion of Commissioners Sykes and Pickard 
that Station WEXR be assigned at least four-sevenths 
of time on another channel is a recognition by them of 
the Station’s popularity. (R. 52.) But their sug¬ 
gestion that the station be assigned to the 1480 
kilocycle channel is unworthy of consideration. 
The record shows, vuthout contradiction, that sta¬ 
tions of the power of IVEXR should not be 
assigned to the higher frequency channels because 
of the lack of selectivity inherent in commercial receiv¬ 
ers at those frequencies (R. 274). This channel of 1480 
kilocycles is not one of the 40 cleared channels set aside 
by the Commission for high power stations, but is one 
of four high frequency channels, each designated for use 
by two or more stations of not exceeding 5,000 xvatts 
power in different zones (R. 62) and generally as- 
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signed to inferior stations. A 50,000-watt station;at 1480 
kilocycles would produce interference in blanketing of 
stations on neighboring channels to so great ari extent 
as to greatly impair their radio service to the pu|)lic (R. 
274). ' I 

As a result of the Commission’s order many of the fea¬ 
tures formerly given by Station WENR have been aban¬ 
doned and all have been curtailed because of the:lack of 

I 

time. A glance at the revised schedule of the station’s 
time on the air (R. 1058) will show that there a|re only 
three half-hour periods in the daytime, and that the eve¬ 
ning programs come late at night, after most listeners 
have retired, while Station WLS continues as| before 
without reduction of its time, and Station WCBD has 
more time than before the reallocation. | 

III. 

The Commission Erred in Refusing to Accept in Evi¬ 
dence the Report of Business Research Corporation on 
the Result of Its Telephone Survey of Chicagp Radio 
Station Preferences (Appellant’s Ex. 84) and the Evi¬ 
dence Pertaining Thereto, All Showing Station WENR 
to Be the Most Popular Station in Chicago. , 

Appellant’s Exhibit 84 (R. 295-317) was a forpaal re¬ 
port entitled ^‘Report of Survey of Chicago Radio Sta¬ 
tion Preference,” made by Business Research Corpora¬ 
tion, an independent agency, in the regular coursO of its 
business, at the request of appellant. The repbrt in¬ 
cluded : I 

(1) A letter by Stanley P. Farwell, Vicej Presi¬ 
dent of Business Research Corporation stating the 
tabulated vote as to first choice of approxiinately 
50,000 radio listeners in Chicago; I

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(2) A statement of the purpose, method and re¬ 
sults of the survey; 

(3) Three tables showing the number of calls 
made, summary of votes by days and summary of 
first, second, third and fourth choices of persons ex¬ 
pressing their preferences; 

(4) A table showing pages and exchanges used 
from the Chicago Telephone Directory in procuring 
names of telephone users; 

(5) A map showing telephone exchanges and ter- 
ritorv covered in the survev; 

(6) Forms of affidavits used by the operators in 
verification of the methods pursued by them and the 
result obtained. 

In connection with Exhibit 84 appellant offered; 

1. An affidavit by each telephone operator employed 
stating, among other matters, that she called each person 
reported by her as expressing a preference; that she 
ascertained that such person was accustomed to listen to 
radio broadcasting; that she ascertained the preferences 
of such person and recorded such preferences correctly 
and truthfully on the card and placed her initials and 
operating number on such card; that at the end of each 
day all the cards bearing the names and preferences of 
those who, on being called by her had expressed a pref¬ 
erence, were collected together and verified by her; that 
said cards so collected together and verified correctly 
represent the several preferences of all the person who 
expressed a preference to her; that she did not suggest 
call letters to any person called by her and did not in¬ 
fluence or attempt to influence any person in voting, and 
that she did not know whether the canvass was being made 
for any particular station (R. 291). Each of said affi¬ 
ants also stated the questions asked, as follows: ‘‘We 
are calling to ask you what Chicago radio station you 
prefer; what is your favorite station, and what station 
would you place second, third, and fourth ? ^ and in some 
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instances also: ^‘This canvass is being made because 
there are so many stations in Chicago that some of them 
vdll have to have their time restricted by the Radio Com¬ 
mission. We think vou will want to have your vote 
counted.’’ 

2. Affidavits bv employees of Business Research Cor- 
poration who prepared the cards from which the opera¬ 
tors made calls and showing that the names to be! called 
were taken alphabetically from the Chicago Telephone 
Directory from all exchanges except certain exchanges 
located in territory which is largely commercial, apd that 
only residential telephones were selected (R. 291-294). 

3. The operators ’ card consisting of 103,3911 cards, 

from which preferences of 49,139 persons were obtained 
(R. 293-294). | 

4. Evidence of Mr. Ham in verification of the method 
of conducting the survey and to the effect that the purvey 
was made under his direction as a staff member of Busi¬ 
ness Research Corporation in the regular course I of his 

emplo^Tnent (R. 291). |

(1) The Statements of Preference Contained qn the 

Operators’ Cards and Tabulated in the Report^ Were 

Not Hearsay. 

The Commission appears to have excluded this evi¬ 
dence on the ground that it was hearsay evidenbe (R. 
293). It is submitted that it was not hearsay 
evidence. One of the important points to be proyen be¬ 
fore the Commission was the relative popularity pf Sta¬ 
tion WENR among Chicago stations. This problem pre¬ 
sents many difficulties. Witnesses may be called I but it 
is impractical to present any considerable numjber of 
witnesses in Washington—the place of the hearing. Tele¬ 
grams and letters may be sent and affidavits may be pro- 
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duced, but the number of opinions expressed thereby is 
necessarily limited and letters and telegrams are not ad¬ 
missible. Station pop^ilarity is demonstrated by tvhat 
people say of the station. Therefore, the fact to be 
proven in this instance was what a cross section of the 
people of Chicago said about Station WE NR. The op¬ 
erators’ cards recorded these statements and were of¬ 
fered for the purpose of showing what people said of the 
station and not for the purpose of proving the truth or 
falsity of what was said. Tn support of the admissibility 
of such evidence we direct the attention of the Court to 
the widelv recognized statement of Professor Wigmore 
dealing with the exact nature and limited applicability 
of the hearsav rule: 

“The theory of the hearsay rule (ante Sec. 1361) 
is that when a human utterance is offered as evi¬ 
dence of the truth of the fact asserted in it, the 
credit of the assertor becomes the basis of our in¬ 
ference,; and therefore the assertion can be received 
only when made upon the stand subject to the test 
of cross-examination. If, therefore, an extra judicial 
utterance is offered not as an assertion to evidence 
the matter asserted, but without reference to the 
truth of\ the matter asserted, the hearsay rule does 
not apply. The utterance is then merely not ob¬ 
noxious ,to that rule. It mav or mav not be received 

^ * 

according as it has any relevancy to the case, but if 
it is not received this is in no way due to the hearsay 
rule.” Wigniore on Evidence, 2nd Ed., Sec. 1766. 
(Italics ours.) 

When the' purpose of appellant in offering this evi¬ 
dence is understood, it becomes plain that the evidence 
was not hearsay evidence and that it should be admitted 
for the purpose of proving what people said of the 
stations.

The operators’ cards offered were all authenticated by 
affidavits of the operators offered in evidence (R. 289), 
but irrespective of any such authentication the | opera¬ 
tors ’ cards were clearly qualified for admission un^er the

exception of the hearsay rule in favor of entries made 
in the regular course of business. The operators’ cards 
were the cards on which the operators in the employ of 
Business Research Corporation recorded verbatim ex¬ 
pressions of preference given in response to the;opera¬ 
tors’ questions. The entries were made at the time of 
the call and no further entries on the cards were made 
thereafter. It is a well-established rule that writings 
by employees made in the course of their employment 
are admissible without authentication by the employees 
and other persons involved in the transaction, whOn sup¬ 
ported, as in this case, by the testimony of some pne fa¬ 
miliar with the business in the course of which the writ¬ 
ings were made. * | 

It has been said that the old rule demanding authenti¬ 
cation by each employee as a condition precedent! to ad¬ 
mission of the evidence of entries made by him i in the 
course of business would be a ‘Menial of justice.’!’

The Federal Courts have adopted the flexible rule sug¬ 
gested by Professor Wigmore. In E. J. Dupont, De- 
Nemours cf* Co. v. Tomlinson, 296 Fed. 634, at page 640, C. 
C. A. 4th Cir., the court exhaustively discussed the ad- 

misisbilitv of business entries as follows: 

% 

‘‘Prof. Wigmore states that the principles under¬ 
lying the exceptions to the hearsay rule, which justify 
the omission of the test of cross-examination are two: 
(1) Necessity; and (2) a circumstantial guarantee 
of the trustworthiness of the evidence which in effect 
makes cross-examination unnecessary. Wigmore on 
Evidence, Sec. 1420. * * 

“In recent years the conditions, of necessity, jus¬ 
tifying the use of a record without the supporting 

testimonv of the entrant have been extended bevond 

» •> 

the circumstances of death and absence from the ju¬ 
risdiction. Tlie courts have recognized other cases 
of unavailability as sufficient. This is particularly 
true of records of modern industrial activities in 
whicli tlie facts are complex and the persons con¬ 
cerned so numerous that no one of them has an ac¬ 
curate recollection of the whole chain of events. The 
record itself in these cases is in effect the best and 
only evidence of the transaction. If it is identified, 
and its correctness and regularity are established, 
there is,no sound reason why it should not be ac¬ 
cepted as proof of great value. In the case at bar 
the regularity is fully proved. The records were 
made contemporaneously vdth the facts, by persons 
employed for the purpose by the railroad company 
in the regular course of business, as part of a sys¬ 
tem habitually employed, in order that the railroad 
might have an accurate account to which reference 
might thereafter be made in the conduct of its af¬ 
fairs. The identity and correctness of the record 
is proved by the supervising agent and clerk who 
was charged with the duty to cause the record to be 
made, and to preserve it for future reference and 
use. It would not be practical or of value to produce 
the other participants in the transaction. Indeed, the 
defendants do not contend that the men who moved 
the material should be produced. The admissibility 
of the record is attacked on the ground that the sub- 
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ordinate clerks, who made the final entries in the rail¬ 
road office, were not called as witnesses or proved to 
be unavailable. But the clerks themselves could 
ji:ive no testimony based upon personal recollection. 
They could not testify that they had knowledge of 
the facts when they made the entries, but could 
merelv sav that thev correctly transcribed tfie mem- 
oranda reported to them. In such case— I 

‘it should be sufficient if the books are veri¬ 
fied on the stand by the supervising officer who 
knew them to be the books of regular | entries 
kept in that establishment; thus the production 
on the stand of a regiment of bookkeepers, sales¬ 
men, shipping clerks, teamsters, foreinen or 
other subordinate employees, should be dis¬ 
pensed with.’ Wigmore on Evidence,! Secs. 
2881, 2884, 2886, and 2887.” 

Applying the tests suggested by Professor ’Wigmore 
and approved in the above case, there are conclusive 
reasons for admitting the operators’ cards. The neces¬ 
sity lies in the impossibility of bringing before tl^e Com¬ 
mission each operator and the 49,139 persons whose pref¬ 
erences were recorded. The circumstantial giiaranty 
of trustworthiness lies in the business system ;of the 
Business Kesearch Corporation and in the lack of motive 
of the operators to falsify their records. ME Ham 
testified that the Survey was made under his personal 
direction and supervision. The rule stated in the Dupont 
case is in force in the Federal courts generally, i

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(3) The Statements Contained on the OpERATOiRs' 
Cards Were Not Rendered Inadmissible by Reason 
OF the Fact That They Were Procured Over the 
Telephone. 

The validity of such an objection would depend upon 
the rule that statements made over the telephone are 
inadmissible in evidence unless the voice of the person 
making the statement can be identified by the person 
seeking to use it. This objection to the competency of 
the operators^ cards is invalid for either of two reasons: 
In the first place, it is immaterial in this case whether or 
not the identity of the persons whose opinions were re¬ 
corded by the operators corresponded exactly with the 
persons whose names were selected to be called. The sole 
fact of importance was that some per son, accustomed to 
listening to the radio, made the statement which was re¬ 
corded. Ill the second place, even in a case in which the 
identity of the person whose telephone conversation was 
recorded is material, the courts have abandoned the re¬ 
quirement of an absolute establishment of that identity. 
In the case of Tacoma £ Eastern Lumber Co. v. A. B. 
Field d' Co. 170 Pac. 360; S. C. Wash. 1918, the court 
said : 

‘^Conversations over a telephone with a person 
not identified are admissible in evidence to the same 
extent as a personal interview by a customer with 
an unknown clerk in an ordinary shop would be with 
relation to business there carried on. >WoIf v. Mis- 
soiiri Pacific By.

The Action of the Commission in Reducing the Time 
for the Operation of Appellant’s Station to Two-sev¬ 
enths of Full Time Was So Unreasonable and Arbi¬ 
trary As to Constitute a Taking of Private Property 
for Public Use Without Just Compensation and a 
Taking of Property Without Due Process of Law in 
Violation of the Provisions of the Fifth Amendment 
to the Constitution of the United States. 

Appellant recognizes that whenever public convenience 
and necessity may require, broadcasting may be subjected 
to regulation by proper authority in the exercise of the 
Federal power to regulate interstate and foreign com¬ 
merce, provided the exercise of the power in the partic¬ 
ular case is in all respects reasonable. 

In view of the evidence and facts before the Commis¬ 
sion in this case the Commission’s order was so unrea¬ 
sonable and so far transcended the proper limits of the 
Commission's discretion that it was clearlv arbitrary 
and void under the provisions of the Fifth Amendment 
to the Constitution. 

This Court dealt with a similar situation in General 
Electric Co. v. Federal Radio Connnwsiony 57 W. L. R. 
194. The Contention was there made that the order of 
the Commission 

“wrongfully deprives appellant of its property 
rights bv preventing the full time operation of Sta¬ 
tion WGY.” 

This Court held that while under the commerce clause 
of the Constitution Congress has the power to provide 
for the reasonable regulation of the use and operation 
of radio stations and to establish agencies such as the 
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Federal Eadio Commission to give effect to that author¬ 
ity, the case should be decided on the following basis: 

‘‘If the time limitation imposed by the Commis¬ 
sion upon AVGY be reasonable and such as tb serve 
the public convenience, interest or necessity, | the or¬ 
der should be sustained; otherwise if should he 
overruled.'^ I 


The present action of the Federal Radio Cominission 
is particularly unreasonable and arbitrary in view of 
the circumstances surrounding the construction I of the 
appellant's expensive high power station and the;permit 
which was granted by the Commission in connection 
therewith. Prior to the construction of the presbnt sta¬ 
tion the appellant owned and operated both thie Bell- 
niont Avenue station, AVEXR, and station WBCN, these 
stations sliaring time on a full time basis. Appellant 
applied for a construction permit for a high po\yer sta¬ 
tion with tlie intention that such station should t^ke the 
place of these two stations. i 

j 

Section 21 of the Radio Act provides that ah appli¬ 
cant for a construction permit shall set out in itj^ appli¬ 
cation among other things “tlie hours of the day or 
other x^eriods of time during which it is proposed to 
operate the station’’ and that such permit may be 
granted “if public convenience, interest and necessity 
will be served by the construction of the statioh” and 
that the license to be issued for the operation bf such 
station “shall conform generally to the terms |of the 
permit.” Appellant applied for full time operation. 
The construction permit issued reads as follovrsi 

“The license will contain such terms and! condi¬ 
tions as the Commission may prescribe ai^d will 
issue for the operation of such station as follows: 
Time of operation: shares with WBCN.” 


Having in mind that WBCX and WENR, both 


owned 


by appellant, w^ere then sharing time on a full time basis, 


I 
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it is clear that the permit intended to continue that 
allocation of time. 

In granting this construction permit the Commissiony 
as specificallg provided in the Radio Act, Section 21, 
necessarilif decided that the construction of the station 
u'as in the public interest, convenience and neces¬ 
sity. As a result the appellant expended more than 
$450,000 in the construction of a 50,000 watt station, 
which was one of five such stations operating in the 
United States. There is no evidence that anv cause or 
circumstance has arisen which makes the full time oper¬ 
ation of the station any less in the public interest, con¬ 
venience and necessity than it was when the permit was 
issued. In fact, there was more reason for the opera¬ 
tion of appellant’s station on full time on November 11, 
1928, than at the time of the construction permit. The 
station’s service was greater. Program and studio ex¬ 
penses had increased from $6,000 or $7,000 a month to 
over $20,000, and there is no doubt that its station popu- 

laritv had increased immenselv. 

* 

The only changes in conditions since the issue of the 
construction permit are, a change in method by the Com¬ 
mission in dividing stations into different classes in ac¬ 
cordance with the amount of power used, and the amend¬ 
ment of March 28, 1928, to the Radio Act providing for 
an equal distribution of licenses, frequencies, times of 
operation and station power to the different zones and 
among the states. The former is an additional reason 
for giving appellant the allotment of time which it re¬ 
quested, and the latter does not prevent the Commission 
from granting appellant’s request. 

The matter of capacity for service has been dealt with 
fully in this brief and it has been demonstrated that 
Station WEXR, unlike Stations WLS and WCBD, can 
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give maximum service on its channel and in so doing 
can give good service to many millions more people than 

can either Station WLS or WCBD. It has been shown 

! 

that the operation of a 50,000 watt Station, snch as 
WENR, on two-sevenths of time is economically! waste¬ 
ful both for the listening public and for the station. 
Practically all high power broadcasting station^ have 
been accorded better treatment than Station WEl^R and 
all stations of 50,000 watts capacity (with the ex^ption 
of WGY already noted) were allotted full time. lAppel- 
lant had reason to expect that it w’ould be permitted to 
continue operation on full time and invested its | money 
in reliance on such expectation. Under all the circum¬ 
stances of this case the restriction of Station WENR’S 
operating time is so unreasonable and arbitrar^’ as to 
deprive appellant of operating privileges to whidi it is 
entitled. The value of appellant’s investment should not 
now be destroyed. If the Commission can disregard 
its obligations in the manner in which they have been 
disregarded in the case of this appellant’s station, the 
investment of any large amount of money in a station is 
discouraged to the manifest injury of the development 
of the art and against the interest, convenience hnd ne¬ 
cessity of the listening public. |

The Court Should Alter or Revise the Decision of the 
Commission and Should Direct the Commission to Au¬ 
thorize Appellant to Operate Its Station for As Great 
a Period of Time As That Allotted to Any High 
Power Station in Chicago, Illinois, But for Not Less 
Than One-half Time Each Day, on the Frequency of 
870 Kilocycles, or on Some Other Cleared Channel 
Allotted Exclusively to the Fourth Zone for High 
Power Operation. 

Appellant ai^plied for a license to operate for as great 
a period of time as that allotted to any high power sta¬ 
tion in Chicago, but for not less than one-half time each 
day (R. 128). Its application was refused. The Radio 
Act provides for an appeal to this court to hear, review 
and determine the appeal. This court may alter or re¬ 
vise the decision appealed from, and may enter such 
judgment as to the court may seem just. Radio Act of 
1927, Section 16. 

The evidence overwhelmingly sustains appellant’s 
claim that it should have been granted a license for the 
time applied for. Since November 11, 1928, because of 
the unwarranted reduction in appellant’s time of opera¬ 
tion, the public has been deprived of its j^rograms for 
the greater part of the time, the prestige of its station 
has been most seriously affected, and appellant has suf¬ 
fered and continues to suffer great financial loss. 

It is therefore urged that a judgment be entered in 
the follovung or equivalent form: 

‘‘It is, the judgment of this court therefore that 
appellant. Great Lakes Broadcasting Company, was, 
on November II, 1928, and is now, entitled to receive 
from the Federal Radio Commission a license to 
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operate station WENR with a pow’er of fift;^ thou¬ 
sand watts for as great an amount of time e4ch day 
as is allotted by the Commission to any highl power 
station in Chicago, but for not less than one-half 
time each day, upon the frequency of 870 kilpcycles 
or upon one of the other seven cleared channels al¬ 
lotted exclusively to the Fourth Zone fot high 
power operation, and this cause is remandedi to the 
Federal Radio Commission to carry this judgment 
into effect. Costs assessed against appellee.:’’ 

This language follows substantially the form : of the 
judgment of this court contained in the concluding par¬ 
agraph of the decision in General Electric Co. v. J^ederal 
Radio Coimnission, 57 W. L. R. 194, 197. I

BRIEF IN BEHALF OF WILBUR GLENN VOLIVA. 


STATEMENT. 

This is an appeal under Section 16 of the Radio Act 
of 1927 (Act of Congress Feb. 23, 1927, 44 Stat. 1169) 
from a decision of the Federal Radio Commission dated 
December 17, 1928, denying the application of Wilbur 
Glenn Voliva for modification of the license previously 
issued by the Federal Radio Commission to himlfor his 
broadcasting station located at Zion, Illinois, and 
known bv its call letters as Station WCBD. I 

Four members of the Commission participated in 
the hearing and in the resulting decisions. Commis¬ 
sioners Sykes and Pickard voted to grant the applica-

tion of WCBD for oiie-seventh time on the channel of 
870 kilocycles, while Commissioners Caldwell and La- 
fount opposed this. The Commission being evenly 
divided, the application was denied. 

1. Station WCBD. 

The appellant, Wilbur Glenn Voliva, owns and op¬ 
erates Station WCBD at Zion, Illinois, (r. 1109) The 
opening program from this station was given on June 
22, 1923. The station was licensed on June 13, 1923. 
(r. 1083) At first, the station operated on a power of 
500 watts, (r. 1083) After broadcasting one year, ap¬ 
proximately, the owner of the station became inter¬ 
ested in higher power and after being represented at 
the Kadio Conference at Washington, the station was 
granted a license to broadcast on a higher power, begin¬ 
ning with 1000 watts and progressing by stages to 5000 
watts. The license to employ 5000 watts was granted 
in August, 1925. (r. 1084) 

During tiie first five and one-half years of its opera¬ 
tion, Station WCBD broadcast on a frequency of 870 
kilocycles per second, (r. 1091) On the 9th day of Jan¬ 
uary, 1928, Station WCBD filed an application for re¬ 
newal of its radio broadcasting station license. The 
application was verified by the Acting Manager of the 
Station, John D. Thomas. It recited that the station 
operated on the following schedule:

Sundav 9.00 to 10.45 2.30 to 6.00 

, ‘ 8.00 to 10.30 

Tuesday 8.00 to 10.30 

Wednesday 12.30 to 1.00 

Thursdav 2.30 to 3.45 

8.30 to 10.30

It further stated that under its existing license a fre¬ 
quency of 870 kilocycles was employed, together with 
a po\ver of 5,000 watts, (r. 1148-9) Under the Heading 
“History of the Station’^ the application showsj that it 
was first licensed to broadcast on June 13, 1923,i ^ 

frequency of 870 kilocycles and that no change had 
been made in the frequency up until the date! of the 
application, (r. 1150) | 

Prior to any action on this application, the !^ederal 
Radio Commission announced its first proposed! sched¬ 
ule of reallocation and Station WCBD was theitein as¬ 
signed to a frequency of 1160 kilocycles and wa^ given 
one-seventh time on that frequency, (r. 1151) 

On October 15 the owner of the station was hotified 
by a telegram from Commissioner Pickard that a mod¬ 
ification of the announced schedule changed the sta¬ 
tion’s assignment from 1160 kilocycles, one-seventh 
time, to 1080, one-half daytime with Station WMBI. 
(r. 1151-2) 

On November 2, 1928, a license was issued to Station 
WCBD authorizing it to operate during daylighi hours 
on 1080 kilocycles and requiring it to share its time 
with Station WMBI. The license authorized the sta¬ 
tion to operate on a “limited time” basis andistated 
that the time of operation was governed by the Com¬ 
mission’s G-eneral Order No. 48. (r. 1153) | 

On October 30, 1928, the owner of WCBD filed his 
application asking that the station’s new assignihent,at 
that time not yet effective, be changed from pa^t time 
daylight operation on 1080 kilocycles to approxijmately 
two-sevenths time on 870 kilocycles, (r. p. 1154 ) In 
this application, the appellant requested permission to 
broadcast each week at the same hours previously used 

I 

by the station, except that the Tuesday evening period 
was voluntarily relinquished. ! 
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From the denial of that application, this appeal has 
been taken. 


2. Decision of Commission. 

The Federal Radio Commission tiled in this Court 
a ‘‘Statement of Facts and Grounds for Decisions of 
the Federal Radio Commission filed pursuant to Sec¬ 
tion 16 of the Radio Act of 1927.’’ Since the Com¬ 
mission was divided as to the action to be taken on the 
applications, the Statement of Facts and Grounds for 
Decisions set out the points on which the Commission 
agreed, and then treated separately the points on 
which the various Commissioners ditiered. 

The statements of fact and grounds for decisions of 
the Federal Radio Commission (r. p. 20 et seq.) treat 
in a single document the decisions rendered on the sev¬ 
eral and separate applications of (1) the Great Lakes 
Broadcasting Company (Station WENR); (2) the 
Agricultural Broadcasting C^ompany (Station WLS); 
and (M) Wilbur Glenn Voliva (Station WCBD). 

For the convenience of the Court, pertinent parts of 
that Statement and Decisions are set out below: 


‘‘This is a conlroversv between three broadcast- 
ing stations in Chicago area, involving the deter¬ 
mination of which of them shall be authorized to 
use the frequency of 870 kilocycles, a cleared chan¬ 
nel assigned to the fourth zone under general or¬ 
der No. 40 (adopted by the Commission on Au¬ 
gust 30, 1928, effective (Ictober 1, 1928). The sta¬ 
tions involved are (1) WLS, owned and operated 
by the Agricultural Broadcasting Company; (2) 
WENR, owned and operated by the Great Lakes 
Broadcasting Company; (3) WCBD, owned and 
operated by Wilbur Glenn Voliva.” 

‘‘Under their existing licenses (covering the pe- 
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riod from November 11, 1928, to January 31, 1929, 
WLS and WENR were assigned to the channel in 
question, WLS to have five-sevenths tiihe and 
WENR to have two-sevenths time; WCBD was 
assigned to day-light operation on the frequency 
of 1080 kilocycles, a cleared channel assigned to 
the third zone under general order No. 40) on a 
division of time with another Chicago istation 
(W]\IBI, owned and operated by Moody Bible In¬ 
stitute), all three stations were authorize^ to use 
power of 5000 watts.’’ (r. p. 21) 

‘‘In compliance with the rules of procedure 
adopted by the Commission, all three stations filed 
application for modification of their respective li¬ 
censes. * * *” (r. p. 21) I 

“Inasmuch as the three applications all ihvolved 
the same channel, they were designated fbr hear¬ 
ing at one time, and were heard practicallj- as one 
case on November 14, 15, 16 and 17, 1928l Four 
members of the Commission participated in the 
hearing and in the resulting decisions; Commis¬ 
sioner Robinson did not participate eithef in the 
hearing of, or decision on, any of the matters in¬ 
volved on this appeal further than to oppose the 
increase of power requested bv WENR.”' (r. p. 
21 ) 

“The decision was rendered on December 17, 
1928, effective the same date. The Commission 
(Commissioner Pickard dissenting) granted 
WENR’s request for increase of power from 5,0(X) 
to 50,000 watts. The four Commissioners were 
unanimous in denying the application of WLS for 
more than its present allotment of five-sevenths 
time on the channel of 870 kilocycles. The Com¬ 
mission ivas evenly divided on the other questions 
involved^ with the result that each of the applica¬ 
tions was denied as to such questions. Commis¬ 
sioners Sykes and Pickard voted to grant! the ap¬ 
plication of WCBD for one-seventh time on the 
channel of 870 kilocycles, provided that ^he time 
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be taken from WEXR and not WLS, while Com¬ 
missioners Caldwell and Lafount opposed this.” 
(r. p. 22) 

In outlining the history of the stations, the Com¬ 
mission stated that a frequency of 870 kilocycles had 
been assigned, prior to the reallocation, to stations 
AVLS and AVCBD in the proportion, roughly, of five- 
sevenths time to WLS and two-sevenths to WCBD. (r. 
p. 23) During the period when the Secretary of Com¬ 
merce controlled radio licenses, and up until the period 
of chaos which intervened between July 9, 1926, and 
February 23, 1927, the channel was a cleared channel, 
not having any other stations assigned to it for 
simultaneous operation. After the Commission became 
the licensing authority, under the Radio Act of 1927, 
the channel was not entirely clear, having certain other 
low-powered stations in California, Florida and Alaska 
assigned to it. It was not until the adoption of general 
order No. 40, and the reallocation of broadcasting sta¬ 
tions made pursuant to it, that the channels again 
became clear on November 11, 1928. (r. p. 23) 

We again quoting from the Commission Statement 
to this court: 

‘‘The station with the call letters ‘WCBD’ has 
])cen in continuous operation since June, 1923, and 
lias at all times been owned and operated by Wil¬ 
bur Glenn Voliva. It is located at Zion City, a 
city with a population of about six thousand, lo¬ 
cated about forty miles from the business center of 
Chicago. Prior to July, 1924, the station used a 
low-powered transmitter, with an authorized 
power of 500 watts; since that date it has employed 
a 5,000 watt transmitter. WCBD divided time 
with WLS from April 11, 1924, to November 11, 
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1928, on a frequency of 870 kilocycles as above ex¬ 
plained. Under its license covering th0 period 
from November 11, 1928, to January 31,11929, it 
was assigned to day-light operation on a frequency 
of 1080 kilocycles and there divided tiihe with 
another Chicago station.’^ (r. p. 23) 

‘‘An indispensable condition to good service by 
any station is, of course, modern, efficient lappara- 
tus, equipped with all devices necessary to insure 
fidelity in the transmission of voice and music and 
to avoid frequency instability or other causes of 
interferences. In the instant case, there is no sub¬ 
stantial difference between the three stations in 
such respects, except as to the fact that WENR is 
equipped with a 50,000 watt transmitter, whereas 
WLS and WCBD each has a 5,000 watt ttansmit- 
ter. Inasmuch as a difference of opinion as to the 
significance of this fact has arisen among t^e Com¬ 
missioners, it is discussed in the separate opinions 
below.’’ (From Statement of Co mmi ssion, r. p. 
38) ^ I 

“A more difficult question arises with regard to 
the status of WCBD. The conclusion is unavoid¬ 
able that this station, in emphasis, is operated for 
the purpose of propagating the creed of its owner. 
The services are entirely built on religious exer- 
cises in the Zion City Temple, and include' the ser¬ 
mons of the head of that church. What music there 
is proceeds almost entirely from that chiirch. It 
must be recognized that the music has been of very 
high quality, and has a good following arhong the 
listening public. On the other hand, the ibembers 
of the faith and the persons interested in it are 
extremely limited in number compared with those 
of other faiths, and it is not logical thai such a 
sect should enjoy peculiar facilities for propagat¬ 
ing its beliefs when there is not room in the ether 
for the many other sects to have their Separate 
stations. The Commission is somewhat divided in 
opinion as to the effect to be given these cionsider- 
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ations and their respective conclusions will be set 
forth in the separate opinions below.” (r. p. 50- 
51) 

“Statement of Grounds for Decision by Com¬ 
missioners Sy’kes and Pickard.

“With regard to WCBD we do not take quite the 
same view as our associates do. While WCBD, al¬ 
though an older station, is inferior in right to 
WLS because the latter is a general public service 
station and the former is not, and while WCBD 
should not, therefore, be granted any privileges at 
the expense of WLS, we favor restoring WCBD 
to the channel of 870 kc. but with a limitation to 
1/7 time. Our reasons for this are several. The 
combination of WLS and WCBD on one channel 
does, in a measure, furnish a well-rounded service 
on that channel, on the assumption that WCBD 
will furnish the religious portion of the general 
program. This is perhaps not technically consis¬ 
tent with the views elsewhere expressed in this 
statement, and concurred in by all four commis¬ 
sioners. There are, however, peculiar equities 
supporting the case of WCBD, particularly its 
length of ser\'ice and the high character and pop¬ 
ularity of its musical program; there is a lack of 
any evidence that it has pressed the interests of the 
creed of its owner to the point where it has been 
annoying or controversial. Furthermore, such 
a disposition of WCBD, together with the disposi¬ 
tion which we propose for WEXR, will leave 
another 1/7 time assignment open on the channel 
which may be put to advantageous use by still 
another Chicago station which is protesting its as¬ 
signment to the Commission. 

“If WCBD were given 1/7 time on 870 kc. at the 
expense of WEXR, it would leave only 1/7 time 
for the latter station, which, in its purposes is a 
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general public service station. Even wilth 2/7 
time, the station is, we readily recognize, from the 
evidence, severely handicapped in presenting its 
programs to the public on an economical! basis. 
We have, therefore, come to the conclusion that 
WEXK should be transferred to 1480 kc., where by 
reason of a vacancy created by previous action of 
the Commission, there is available at leajst 4/7 
time. The channel of 1480 kc. is not, unde|r Gen¬ 
eral Order No. 40 designated as a clear channel 
although at present it happens to be clear of other 
stations. It is set apart for use by stations of 
5000 watts or more, two stations in ditferent Zones 
to be permitted to operate simultaneously. ! There 
are four such channels. They are not, of course, 
as desirable as the cleared channels. It is onlv

fair, however, that a station with inferior iclaims 
with respect both to priority and to service should 
take sucli an assignment. This end of the broad¬ 
cast band is, as yet, not thoroughly developed and 
its possibilities are not fully known. There is, 
consequently, an opportunity for a valuable con¬ 
tribution to the art of broadcasting by a develop¬ 
ment of the channels in it. 

“WENR, while undoubtedly large sums of 
money are being spent on its operation ^nd its 
programs are excellent, is not ditferent in purpose 
or character from several general public Service 
stations which have been serving the Chicagb area 
for a much longer period. Its service is jessen- 
tially a duplication of what is already bein^ well 
done and of what the listening public in th|e Chi¬ 
cago area is certainly receiving its full sh'^re in 
view of the facilities enjoyed by other parts lof the 
country.’’ (r. 52-53) j 


‘^Statement of Grounds for Decision by Commis¬ 
sioners Caldwell and Lafount.” I 

‘‘The equities urged by our associates in I favor 
of WCBD are not without force, but it is in our 
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opinion, inconsistent with principles on which we 
are all agreed, to give such a station any privileges 
at the expense of a general public station.” (r. p. 
59) 


ARGUMENT. 

Public Interest Convenience and Necessity Will be 
Served by Reversing the Commission’s Denial of 
the Application of Station WCBD. 

I. WCBD is not engaged in a controversy with any 

other Radio Station. 

At the very beginning of its statement to this Court, 
llie Commission stated “This is a controversv ])etween 
three api)lifant stations in the Chicago area.” That 
is not a correct statement of the situation. This ap¬ 
pellant has no controversy with any other station. It 
was stated at the hearing, before the Commission, by 
the owner of the station that he would not “under any 
circumstances utter a word disparaging to any other 
radio station that is before the public.” (r. 1112) 

The appellant bases its right to broadcast on a fre¬ 
quency of 870 kilocycles on its prior use of that fre¬ 
quency. It feels that it has a greater prior right to the 
wave length than has anv more recentlv established 
station. It should not be taken from that frequency 
and placed nj)on a frequency more difficult for the aver¬ 
age receiving set to efficiently employ, and therefore 
a less desirable frequency, since a fewer number of 
peo|)le will be able to hear the station. Particularly 
should this not be done in order that some other sta¬ 
tion, more recently established, might enjoy the su¬ 
perior advantages of the 870 kilocycle channel. 

There is no showing in this case that it is in the pub- 
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lie interest, convenience and necessity to transfer the 
appellant station to a much less desirable wave length, 
or that the other stations permitted to operate on a 
frequency of 870 kilocycles ^^^ll better serve thei public 
during the 5 nighttime hours requested by Station 
WCBDf than will the appellant station. Nor does the 
Commission contend that bv its decision it subsltitutes 
for IVCBD programs, during its limited hours of oper¬ 
ation, other programs that more adequately serve the 
public interest, convenience and necessity. |

II. Cost of Station. ' 

!

Overseer Voliva testified before the Commission 
that he had spent $255,000 for station equipmeiit. On 
other equipment aside from the machinery, $36,9|.5 \vas 
spent. Up until that time, operating expenses had 
amounted to $106,346. The total of this expense 
chargeable directly to the operation of the station is 
.$398,261. The cost of training, from its incipien^y, the 
staff which has given the programs for 5^ years, 
has been $480,437. In the 14>4 year period pre¬ 
ceding the time that these artists were transferred 
entirely to the radio station, the cost of training 
amounted to $382,667; and in special training in the 
conservatories of Chicago a sum of $98,070 has been 
expended for lessons, (r. 1111) By way of recapitula¬ 
tion, the cost of plant, equipment, operating expenses 
and the cost of training a staff of nearly 700 has totaled 
$878,998. (r. 1111) No effort has ever been made, dur¬ 
ing the history of this broadcasting station, to derive 
any profit therefrom, nor has any time ever beep sold 
for cash. (r. 1090) |

III. Quality and Nature of Programs. 

The Program Director of the station has been in 
charge of the musical organizations of Zion since 1903. 
He has been engaged in musical activities all of his 
life, has studied extensively, holds the degree of Bach¬ 
elor of ]Music, and has done quite a little composing. 
He testified that at the present time, as well as for the 
past 10 years, there are in this community from 850 to 
1(K)0 pupils and students taking musical instructions, 
expression, art, and other kindred subjects. This has 
enabled a large number of persons to be trained as 
soloists an<l members of ensembles for radio work 
(r. 1095). The musical organizations under the direc¬ 
tion of ^Ir. Thomas consist of a senior choir number¬ 
ing 400, a junior choir of 150, a band of 60, a junior 
band of 45, an orchestra of 45 and a junior orchestra 
of 35. Besides these, there is a mandolin and guitar 
club of 30 pieces, a ladies^ chorus of 25, a chorus of 
picked v(>ices of 18, and 25 vocal and instrumental 
({uartettes. There are 24 trio and duet combinations, 
vocal and instrumental, 50 vocal soloists, 45 pianists, 
25 instrumental soloists, 35 readers, and several in¬ 
dividuals qualified to give travel talks and lectures on 
all subjects that are of interest to the political, reli¬ 
gious and social advancement of people in general, 
(r. 1096) All of these people are available to station 
'WPBD for employment upon its programs. For this 
reason, the programs of the station are claimed to be 
absolutely unique, since there is no other station in 
existence that has such a personnel, (r. 1096) 

The musical organizations of Zion have often given 
concerts in other cities. They have been to Chicago 
several times' with the choir and the orchestra. The 
band has also been heard in Chicago. These organiza- 
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tioiis have also given concerts in Milwaukee and in In¬ 
dianapolis (r. 1096). I 

On the staff of these organizations are several ar¬ 
tists who have been declared by eminently qualified 
musical critics to be among the most talenteci in the 
country (r. 1116). | 

The programs of the station are varied. They range 
from the heaviest classical works written to thb simple 
folksong, the gospel hymn, the ballad and thd lighter

concert numbers. Thev also include novelties of va- 
rious kinds, introducing various combinations of in¬ 
struments, voices, etc. (r. 1100) | 

In the parlance of radio, there is a classification of 
radio stations known as Gospel Hymn stations.! These 
stations are chieflv church stations. Thev have! not the 
equipment for anything more than serving the! lighter 
numbers and the hymns. This station has used gospel 
hymns and expects to continue to use them, ibut the 
station cannot be classified as a Gospel Hymni station 
for the reason that it covers the range of the heaviest 
music that is written and it is well equipped tb do so. 
(r. 1100) I 

No two })rogranis are alike. In every majjor pro¬ 
gram there is a large ensemble and several Ismaller 
(‘iisembles and soloists. Each program has a heading. 
Many of them have splendid travel talks, wljich are 
not given from books but by persons who havq gained 
from ])ersonal experience the knowledge which they 
l)roadcast. The program is different from ahy pro¬ 
gram anywhere and a voluminous correspondence of 
tens of thousands of letters has stated that thelWSBD 

j 

programs are different, (r. 1100) 

It is not the purpose of these programs to make con¬ 
verts for the religion followed by the member^ of the 
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communitv. There have been verv few converts be- 
cause of the station, and it is not the policy of the 
station to proselyte. (1104) 

The station does not broadcast ultra popular music, 
such as dance music or anything of that kind. It aims 
to have everything of the highest possible character 
on its programs and confines itself to that which is of 
an uplifting nature. As a result, hospitals, old people, 
shut-ins and such found great comfort and solace in 
listening to tliese programs and it is felt that a debt 
is owed to this class of people to continue the broad¬ 
casting of such entertainment. (1104) 

Among the other aims of the station is that of in¬ 
stilling into the minds of its listeners a general knowl¬ 
edge of the fundamental principles underlying the Gov¬ 
ernment of the United States of America and to create 
proper respect for authority, law and order. (1141) 


IV. The primary function and purpose of Station 
WCBD is, to provide unique and high grade Radio 
programs and not to proselyte. 


In its statement of the grounds for its decision in 
this case the Federal Radio Commission stated (r. p. 
^ 2 ) “* * * It is not logical that such a sect should 

enjoy peculiar facilities for broadcasting its beliefs 
when tliere is not room in the ether for other sects to 


have their separate stations."’ This is the only ground 
upon which the two Commissioners who rendered a 
decision unfavorable to WCBD could have based their 


action. A review of the program em])loyed by tlie sta¬ 
tion ill the past shows that the point is not well taken 
when considered in connection with the request of this 
station for live hours of nighttime. 

Reviewing briefly the nature of the programs broad- 
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cast during the different periods of each weefe, it is 
seen that the Sunday morning period is devpted to 
orchestral music, opening exercises, scripture reading, 
exposition of the Sunday School lesson and class exer¬ 
cises. The Sunday afternoon period begins with a one- 
half hour prelude before the service, a one-hour open¬ 
ing exercise that consists generally of three numbers 
l)v the large choir with orchestra combination at times 
and organ combination at other times, and special 
musical numbers. There is then a sermon, usually bv 
Overseer Voliva, of about an hour’s duration, hud the 
service is closed by a recessional of the surj^liced choir 
as it marches out, that is a musical feature of these 
programs, (r. 1097-8) The Sunday evening prbgram, 
from 8 until 10:30, is purely a sacred concert;. The 
usual two concerts which the station gave on it^ Tues¬ 
day and Thursday night periods were not sacred in 
nature, though sacred numbers were interspersed 
through each program, the division being usually of 
one-third or one-fourth sacred and the balance secular, 
the sacred numbers covering the works of the best and 
greatest masters, (r. 1099) | 

The station, during the first five and one half years 
of its existence, regularly broadcast on Tuesday! nights 
from 8 to 10.30. In its application for modification 
of license, the station did not request this nighttime 
period, but limited itself to the Sunday and Thiursday 
night periods it had formerly used. Numerous; letters 
were received imploring the station to operate every 
night in the week. A realization that the Federal 
Radio Commission was hard pressed to solve thie prob¬ 
lem of adjusting and allotting radio facilities, iihpelled 
the owner of the station to willingly relinquish! one of 
the nights formerly used, and the two nighttime 
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periods were requested with the hope of having one 
sacred program and one secular program, (r. 1101) 
From the foregoing, it will be seen that the night¬ 
time periods are not to be used ‘^in the propagation of 
its beliefs,'’■ unless such a result is possible from the 
l)roadcasting of high-grade music. The fact that a 
sermon is broadcast during the daytime hours, on 
Sunday, in no way supports the Commission’s fear of 
this ‘‘propaganda station” since the Commission has 
authorized the station to operate on its full power dur¬ 
ing one half of the daytime hours. It has, therefore, 
X)ermitted the daytime operation, and the only time 
here in dispute is the five nighttime houi*s during which 
it desires to broadcast music. It is upon this fact that 
the position taken by the Commission fails to warrant 
its action. It is the same fact which warranted two 


of the four Commissioners in finding that WCBD 
should have approximately one-seventh of the night¬ 
time facilities during the week and that this finding, 
“while perhaps not technically consistent with the facts 
elsewhere expressed in the Commissioner's statement” 
was su])])orted by “peculiar ecpiities” in the case of 
IVCBD, particularil/ its length of service and the 
high grade of its musical program and the lack of any 
evidence that it has stressed the creed of its owner to 
the point where it has been annoying or controversial.'’ 
(r. 52) 

The request of the station is exceedingly modest, and 

therefore entirelv reasonable. It is less than that nec- 

•> 

essary to permit it to render the same scheduled pro¬ 
grams it has broadcast for five and one half vears. Its 


application for modification shows that it wants seven 
daylight hours and five nighttime hours per week. 
Since it alreadv has more davtime hours than it feels 
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it can advantageouslv use, this Court is onlv concerned 
with the question of whether the Commission exercised 
its discretion properly in refusing to this statjion the 
right to use five evening hours per week. 

The necessity for nighttime hours is based upon the 
laws of radio physics, with which this Court is Already 
familiar. When operating on a nighttime bajsis and 
on its former frequency, the Station, which | is for¬ 
tunately situated in open country so that its sisals do 
not suffer from any local absorption (r. 1084), was 
successful in reaching every State in the Union^ all the 
Provinces of Canada, Mexico, Salvador, Guhtemala, 
Venezuela, Columbia, Panama, Brazil, Engla|nd, the 
Bermudas and Baffin Land, and it had verified recep¬ 
tion on several different occasions in New Zealand, 
both the North and South Islands, at Tasman and Nel¬ 
son, and also Alaska, (r. 1089-9) 

The effective range of the station during the day¬ 
time, and therefore under its present assignment, is 
150 miles. ( r. 1094) The effect of its enforced change 
in its time of broadcasting is almost literally tjo scrap 
the station and to discontinue the effectiveness of the 
various musical organizations at its command. (|r. llOl) 
The great musical organizations already described 
herein can perform only in the evening, (t. 1101) 
Unless the station can broadcast at night, it is prac¬ 
tically put out of business, (r. 1107) I

V. Reaction of Public to the Station. ! 

i 

The service rendered bv the station to the listening 
public in the past has been expressed by the hundreds 

I 

of thousands of people who have said they were served 
and benefited by the programs of the station. The Reg¬ 
istration Book at the station shows that 200,000 or more 
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visitors have been received there, and 22,000 persons 
visited the station in a period of 11 weeks, (r. 1112) 
At the time of the hearing mail had been received 
everv dav of the broadcasting station’s life from everv 
section of the country and particularly from Xew Eng¬ 
land. The signals of the station were exceedingly 
well received in Xew England, and of course in the 
middle west and in Texas. IVhen the order removing 
the station from broadcasting at night became known, 
a large number of people protested in petitions and 
letters, by word of mouth, and in various ways against 
the cessation of nighttime operation (r. 1089). Hun¬ 
dreds of letters were received in which the writers pro¬ 
tested because thev were not able to hear the station in 
the daytime, and that the programs met a certain need 
and the people felt that they had been deprived of 
tlieir right to receive these programs. 

It is conceded that letters, affidavits, and other ex 
parte testimonials and protests, cannot be given too 
much weight in deciding what the public wants. But, 
where such a large number of people voluntarily cx- 
])ress a preference for the programs of a station which 
is rendering a unique and unusual service, and where 
it is apparent that no similar program can be substi¬ 
tuted therefor, it is equally true that these expres¬ 
sions cannot be disregarded. 

It is not necessary to argue that the musical ac¬ 
tivities broadcast through this station are in no way 
diminished in their appeal because they emanate from 
a religious organization. The appreciation of good 
music is certainly not affected by the religious belief 
of the artists who provide that music. 
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VI. No Issue Exists Concerning WCBD’S Priority. 

There is no issue of fact in this case as to |the pri¬ 
ority of appellant station. The Commission!, in the 
very first sentence, under the heading “Points with 
Kespect to Three Ajoplicants on Which the Commission 
is Agreed” says “The Commission finds from! the evi¬ 
dence before it WCBD has the superior claim from the 
point of view of priority, having been in continuous 
operation since June, 1923, and having employed 25,000 
(error, should be 5,000) watt transmitter since I July 19, 


1924.” I 

j 

Its priority extends not only to the time |of com¬ 
mencement of its operation, or to the time j it com¬ 
menced to use the same power as that employed by the 
other stations at the time of the hearing, buf also to 
the length of time during which it used the fiiequency 
of 870 kilocycles. This is the frequency soug^it by all 
three of the applicants here. It is the frequency on 
which WCBD has operated since June 22, 1923, and 
upon which it continued to operate until the frequency 
was taken away from it in November, 1928. Unlike the 
General Electric case, where the frequency wajs moved 
to another zone, and therefore under the rules of the 
Commission, was not available to the original holder, 
the frequency of 870 kilocycles has been retained for 
the zone in which this station is located, and is there¬ 
fore available, even under the rules of the Conimission, 
to this appellant, (r. 1109) 

Nor is there any question about the financial ability 
of Station WCBD to continue to render that Jiigh de¬ 
gree of service required by “modern, efficieijit appa¬ 
ratus equipped with all the devices necessary tio insure 
fidelity in the transmission of voices and music and to 
avoid frequency instability, or other causes of inter- 


I 
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ference.’’ (excerpt from Commissioners’ statement 
to til is Court, r. 38) 

Overseer Voliva testified that he was the owner of 
26 manufacturing institutions and industries, and was 
worth at least ten million dollars. He further testified 
that he intended to install a 50,000-watt station and that 
the only reason such a station had not already been in¬ 
stalled was that he had not been able to find an engi¬ 
neer who was sure himself that such a larger station 
would justify,; in superior efficiency, the large expendi¬ 
ture necessitated thereby, (r. 1119) 

There is no contention in this case that Station 
WCBD cannot broadcast its programs with the high¬ 
est degree of technical efficiency known to the art. All 
four Commissioners agreed that in the instant case 
“there is no substantial difference between the three 
stations” with respect to the technical efficiency of its 
programs, (r. 38) 

VII. The Appellant has a property right to operate his 
Station WCBD at the hours of the day and week he 
has requested, and he may not be deprived of that 
right without just compensation. 

Station WCBD has been in continuous operation 
since June 22, 1923. It represents a large investment. 
Long before the Federal Kadio Commission was estab¬ 
lished, its owner had appropriated for the use of tliis 
station what is known as a “radio channel.” When 
its owner established the station, he owed a dutv to 
operate it in such a way as not to interfere with the 
right of other stations previously established to use 
such stations free from interference of anv radio im- 
pulse generated by station WCBD. Similarly, subse¬ 
quently established stations are under a duty to so 
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use their stations without interference to WCB|D. Pri¬ 
ority of time as against any subsequent statidn gives 
to the appellant superiority of right. He has 'a prop¬ 
erty right to be free from interference caused jby sub¬ 
sequently established stations. This right has been 
tacitly recognized by subsequently established Stations. 

There is an unreported decision by Judge 'Francis 
S. Wilson in the Circuit Court of Cook County, Illi¬ 
nois, in Tribune Co. v. Oak-Leaves Broadcasthig Sta¬ 
tion. It was quoted in the Congressional Record, Vol¬ 
ume 68, Part I, pages 216-219. There Judge | Wilson 
upon established principles held that ‘‘under Ithe cir¬ 
cumstances of this case priority of time creates a su¬ 
periority in right,” and granted a temporaryj injunc¬ 
tion restraining the interfering operation of the sub¬ 
sequently established radio station. The right Judge 
Wilson was protecting was necessarily a property 
right or it would not have been so protected- This 
remedial right is merely incidental to the subfetantive 
right of property in the use to which the station is 
adapted. 

The superior right of the first appropriator water 
in the Western States was described by Mr. I Justice 
Field in Jennison v. Kirk, 98 U. S. 453, atj p. 457, 
rt seq. And Mr. Justice Field, writing for th|e Court 
again in Atchison v. Peterson, 20 Wall. 507, s^id, with 
respect to the rights of the first appropriator of water 
(p. 512): i 

“And he who first connects his own labor with 
property thus situated and open to general ex¬ 
ploration, does, in natural justice, acquire sl better 
right to its use and enjoyment than others who 
have not given such labor. So the miners on the 
public lands throughout the Pacific States and 
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Territories by their customs, usages, and regula¬ 
tions everywhere recognized the inherent justice 
of this principle; * •” 

The same rule of priority of appropriation is applied 
in trade-mark cases. In Hanover Milling Co. v. Met¬ 
calf, 240 U. S. 403, it is said (p. 415): 

‘‘Expressions are found in many of the cases 
to the effect that the exclusive right to the use 
of a trade-mark is founded on priority of appro¬ 
priation. Thus, in Canal Co. v. Clark, 13 Wall. 311, 
323, refei*ence is made to ‘the first appropriator'; 
in McLean v. Fleming, 96 U. S. 245, 251, to ‘the 
person who first adopted the stamp’; in Manufac¬ 
turing Co.. V. Trainer, 101 U. S. 51, 53, the expres¬ 
sion is ‘any symbol or device, not previously ap¬ 
propriated, which will distinguish,’ etc. But these 
expressions are to be understood in their applica¬ 
tion to the facts of the cases decided. In the ordi¬ 
nary case of parties competing under the same 
mark in the same market, it is correct to say that 
prior appropriation settles the question. * * *” 

Again in determining the respective rights of public 
utility companies operating in the same field, priority 
of time gives, superiority of right. In Los Angeles 
Gas d Electric Co. v. City of Los Angeles, 241 Fed. 
912, affirmed 251 U. S. 32, the City of Los Angeles by 
ordinance attempted to compel a public utility occupy¬ 
ing the streets of Los Angeles to relocate its poles and 
lamps and apparatus in order to make room for a 
municipal lighting system. The District Court said 
(pp. 919-920): 

“When, however, pursuant to the terms of its 
lawTul franchise, it has established its poles and 
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wires and other instrumentalities in the public 
streets, it may lawfully and properly object to 
being compelled to remove or relocate them in 
order that another company, a competitor ^of later 
origin and right coming in, may take their place 
and thereby be enabled to carry on its iown in¬ 
tended business. In other words, in this as in 
many other relations, first in time is first in right, 
and superiority of riglit consequent upon being 
first in time mav not be nullified bv even necessary 
requirements of a competitor or otlier utility later 

in time and therefore inferior in right, i Edison 

^ 1 


Electric Light S Poiver Co. v. MercJfants^\<{: Man¬ 
ufacturers^ Co., 200 Pa. 209, 219, 49 AtL| 766, 86 
Am. St. Rep. 712; Paris Electric Liglii Co. r. 
Southivestern Telegraph Co. (Tex. Civ. App.)> 27 
S. W. 902; Rutland Electric Light Co. rj Marble 
City Electric Light Co., 65 Vt. 377, 26 Atli. 635, 20 
L. R. A. 821, 36 Am. St. Rep. 868. In 200|Pa. 209, 
219, 49 Atl. 766, 767, 86 Am. St. Rep. |712, the 
Supreme Court of Pennsylvania said: I 


‘As between two corporations exercising 
similar franchises upon the same strdets, pri¬ 
ority carries superiority of right. Eqiiity will 
adjust the conflicting interests as far as I possible 
and control both so that each company niay exer¬ 
cise its own franchises as fully as is coinpatible 
with the necessary exercise of the otherl’s. But, 
if limitation or interference of one or tihe other 
are unavoidable, the later must give way, and 
the fact that it is under contract with; the city 
for work of a public nature does not 'alter its 
position, or give it any claim to preference.’ 

“By the same token, the fact that the Ihter cor¬ 
poration is the city itself, instead of being ‘under 
contract with the city for work of a public nature,’ 
would create no rights superior to those of the 
earlier occupant of the field. This case! was ap¬ 
proved by the same court in Edison ElSgtric Co, 
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V. Citizens* Electric Co., 235 Pa. 492, 507, 84 Atl. 
4.38. See, also, Bell Telephone Co. v. Belletnllc 
Electric Co., 12 Ont. Rep. (Queen’s Bench Div.) 
571; Western Union Tel. S Tel. Co. v. Los 
Angeles Electric Co. (C. C.) 76 Fed. 178.” 

The Supreme Court of the United States in affirming 
the judgment said (p. 40): 

“It will be observed that we are not concerned 
with the duty of the corporation operating a public 
utility to yield uncompensated obedience to a police 
measure adopted for the protection of the public, 
but with a proposed uncompensated taking or dis¬ 
turbance of what belonj^s to one lighting svstem in 
order to make wav for another.” 

That is precisely the situation presented by the pres¬ 
ent ruling of the Commission. The Commission re¬ 
quires the appellant to operate his station during the 
daytime only, in order that some other station located 
elsewhere in the United States may be free from the 
interference of station WCBD at night. 

This is nothing short of taking the property of the 
appellant and giving it to another. 

In a recent book on The Law of Radio Communica¬ 
tion, by Judge Stephen Davis, formerly Solicitor of 
the Department of Commerce, these general principles 
are referred to and it is said (p. 131): 

“As applied to broadcasting stations prior to 
the exertion of regulatory authority under the 
Radio Act; of 1927, it must be concluded that the 
courts would protect the one first in the field as 
against interference from a newcomer, in spite of 
the novelty of the situation. For while the specific 
condition was new, the general principle was old 
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and well established. It furnished the onlv basis 
for determination. It must be remembered that 
the builder of the last station was not confined to 
any particular locality nor to any particular wave¬ 
length. Under the 1912 la^y, he might chobse both 
location and channel at his will, having! regard 
only to the conditions of his neighbors. If he finds 
that wave-lengths available for use in a; certain 
locality are all appropriated by others, that is the 
penalty he pays for being late.’’

The right of the appellant to maintain his broad¬ 
casting station on its established schedule of operation 
and on a frequency no less desirable than the one it had 
always used was firmly established prior to thie Radio 
Act of 1927. The right to be free from interference 
from subsequently established stations was a property 
right which gave value to the investment of the appel¬ 
lant in the station and equipment at WCBD. I To de¬ 
prive him of the right to use his property is to I deprive 
him of the property itself. Congress under the inter¬ 
state commerce clause of the Constitution may, un¬ 
doubtedly, regulate the use of the ether by broadcasting 
stations. The appellant does not here question such 
regulatory power. But, the power to regulate does 
not include the power to destroy the appellant’s 
property in order to build up the property of sqme one 
else. In the Los Angeles case (supra) the City of Los 
Angeles had the power to regulate the location bf poles 
and lamps. But it could not constitutionally fexercise 
this power to require one electric light company to 
make room for another. 


i 
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VIII. The prohibition of the use of Station WCBD is 
a taking of the property of the appellant in viola¬ 
tion of the Fifth Amendment of the Constitution. 

The Unitoid States Government does not own the 
ether. It has no proprietary rights which entitle it to 
grant licenses to some and refuse licenses to others. 
If the ether is susceptible of ownership at all, as be¬ 
tween the United States Government and the States, 
it belongs to the States, just as the bed and waters of 
navigable streams belong to the States and not to tlie 
Federal Government. Smith t\ Maryland^ 18 How. 71, 
74; Mnmford v. Wardwell^ 6 Wall. 423; Weber r. Har¬ 
bor Commissioners, IS Wall. 57, 66. 

The power, of Congress to regulate broadcasting is 
derived from the power to regulate interstate and for¬ 
eign commerce. This power is the power “to pre¬ 
scribe the rule by which commerce is to be governed.” 
Gibbons r. Ogden, 9 Wheat. 1. 

In Hammer r. Dagenharf, 247 U. S. 251, 269-270 this 
power was defined as follows: 

“In other words, the power is one to control the 
means bv which commerce is carried on, which is 
directly the contrary of the assumed right to for¬ 
bid commerce from moving and thus destroy it as 
to particular commodities.” 

In that case it was held that Congress had no power 
to prohibit products of child labor from moving in in¬ 
terstate commerce. Decisions such as Champion v. 
Ames, 188 U, S. 321 (lottery tickets); Hipolite Egg 
Co. V. United States, 220 U. S. 45 (pure food); Hoke v. 
United States, 227 U. S. 308 (white slave traffic act) 
and Clark Distilling Co. v. Western Maryland Ry. Co.,

242 U. S. 311 (intoxicating liquors) were declared to 
be based ‘‘upon the character of the particular sub¬ 
jects dealt with’’ and it was held with respect to the 
Federal Child Labor Act (pp. 271-272): I 

“The act in its effect does not regulate transpor¬ 
tation among the States, but aims to standardize 
the ages at which children may be employed in 
mining and manufacturing within the States.” 

An attempt was made to sustain the Act in tjiat case 
upon the ground that the States which permitted child 
labor were given an unfair advantage over the States 
which prohibited it. As to this contention, the Court 
said (p. 273): I

“There is no power vested in Congress to re¬ 
quire the States to exercise their police power so 
as to prevent possible unfair competition! Many 
causes may cooperate to give one State, by reason 
of local laws or conditions, an economic advantage 
over others. The commerce clause was inot in¬ 
tended to give to Congress a general authority to 
equalize such conditions.” i 

i

The order of the Radio Commission does not| attempt 
to regulate whatever interstate commerce the appel¬ 
lant is engaged in. The purpose of the order is not to 
regulate the radio waves generated at WCBIj), but to 
prevent them. j 

_ I 

The aim is to prohibit interstate commerce i between 
WCBD and its radio public so as to encourage inter¬ 
state commerce between some other station! and its 

I 

public. 

The station of the appellant at WCBD is ulseful for 
only one purpose. To deprive him of the right to use 
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this station for that purpose is to render the property 
useless for any purpose. In this respect a broadcasting 
station differs from other property, the use of which 
has often been regulated by legislation. Zoning laws, 
for instance, prohibit the owner of property from using 
it for certain purposes, but all other purposes for 
which the property can be used are left open. Here, 
however, the property is available for only one use, 
and if that use is prohibited, there is as effectual a 
taking of the property as if title should be acquired. 

The decision of the Commission constitutes a perma¬ 
nent direction to the appellant not to operate his sta¬ 
tion during the only periods when the station can be 
operated to adv’antage. It attempts to reduce the sta¬ 
tion from the eminent position it has achieved to a 
subordinate position. It prevents the management of 
the station from using programs of the highest quality 
and therebv directlv affects the manv listeners who 
have regularly used the station during the five and one- 
half years of its broadcasting life. 

In Davis on the Law of Radio it was recognized that 
if the Radio Commission should attempt to revoke the 
licenses of any existing radio stations serious consti¬ 
tutional questions would be presented. Judge Davis 
said, page 65: 

“If the commission, however, should refuse to 
issue a license to the owner of afjparatus con¬ 
structed and operating prior to the passage of the 
law, the question of the constitutional rights of 
the oumer mav easilv arise. The owner mav con- 

I V •» ^ 

tend either that he is deprived of his property 
without due process of law, or that his property is 
taken for public use without just compensation, in 
either case in violation of the Fifth Amendment to 
the Federal Constitution.” 
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In Pumpelly v. Green Bay Co^npany, 13 Wall. 166, a 
property owner’s land was flooded as a result of the 
erection of a dam authorized by the State of Wiisconsin 
and bv the United States. The Constitution I of Wis-

cousin provided that ^Hhe property of no person shall 
be taken for public use without just compensation 
therefor.” It was contended that there was no taking 
of the land within the meaning of the constitutional 
l)r()vision and that the damage sustained was merely 
a consecpiential result of the use of a navigable stream 

I 

for llie improvement of navigation. The Supreme 
Court answered this contention, saying (pp. 177, 
178): 


“It would be a very curious and unsatisfactory 
result, if in construing a provision of constitu¬ 
tional law, alwavs understood to have been 
adopted for protection and security to th|e rights 
of the individual as against the government, and 
which has received the commendation of| jurists, 
statesmen, and commentators as placing ithe just 
])rinciples of the common law on that subject be¬ 
yond the power of ordinary legislation tcj change 
or control them, it shall be held that if the| govern¬ 
ment refrains from the absolute conversion of real 
property to the uses of the public it can | destroy 
its value entirely, can inflict irreparable and per¬ 
manent injury to any extent, can, in effectj subject 
it to total destruction without making any com- 
])ensation, because, in the narrowest sens0 of that 
word, it is not iaken for the public use. ; Such a 
construction would pervert the constitutipnal pro¬ 
vision into a restriction upon the rights of ithe citi¬ 
zen, as those rights stood at the common |law, in¬ 
stead of the government, and make it an authority 
for invasion of private right under the I pretext 
of the public good, which had no warrant in the 
laws or practices of our ancestors.” I

In Umted States v. Lynah, 188 U. S. 445, the United 
States constructed a dam in a navigable river and 
therebv raised the level of the river so as to take awav 
the possibility of drainage from nearby land used as a 
rice plantation. The Supreme Court held that there 
had been a taking of the property within the scope of 
the Fifth Amendment. The Court said (p. 470): 


‘‘It is clear from these authorities that where the 
government 1)V tlie construction of a dam or other 
public \vorks so floods lands belonging to an iii- 
dividuali as to su])slantiallv deslrov their value, 
there is taking witliin the scope of the Fifth 
Amendment. Wliile the government does not di¬ 
rectly })roceed to appropriate the title, yet it takes 
away the use and value; when that is done it is of 
little consetpieiice in whom the fee may be 
vested.’’ 


Again, in: United States v. Cress, 243 U. S. 316, 
where the Federal Government had raised water by the 
construction of a dam above its normal levxd so as to 
subject land permanently to periodical overflows sub¬ 
stantially injuring though not destroying their value, 
the Court held that there had been a partial taking of 
tlie property for which compensation was required. 

In none of these cases was title to the land taken. 
In all of them the owner was held entitled to compen¬ 
sation because he had been deprived of its use. The 
deprivation of the use of the property was held a tak¬ 
ing of the property. In other cases, it has been held 
that recovery cannot be had for consequential dam¬ 
ages caused by an improvement made by Congress 
in the exercise of its power over navigable streams. 
Wliile property is held subject to the paramount power 
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of Congress to make such improvements in the inter¬ 
est of navigation {Union Bridge Co, v. United States, 
204 U. S. 364; Greenleaf Lumber Co. v. Garrisop, 237 
U. S. 251), it is none the less true that such an invasion 
of property as constitutes a substantial deprivation of 
its beneficial use is a taking for which compensation 
must be made. i 

The property of the appellant at WCBD may pos¬ 
sibly be said to have been acquired with knowledge that 
Congress might regulate whatever interstate conimerce 
this station was engaged in. But the appellant did not 
acquire tlie property subject to the possibility tljat un¬ 
der the guise of a regulation of interstate commerce an 
attempt would be made to prevent the property from 
being placed to any use whatever. ! 

I 

The power of Congress to enact reasonable i^egula- 
tions to foster and promote interstate commerce is no 
greater than the police power of the state to einiet rea¬ 
sonable laws for the promotion of public health,; safety 
and welfare. Yet in Pennsylvania Coal Co. v. j^lahon, 
260 r. S. 393, the Supreme Court held unconstitutional 
a statute of the State of Pennsvlvania forbidding the 
mining of coal in a certain manner as applied tb a coal 
mining company that had previously acquired! rights 
that were interfered with by the statute. I 


‘Hjovernment hardly could go on if to some ex¬ 
tent values incident to property could not be di¬ 
minished without paying for every such icliange 
in the general law. As long recognized, some 
values are enjoyed under an implied linnitation 
and must yield to the police power. But obviously 
the implied limination must have its limits^ or the 
contract and due process clauses are gonk One 
fact for consideration in determining such limits 
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is tlie extent of tlie diminution. When it reaches 
a certain magnitude in most if not all cases there 
must be an exercise of eminent domain and com¬ 
pensation to sustain the act. So the question de- 
l)ends ut)on the particular facts. The greatest 
weight is given to the judgment of the legislature, 
hut it always is open to interested ])arties to con¬ 
tend that the legislature has gone bevond its con- 
stitutional ])ower.” (p. 314) 

‘‘It is our opinion that the act cannot be sus¬ 
tained as an exercise of the })olice ])ower, so far 
as it alTects the mining of coal under streets or 
citi(‘s in ])laces where the right to mine such coal 

has lK‘en reserved. As said in a Peiinsvlvania 

» 

case, ‘For practical ])urposes, the right to coal 
consists in the right to mine it.’ C()mtiio)twealth r. 
('learrieir Coal Co., 256 Pa. St. 3‘28, 331. What 
makes the right to mine coal valuable is that it can 
be exercised with i)rotit. To make it commercially 
im])racticable to mine certain coal has very near¬ 
ly the same effect for constitutional purposes as 
a])])ro])riating or destroying it. This we think 
that we are warranted in assuming that the 
statute does.” (pp. 414-415) 

“The general rule at least is, that while pro])- 
ertv mav be regulated to a certain extent, if regu- 
lation goes too far it will be recognized as a tak¬ 
ing * ^ (p. 415). 

The same principle was recently reaffirmed by the 
Supreme Court in Delaware, Lackawauaa <& Western 
R. R. Co. V. Morristown, *276 U. S. 18*2, where it was 
held that the ])olice power of the State did not author¬ 
ize the using of railroad station grounds for a public 
hack stand. The Supreme Court said (p. 193): 
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assuming that under the circumstiances 
the creation of the public hack stand would be a 
proper exertion of the police power, it does not 
follow that the due process clause of the Four¬ 
teenth Amendment would not safeguard to the 
owner just compensation for the use of its iprop- 
erty. Fenna. Coal Co. v. Mahon, 260 U. S. 393, 
416. The police power may be and frequently it is 
exerted to effect a purpose or consummate an en¬ 
terprise in the public interest that requires the 
taking of private property; but, whatever the pur¬ 
pose or the means employed to accomplish It, the 
owner is entitled to compensation for what is 
taken from him. The railroad grounds, station, 
platforms, driveways, etc., are used by th0 peti¬ 
tioner for the j)urposes of its business as a com¬ 
mon carrier; and, while that business is subject 
to regulation in the public interest, the property 
used belongs to petitioner. The State may not 
require it to be used in that business, or take it 
for another public use, without just compensation, 
for that would contravene the due process blause 
of the Fourteenth Amendment.’’ (Citing oases.) 

j 

The rights of even an ordinary station with lio pri¬ 
ority riglits such as are held by the appellant in WCBD 
were stated in the Interim Report of the Committee on 
Radio Legislation to the American Bar Association of 
December 8, 1926, reprinted in the Bar Association’s 
Journal of December, 1926, to be such as to entitle even 
such a station to compensation if refused a license: 

j 

j 

^‘To close stations in which large sums of inoney 
have already been invested is obviously a drastic 
provision. We do not believe that the courtsiwould 
hold constitutional legislation which permitted 
such closing, either directly or indirectly, by way 
of declining to issue new licenses unless just com¬ 
pensation were paid. * * * The Committee believes 
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that its suggestion (that compensation be paid to 
any existing station closed by order of the Com¬ 
mission) is sound in law for the following reasons: 

''(a) The 1912 statute permitted every one to 
obtain a license. 

‘‘As we have stated above, the Secretary had no 
discretionary power and he could be mandamused 
to com])el the issuance.of a license. The licenses 
were not for anv stated term and could be revoked 
only for cause. The companies with established 
business under such a situation had a right to 
believe that their investments could not be de¬ 
stroyed by the mere repeal of the 1912 law. 

“{/>) The situation is not analagous to the de¬ 
struction of property rights involved in the ])as- 
sage of the prohibition laws, because in that case 
there were very large moral and police questions, 
and besides the laws were only passed after the 
Constitution itself had been amended. 

“(c) Tlie obligation of the federal government 
to pay just compensation for closing an existing 
radio station was recognized in the joint resolution 
of July 16, 1918, which permitted* the President 
to take over radio stations during the time of war, 
but only upon payment of just compensation. It 
is to be noted that even when this power was re¬ 
pealed on July 11, 1919, the compensation provi¬ 
sions were specifically continued. 

“(J) The Committee sees no newer constitu¬ 
tional authority for depriving the citizens of prop¬ 
erty rights under the pending legislation than was 
included under the 1912 legislation. 

“(c) The closing of stations by mere refusal to 
issue new licenses under the new legislation would 
be an indirect method of attempting to accomplish 
a beneficial result that had better be dealt with di¬ 
rectly and by specific authority of law. 

“(/) The suggestion is entirely in accordance 
with Chancellor Wilson’s decision in the Chicago 
Tribune case. 
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^‘{g) The Secretary or the commission| will 
avoid extended litigation and be able to prbcure 
advantageous results more promptly if he or it has 
the right and the obligation to pay compensation 
to the stations which are closed. i 

“ (70 Tlie suggestion seems to us eminently fair 
and must appeal to the general public, to the sta¬ 
tions which are closed and to the stations ivliich 
are permitted to continue to operate, as being rea¬ 
sonable and just.’^ I 

The property of the appellant cannot be taken in the 
manner threatened by the Radio Commission. : The 
Radio Act sliould not be construed as giving thelCom- 
mission the illegal authority which is claimed.i 


IX. The Commission has not been authorized by the 
Radio Act to destroy the property of the appellant 
at Station WCBD. I 


The Federal Radio Commission was established by 
Act of Congress of February 23, 1927, C. 169, 44; Stat. 
1162, U. S. C. A., Title 47, sec. 81 {et seq,). \ 

Prior to this Act, licenses to operate broadc£lsting 
stations had been issued ])y the Secretary of ICom- 
merce under the Act of Congress of August 13,11912, 


37 Stat. 302. This Act, as held by this court in lipover 
V, Inter City Radio Company^ 286 Fed. 1003, gaye no 
discretion to the Secretary of Commerce to refuse li- 
censes. In United States v. Zenifli Radio Corporation^ 
12 Fed. (2d) 614, (D. C. 111.), it was held that tlie op¬ 
eration of a radio station upon a waye length j other 
than the one assigned in the license did not subject 
the company so operating the station to the penalties 
proyided by the Act. This Act was thus ineffectual to 
preyent the erection of new broadcasting stations or to 
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j)revent interference between existing stations. Pres¬ 
ident Coolidge, in his annual message to Congress in 
December, 1926, said, Congressional Record, Vol. 68, 
Part 1, p. 32: 


“Radio Legislation 

“The Department of Commerce has for some 
years urgently presented the necessity for fur¬ 
ther legislation in order to protect radio listeners 
from interference between broadcasting stations 
and to carry out other regulatory functions. Both 
branches of Congress at the last session passed 
enactments intended to elfect such regulation, but 
the two bills yet remain to be brought into agree¬ 
ment and final passage. 

“Due to decisions of the courts, the authority 
of the department under the law of 1912 has 
broken down; many more stations haye been op¬ 
erating than can be accommodated within the lim¬ 
ited number of waye lengths ayailable; further 
stations are in course of construction; many sta¬ 
tions haye departed from the scheme of allocation 
set down by the department, and tlie whole seryice 
of this most important public function has drifted 
into such chaos as seems likely, if not remedied, to 
destroy its great yalue. I most urgently recom- 
mend that this legislation should be speedily en¬ 
acted.” 

On December 8, 1926, a joint resolution was passed 
as a stop-gap until adequate legislation could be 
framed, proyiding in effect that no original license 
for the operation of any radio broadcasting station and 
no renewal of a license of an existing broadcasting sta¬ 
tion should be granted for longer periods than 90 days 
(44 Stat. 917). The resolution further proyided: 
“ no original radio license or the renewal of an 
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existing license should be granted after the date of the 
passage of this resolution unless the applicant there- 

I 

for shall execute in writing a waiver of anv ini>-ht or 
of any claim to any right, as against the Unitedj States, 
to a)iu wave length or to the use of the ether ip radio 
transmission because of previous license to use the 
same or because of the use thereof.” (Italics burs) 
The debates in Congress which may be looked to, 
not for the purpose of construing any particiiljar pro¬ 
vision, but for the purpose of ascertaining the general 
situation which Congress had in mind and with refer¬ 
ence to which Congress legislated, indicate thht there 
was no intention on the part of Congress to authorize 
the Commission to deprive stations of theirl vested 
p.roperty rights. Congress intended to authorize the 
Commission to regulate the operation of stations, with 
respect to particular frequencies, etc., as is clepr from 
tlie words of the Radio Act (see Congressional Record, 
Vol. 68, Part 111, p. 3027). Part of the controversy in 

I 

Congress hinged upon the provision now fbund in 
Section 5 of the Radio Act of 1927, as follows: I 

^‘Xo station license shall be granted by tlie Com¬ 
mission or the Secretary of Commerce ubtil the 
applicant therefor shall have signed a waiver of 
any claim to the use of any particular f requency 
or leave length or of the ether a,^ against the regu¬ 
latory power of the United States because of the 
previous use of the same, whether by liejense or 
otherwise.” (Italics ours.) I 

I 

j 

This, it will be noted, is limited to the wpiver of 
the right to a particular frequency as distinlguished 
from the general waiver referred to in the joijnt reso¬ 
lution of December 8, 1926. | 

Senator Dill, who was in charge of the conference 
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report in t}}Q Senate (Congressional Record, Vol. 68, 
p. 2588), was asked with respect to this provision {id. 
pp. 2869, 2870): 

Mr. Howell: Mr. President, I would like to ask 
why the words ‘regulatory power of Congress’ 
were inserted there. There are two theories re¬ 
specting the authority of the Government in con¬ 
nection with the use of the ether. One is that the 
ether belongs to the people of the country, and 
that it is not to be acquired by anyone. The other 
theory is that the right to use the ether is a vested 
right when acquired, and then the Government 
merely has the right to regulate the use thereof. 

“This language indicates that this latter theory 
is adopted in this radio bill. It was not the theory 
when the bill passed the Senate. 

“Mr. Dill: In reply to the Senator’s question, 
I may say that the temporary resolution passed 
in the closing days of the last session provided 
that the waiver should be as against the United 
States instead of as against the regulatory powers 
of the United States. 

“When those waivers were asked for we found 
that attorneys for the various applicants insisted 
that that waiver provision was unconstitutional 
because it was so broad that it required, in the 
waiving of all rights as against the United States, 
the waiving even of the right of due process of law 
in the taking of their apparatus. They believed 
that it would require them to waive riglits that 
they might have as against the other users of radio 
apparatus and insisted that the only power the 
Congress had over radio was the power to regu¬ 
late interstate commerce, and that it got its power 
from the commerce clause alone. 

“The Government does not own the frequen¬ 
cies, as we call them, or the use of frequencies. It 
only possesses the right to regulate the apparatus, 
and that right is obtained from the provision of 
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the Constitution which gives Congress the jpower 
to regulate interstate commerce. I 

‘^The conferees thought that it was better to 
have a waiver that was sufficiently clear !iii its 
terms to shut off any claim as against the ^^ower 
of the United States to control stations, and have 
that waiver constitutional, than to hold to a waiver 
of doubtful constituiionality, which would' pro!)- 
ably be overturned by the courts, and we'would 
have no waiver whatever in existence. 

‘‘It was for that reason that the conferees 
agreed on the waiver herein provided. ^ ’ I 

I 

I 

The proceedings in Congress agree with thb clear 
wording of the Radio Act, which is manifestly a regu- 
latorv statute. I 

I 

Section 1 of the act prohibited the use or operation 
of any apparatus for radio transmission in interstate 
or foreign commerce without a license. I 

Section 2 of the Act divided the United States into 
five zones. The first zone embraced the sthtes of 
Maine, New Hampshire, Vermont, Massachusetts, 
Connecticut, Rhode Island, New York, New iJersey, 
Delaware, Maryland, District of Columbia, Porto Rico 
and the Virgin Islands. The second zone eiinbraced 
the states of Pennsylvania, Virginia, West Virginia, 
Ohio, Michigan and Kentucky. The third zone em¬ 
braced the states of North Carolina, South Carolina, 
Georgia, Florida, Alabama, Tennessee, Mississippi, 
Arkansas, Louisiana, Texas and Oklahoma. Tfie fourth 
zone embraced the states of Indiana, Illinois, jWiscon- 
sin, Minnesota, North Dakota, South Dakoth, Iowa, 
Nebraska, Kansas and Missouri. The fifth zone em¬ 
braced the states of Montana, Idaho, Wyoming, Colo¬ 
rado, New Mexico, Arizona, Utah, Oregon, California, 
Territory of Hawaii and Alaska. I 


I 
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Section 9 of the Act provided for the issuance of 
licenses and as passed on P'ebruary 23, 1927, and be¬ 
fore its amendment by Act of Congress of March 28, 
1928, provided as follows, 44 Stat., Vol. 2, p. 1166: 

“The licensing authority, if public convenience, 
interest, or necessity will be served thereby, sub¬ 
ject to the limitations of this Act, shall grant to 
any applicant therefor a station license provided 
for bv this Act. 

“In considering applications for licenses and 
renewals of licenses, when and in so far as there 
is a demand for the same, the licensing authority 
shall make such a distribution of licenses, bands 
of frequency of wave lengths, periods of time for 
operation, and of })ower among the different States 
and communities as to give fair, efficient, and e(iui- 
table radio service to eacdi of the same.” 

The provision of this Act authorizing the Com¬ 
mission to issue licenses in accordance with the prin¬ 
ciples of necessity and convenience unembarrassed by 
restrictive provisions was continued in force only for 
one year. By Act of Congress on March 28, 1928, 45 
Stat. 373, the second paragraph of Section 9 of the 
Radio Act of 1927 above quoted was amended to read 
as follows: 

“It is liereby declared that the people of all the 
zones established bv section 2 of this Act ai’e en- 
titled to equality of radio broadcasting service, 
both of transmission and of reception, and in order 
to provide said equality the licensing authority 
shall as nearly as possible make and maintain an 
equal allocation of broadcasting licenses, of bands 
of frequency or wave lengths, of periods of time 
for operation, and of station power, to each of said 
zones when and in so far as there are applications

therefor; and shall make a fair and equitable allo¬ 
cation of licenses, wave lengths, time ifor opera¬ 
tion, and station power to each of the States, the 
District of Columbia, the Territories and posses¬ 
sions of the United States within each zone, accor¬ 
ding to population. The licensing authority shall 
carry into effect the equality of broadcasting ser¬ 
vice hereinbefore directed, whenever necessary or 
proper, by granting or refusing license^ or renew¬ 
als of licenses, by changing periods of t^me for op¬ 
eration, and by increasing or decreasijng station 
power, when applications are made for licenses 
or renewals of licenses: Provided, Tl^at if and 
when there is a lack of applications frorp any zone 
for the proportionate share of licenses, wave 
lengths, time of operation, or station! power to 
which such zone is entitled, the licensing author¬ 
ity may issue licenses for the balance of the pro¬ 
portion not applied for from any zonel, to appli¬ 
cants from other zones for a temporary period of 
ninety days each, and shall specificallyl designate 
that said apportionment is only for said tempo¬ 
rary period. Allocations shall be charged to the 
State, District, Territory, or possession wherein 
the studio of the station is located and inot where 
the transmitter is located.’^ | 

i 

This amended act made it mandatory uponi the Com¬ 
mission ‘^as nearly as possible^’ not only to provide 
listeners in all parts of the United States with equal 
radio service but also to allocate transmitting stations 
equally among the zones and in accordance with popu¬ 
lation. It does not state, and it could not have been 
intended by Congress that the Commission $hould de¬ 
stroy the property of the stations which had {)reviously 
been constructed. In reporting the bill to the House, 
proposing the equal allocation to each of the!five zones 
of broadcasting licenses, Mr. White, as Chairman of

I 
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the House Committee on Merchant Marine and Fish¬ 
eries, said (Congressional Record, House Report Xo. 
800): 


‘‘This amendment looks to the future. It de¬ 
clares in terms the dutv of the licensing authority 
to make an equal allocation among the five zones, 
of broadcasting licenses, of wave lengths and of 
station power and provides that within each zone 
there shall be an equitable allocation among the 
states thereof in proportion to the population and 
power. The equality here sought is not an exact 
mathematical division. That may be physically 
impossible, the language does not contemplate the 
withdrawal of station licenses, of power and wave 
lengths from others, and an impounding thereof 
in the absence of application from the third or 
other zones therefor. It does not suggest that the 
requirement of the law of a showing of pul)lic in¬ 
terest, convenience or necessity as the basis for the 
grant of a license, or that other provisions of the 
law are to be waived. 

# If, however, within the entire United 
States, the saturation point is now reached and 
additional stations and additional power or other 
wave lengths may not be granted in a particular 
zone without prejudice to all, then it necessarily 
follows that there must be worked out a redistri¬ 
bution of stations and of the power and wave 
lengths authorized. This equality does not neces¬ 
sarily require the reduction of all other zones to 
the level of the least favored. It might be achieved 
by raising all to the plane of the highest, or it 
might be effected by a combination of new grants 
and a redistribution of existing licenses. There 
is no warrant for the assumption that the first of 
the alternatives is the only way in which the prob¬ 
lem can be worked out. The amendment declares 
a desired end but does not presume to direct the 
Commission as to the steps necessary to obtain 
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the result sought. Your Committee does not be¬ 
lieve that it seeks an impossible or an unreason¬ 
able solution. It is not anticipated that! the pur¬ 
pose will be immediately accomplished but we con¬ 
ceive it to be possibly right and recommend that 
the Commission should proceed to make Such allo¬ 
cation as will reasonably meet this rule aS speedily 
as it may be done. ’ ’ ' 

i 

Congress did not intend to authorize the Radio 
Commission to destroy the property of excellent sta¬ 
tions like WCBD. And if this were the piirpose of 
Congress it cannot be constitutionally acc(i)mplished 
without providing just compensation for the| property 
rights taken. | 


X. The Federal Radio Commission has failed to serve 
public interest, convenience and necessity in re¬ 
fusing to authorize the continuance of a public ser¬ 
vice heretofore rendered by Station WCBD. 


The Commission disregarded the requirement of the 
Radio Act that it should grant licenses ‘‘if public con¬ 
venience, interest or necessity will be served I thereby.’^ 
The phrase “public convenience or necessity: ’ was well 
known to the law at the time the act was passed. A 
public utility such as a railroad or an eleptric light 
company is required to procure from the public regu¬ 
lating bodv a certificate of convenience and necessitv 
before undertaking new construction. iJnder the 
Transportation Act railroads are required to procure 
certificates of public convenience and necessity from 
the Interstate Commerce Commission before construct¬ 
ing extensions (Transportation Act 1920, c. 91, Sec. 
402, 41 Stat. 456, 477, 478). The Supreme I'Court said 
with respect to this provision in Texas S pacific Ry, 
Co. V. Gulf etc. Ry. Co., 270 U. S. 266, 2771:

‘‘By that measure, Congress undertook to develop 
and maintain, for the people of the United States, 
an adequate railway system. It recognized that 
preservation of the earning capacity, and conser¬ 
vation of the financial resources, of individual 
carriers is a matter of national concern; that the 
property employed must be permitted to earn a 
reasonable return; that the building of unneces- 
sarv lines involves a waste of resources and that 
the burden of this waste may fall upon the public: 
that competition between carriers may result i]i 
harm to the public as well as in benefit; and that 
when a railroad inflicts injury upon its rival, it 
may be the public which ultimately bears the loss.'^ 


Tlie safeguarding of existing facilities lies at the 
basis of the legislative reiiuirement of necessity or 
conveni(‘nce. (See IIV-'-j/ Snbi(rha)i Tra)isp()rfati()]i 
('n. r. (liicofjo <(’ ITcs/ Towns Hp. Co., 809 111. ST; 
People ex rel. Xew York Central Hudson River R. R. 
Co. r. Publie Service Commission, 195 N. Y. 157, 166; 
Cineinnati Traction Co. v. Public Utilities, 112 Ohio St. 
699; Chicago, Rock Island Pacific Ry. Co. v. State, 
123 Okla. 190. 


In People ex rel. New York Central S Hudson River 
R. R. Co. v. Public Service Commission, 195 X. Y. 157, 
tlie court said (p. 166): 


“Tlie certificate of public convenience and ne¬ 
cessity is to be granted upon consideration, not 
alone, bearing upon the convenience of the public, 
but affecting the other transportation companies, 
which are alreadv serving the territorv. Thev 
have the right to be considered and to be protected, 
where there is no necessity for a wider public ser¬ 
vice, against the designs of persons more inter¬ 
ested in forcing terms from them, than in subserv¬ 
ing the public convenience. Certainly the rights

of shareholders in existing roads demand ^air con¬ 
sideration.’’

It can never be convenient or necessary to idestroy 
property without compensation. It might be (and in 
fact it is) convenient and necessary to prevent hew sta¬ 
tions from coming into existence to the prejudice of the 
existing stations and to the general public. Con¬ 
gress undoubtedly intended that this principle should 
be followed by the Commission in allocating licenses to

new stations. I 

It should further be noted that Section 5 of the 
Katlio Act, although directing the Commission equally 
to distribute licenses among the five zones and in ac¬ 
cordance with population, recognized that tlie Com¬ 
mission might be confronted with problenis which 
might prevent a strict adherence to this principle, and 
Congress accordingly directed that such equal alloca¬ 
tion of broadcasting licenses be made only ‘^jas near¬ 
ly as possible.” 

XI. This Court should render the decision upon the 
application of Station WCBD for a modification 
of its license which should have been rendered by 
the Federal Radio Commission.

Section 16 of the Federal Radio Act provides: 

* * the Court shall hear, review, aiid deter¬ 
mine the appeal on said record and evidence and 
may alter or revise the decision appealed from 
and enter such judgment as to it may sebm just.”

The authoritv of this Court to review decisions of 

I 

the Federal Radio Commission may be compared with 
its authority to review the decisions of the Public Utili- 
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ties Commission of the District of Columbia, or its au¬ 
thority to supervise and review the proceedings of the 
Patent Office. 

In Keller v. Potomac Electric Company, 261 U. S. 
428, the Supreme Court of the United States said with 
respect to the authority of this Court to review deci¬ 
sions of the Public Utilities Commission of the District 
of Columbia (p. 442): 

“We can not escape the conclusion that Con¬ 
gress intended that the court shall revise the legis¬ 
lative discretjon of the Commission by consider¬ 
ing the evidence and full record of the case and 
entering the order it deems the Commission ought 
to have made.” 

In Buttencorth v. Iloe, 112 U. S. 50, it was said with 
respect to the review of patent office proceedings (p. 
60): 


“It is evident that the appeal thus given to the 
Supreme Court of the District of Columbia from 
the decision of the Commissioner, is not the exer¬ 
cise of ordinary jurisdiction at law or in eiiuity on 
the j)art of that court, but is one step in the statu¬ 
tory proceeding under the patent laws whereby 
that tribunal .is interposed in aid of the Patent 
Office, though not subject to it.” 

See, also. United States v. Duell, 172 U. S. 576; Bald¬ 
win Co. V. Howard Co., 256 U. S. 35; cf. Morgan v. 
Daniels, 153 U. S. 120, followed and applied in Victor 
Talking Machine Company v. Brunswick-Balke-Collen- 
der Co., 273 U. S. 670; Westinghouse Elec. Mfg. Co. 
V. De Forest, 73 L. Ed. 87. 

This Court has been authorized by Congress to pass 
upon the merits of the application of station WCBD 
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for a modification of its license and to render the deci¬ 
sion which should have been rendered upon its| appli¬ 
cation by the Radio Commission. The Court {las al¬ 
ready assumed a similar duty in General Electric Com- 
pa)t^ V. Federal Radio Conunission, supra. There is 
oven less doubt of the propriety of such action in this 
case, since it comes to this Court after a hearing and 
decision thereon bv the Commission. I 

V I 

Although acting in an administrative capacity under 
tlie Act, this Court will, nevertheless, be guided fey such 
judicial standards as are applicable. Consistentjy with 
these standards, the property of the appellant jin sta¬ 
tion WCBD may not be destroyed for the purpose of 
building up the property of other broadcasting sta¬ 
tions elsewhere in the country.

XII. The Decision of the Federal Radio Commission 
denying the requested modification of the WCBD 
license should be reversed.

OPPOSITION TO MOTION OF AGRICULTURAL 
BROADCASTING COMPANY TO i 
STAY MANDATE. 


January 20, 1930, Agricultural Broadcasting Com¬ 
pany (Station WLS), appellant in No. 4902, filed a mo¬ 
tion for rehearing and reargument, and also a motion 
to stay the mandate of this Court pending application 
for certiorari to the Supreme Court. 


I 
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January 22, 1930, Wilbur Glenn Voliva (Station 
WCBD), appellant in No. 4901, filed a petition for re¬ 
hearing and reargument, but did not pray that the 
mandate be stayed. 

The Federal Radio Commission, appellee in the 
three cases, has filed no motion either for rehearing or 
to stay the mandate, time for which expired January 
23,1930. 

Great Lakes Broadcasting Company (Station 
WENR) appellant in No. 4900 is informed by its coun¬ 
sel that under the practice in this Court the motions for 
rehearing are ex parte matters and that it is not in 
order for this appellant to file an answer thereto. This 
appellant therefore makes no answer to the statements 
contained in the motions for rehearing, but respect¬ 
fully submits to the Court that no sufficient ground 
has been shown for a rehearing or reargument of the 
case, and this appellant respectfully prays that the mo¬ 
tions for rehearing and reargument be denied. 

This appellant respectfully opposes the application 
of Agricultural Broadcasting Company, appellant in 
No. 4902, for an order to stay the mandate of this 
Court,’* and prays that the mandate issue forthwith 
for the following reasons: 

1. The United States Supreme Court has clearly 
held in Magnum Co. v. Coty, 262 U. S. 159,163, that "‘a 
heavy burdeuirests on the applicant'’ for such a stay 
order, that a stay order is granted only where the “bal¬ 
ance of convenience" so requires, that the granting 

*If any other motions should be filed to stay the mandate in the 
three cases, it is prayed that this opposition be considered as directed 
to all such motions. 
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of a stay order is wholly a discretionary matlier with 
this Court, and that it involves no disrespect to the 
Supreme Court of the United States for this Court to 
refuse to withhold its mandate pending- applicajtion for 
certiorari. |

2. The applicant has not made out a case for the is¬ 
sue of a stay order. It has not sustained the heavy bur¬ 
den placed upon it by the United States Supreme Court. 
The balance of convenience here does not require a sus¬ 
pension of the decree, but on the contrary requires 
the issue of the mandate forthwith.

3. The United States Supreme Court having indi¬ 
cated on January 20, 1930, in the case of General Elec¬ 
tric Company v. Federal Radio Commission that there 
is no jurisdiction for certiorari under the Radio Act 
of 1927, it is apparent that certiorari willj not be 
granted in the present action, and in such case Mag¬ 
num Co. V. Coty, 262 U. S. 159, 163, indicates!that the 
mandate should not be stayed.

In support of its position Great Lakes Broaidcasting 
Company (Station WENR) submits the follomng: 


I—Considerations Governing Stay Ordbr. 

i 

Neither the filing of a petition for the writ of cer- 
tiorari, nor even the granting of the writ by the Su¬ 
preme Court of the United States, operates o:f itself to 
stay the execution and enforcement of the judgment or 
decree of the court below; nor does either operate to 
stay the issue of the mandate of this Court,! although 
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the execution or enforcement of the Court’s decree 
would operate to the detriment of a party who is peti¬ 
tioning for a writ of certiorari. It becomes necessary 
for such party to secure a stay order. 

The statute relating to stay orders is contained in 
Section 8 (d) of the Act of February 13, 1925, 43 
Stat. 940 (U. S. Code, Title 28, Sec. 350) as follows: 

“In any case in which the final judgment or de¬ 
cree of any court is subject to review by the Su¬ 
preme Court on writ of certiorari, the execution 
and enforcement of such judgment or decree may 
he stayed for a reasonable time to enable the party 
aggrieved to apply for and to obtain a writ of cer¬ 
tiorari from the Supreme Court. The stay may 
be granted by a judge of the court rendering the 
judgment or decree or by a justice of the Supreme 
Court, and may be conditioned on the giving of 
good and sufficient security, to be approved by 
such judge or justice, that if the aggrieved party 
fails to make application for such writ within the 
period allotted therefor, or fails to obtain an order 
granting his application, or fails to make his plea 
good in the Supreme Court, he shall answer for 
ail damages and costs which the other party may 
sustain by reason of the stay.” 

The Supreme Court of the United States has had 
occasion to discuss fully the proper practice in refer¬ 
ence to applications for stay orders in cases involving 
petitions for certiorari, and has clearly pointed out that 
a hea\'y burden rests upon the applicant, and that a 
stay should be granted only when the balance of con¬ 
venience so requires. In Magnum Co. v. Coty, 262 U. S. 
159, the Supreme Court of the United States had issued 
a writ of certiorari to the Circuit Court of Appeals for 
the Second Circuit. The petitioner then applied to the 
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United States Supreme Court for an order to Suspend 
the operation of the decree of the Circuit Court of 
Appeals pending disposition of the petition for cer¬ 
tiorari. The petitioner had previously applied to the 
Circuit Court of Appeals for such an order and the 
application had been denied. The Supreme Court re¬ 
fused to issue an order suspending the operation of 
the decree of the Appellate Court and thoroughly dis¬ 
cussed the question of the issuance of stay orders 
where writs of certiorari are taken to the Supreme 
Court. In the opinion by Mr. Chief Justice iTaft the 
Court said (page 163): | 

i 

it* * * The jurisdiction to bring up case$ by cer¬ 
tiorari from the Circuit Courts of Apptols was 
given for two purposes, first to secure uniformity 
of decision between those courts in the nine cir¬ 
cuits, and second, to bring up cases involving ques¬ 
tions of importance which it is in the public inter¬ 
est to have decided by this Court of last resort. 
The jurisdiction was not conferred upon this Court 
merely to give the defeated party in the Circuit 
Court of Appeals another hearing. Oiu^ experi¬ 
ence shows that eighty per cent of those ^yho peti¬ 
tion for certiorari do not appreciate the^e neces¬ 
sary limitations upon our issue of the writl MTien, 
therefore, after the petition is filed and before its 
submission, an application is made for d suspen¬ 
sion of the judgment or decree of the Circuit Court 
of Appeals, a heavy burden rests on the applicant. 

‘^The petition should, in the first instance, be 
made to the Circuit Court of Appeals which with 
its complete knowledge of the cases may iwith full 
consideration promptly pass on it. That court is 
in a position to judge first whether the case is one 
likely under our practice to be taken up iby us on 
certiorari, and second, whether the balance of con¬ 
venience requires a suspension of its decree and 
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a withholding of its mandate. It involves no dis¬ 
respect to this Court for the Circuit Court of Ap¬ 
peals to refuse to withhold its mandate or to sus¬ 
pend the operation of its judgment or decree pend¬ 
ing application for certiorari to us. If it thinks 
a question involved should be ruled upon by this 
Court, it mav certifv it. If it does not certifv, it 

mav still consider that the case is one in which a 

* 

certiorari may properly issue, and may in its dis¬ 
cretion facilitate the application by withholding 
the mandate or suspending its decree. This is a 
matter however whollv within its discretion. If it 
refuses, this Court requires an extraordinary 
showing, before it will grant a stay of the decree 
below pending the application for a certiorari, 
and even after it has granted a certiorari, it re¬ 
quires a clear case and a decided balance of con¬ 
venience before it will grant such stay. These 
remarks, of course, apply also to applications for 
certiorari to review judgments and decrees of the 
highest courts of States. 

“Coming now to the circumstances presented 
on the inquiry before us, we find nothing to justi- 
fv our ^Tanting the motion. It is clear that the 
Circuit Court of Appeals gave full consideration 
to a similar motion and with a much fuller knowl¬ 
edge than we can have, denied it. As we have 
said, we require ver}" cogent reasons before we 
will disregard the deliberate action of that court 
in such a matter. We have read the affidavits and 
we do not find that the petitioners have, in the 
light of what we have said, made a case for the 
suspension of the order. On the contrary, the 
weight of the evidence is clearly with the respon¬ 
dents.’^ 

And of course “these remarks apply also” to applica¬ 
tions for certiorari to review judgments of this Court, 
the statutory pro\dsion for which is now contained in 
the section which provides for certiorari from a Circuit

Court of Appeals. Sec. 239 Judicial Code as iamended 
by Act of February 13, 1925, 43 Stat.

The following is clear from this decision: i 

(a) Jurisdiction of the Supreme Court to grant pe¬ 

titions for certiorari is not given merely to Afford the 
defeated party another hearing. I 

(b) ^‘A heavy burden’’ rests on an applicant for 
stay of the mandate of this Court. 

(c) If this Court believes that the Supreme Court 
is not likely to take the case on certiorari thei mandate 
should not be stayed. And even if this Court believes 
that the Supreme Court is likely to take the case on 
certiorari, still the mandate should not be stayed, un¬ 
less this Court is satisfied that the balance of conveni-

ence requires that it be stayed. 

(d) It involves no disrespect to the Supreine Court 

for this Court to withhold its mandate pending appli¬ 
cation for certiorari. It is a matter ‘Svholly within its 
discretion”. I 

(e) If this Court refuses to stay the mahdate, the

requires an extraordinary showing, before it will 
grant a stay of the decree below pending the appli¬ 
cation for a certiorari, and even after it has 
granted a certiorari, it requires a clear case and a 
decided balance of convenience before it yill grant 
such stay.”

This, together with the expressed opinion of the Su¬ 
preme Court that the application for a stay should 
first be made to this Court, indicates the desire of the 
Supreme Court to leave the decision of the paatter to 
this Court.

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II. Balance of Convenience Requiring’ Issue of Mandate 

Forthwith. 

In the application for a stay order, there has been 
no showing contradicting the express finding of 
this Court that it is in the public interest, convenience 
and necessity that Station WENR be given one-half 
time and that it is unjust to continue to restrict it to 
two-sevenths time. It is clear from the Court’s deci¬ 
sion alone that the balance of convenience requires 
the issue of the mandate forthwith. The necessitv of 
the immediate issue of the mandate is also shown by 
the statements of fact contained in the affidavits of 
Morgan L. Eastman, Earl W. Rusk and John F. Gil¬ 
christ attached hereto as Exhibits 1, 2, and 3. A brief 
summarv of the contents of these affidavits is as fol- 
lows: 

(a) The Great Lakes Broadcasting Company (Sta¬ 
tion 'VVEXR) operated on full time prior to Novem¬ 
ber 11, 1928, and from that time to the present it has 
been compelled to operate on only two-sevenths time. 

(b) By the decision of this Court Station WENR is 
entitled to one-half time. 

(c) The operation'at two-sevenths time has been at 
great loss. The deficit for the year 1929 exceeded 
S'iOOfiOO. This loss is continuing every day that the 
station operates at two-sevenths time. 

(d) MTien the decree of this Court goes into effect 
Station WENR ^\dll have available fourteen good eve¬ 
ning hours per week of salable time instead of five and 
a half as at present. 

(e) Because of its present limited time of operation 
Station WENR is now compelled to employ and pay 
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musicians for idle time and cannot employ oth^r artists 
advantageously, but when the decree of this Court goes 
into eifect Station WENR will be able to employ its 
talent more economically and give better service to 
the public. It will also be able to sell considerable time 
for sponsored programs of great merit anci will be 
able very materially to reduce its deficit froin opera¬ 
tion while still maintaining its high standard of service 
to the public. 

(f) Since the station has been cut down to|two-sev¬ 
enths time it has suffered in prestige, and willjcontinue 
to suffer in prestige until the order of this Court is 
put into effect, thus causing the owner irrepaiiable loss 
in addition to the daily monetary loss. 

(g) By reduction of time to two-sevenths! Station 
WENR has been compelled to omit some of jits most 
popular and instructive program features, inany of 
which will be reinstated as soon as the decreb of this 
Court shall go into effect. 

(h) On its present schedule with two-sevenths time, 
the only time available for agricultural programs is 
fifteen minutes from 7:15 to 7:30 each evening except 
Sunday, which is entirely inadequate for a farm pro¬ 
gram so that many matters of importance to | farmers 
are omitted. As soon as the station is allowed to oper¬ 
ate on half time the farm programs will be greatly ex¬ 
panded and the value of the station to agriculture 
greatly enhanced. 

(i) Until the decision of this Court shall go into effect 
Station WENR will be unable to render the full public 
service to millions of listeners that can be given by its 
50,000-watt transmitter, and thus the channel of 870 
kilocycles will not be used for the benefit of tike public 
to the full capacity required by the Court’s decision.

I 
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This Court has held that public interest, convenience 
and necessity and justice to the station require that 
Station WEXR receive one-half time. From such a 
decision it follows that public interest, convenience 
and necessity and justice to the station also require 
that the mandate of the Court be put into effect forth¬ 
with. This Court will also be mindful of the fact that 
its decision is the first decision rendered on the merits 
of the controversy pursuant to a hearing. The Com¬ 
missioners w’ere equally divided on the question of 
time division betw’een the tw’o stations and the time of 
Station WEXR w^as reduced only because of the pecu¬ 
liar procedure of the Commission in that its time w’as 
first reduced without hearing and thereafter remained 
reduced because of the divided Commission. 

It is obvious that if a petition for certiorari is filed in 
the United States Supreme Court, even though it is 
not i>:ranted bv that Court, considerable time must 
necessarily elapse before such petition is disposed of 
by the Supreme Court. Although the statute relating 
to stay orders, which has heretofore been quoted, pro¬ 
vides that a stay order may be conditioned upon the 
giving of a bond to answer for all damages and costs 
w'hich mav be sustained bv Station WEXR, no bond 
could be adequate in this case. Even if a bond w’ere 
fixed at a larc:e amount to cover the monetarv losses 
W'hich w’ould result from WEXR remaining on tw’o- 
sevenths time, no bond could compensate Station 
WEXR for the loss of prestige that it is daily sus¬ 
taining by reason of the present situation, and no bond 
could compensate the public of the United States for 
being deprived of the meritorious programs of edu¬ 
cational features, new's, and entertainment w'hich Sta¬ 
tion WEXR can broadcast over so much wider an 
area than the other station. 
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The case is thus brought squarely within the idecision 
in Magnum Co. v. Coty, 262 U. S. 159, and it isjrespect- 
fully urged that this Court cannot withhold the man¬ 
date consistently with that decision and with! its own 
decision wherein it states: 

^‘It is contrary to justice and against public in¬ 
terest, convenience and necessity to apportion the 
operating time in the proportion of two-kevenths 
to WENR and five-sevenths to WLS.’’ 


III. Impossibility of Obtaining Writ of Certiorari. 

The case of General Electric Co. v. Federal Radio 
Commission, 57 W. L. R. 194, 58 App. D. C.|386, de¬ 
cided by this Court February 25, 1929, was argued in 
the United States Supreme Court on certiorari Jan¬ 
uary 20, 1930. After argument on behalf of the Fed¬ 
eral Radio Commission on the question of the jurisdic¬ 
tion of the Supreme Court, it was announced from the 
Bench that no argument need be made on behalf of the 
General Electric Company. Questions to counsel 
showed that the Court considered that the review by 
the Court of Appeals under the Radio Act of ]L927 was 
in an administrative rather than a judicial capacity, 
and that the decision would follow Keller v. Potomac 
Electric Power Co., 261 U. S. 428. While the Supreme 
Court has not yet filed its formal opinion, the facts that 
we have just stated are so well known to all counsel in¬ 
terested in radio matters that we feel it is proper to 
refer to them in this motion. See United States Daily 
of Tuesday, January 21, page 10, column 5. ! 

It is evident that the United States Supreme Court 
will not grant certiorari in the case at bar. 
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The statement is made in Magnum Co. v. Coty, 262 
U. S. 159, that the appellate court to whom an applica¬ 
tion has been made for stay of the mandate 

‘‘is in a position to judge first whether the case is 
one likely under our practice to be taken up by us 
on certiorari • • 

The clear indication from this is that in such a case 
a stay order should not be granted. As it is evident 
from the action of the Supreme Court in the General 
Electric case that certiorari will not be granted in 
the case at bar, there is no reason to grant the appli¬ 
cation for a stay order. 


Wherefore, the Great Lakes Broadcasting Company 
respectfully prays that the motion to stay the mandate 
be denied and that the mandate of this Court issue 
forthwith.

listeners throughout the United States 'wdll be deprived 
of listening to the programs of Station WENR to the 
extent that they are entitled to receive such programs 
under the decree of said Court, Station WENR will 
be unable to render the full public service which it is 
able to render in the form of meritorious programs 
of information and entertainment, including agricul¬ 
tural programs, and the channel of 870 kilocycles will 
not be used for the benefit of the public to the full ca¬ 
pacity required under the Court’s decree; 

That only four (4) months of good broadcasting 
conditions remain l)efore the summer months of poor 
reception; 

That since November 11, 1928, because of the reduc¬ 
tion in its operating time. Station W’ENR has been 
compelled to opiit some of its most popular and in¬ 
structive program features and many of these features 
will be reestablished in its programs as soon as the 
decree of said Court shall go into effect; 

That because of the fact that the time of Station 
WENR has been so seriously curtailed and because of 
the fact that its programs during evening hours come 
so late that most radio listeners have retired and be 
cause of the fact that its schedule has been and is now 
extremely irregular, the prestige of the Station has 
been seriously affected and until the decree of said 
Court shall go into effect its prestige will continue to

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be seriously affected to the great and irreparable dam¬ 
age to the owner of the Station; 

That on full-time operation it is believed that Sta¬ 
tion WENR could operate without a deficit; that be¬ 
cause of its present limited time of operation .Station 
WEXR is now compelled to employ and pay musicians 
for idle time and cannot employ other artists,' advan¬ 
tageously; that its hours of broadcast at present are 
not, in general, salable hours; that as soon as; the de¬ 
cree of said Court shall go into effect Station jlVENR 
will have approximately fourteen (14) good jevening 
hours per week of salable time; that a fair net j^rice for 
such time over said Station is $500.00 per hour;; that at 
the present time said Station is operating at a net loss in 
excess of Four Hundred Thousand Dollars ($400,000.) 
per year; that, as soon as the decree of said Court 
shall go into effect, said Station will be able t0 employ 
its talent more economically and give better service to 
the public, and that it will be able to sell considerable 
time for sponsored programs of great merit jand will 
be able to very materially reduce its deficit frofii opera¬ 
tion, while still maintaining its high standard of ser¬ 
vice to the public.

grams of Station WENR from October 1, 1928, to the 
present time; thht said Station has extensive facilities 
and is well equipped for furnishing farm programs 
equal or superior to those of any other broadcasting 
station; that the present farm programs of said Station 
consist of agricultural talks, including Co-operative 
Marketing and other instruction and advice to farm¬ 
ers, grain and livestock market reports, and farm 
news, including regular broadcast of the American 
Farm Bureau Federation; that said talks are given by 
men of recognized prominence in State and National 
farm affairs, including this affiant; that under the pres¬ 
ent time schedule of Station WENR with two-sevenths 
of time for operation, the only time available for such 
agricultural programs is a period of fifteen minutes 
from 7:15 to 7:30 each evening, excepting Sunday even¬ 
ing; that said period of fifteen minutes is entirely in¬ 
adequate for the giving of a farm program; that on 
the present schedule affiant is compelled to largely omit 
many important! features, including 4 H Club work, 
comprehensive market reports of farm commodities, 
information concerning comparative agriculture, and 
discussions of many questions of importance to farm¬ 
ers, and is compelled to curtail, boil-down and unrea¬ 
sonably restrict the features included in the present 
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fifteen minute program; that as soon as said! Station 
shall be allowed to operate on one-half time, the farm 
program given by said station will be greatly expanded, 
and that the value of said station to agriculture will 
then be greatly enhanced.

John F. Gilchrist, being first duly sworn, deposes 
and says that he is President of the Great Lakes Broad¬ 
casting Company, the owner of Station WENR; that 
Commonwealth Edison Company, one of the companies 
principally interested in the ownership of said Sta¬ 
tion, is a pioneer in broadcasting and was the first 
broadcaster in Chicago, having broadcast its programs 
over Station KYW as early as the year 1921 ; 

That following the decision of the Federal Radio 
Commission on November 11, 1928, reducing the time 
of operation Pf said Station from full time to two-sev¬ 
enths of full time, said Station continued giving its 
excellent programs of instruction and entertainment, 
including agricultural programs, and in fact increased 
the high quality of its programs, although it was well 
known that a Station such as WENR could not be 
economically operated on two-sevenths time; that dur¬ 
ing the year 1929 said Station was operated at a def¬ 
icit exceeding Four Hundred Thousand Dollars ($400,- 
000.); that such operation placed a great financial bur¬ 
den upon the owner of said Station; that a Station of 
the character of Station WENR cannot be economically 
operated on less than full time; that operation of said 
Station on one-half time would result in a great reduc¬ 
tion in the Station's annual deficit from operation; 
that every day’s delay in putting a one-half time sched¬ 
ule into effect vdll impose upon the owner of the Sta¬ 
tion financial loss materially in excess of the loss which 
it would sustain operating on one-half time; that in 
addition to the money loss, which the owner of said 
Station vfill suffer until a one-half time schedule shall 
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be put into effect, the prestige of the Station will be 
most seriously affected and the owner of the! Station 
will on that account suffer an irreparable loss jin addi¬ 
tion to the monetary loss above stated; and thht to de¬ 
prive the owner of the Station for any length oi| time of 
the benefit of the decree of the Court of Appeals of the 
District of Columbia allowing one-half time operation 
would be contrary to justice and against public con¬ 
venience, interest and necessity.
